1.  After  the  opening  of  Conference,  the  first  business  in  order 
shall  be  reading  of  the  President's  Annual  Report. 

2.  At  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  first  day  of  session,  the  officers  of 
the  Conference  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

3.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
Conference  adjourned  and  call  the  Conference  to  order. 

4.  Each  morning  session  shall  be  opened  by  reading  a  portion  of 
the  Scripture  and  prayer,  under  direction  of  the   President. 

5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shall  read 
the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  correct  and 
prepare  them  for  registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  mem- 
ber, to  call  any  brother  to  order  who  may  indulge  in  personal  reflec- 
tions or  irrelevant  debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Conference,  which  appeal  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

8.  All  the  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member 
to  the  Chair. 

10.  The  President  shall  vote  on  no  question,  except  in  case  of 
a  tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from 
his  seat  and  respectfully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr.  President," 
and  being  recognized  by  the  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
question,  except  by  unanimous  permission  of  the  Conference; 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speak- 
ing, or  interrupt  the  speaker,  except  by  permission  to  explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufficiently 
loud  to  dlstui'b  the  Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  retiring. 

16.  Members  are  required  to  vote  in  all  cases,  unless  excused 
therefrom  by  the  Conference. 

17.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  or  debated  until  the  same 
shall  be  seconded. 

18.  All  motions  and  resolutions  made  and  seconded  shall  be  open 
for  debate,  except  the  previous  question,  the  motion  to  adjourn,  and 
to  lay  on  the  table,  which  questions  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

19.  All  amendments  shall  be  disposed  of  before  the  vote  is  taken 
on  the  main  question. 

20.  All    questions    of    order    arising    after    the    previous    question 
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has  been  called  for  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

21.  The  decision  of  all  questions  shall  be  Yes  or  No.  The  yeas 
and  nays  shall  be  recorded  on  the  journal  by  the  call  of  one-fifth  of 
the  members  present. 

22.  All  resolutions  or  amendments  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

23.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order,  except  made 
by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  and  on  the  same  or 
succeeding  day,  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

24.  No  motion  or  resolution  indefinitely  postponed  shall  be  called 
up  again  during  the  session. 

25.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  five  minutes  without  per- 
mission of  the  Conference. 

26.  No  committee  shall  meet  during  the  session  of  Conference. 

27.  All  petitions  and  resolutions  shall  be  referred  to  proper 
committee.

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Proceedings 


The  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  began  its  ninety-ninth  ses- 
sion on  Wednesday,  October  29th,  1924,  in  the  Methodist  Pi'otestant 
Church  at  Reidsville,  Rev.  J.  D.  Williams,  pastor,  at  10:00  a.  ni.  The 
President  of  the  Conference,  Rev.  A.  G.  Dixon,  was  in  the  chair.  Con- 
ference was  called  to  order  with  the  singing  of  hymn  22  'in  the  Hymn- 
al. This  was  followed  by  the  singing  of  hymn  343.  Rev.  T.  H. 
Lewis,  D.D.,  Pi-esident  of  the  General  Conference  led  in  prayer. 

The  Roll  of  the  Conference  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  after  which 
the  devotional  exercises  were  continued.  The  president  of  the  con- 
ference read  as  a  Scripture  Lesson  Isaiah  41:1-18.  The  Responsive 
reading  was  selection  44  in  the  Hymnal.  Prayer  was  offered  by  S.  W. 
Taylor.     The  Conference  engaged  in  singing  hymn  352. 

The  President  of  the  Conference  asked  Dr.  Lewis  to  take  the 
chair,  and  proceed  to  read  his  report  as  President  (Report  A).  On  mo- 
tion of  C.  L.  Whitaker,  the  President's  report  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  President's  Report.  On  motion  the  President's  of- 
ficial character  was  passed. 

The  Conference  entered  into  the  communion  sei'vice.  While  the 
table  was  being  prepared,  the  Secretary  read  the  Roll  of  the  Honored 
Dead. 

Rev.  T.  H.  Lewis,  D.D.,  President  of  the  General  Conference,  was 
invited  to  have  charge  of  the  communion  service,  and  was  assisted 
by  the  following  brethren:  J.  E.  Pritchard,  Edward  Suits,  T.  M. 
Johnson,  and  N.  G.  Bethea. 

The  communion  service  was  concluded  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  A.  G. 
Dixon.  After  Committee  announcements  the  benediction  was  pro- 
nounced by  Dr.  Lewis. 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON 

1:30.  The  devotional  exercises  were  in  charge  of  W.  F.  Ken- 
nett.  At  1:30  the  session  was  opened  for  the  transaction  of  bus- 
iness.    The  roll  of  Conference  was   called. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Faculty  submitted  a  partial  re- 
port recomniending  that  E.  Lester  Ballad,  forinerly  of  the  Maryland 
Conference,  be  elected  to  membership  in  this  Conference.  The 
report  was  adopted  and  Brother  Ballad  was  elected  to  membership. 
The  president  called  Brother  Ballad  to  the  front  and  presented  him 
to  the  Conference.  He  also  introduced  Rev.  J.  H.  Hendry,  of  the 
Alabama-Florida  Conference,  stating  that  Brother  Hendry  was  bring- 
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ing  his  letter  of  transfer  to  this  Conference,  but  that  it  had  not  yet 
been  received. 

A  partial  report  of  the  Boundary  Committee  was  presented,  recom- 
mending the  reception  of  Calvary  Church,  Greensboro,  and  that  the 
representative  of  that  church,  Brother  J.  A.  Cox,  be  seated  as  the 
delegate  from  that  church.     The  Conference  adopted  the  report. 

The  suggested  program  prepared  by  the  program  committee,  was 
on  motion  adopted  as  the  program  of  Conference,  subject  to  such 
changes  as  may  be  necessary. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  fix  the  bar  of  Conference  to  include 
the  entire  auditorium.  The  motion  was  amended  to  include  only  the 
first  ten  pews  across  the  church,  with  the  amen  corner.  The  amend- 
ment was  put  and  carried,  and  the  motion  as  amended  prevailed. 

J.  H.  Trollinger  was  excused  from  further  attendance  on  this  ses- 
sion of  Conference  that  he  might  go  on  to  the  Seminary  at  West- 
ininister,  Md. 

The  consideration  of  further  business  was  deferred  to  hear  Dr. 
Lewuis.  On  motion  the  time  for  the  order  of  the  day  was  extended 
until  he  should  be  through. 

At  3:35  Conference  entered  into  the  election  of  officers.  E.  I.  Bel- 
lamy, J.  L.  Trollinger,  H.  F.  Fogleman  and  T.  J.  Evans  were  selected 
as  tellers.  Ballots  were  distributed  and  the  vote  for  President  was 
taken.  The  ballot  was  canvassed,  and  the  Secretary  announced  that 
A.  G.  Dixon,  the  present  incumbent,  was  elected.  S.  W.  Taylor 
moved  that  the  election  be  made  unanimous.  The  President  spoke 
a  few  words  of  appreciation,  and  stated  that  he  would  have  some- 
thing further  to  say  later. 

On  motion  H.  F.  Fogleman  was  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous 
ballot  of  the  Conference  for  the  election  of  C.  W.  Bates  as  Secretary. 
The  ballot  was  cast,  and  the  president  declared  C.  W.  Bates  elected. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  instruct  the  Secretary  to  cast  the  ballot  of 
Conference  for  S.  W.  Taylor  as  Conference  Treasurer.  The  ballot  was 
cast,  and  S.  W.  Taylor  declared  elected.  This  order  was  followed  in 
the  election  of  the  Statistical  Secretary,  H.  F.  Surratt,  and  the  Con- 
ference Reporter,  C.  B.  Way,  who  were  each  elected  to  succeed  them- 
selves. 

Ballots  were  distributed  for  the  election  of  lay  members  of  the 
Stationing  Committee.  A  canvass  of  the  vote  showed  no  election. 
Another  ballot  was  taken,  and  it  was  announced  that  J.  M.  Cutchin,  Jr. 
had  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast.  The  President  declared 
Bi'other  Cutchin  elected. 

The  President  asked  the  privilege  of  selecting  some  one  to  act  as  a 
sort  of  private  secretary  to  the  Stationing  Committee.  The  Con- 
ference, on  motion,  granted  the  privilege,  and  the  President  announced 
that  R.  C.  Stubbins  would  serve  in  that  capacity. 

On  motion  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  members  of  the  Com- 
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niittee  on  Appeals  were  elected  by  acclamation.  They  are  as  follows: 
J.  H.  Moton,  J.  R.  Hutton,  G.  W.  Holmes,  ministers,  and  J.  S.  Pick- 
ett, J.  R.  Stone  and  J.  W.  Boyles,  laymen. 

The  selection  of  the  names  of  the  brethren  to  constitute  the  Stand- 
ing District  Committee  was  on  motion  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Nominations.  Carl  Jones,  delegate  from  Grace  Church,  Greensboro, 
was  substituted  in  the  place  of  J.  M.  Stone,  as  the  lay  member  of  the 
Nomination  Committee. 

After  some  discussion  of  the  matter  of  placing  the  amount  raised 
by  the  charges  for  the  College  in  the  statistical  reports,  it  was  voted 
to  make  a  foot  note  of  this  item  showing  the  approximate  total  raised 
this  year. 

The  following  items  in  the  address  of  Dr.  Lewis,  which  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Conference  for  action  were  disposed  of  as  follows: 

Conference  voted  to  authorize  the  President  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence to  attend  the  Council  of  Annual  Conference  Presidents,  and  his 
expenses  be  paid. 

The  five  overtures  handed  down  to  the  Annual  Conference  were 
considered  secreatim,  and  adopted.      (See  Overtures). 

It  was  ordered  to  secure  enough  copies  of  the  sermon  of  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  General  Conference  to  provide  one  for  each  copy  of  the 
Annual  Conference  Journal,  the  same  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the 
Treasury. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  last  page  of  the  Journal  cover  be  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  Dr.  Lewis. 

The  President  read  the  list  of  Committees  appointed  by  him.  Bro- 
ther Dixon  made  some  remarks  for  the  Stationing  Committee,  sug- 
gesting certain  things  that  both  the  preachers  and  the  laymen  might 
do  to  assist  the  committee. 

After  announcements,  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Dr.  Lewis, 
and  Conference  stood  adjourned  until  7:30  tonight. 

WEDNESDAY  NIGHT 

7:30.  After  a  welcome  service,  at  which  Hon.  B.  F.  Mayberry, 
Prosecuting  Attorney,  of  Reidsville  delivered  an  address  to  which  R. 
C.  Stubbins  responded,  the  President  of  the  Conference  preached  the 
Conference  sermon. 

THURSDAY,  OCTOBER  30 

9:30.  The  roll  of  Conference  was  called,  after  which  J.  A.  Burgess 
conducted  the  devotional  exercises. 

The  minutes  of  yestex'day's  sessions  were  read,  corrected  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  time  for  the  order  of  the  day  having  arrived,  the  roll  of 
charges  was  called,  and  the  pastors  submitted  their  official  reports. 
S.  W.  Taylor,  the  Conference  Treasurer,  asked  liberty  to  retire  from 
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the  conference  session  in  order  to  work  on  his  report.  The  same 
privilege  was  granted  the  Statistical  Secretary. 

J.  E.  Pritchard,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations 
brought  forward  the  following  brethren  who  were  presented  to  the 
Conference  by  the  Pi'esident:  Rev.  F.  W.  Stephenson,  of  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education;  H.  A.  Garrett,  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Children's  Home;  Rev.  M.  F.  Moores,  pastor  of  the  Reids- 
ville,  M.  E.  Church,  South;  J.  C.  Broomfield,  D.D.,  of  Fairmont,  W. 
Va.,  President  of  the  Pittsburgh  Conference;  S.  K.  Spahr,  D.D.,  Sup- 
ply Pastor  of  Grace  Church,  Greensboro;  Rev.  F.  T.  Benson,  D.D.,  of 
Baltimore,  Md.,  Editor  of  the  Methodist  Protestant;  and  Mr.  R.  F. 
Williams,  of  High  Point,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
High  Point  College. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  the  citizens  of  Reidsville  wish  to 
take  the  Conference  to  the  Penn  Farm  tomorrow  afternoon  at  3:00.  It 
was  voted  to  accept  the  invitation,  and  to  go  as  soon  as  the  Brother- 
hood was  through  with  its  meeting. 

Announcement  was  made  that  photographer  wishes  to  take  a  pic- 
ture of  the  Conference  body  today  at  noon.  It  was  voted  to  have 
the  picture  made  tomorrow  at  noon. 

Announcement  was  made  of  committee  meetings  immediately  upon 
adjournment. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON 

1:30  The  devotional  exercises  were  in  charge  of  D.  A.  Highfill  in 
the  absence  of  W.  D.  Reed. 

J.  E.  Pritchard  was  called  to  the  chair,  the  president  having 
stated  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  him  to  be  with  the  stationing 
Committee. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  reports:  Committee  to  Audit 
the  books  of  the  Conference  Treasurer.  (Report  B).  The  report  was 
adopted.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pastoral  Work.  On  mo- 
tion the  report  was  adopted. 

A  letter  was  read  from  J.  Clyde  Auman,  President  of  the  Nagoya 
College  in  Japan,  who  is  a  member  of  this  Conference.  On  motion 
the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  to  Brother  Auman,  and  also 
to  J.  F.  Minnis,  missionary  to  India,  who  is  also  a  member  of  thi'S 
Conference.  The  chair  ruled  that  the  letter  from  Brother  Auman 
would  go  to  the  Committee  on  Official  Character.  Geo.  R.  Brown  led 
in  prayer  for  our  missionaries.

On  motion  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  J.  S.  Williams, 
Chaplain  of  the  Mission  of  the  Good  Samatarian,  Asheville,  a  letter 
of  sympathy  for  him  in  his  illness. 

C.  H.  Whitaker  called  attention  to  the  work  of  the  Conference 
Faculty.     The  men  in  the  course  were  urged  to  see  their  examiners. 

On  motion  Conference  adjourned  until  7:30  tonight. 

THURSDAY  NIGHT

Brother  J.  H.  Dixon,  father  of  the  president  of  the  Conference 
was  presented  to  the  Conference. 

At  11:00  Rev.  F.  W.  Stephenson,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Education  outlinging  the  work  of  the  denominational  through  its 
various  activities. 

Announcements  of  committee  meetings  were  made. 

E.  F.  Root,  supply  pastor  of  Yarborough  Charge,  a  member  of  the 
Ohio  Conference;  Mrs.  Geo.  R.  Brown,  President  of  the  N.  C.  Branch 
of  the  W.  F.  M.  S.,  Mrs.  G.  T.  Penny,  Mrs.  W.  P.  Pickett,  Mrs.  J.  D. 
Williams,  Mrs.  J*.  C.  Welch,  and  Rev.  Goode,  Pastor  of  the  First  Bap- 
tist Church  of  this  city,  were  introduced  to  the  Conference. 

Conference  adjourned  until  1:30.

It 
was  ordered  that  students  in  the  course  must  attend  the  school  unless 
providentially  hindered.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

(REPORT  A) 
To  the  ninety-ninth  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  assembled  in  the  Reidsville  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church,  Reidsville,  N.  C,  October  29,  1924. 

My  Dear  Brethren: 

"Grace  and  peace  be  multiplied  until  you  through  the  knowledge  of 
God,  and  of  Jesus  Our  Lord,  according  as  his  divine  power  hath  given 
unto  us  all  things  that  pertain  unto  life  and  Godliness,  through  the 
knowledge  of  him  that  hath  called  us  to  glory  and  virtue:  Whereby 
are  given  unto  us  exceeding  great  and  precious  promises:  That  by 
these  ye  might  be  partakers  of  the  divine  nature,  having  escaped  the 
corruption  that  is  in  the  world  through  lust." 

Another  conference  year  with  its  joys  and  its  sorrows,  its  bless- 
ings and  its  disappointments,  and  with  its  successes  and  its  failures 
has  come  to  a  close;  and  in  the  providence  of  God  we  are  here  face 
to  face  with  each  other  and  with  Him,  to  give  and  account  of  our 
Stewardship.  In  the  place  you  asked  me  to  serve  I  have  done  what 
[  could.  Recounting  the  acts  of  the  year  I  do  not  see  how  I  could 
have  done  more  than  has  been  done.  My  all  physically,  mentally, 
spiritually  and  financially  has  been  given  to  my  Lord  and  to  my  church 
this  year.  If  in  anything  I  have  failed  it  has  been  in  a  failure  of  judg- 
ment and  not  in  desire  or  intent.  .  It  has  been  a  priviledge  thus  to 
serve. 

In  almost  all  cases  I  have  met  a  spirit  of  kindness  and  brotherly  love 
and  courtesy  that  has  cheered  and  helped.  For  this  I  thank  you  and 
the  dear  Father  who  has  led  us  on. 

Official  Acts. 

At  the  close  of  last  conference  five  appointments  were  left  "to  be 
supplied,"  and  the  pastor  of  Whitakers  charge  could  not  enter  fully 
upon  the  work  until  May.  Whitakers  was  well  cared  for  up  to  May 
by  borrowing  pastors  from  other  charges,  one  Sunday  at  a  time. 
The  second  Sunday  in  May  Rev.  F.  W.  Paschall,  the  pastor,  having 
completed  his  course  m  the  Westminister  Theological  Seminary, 
entered  fully  upon  his  duties  at  Whitakers.  Early  in  the  conference 
year,  with  consent  of  the  pastors  and  people,  Rev.  C.  L.  Whitaker, 
D.D.,  pastor  of  North  Davidson,  was  asked  to  take  charge  of  the 
State  Street  Church,  Lexington;  and  Rev.  C.  B.  Way,  pastor  of  South 
Davidson  was  asked  to  take  charge  of  the  West  Lexington  church. 
This  arrangement  continued  through  the  year. 
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A  letter  of  standing  was  granted  to  Rev.  J.  A.  Ledbetter  on  No- 
vember 12,  1923. 

December  2,  1923,  Rev.  D.  A.  Braswell  was  appointed  pastor  of 
Allison's  Grove. 

December  22,  1923,  because  of  his  being  in  school  and  because 
of  his  responsibility  in  caring  for  his  mother  and  his  sisters,  Rev. 
Lawrence  C.  Little  resigned  his  position  as  field  secretary  for  the 
Young  People's  Work,  and  was  immediately  assigned  to  Concord 
as  postor. 

Grace  Church,  Greensboro,  was  supplied  two  months  by  borrowing 
pastors  from  other  charges,  and  at  the  first  of  January,  1924,  Rev. 
S.  K.  Spahr,  D.D.,  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  was  appointed  pastor  of  this 
charge. 

January  21st  Rev.  M.  L.  Moose  was  appointed  pastor  of  Connelly 
Springs  charge.  January  31st  Rev.  E.  F.  Root  of  Ohio  was  appointed 
pastor  of  the  Yarborough  charge. 

Rev.  N.  M.  Harrison,  Jr.,  having  been  elected  Dean  of  men  for 
the  High  Point  College,  was  released  from  further  duties  as  pastor 
of  West  End  Church,  Greensboro,  at  the  first  of  April.  For  three 
weeks  this  church  also  borrowed  pastors  from  other  charges.  On 
April  7,  1924,  Rev.  E.  Lester  Ballard  of  Maryland  was  granted  his 
transfer  to  the  North  Carolina  Conference  from  the  Maryland  Con- 
ference and  was  appointed  pastor  of  West  End  charge,  and  began 
his  duties  there  on  Sunday,  April  27.  Brother  Ballard  brought  his 
transfer  with  him,  and  is  now  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference. 

By  the  request  of  pastor  and  people,  Rev.  N.  Brittain  was  released 
from  further  duties  as  pastor  of  Harris'  Chapel  on  April  10th  that  he 
might  give  full  time  to  the  Roberta  church,  and  Rev.  D.  A.  Braswell 
was  appointed  pastor   of  Harris'   Chapel. 

By  request  of  pastor  and  people  Rev.  C.  E.  Phillips  was  released 
from  further  service  at  Bessmer  City  on  April  20,  that  he  might 
give  full  time  to  Lincolnton  and  Cornelius,  and  Rev.  D.  M.  Loy  was 
appointed  pastor  at  Bessemer  City. 

Eerly  in  the  conference  year  Rev.  R.  M.  Andrews,  D.D.,  organized 
a  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  the  Community  Church,  Thomasville. 

In  May  Rev.  C.  J.  Edwards  organized  a  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
in  West  Burlington. 

In  May  I  organized  Calvary  Church,  Greensboro,  with  105  charter 
members.  During  the  year  I  assisted  in  dedicating  English  Street 
Church,  High  Point,  and  Shady  Grove  Church  on  Connelly  Springs 
charge. 

Our    Sainted    Dead. 

Our  ranks  have  been  broken  this  year  by  death,  and  we  pause 
to  do  honor  to  the  memory  of  our  departed  ones. 

On  the  24th  of  April,  1924,  Rev.  I.  I.  York  who  had  reached  a  ripe 
old  age,  quietly  fell  asleep  in  Jesus.

On  the  13th  of  May,  1924,  in  the  very  prime  of  womanhood,  con- 
fidently looking  foiTvard  to  the  day  when  she  should  be  well  again, 
the  beloved  wife  and  co-worker  of  our  brother,  Rev.  Geo.  L.  Curry 
was  suddenly  called  home. 

Obituary  committees  were  regularly  appointed,  and  memorial  ser- 
vices are  being  planned  for  next  Sunday  November  2nd,  at  2:30  p.m. 

Program   and   Plan   of   Work. 

Following  the  directions  of  the  last  Annual  Conference  the  Budget 
Committee  met  early  in  the  year  and  laid  plans  for  the  every-mem- 
ber  canvass,  and  arranged  for  some  member  of  the  committee  to  go 
into  each  First  Quarterly  Conference,  or  to  select  some  one  else  to 
go,  to  aid  the  pastor  and  his  people  to  put  on  the  every-member  can- 
vass. A  sub-committee  was  appointed  to  arrange  and  have  printed, 
enough  posters  to  put  one  in  each  church  in  the  conference  showing 
clearly  where  all  the  money  goes  which  is  paid  both  on  the  annual 
conference  budget  and  on  the  General  Conference  Budget. 

The  committee  also  arranged  for  a  series  of  simultaneous  District 
Rallies  to  be  held  on  the  fifth  Sunday  in  March  and  the  Saturday 
preceeding.  These  conferences  were  held  in  each  district,  their 
purpose  being  to  stress  Sunday  Schol  and  Christian  Endeavor  Work 
Missions,  Evangelism  and  Stewardship. 

Your  Budget  Committee  has  held  two  other  meeting  during  the 
year,  and  we  have  endeavored  to  be  of  service  to  every  church  in  the 
conference. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  I  kept  the  following  brief,  com- 
prehensive program  before  the  conference: 
Our  Slogan:     As  faithful  in  service  for  Christ  as  for  self. 
Our  Aim:     1.    All  of  us  reading  the  church  paper. 

2.  A  family  altar  in  ecah  honre. 

3.  Every  member  a  contributing  member. 

4.  The  Budget  in  full  by  the  help  of  the  every-member 

canvass. 

5.  Churches  and  parsonages  with  their  grounds  beautified. 

6.  400  attending  Weaverville  Summer  Conference. 

7.  All  pastors  attending  the  pastor's  Summer  Conference. 

8.  Our  college  open  in  September  with  a  good  attendance. 

9.  Better   Sunday   Schools   and   Christian   Endeavor   Soci- 

eties. 
Our  Motto:     On  to  victory. 
Our  Golden  Text:     "Put  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God." 

This  is  a  possible  program.  It  is  a  workable  program.  Everything 
in  it  ought  to  be  done,  and  what  ought  to  be  done  can  be  done.  Much 
purpose  being  to  strees  Sunday  School  and  Christian  Endeavor  Work 
more  will  be  accomplished  in  these  same  fields. 

The   Conference   Work. 

In  undertaking  to  fill  the  job  given  me  I  have  visited  65  charges 
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out  of  the  80,  and  18  of  the  65  I  have  visited  twice  because  of  peculiar 
conditions  whcih  seemed  to  call  for  the  second  visit.  I  w^ish  I  might 
have  visited  every  charge  in  the  conference,  but  it  was  physically  im- 
possible. 

I  have  traveled  about  9,000  miles  in  my  own  automobile  besides 
many  niiles  with  the  pastors,  and  several  trips  on  the  train.  Have 
delivered  195  sermons  and  addresses,  besides  many  talks  before 
quarterly  conferences  and  in  numerous  board  meetings,  and  commit- 
tee meetings.  Have  attended  36  quarterly  conferences,  have  sent 
out  about  2,450  letters,  and  284  postal  cards.  Have  written  an  article 
almost  every  week  for  the  Herald,  and  have  paid  out  $16.00  for 
printing. 

I  have  never  hesitated  to  go  in  answer  to  any  call  because  of  the 
cost  when  I  could  go,  but  have  tried  to  be  as  careful  as  possible  in 
keeping  with  efficiency,  to  keep  expenses  down,  ana  yet  it  has  cost 
me  for  travel,  postage,  and  printing,  $341.89. 

The  reports  from  many  of  the  fields  show  that  we  have  had  splei> 
did  revivals  this  year,  and  all  indications  are  that  there  has  beec 
a  substantial  gain  in  membership. 

Questionnaire  sent  out  to  all  pastors  was  answered  by  66,  an<? 
they  reveal  the  following  facts: 

1st.  that  65  charges  paid  their  pastors'  salaries  in  full.  2nd,  that 
31  increased  their  pastors'  salaries  for  next  year  totaling  a  raise  of 
$7,230.  Only  four  reduced  their  salaries  to  the  total  amount  of  $500. 
3rd,  that  the  following  charges  have  paid  all  claims  in  full:  Albe- 
marle, Ashboro,  Asheville,  Burlington,  English  Street,  High  Point, 
Charlotte,  Henderson,  Whitakers,  Winston-Salem,  West  End,  Reids- 
ville.  First  Church,  High  Point,  Thomasville  Circuit,  Concord,  Grace, 
Church,  Greensboro.  4th,  that  the  following  paid  pastors'  salaries 
and  Annual  Conference  Budget:  Cornelius,  Fallston,  Granville,  Lin- 
colnton,  Mocksville  Circuit,  Mount  Pleasant,  Stanley,  Halifax,  Ker- 
nersville  Charge,  Midway  on  Guilford  Charge.  5th,  an  increase  in 
membership  of  1,166.  6th,  that  the  amount  of  money  spent  during 
the  year  on  church  and  parsonage  buildings  and  impi'ovements  was 
$92,229. 

The  debt  on  the  Albemarle  Church  has  been  paid.  A  new  church 
has  been  completed  at  Pine  Grove  on  Kernersville  Charge.  Grace 
Church,  Greensboro,  was  sold,  a  new  hut  built,  and  a  dwelling  house 
on  the  new  site  fitted  up  for  Sunday  School  purposes.  Plans  for 
the  new  church  are  under  way.  This  congregation  was  divided  and 
a  new  church.  Calvary  Church,  was  organized.  Calvary  Church  is 
just  completing  a  new  building.  Enfield  and  Gibsonville  charges 
have  built  church  huts  during  the  year.  West  Burlington  congregation 
has  completed  a  basement  addition  of  a  splendid  new  -church.  Cor- 
nelius has  begun  its  new  church  building.  Bethel,  on  Flat  Rock 
charge,  has  been  painted  and  improved.  Gideons  Grove,  on  Flat 
Rock  charge,  has  built  a  new  church.    Union  Ridge,  on  Forsyth  charge. 
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has  been  remodeled  and  enlarged.  A  new  church  is  being  built  at 
Mizpah,  Haw  River  charge.  Henderson  is  completing  new  Sunday 
School  rooms.  First  High  Point  is  completing  its  splendid  new  build- 
ing. State  Street  Lexington  has  built  a  well  arranged  parsonage, 
which  is  to  be  used  for  a  chui'ch  until  they  can  build  a  new  church. 
On  North  Davidson,  Bethesda  and  Friendship  have  both  remodeled, 
enlarged  and  painted.  Randleman  built  a  good  convenient  parsonage. 
Fairfield  Church  on  Guilford  Charge  has  been  repaired,  improved,  and 
painted.  Midway  Church  on  Guilford  Charge  installed  a  fine  heating 
plant.  Union  Chapel  on  Mocksville  Charge  repainted  their  chui"ch 
inside  and  outside.  Bessmer  City  built  a  Sunday  School  room. 
Union  Church,  Halifax  Charge,  put  in  new  carpet,  new  pulpit  and 
new  furniture.  Hollister,,  on  Halifax  Charge,  has  a  new  metal  roof 
and  has  repainted  the  church.  On  Littleton  Circuit,  Hawkins  Chapel 
has  made  large  repairs  and  improvements,  and  Corinth  Church  has 
been  repainted. 

Extras. 

At  last  conference  I  recommended  that  this  conference  arrange  for 
two  or  three  of  its  members  to  visit  both  the  South  Carolina  and  the 
Vii'ginia  Annual  Conferences  during  this  year,  if  they  so  desired. 
I  wrote  to  the  presidents  of  each  of  these  conferences,  but  received 
no  reply  from  them.  The  president  of  the  General  Conference  is  an- 
xious to  help  these  smaller  conferences  in  every  possible  way,  and  I 
believe  we  should  still  hold  ourselves  ready  to  render  any  assistance 
that  it  may  be  in  our  power  to  render. 

Our  Children's  Home. 

This  institution  is  in  splendid  condition  in  every  way.  It  has  and 
is  rendering  a  great  service  for  Christ's  little  ones.  Our  people  in 
all  sections  of  the  conference  are  proud  of  the  home,  hence  they  give 
liberally  and  cheerfully  to  its  work.  I  urge  upon  all  our  people 
throughhout  the  conference  that  they  respond  whole  heartedly  to  the 
call  for  a  day's  wages  at  Thanksgiving.  This  should  go  as  a  free- 
will offering  and  not  as  a  credit  on  any  budget.  If  we  pay  our 
budget  with  the  days  wages  we  are  asked  to  give  to  the  home,  then 
the  home  does  not  get  the  full  benefit  of  that  days  wages.  Full  re- 
port of  the  home  and  its  work  and  its  financial  condition  Vv^ill  be  made 
to  this  conference. 

Our  College. 

We  can  speak  of  our  college  as  a  reality  now,  for  it  is  open  and 
running  and  doing  fine  work.  Perhaps  the  day  of  greatest  signifi- 
cence  to  this  conference  in  all  its  history  was  September  16,  1924, 
which  marked  the  opening  of  our  High  Point  College.  It  was  a  hap- 
py day  for  every  one  of  us  who  have  looked  longingly  forward  to  the 
day  when  we  would  have  such  an  institution.  This  college  will 
be  the  very  center  of  our  hopes  and  ambitions   through  the   coming 
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years.  It  is  thoroughly  up-to-date  in  every  respect,  has  a  splendid 
faculty,  and  will  offer  the  very  best  to  the  young  people  who  enter 
thi'ough  the  years  to  come.  We  have  only  words  of  praise  and  com- 
mendation for  all  those  who  have  helped  in  any  way  to  make  this 
college  possible.  It  will  demand  our  best  and  our  all  through  the 
coming  years. 

Full  report  of  its  plans,  its  outlook,  and  its  finances  will  be  made 
to  this  conference. 

Our   Superannuates. 

Some  of  the  most  worthy  ones  among  us  are  on  the  superannuated 
list.  Last  conference  we  raised  our  apportionment  in  the  Annual 
Conference  Budget  for  these  old  soldiers  of  the  cross  to  $5,000.  Just 
what  effort  was  made  to  pay  that  amount  remains  to  be  seen.  We 
trust  the  most  of  it  will  be  paid. 

Some  plans  should  be  made  to  take  better  care  of  these  aged 
ones.  I  think  the  superannuates  should  be  taken  out  of  the  budget, 
so  I  am  herewith  making  a  recommendation  which  I  hope  and  be- 
lieve will  enable  us  to  raise  more  money  for  this  cause. 

Pulpit  Supply  and  Pastorial  Work. 

These  two  go  hand  in  hand,  and  cannot  be  separated  in  a  suc- 
cessful pastorate.  When  a  pastor  quotes  Luke  10:7,  "Go  not  from 
house  to  house,"  he  should  stop  and  read  the  context;  and  then  he 
should  turn'  and  read  Luke  14:23,  "Go  out  into  the  highways  and 
hedges,  and  compel  theni  to  come  in  that  my  house  may  be  filled." 
Permit  me  to  repeat  here  what  I  said  last  year.  "For  precept  must 
be  upon  precept,  precept,  line  upon  line,  line  upon  line,  here  a  little 
and  there  a  little;  Isaiah  28:10. 

"The  biggest  problem  that  confronts  us  today  is  that  of  proper 
pastoral  supply.  The  brightest  and  best  of  your  homes  should  be 
offered  our  Lord.  Anything  less  is  not  good  enough.  Higher  moral 
standards,  and  clearer  spiritual  visions  are  needed  in  those  who  lead, 
and  we  must  have  men  better  qualified  intellectually.  It  is  a  tragic 
hour  in  the  church  when  the  preacher  who  does  now  know  the  mean- 
ing of  the  words  in  the  Book  tries  to  lead  into  holiness  and  service 
those  who  knowledge  of  such  matters  is  far  greater.  While  pity 
is  indespensable  to  Christian  leadership,  piety  is  just  one  essential 
to  the  large  and  exacting  qualifications  for  preaching  the  gospel  of 
Christ. 

Brethren,  we  must  have  a  better  trained  ministry  for  a  goodly 
number  of  our  fields,  whether  our  ministers  get  the  training  in  the 
schools  and  colleges,  or  whether  they  get  it  pouring  over  their  books, 
journals  and  magazines  as  they  burn  the  midnight  oil  in  their 
own  studies.  Many  of  our  fields  are  calling,  and  calling  loudly  for 
a  better  trained  ministry.  The  people  do  not  care  how  the  minister 
gets  his  rtaining,  but  they  are  asking  that  he  be  trained  for  the 
service  he  undertakes  to  render." 
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Our  own  college  is  now  open,  but  it  will  not  educate  ministers  for 
us  unless  we  first  of  all  lay  the  matter  upon  the  hearts  of  our  prom.- 
ising  boys  and  get  them  to  enter  college  with  the  view  to  studying 
for  the  ministry.  True,  God  must  call  before  men  dare  enter  the 
ministry,  but  he  uses  human  agency  to  point  the  way. 

Then,  too,  the  laymen  back  home  can  help  to  remedy  conditions  if 
they  will.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  unchristian  agitation  on  the  part 
of  a  few  with  reference  to  moving  preachers.  Some  charges  can't 
keep  a  pi'eacher  for  a  whole  year  without  somebody  beginning  to 
talk  about  moving  him.  And  in  most  cases  when  our  preachers 
serve  short  terms  pastorates  and  move  on,  it  is  to  satisfy  the  whims 
of  a  few  of  our  chronic  kickers.  This  ought  not  so  to  be,  and  we  are 
hereby  calling  upon  our  better  thinking  laymen  and  laywomen  to 
help  us  put  a  stop  to  it. 

Pastoral  Support. 

Pastoral  supply  and  pastoral  support  are  also  two  thinigs  that  can- 
not be  separated.  The  Master  said  "The  laborer  is  worthy  of  his 
hire"  Luke  10:7.  And  Paul  said  "Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  the  ox  that 
treadeth  out  the  corn.  And,  the  laborer  is  woi'thy  of  his  reward"  1 
Tim.  5:18. 

Laymen  are  clamoring  for  pastoral  visiting  and  for  the  best  of 
preaching,  and  they  have  a  right  to  expect  this  but  they  should  also 
see  to  it  that  the  pastor  is  not  financially  embarrased.  Some  of 
our  ministers  this  year  have  had  it  hard,  some  of  them  would  have 
made  visits  that  they  did  not  make  if  there  had  been  money  to  buy 
gasoline. 

That  the  demands  from  our  fields  may  be  met,  the  fields,  in  many 
cases,  must  come  to  pay  better  salaries.  A  number  of  our  fields 
have  responded  to  this  need  this  year  and  have  raised  their  salaries, 
but  still  in  most  cases  our  pastors  salaries  are  entirely  too  low. 

Home  Missions  And  Church  Extension  Work. 

This  year  churches  are  being  built  and  improved,  and  the  work  is 
starting  nicely  in  five  of  the  places  we  recommended  last  year  as 
"Promising  points  for  building  churches,"  namely,  Cornelius,  Lexing- 
ton, West  Burlington,  South  Greensboro,  and  South-east  Winston. 
Some  of  these  will  need  help  from  our  Board  Of  Church  Extension, 
and  we  must  continue  to  assist  several  other  fields  where  work  is 
already  in  progress. 

We  had  hoped  for  a  larger  assistance  from  the  Board  Of  Home 
Missions  in  some  of  these  fields  than  we  will  be  able  to  get.  This 
is  through  no  fault  of  the  board.  It  is  the  fault  of  the  church  which 
has  not  furnished  the  Board  Of  Home  Missions  sufficient  funds  with 
which  to  do  its  work. 

From  my  correspondence  with  Dr.  Chas.  H.  Beck  Secretary  of  the 
Board  Of  Home  Missions  I  quote  the  following:  "Now  to  the  report 
of  the  Board  Meeting  concerning  our  work  in  North  Carolina:- 
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Asheville.  Here  we  donate  the  balance  due  on  the  mortgage  of 
$1100,  but  make  no  further  approprations  for  pastoral  or  other  sup- 
port after  the  expiration  of  the  current  contract. 

Charlotte.  Here  we  make  an  appropriation  of  $200,  for  next  con- 
ference year  and  request  the  congregation  to  relieve  the  board  of 
further  obligation  for  pastoral  support  after  the  meeting  of  the  con- 
ference in  1925. 

Calvary,  Greensboro.  Here  we  make  an  appropration  of  $300,  for 
interest  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  application  was  for  a  period  of 
five  years.  This  application  to  be  given  a  hearing  at  the  next  annual 
meeting  for  a  further  appropriation. 

West  End,  Greensboro.  The  appropriation  was  not  allowed  for  the 
next  conference  year  for  salary,  and  no  appropriation  was  made  for 
building  purposes.  The  appropriation  for  the  current  year  of  course 
will  continue  until  conference. 

Lexington,  State  Street.  Here  the  following  action  was  taken. 
On  account  of  the  pi-esent  financial  situation  the  secretary  .  was 
directed  to  inform  the  president  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  that 
no  appropriation  of  any  sort  can  be  made  at  Lexington.  This  is  not  to 
be  understood  as  a  lack  of  interest,  but  it  is  due  to  a  lack  of  funds 
with  which  to  make  an  appropriation  possible. 
Burlington.  The  same  action  as  at  Lexington. 
At  Cornelius.     The  same  as  at  Lexinigton. 

I  cannot  express  my  regret  that  the  lack  of  funds  necessary  to  the 
proper  development  of  our  work  as  a  Board  compels  us  to  reduce  ap- 
propriations in  so  many  fields  and  to  turn  away  from  more  inviting 
opportunities.  There  has  never  been  a  time  in  my  knowledge  of  the 
work  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  when  we  had  better  oppor- 
tunities than  we  have  now.  If  we  had  the  money  needed  and  men  of 
the  right  type  to  meet  our  requirements  the  greatest  service  ever 
I'endered  through  the  denomination  is  possible  through  this  agency. 
I  have  said  to  you  and  to  others,  that  as  I  see  it  now  there  is  no 
place  within  the  borders  of  the  denomination  where  money  properly 
expended,  under  the  right  sort  of  pastoral  leadership,  can  bring  better 
returns  than  in  the  pastorates  of  North  Carolina.  Your  territory  is 
being  developed,  old  towns  are  being  developed,  you  have  a  developing 
section  of  the  country  and  our  church  has  fine  standing  in  North 
Carolina.  It  would  be  a  pleasure  and  a  delight  to  me  if  I  could  join 
with  you  in  looking  toward  other  places  not  yet  occupied,  but  until 
our  obligations  are  in  better  shape,  we  shall  be  compelled  to  pursue 
the  policy  of  retrenchment.  I  hope  the  conference  will  be  able  to 
take  care  of  the  situation,  and  that  the  time  may  soon  come  when  the 
Board  can  again  take  up  the  work  aggressively  in  North  Carolina. 

We  have  just  begun  to  work.  We  will  come  out  from  under  these 
conditions  with  the  greatest  achievement  of  the  years.  This  is  not 
defeat — merely  delay.     11  Tim.  2:15. 

God  bless  you  in  your  great  work  for  the  church  and  the  kingdom. 
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We  thank  the  Board  Of  Home  Missions  for  cancelling  the  indebted- 
ness at  Asheville,  and  for  the  help  it  is  giving  us  at  Charlotte,  and  at 
Calvary,  Greensboro. 

We  regret  that  the  financial  conditions  make  it  necessary  for  the 
Board  to  Vi^ithdraw  from  other  points;  but  it  is  not  their  fault  and  we 
are  inviting  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  to  join  us  in  service  again  in 
other  fields  as  soon  as  he  can. 

This  means  that  we  must  do  more  for  The  Board  of  Home  Missions; 
and  it  also  means  that  we  must  do  far  more  for  Church  Extension. 
Great  opportunities  are  open  to  us,  but  we  cannot  hold  our  own  in 
some  of  these  fields  without  more  money.  In  several  cases  salaries 
must  be  supplimented,  or  we  cannot  properly  man  our  fields. 

Young  Peoples  Work. 

We  have  been  unfortunate  this  year  in  not  having  a  secretary  in 
the  field  for  our  young  people  work,  but  Rev.  N.  M.  Harrison  Jr.,  the 
President  of  our  Conference  Board  Of  Young  Peoples  Work,  with  the 
help  of  those  he  has  called  to  his  assistance  has  led  us  in  a  good 
year's  work  among  our  young  people.  Brother  Harrison  was  author- 
ized by  the  Board  to  do  the  work  the  best  he  could  by  giving  his  spare 
time  to  it,  and  by  employing  an  office  secretary  when  necessary. 
Mr.  F.  R.  Stout  of  Greensboro  has  also  assisted  very  greatly  with 
this  work.  They  have  not  been  able  to  do  the  work  much  cheaper 
than  a  field  secretary  would  have  done  it,  but  they  have  done  their 
best,  and  have  worked  at  this  job  while  many  of  us  slept,  and  they 
are  due  the  most  hearty  thanks  and  appreciation  of  this  conference 
for  the  splendid  year's  work  that  has  been  done  and  for  results 
their  report  will  show.  Brethren,  through  our  young  people  we  have 
our  faces  turned  towards  larger  things  for  the  kinigdom  than  ever  be- 
fore, and  there  must  be  no  let  up,  nor  turning  back  in  this  field  of 
effort. 

The   General  Conference. 

The  General  Conference  sent  down  four  overtures  to  the  Annual 
Conferences  which  will  be  duly  presented  to  this  conference  for 
approval  or  disapproval. 

It  made  the  President  of  the  General  Conference  a  member  of  all 
the  Annual  Conferences  with  the  privilege  of  participating  in  any  and 
all  discussions,  but  not  the  right  to  vote,  except  in  his  own  Conference. 

It  also  said,  "He  shall  keep  in  view  during  the  quadrennium  the 
entire  program  adopted  by  the  General  Conference  and  see  to  it  that 
the  agencies  intrusted  with  any  part  of  the  program  perform  their 
duties." 

The  Genei'al  Conference  took  no  backward  steps,  but  bade  us  press 
forward  to  greater  things.  Through  its  committee  on  finance,  and  by 
a  large  majority  vote  it  asked  us  to  continue  our  efforts  to  raise  an 
annual  budget  of  $500,000.  for  our  Boards  and  Institutions,  and  $55,- 
000  of  this  is  the  annual  allotment  to  this  conference. 
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The  General  Conference  also  urged  us  on  to  the  accomplishment  of 
greater  things  in  winning  the  unsaved  for  Christ  and  the  Church. 

The  Budgets. 

The  eveiy-member  canvass  with  regular  payments  beginning  early 
in  the  year,  is  our  only  hope  of  ever  paying  the  budgets.  It  is  the 
only  fair  and  reasonable  method  for  any  church. 

The  records  show  that  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  of  this 
conference  year  only  18  out  of  80  charges  had  sent  anything  to  the 
Conference  Treasurer  on  the  Annual  Conference  Budget,  and  only  32 
out  of  80  had  paid  anything  on  the  General  Conference  Budget,  and  at 
.the  middle  of  September  there  were  19  charges  which  had  not  paid 
anything  on  either  budget. 

We  have  been  pleading  bad  crop  conditions,  and  bad  mill  conditions 
for  the  last  few  months  and  these  conditions  have  been  bad,  and  will 
very  greatly  reduce  the  sum  total  paid  on  the  budgets  for  the  year. 
But  brethren,  the  first  three  months  of  this  conference  year  were 
prosperous  months,  and  our  farming  people  were  selling  their  produce, 
and  the  church  lost  out  because  it  did  not  begin  in  time.  We  have 
accomplished  wonders  during  the  last  month,  but  no  charge  can  do  a 
good  years  work  during  the  last  few  weeks  of  the  year. 

The  General  Conference  made  its  President  and  General  Secretaries 
a  Budget  Council  and  empowered  them  to  lead  the  denomination  into 
a  greater  sense  of  responsibility  in  raising  the  General  Conference 
Budget,  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  advancement  of  his  kingdom. 

That  Council  has  first  of  all  asked  all  the  conferences  to  make  the 
assessments  for  the  budget  to  the  charges  according  to  ability  and 
membership  and  not  upon  membership  alone,  that  is  to  say,  assess 
forty  per  cent  of  your  apportionment  on  the  membership  basis,  and 
sixty  per  cent  on  the  basis  of  ability.  This  we  have  been  doing  in  a 
measure,  using  a  fifty  fifty  basis.  We  will  do  well,  I  think,  to  follow 
this  suggestion  and  make  it  a  forty  sixty  basis. 

The  General  Conference  said  through  the  report  of  its  Finance 
Committee.  "It  ony  seems  fair  that  the  sections  of  the  church  further- 
est  advanced  in  training  and  responsibility  should  accept  the  largest 
proportional  share  of  the  total,  for  there  is  responsibility  in  training 
and  priviege,  and  basing  the  apportionments  on  sums  paid,  paces 
the  arger  apportionments  there." 

For  full  report  of  this  committee  see  pages  89  to  96  1924  General 
Conference  Journal. 

In  1928  we  will  celebrate  oue  one  hundreth  anniversary  as  a 
church.  Our  General  Conference  is  planniing  for  a  proper  observance 
of  that  occasion  in  its  1928  session  to  be  held  in  St.  Johns  Church, 
Baltimore,  Md.,  hence,  have  sent  down  this  resolution  to  us,  "That 
this  General  Conference  calls  upon  the  church  to  signalize  the  com- 
pletion of  our  first  century  of  development  and  service  to  mankind, 
by  raising  in  full,  the  two  million  dollars,  of  the  Quadrennial  Budget 
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to  see  that  it  is  a  privilege  rather  than  a  duty  to  raise   Missionary 
money. 

Our  own  boys  Clyde  J.  Auman  and  Jesse  F.  Minnis  are  representing 
us  across  the  seas.  They  are  splendid  representatives  for  us  in  the 
presentation  of  our  Christ  to  these  people.  They  are  expecting  that 
we  stand  back  of  them  and  their  co-laborers  over  there.  They  have 
a  right  to  expect  this — and  our  God  is  expecting  us  to  do  this. 

The  District  Parsonage 

Following  recommendations  made  to  this  conference  last  year  the 
Parsonage  Trustees  have  installed  a  furnace  which  adds  much  com- 
fort to  the  home.  They  also  voted  to  repay  to  us  the  $230.42  spent 
on  the  house  and  garage  last  year. 

By  the  consent  of  the  Trustees  we  have  made  considerable  repairs 
on  the  parsonage  this  year.  Have  had  five  rooms  papered  and  wood 
work  of  the  entire  interior  painted,  and  hardwood  floors  put  down  on 
top  the  old  floors  in  eight  rooms,  two  halls  and  the  stair  steps  at  a 
cost  of  $734.50.  A  letter  to  the  Sunday  Schools,  and  a  few  friends 
brought  in  $252.27  which  was  paid  on  the  bill,  and  we  ourselves  have 
paid  the  balance  of  $482.23.  Besides  the  interior  work  on  parsonage 
we  planted  shrubery  around  front  porch  at  a  cost  of  $26.55.  The 
parsonage  is  now  in  splendid  condition  with  a  few  minor  exceptions. 
Something  like  $200.00  or  $250.00  more  would  have  finished  the  job 
to  completeness. 

There  is  no  drive-way  belonging  to  the  parsonage.  We  have  tried 
to  be  kind  and  courteous  about  the  di'ive  way  we  have  had  to  use,  but 
our  neighbors  prefer  not  having  us  use  it.  The  Parsonage  Trustees 
should  be  directed  to  make  necessary  arrangements  there  for  a  drive 
way  and  a  garage. 

Methodist  Union 

The  two  great  Methodist  bodies  are  negotiating  with  each  other  for 
a  union  of  these  two  great  churches.  Both  of  their  General  Confer- 
ences have  voted  for  it  by  large  majorities.  It  now  goes  to  their  an- 
nual conference  during  1925.  So  it  will  be  more  than  another  year 
before  we  know  what  they  are  going  to  do.  Some  of  us  may  be  an- 
xious about  this  from  the  view-point  of  Methodist  Protestants.  Some 
of  us  may  wish  to  participate  in  such  a  union,  and  some  of  us  may 
never  wish  to  do  so.  The  only  thing  for  us  to  do  at  this  time  is  just 
to  sit  steady  and  work  away  with  a  will  at  the  job  the  dear  Lord  has 
given  us  to  do.  It  may  be  well  for  all  our  people  to  know  just  what 
was  said  by  our  last  General  Conference  on  this  important  question. 
A  letter,  as  follows,  was  addressed  to  the  General  Conference  of  the 
M.  E.  Church  then  in  session  in  Springfield,  Mass. 

"The  General  Conference  has  heard  with  delight  the  message  of 
Bishop  Anderson  sent  by  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  Doctor 
Millar  sent  by  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South.  In  both  mes- 
sages we  have  been  invited  to  participate  in  the  unification  of  Meth- 
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for  our  Missionary  and  Educational  interests,  thus  laying  upon  the 
altars  of  our  sanctuaries  at  once  a  worthy  memorial  to  the  Fathers, 
and  a  pledge  of  fidelity  to  the  faith  by  carrying  forward  the  great 
cause  they  established  in  the  earth  I 

Rural  Church  AVork 

About  the  greatest  opportunity  this  conference  has  is  right  out  in 
God's  big  open  country.  In  some  sections  of  the  state  our  country 
fields  are  developing  wonderfully,  and  in  almost  all  cases  where  they 
receive  the  right  kind  of  service  they  yield  the  most  fi-uitful  returns. 
It  is  delightful  to  see  some  of  our  stalwart  men  ready  to  turn  towards 
the  rural  church.  And  it  is  just  as  delightful  to  see  our  country 
fields  responding  with  better  salaries,  and  building  better  churches. 

This  is  an  era  of  good  road  building  in  this  country.  Fortunate 
that  church  which  happens  to  have  a  good  road  built  right  by  it;  but 
in  some  cases  the  churches  are  being  kept  off  the  good  roads.  In  such 
cases  the  communities  will  have  to  do  one  of  t^'o  things.  They  must 
move  the  churches  to  the  good  roads,  or  they  must  build  roads  to  the 
churches.  This  is  imperative.  A  church  neglects  this  to  its  detri- 
ment. 

Evengelism 

The  Federal  Council  of  Churches  in  America  is  planning  to  turn 
Noi'th  America  into  a  great  evangelistic  field  from  the  fall  of  1924  to 
Easter  of  1925.  This  an  interdenominational  evangelistic  campaign  in 
which  all  Protestant  churches  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  ai'e 
expected  to  participate.  We  will  do  well  to  throw  the  entire  influence 
of  our  conference  into  this  campaign.  In  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Charles 
L.  Goodell,  Secretary  of  the  Commission  on  evangelism  of  the  Fed- 
eral Council  of  Churches,  "This  will  be  the  most  united  and  far-reach- 
ing evangelistic  effort  ever  undertaken  in  the  history  of  the  church." 

With  reference  to  evangelism  our  General  Conference  said,  "We 
recommend  that  this  conference  set  as  a  goal,  to  mark  the  end  of  our 
one  hundred  years  as  a  denomination  a  net  increase  in  membership 
of  20  per  cent  and  further  that  the  formation  of  such  plans,  as  may 
be  wise,  looking  to  this  goal  be  committed  to  the  Budget  Council  to 
be  in  harmony  with  the  other  Forward  Movement  ideas  and  plans 
already  delegated  to  said  council."'  I  take  it  that  the  Budget  Council 
will  have  some  plans  for  us,  and  I  hereby  urge  upon  each  of  you  the 
most  hearty  co-operation.  It  is  the  whole  business  of  the  whole 
church  to  help  win  the  world  for  Jesus. 

Missions 

The  Methodist  Protestant  Church  never  had  greater  opportunities 
and  privileges  in  Mission  Fields  than  it  has  today.  The  fields  are 
white  unto  the  harvest,  both  in  America  and  across  the  seas.  Hands 
are  beckoning  and  voices  are  calling  us  to  come  over  and  help.  The 
Boards  and  the  Woman's  Societies  are  doing  a  great  work  with  the 
small  funds  we  place  at  their  disposal.     May  the  dear  Father  lead  us 
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odjism.  We  reciprocate  heartily  the  sentiments  expressed  and  the  in- 
vitation extended.  We  favor  and  long  for  a  united  Methodism.  Not 
understanding  perfectly  the  present  scheme  of  unification  between 
these  two  churches  we  yet  believe  it  would  be  possible  for  us  to  come 
in  on  such  terms  as  would  not  require  us  to  surrender  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  the  zone  of  church 
government.  That  we  may  satisfy  ourselves  on  this  point,  we  are 
authorizing  a  committee  to  receive  any  coinmunications  it  may  please 
you  to  make,  to  give  them  careful  consideration,  and  to  report  the 
same  to  us."     This  letter  was  approved  by  unanimous  vote. 

Recommendations 

I  recommend: 

1st,  That  the  President  of  the  Conference  be  instmcted  to  co-oper- 
ate with  the  President  of  the  General  Conference  in  helping  with  the 
work  in  the  South  Carolina,  and  the  Virginia  Conference  as  occasion 
may  demand,  and  that  this  conference  pay  the  expenses  of  two  or 
three  of  our  men  should  they  be  called  upon  to  visit  one  or  both  of 
these  conferences. 

2nd,  That  the  Superannuates  be  taken  out  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence Budget.  That  an  apportionment  of  $5,000  be  laid  upon  the 
charges  of  this  conference  for  our  superannuates,  and  that  a  separate 
item  be  made  of  it.  That  Mr.  J.  Norman  Wills,  and  the  President  of 
of  our  Conference  Board  of  Young  Peoples  Work  be  asked  to  raise  a 
Christmas  fund  for  the  superannuates,  the  same  to  be  applied  on  the 
total  amount  to  be  raised,  and  that  all  pastors  be  directed  to  raise  the 
total  amount  of  this  fund  on  their  respective  Charges  during  the 
month  of  December.  All  money  for  this  purpose  to  be  sent  to  the 
Conference  Treasurer  for  proper  credit. 

3rd,  The  committees  are  large  and  will  be  published  in  the  Journal. 
To  save  space  and  printing  I  recommend  that  in  printing  the  com- 
mittee reports  in  the  Journal  only  names  of  the  Chairman  and  Sec- 
retary of  Committees  be  printed. 

4th.  We  assess  our  charges  $300  annually  for  incidental  expenses. 
Each  year  a  part  of  this  fund  is  not  used.  We  find  it  difficult  to  raise 
expenses  of  delegates  to  the  General  Conference.  And  those  who  go 
have  much  of  their  own  expenses  to  pay.  I  recommend  that  all  of  the 
$300  not  spent  for  incidentals  each  year,  beginning  with  this  year,  be 
deposited  in  a  bank  as  a  reserve  fund  for  General  Conference  Ex- 
penses. 

5th,  That  the  committee  on  Evangelism  and  the  Committee  on 
Church  Extension  and  Survey  be  asked  to  co-operate  in  putting  on 
an  evangelistic  campaign,  with  a  view  to  full  co-operation  with  the 
interdenominational  evangelistic  campaign,  and  with  a  view  to  add- 
ing at  least  20  per  cent  to  the  membership  of  each  charge  during 
the  quadrennium. 

6th,  That  the  Mid-Quadrennial  meeting  "The   General   Assembly" 
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which  is  being  planned  by  the  president  of  the  General  Conference, 
as  directed  by  that  Conference,  be  invited  to  hold  its  sessions  in  our 
college  at  High  Point,  if  in  keeping  with  the  wishes  of  the  college 
management.  The  daily  rate  of  entertainment  to  be  named  by  the 
President  of  the  College,  Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews. 

This  meeting  will  be  composed  of  all  the  members  of  our  General 
Board,  the  Presidents  of  Annual  Conferences,  College  and  Seminary 
Presidents,  Editors  and  Publishing  Agents. 

7th,  That  we  change  "The  Budget  Committee"  to  "The  Budget 
Council"  to  conform  to  the  terminology  of  the  General  Conference. 
That  the  Budget  Council  be  constituted  just  as  it  is  this  year,  with 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Annual  Conference  added  (See  1923  Journal, 
page  86.)  That  our  basis  of  apportioning  the  budgets  be  40  per  cent 
on  membership  and  60  per  cent  on  ability,  as  measured  by  the  former 
contributions  of  the  charge.  That  each  church  elect  a  treasurer  who 
shall  report  monthly  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

8th,  That  February  be  observed  as  Stewardship  month,  and  that 
during  that  month  our  pastors  be  directed  to  preach  on  Christian 
Stewardship  and  to  disti'ibute  stewardship  literature.  By  this  we 
miean  a  real  campaign  of  stewardship  which  may  lead  to  many  of 
our  people  signing  a  pledge  to  become  tithers.  And  that  all  charges 
be  required  to  nrake  monthly  payments  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

9th,  That  this  Conference  join  most  heartily  with  the  other  con- 
ferences of  the  denomination  in  an  effort  to  raise  the  full  $2,000,000 
during  the  quadrennium  for  our  Boards  and  Institutions,  and  as  a 
token  of  our  appreciation  to  God  for  leading  us  on  through  one  hun- 
dred years  of  service. 

10th,  That  it  be  made  the  duty  of  each  pastor  and  each  charge  to 
put  on  the  ever-member  canvass  for  the  budgets  with  the  same  re- 
quirements as  this  year  (See  1923  Journal,  page  86),  and  that 
monthly  payments  be  made  to  the  conference  treasurer.  See  also 
duties  of  pastors  in  Discipline  Page  109,  section  12.  Also  duties  of 
Stewards  and  Class  Leaders,  Page  112,,  Sections  1  to  5. 

11th,  That  the  District  Parsonage  Trustees  be  directed  to  open  a 
drive  way  on  the  south  side  of  the  parsonage  and  that  a  garage  be 
built. 

With  gratitude  to  all  who  have  helped  to  make  the  year  a  success, 
and  praying  that  all  of  us  may  have  wisdom,  grace  and  courage  to 
meet  God's  requirements  for  us  during  the  next  year,  I  am.

We  recommend  that  West  Lexington  be  detached  from  Lexington 
and  attached  to  South  Davidson. 

We  recommend  that  Cid  and  Jerusalem  be  detached  from  Uwharrie 
and  be  attached  to  South  Davidson. 

That  Piney  Grove  be  detached  from  Uwharrie  and  attached  to  Den- 
ton. 

That  N.  Pleasant  and  Mt.  Zion  be  detached  from  Uwhai-rie  and  at- 
tached to  West  Thomasville. 

That  Uwharrie  be  dropped  from  the  list.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIAL  REFORM 

(REPORT  E.) 

We  your  committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  deplore  thei  decay 
in  morals  so  manifest  in  all  parts  of  our  country,  a  woeful  lack  of  re- 
spect for  law  and  order,  and  a  recklessness  on  the  part  of  many  as  to 
human  rights  and  human  life. 

To  correct  this  alarming  tendancy  of  our  social  order,  we  recommend 
that  the  Christian  forces  marshall  all  available  moral  power  to  create 
and  arouse  public  sentiment  against  the  evils  of  our  day  and  to  get 
men's  hearts  right. 

We  note  with  pleasure  and  heartily  approve  the  effective  work  in 
state  and  nation  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  in  promoting  law-enact- 
ment and  law-enforcement  against  the  outlawed  liquor  traffic.  Our 
people  should  give  whole  hearted  support,  moral  and  financial,  to 
the  Anti-Saloon  League  of  America. 

We  approve  of  the  Volstead  Act  and  all  other  legislation  that  has 
for  its  aim  the  upholding  of  the  18th  amendment.  We  believe  that 
State  laws  should  harmonize  with  the  Volstead  Act,  and,  to  the  same 
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end,  we  believe  that  a  Christian  citizenship  should  exert  itself  to  elect 
to  office,  local,  state,  and  national,  men  that  are  in  sympathy  with 
the  enactment  and  enforcement  of  such  laws.  We  also  believe  that 
a  Christian  citizenship  should  exert  itself  to  create  a  positive,  active 
public  sentiment  that  will  encourage  and  co-operate  in  every  possible 
way  with  public  officials  in  the  enactment  and  enforcement  of  such 
laws  as  will  utterly  destroy  the  hydra-headed  monster — the  liquor 
traffic. 

We  would  condeinn  the  legalizing  of  so-called  boxing  contests  within 
the  borders  of  North  Carolina.  We  hereby  appeal  to  the  Legislature 
of  1925  to  enact  such  laws  as  will  prohibit  any  such  and  all  such 
brutality,  and  instruct  the  President  and  Secretary  of  this  Conference 
to  communicate  this  action  to  the  proper  Committee  of  the  Legislature 
when  that  body  shall  meet. 

We  are  opposed  to  the  operating  of  swimming  pools  on  the  Sab- 
bath day.  We  condemn  the  mingling  of  the  sexes  as  practiced  in  the 
modern  swimming  pool  and  the  modern  dance. 

We  condemn  the  operating  of  garages  and  filling  stations  on  the 
Sabbath.  Also  the  sale  on  the  Sabbath  of  soft  drinks,  tobacco  and 
any  other  articles  not  for  mercy  or  necessity. 

We  condemn  indecent  shows  and  carnivals,  and  all  gambling  de- 
vises, also  card  playing,  because  of  their  evil  tendency.  We  believe 
that  public  sentiment  should  be  so  cultivated  and  aroused  as  to  put 
an  end  to  all  these  evils. 

We  recommend  that  Rev.  J.  E.  Pritchard,  of  Henderson,  N.  C,  and 
Mr.  J.  C.  Rogers,  of  Burlington,  be  elected  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  of  this  State.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

(REPORT  F) 

Your  Committee  on  President's  Report  rejoices  with  the  President 
of  the  Conference  in  the  progress  that  has  been  made  by  our  Con- 
ference this  year  in  spite  of  unfavorable  financial  conditions.  We 
believe  that  the  entire  church  should  rejoice  at  the  mention  of  so 
many  new  church  building,  improvements  upon  old  buildings,  and  im- 
provements generally.  It  should  take  new  courage  in  the  fact  that 
so  many  churches  have  been  able  to  successfully  combat  the  diffi- 
culties of  our  financial  strain  and  to  raise  such  a  large  portion  of  the 
budgets.  At  the  same  time,  we  believe  that  this  success  should  in- 
spire us  for  a  renewed  effort  to  secure  a  perfect  record  on  all  charges 
next  year. 

Your  committee  believes  that  the  success  of  the  year's  work  through- 
out the  conference  is  due  in  no  small  measure  to  untiring  efforts,  the 
encouraging  counsel,  and  the  prayerful  leadership  of  our  president. 
We  are  sure  that,  as  he  says,  he  has  given  to  the  conference  and  to 
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the  Kingdom  the  very  best  service  of  which  he  is  capable.  To  the 
end  that  he  may  continue  to  lead  us  on  to  bigger  and  better  things  for 
the  Master,  let  us  all  pledge  to  him  in  his  work  our  hearty  prayers, 
our  earnest  sympathy  and  co-operation,  our  love  and  personal  esteem. 
If  we  continue  to  pray  for  him  and  his  work,  the  whole  church  will 
profit  thereby. 

We  approve  the  suggestion  that  the  President  be  instructed  to  co- 
operate with  the  President  of  the  General  Conference  in  helping  with 
the  work  in  the  South  Carolina  and  the  Virginia  Conferences  and  we 
recommend  that  such  instruction  be  given.  We  recommend  further 
that  this  conference  pay  the  expenses  of  two  or  three  men  should 
they  be  called  upon  to  visit  these  conferences. 

We  refer  the  suggestion  concerning  the  Superannuate  Fund,  with 
our  reconuiiendation  for  adoption,  to  the  Committee  on  Superannuates, 
and  upon  their  adoption,  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  apportion- 
ment to  charges. 

We  approve  the  suggestion  that  names  of  chairmen  and  secretaries 
of  committees  only  be  attached  to  printed  reports. 

We  approve  the  suggestion  that  names  of  chairmen  and  secretaries 
Incidental  Fund  at  the  end  of  each  conference  year  be  deposited  in 
a  reserve  fund  for  General  Conference  Expenses. 

We  refer  to  the  Committee  on  Evangelism  and  on  Church  Extension 
and  Sui'vey  the  item  concerning  a  proposed  evangelistic  campaign 
throughout  the  conference. 

We  approve  the  suggestion  that  the  Mid-Quadrennial  meeting  be 
invited  to  hold  its  sessions  at  High  Point  College,  provided  that  such 
invitation  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  college  authorities. 

We  refer  the  item  concerning  Budget  Council  and  apportionment  of 
Budgets  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

We  approve  the  item  concerning  an  observance  of  February  as 
Stewardship  month,  and  recommend  that  the  pastors  be  directed  to 
promote  a  stewardship  campaign,  as  outlined  in  the  President's  Re- 
port, provided,  however,  that  the  cantpaign  may  be  launched  at  an 
earlier  date  than  February  if  any  case  it  seems  desirable  on  the  part 
of  the  pastor  and  official  board. 

We  approve  the  suggestion  that  our  conference  join  in  the  effort 
to  raise  the  full  $2,000,000  during  the  quadrennial  for  our  boards  and 
institutions. 

We  approve  the  item  concerning  the  putting  on  of  an  every-  member 
canvass  for  the  budgets  with  the  same  requirements  as  last  year. 

We  refer  the  matter  of  opening  of  the  driveway  atf  the  parsonage 
and  of  building  a  garage  to  the  Trustees  of  the  District  Parsonage.

2.  That  January  be  observed  as  "Herald"  month  throughout  our 
conference;  and  that  pastors  and  officials  put  on  a  subscription  cam- 
paign during  this  month. 

3.  That  the  editor  be  requested  to  continue  to  give  space  for  a  dis- 
cussion of  young  people's  work,  the  college,  and  other  interests  of 
our  conference  and  of  the  general  church. 

4.  That  this  conference  give  Dr.  McCulloch  a  note  of  appreciation 
for  the  splendid  services  he  has  rendered  our  church  in  North  Caro- 
lina through  the  Herald.

REPORT   OF   JOINT   COMMISSION 

(REPORT  J) 

The  joint  commission  representing  the  conferences  of  the  Methodist 
Protestant  and  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  North  Car- 
olina submits  the  following  annual  report: 

In  our  efforts  to  secure  closer  and  more  intimate  co-operation  be- 
tween our  two  churches,  we  are  much  interested  in  the  action  taken 
by  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  ap- 
proving the  plan  for  the  union  of  the  two  Episcopal  Methodisms. 
Following  this  action  in  May  of  the  present  year,  the  General  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  assembled  in  spec- 
ial session  in  July  following,  approved  the  same  plan. 

The  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  at  its 
regular  session  in  May  passed  the  following  resolution  submitted  by 
a  special  committee  appointed  by  the  General  Conference: 

"The  General  Conference  has  heard  with  delight  the  message  of 
Bishop  Anderson  sent  by  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  of 
Doctor  Miller  sent  by  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South.  In 
both  messages  we  have  been  in\'ited  to  participate  in  the  unification 
of  Methodism.  We  reciprocate  heartily  the  sentiments  expressed  and 
the  invitation  extended.  We  favor  and  long  for  a  united  Methodism. 
Not  understanding  perfectly  the  present  scheme  of  unification  between 
these  two  churches  we  yet  believe  it  would  be  possible  for  us  to  come 
in  on  such  terms  as  would  not  require  us  to  surrender  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  the  zone  of 
church  government.  That  we  may  satisfy  ourselves  on  this  point, 
we  are  authorizing  a  committee  to  receive  any  communications  it 
may  please  you  to  make,  to  give  them  careful  consideration,  and  to 
report  the  same  to  us.     This  letter  was  approved  by  unanimous  vote."

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   OFFICIAL  CHARACTER 

(REPORT  L) 

Your  Committee  on  Official  Character  reports  as  follows:  After 
closely  examining  all  personal  pastoral  reports  we  have  found  much 
that  indicates  the  faithfulness  of  our  pastors.  The  untiring  efforts 
indicated  and  the  splendid  results  achieved  are  to  be  greatly  appre- 
ciated and  our  praise  and  commendation  we  gladly  express  in  highest 
terms.  We  have  also  found  much  that  indicates  carelessness  or 
neglect  on  the  part  of  somebody  have  been  practiced  in  regard  to 
some  duties.  In  some  cases  it  would  seem  that  adverse  teachings  of 
the  principles  of  our  church  and  law  as  found  in  our  discipline  have 
been  encouraged.  We  have  found  that  in  a  number  of  cases  the 
church  registers  have  been  revised,  if  revised  at  all,  in  ways  other 
than  by  our  prescribed  methods.  We  advise  that  our  pastors  and 
other  leaders  do  all  possible  to  correct  this  error.  We  also  find  that 
in  many  instances  the  Lord's  Supper  is  not  celebrated  as  designed  by 
our  General  Conference.  In  a  number  of  country  churches  the 
people  are  not  given  an  opportunity  to  partake  of  this  sacred  ordin- 
ance as  m.uch  as  four  times  each  year.  There  are  cases  where  this 
has  been  neglected  for  years.  This,  in  some  instances,  we  believe,  is 
because  pastors  have  failed  to  give  proper  encouragement  to  matter, 
but  in  most  cases  it  is  because  the  people  have  lacked  sufficient  in- 
terest to  make  necessary  arrangements.  To  overcome  this  we  be- 
lieve it  is  necessary  for  our  pastors  and  leaders  to  constantly  and 
insistantly  urge  upon  their  people  the  importance  and  value  of  this 
m.eans  of  grace. 

Quite  a  number  of  our  stations  are  observing  the  Lord's  Supper 
quarterly  when  the  discipline  plainly  specifies  that  "It  shall  be  ad- 
ministered at  least  once  a  month  in  stations."  We  have  found  that 
some  of  our  pastors  encourage  this  quarterly  plan  and  that  some  of 
our  churches  have  positions  decidedly  in  opposition  to  the  plan  of  the 
General  Conference.  We  feel  that  it  is  unfortunate  to  say  the  least. 
We  also  feel  that  it  is  very  important  for  our  people  to  be  given 
uniformity  in  this  very  important  matter.  We  believe  this  uniformity 
will  be  arrived  at  when  we  are  willing  to  adopt  one  plan  and  we  know 
nothing  better  than  the  plan  of  our  General.  Conference.  When  peo- 
ple remain  away  from  church  because  of  the  presence  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  we  believe  they  should  be  reminded  of  the  solemnity  and  sweet- 
ness of  this  divine  ordinance  by  its  frequency  rather  than  by  following 
the  tendancy  to  shun  it. 

We  have  found  that  only  a  small  per  cent  of  our  churches  are  pro- 
viding disciplines  for  new  members  on  joining  the  church,  which  is 
another  matter  required  by  our  church  law.  This  failure  we  feel 
should  be  corrected.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EVANGELISM 

(REPORT  M) 

We  your  Committee  on  Evangelism  are  pleased  to  report  that  pur 
observations  have  revealed  an  increasing  interest  in  spiritual  things. 
In  some  sections  of  the  conference,  we  have  noted  an  unprecedented 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  laity,  and  the  consequent  in  gatherinig  of 
souls. 

Judging  by  the  reports  given  out  by  our  Methodist  Protestant 
Herald,  a  revival  wave  of  increasing  itensity  seems  to  have  broken 
upon  us.  Let  us  hope  that  the  revival  interest  may  spread  and  in- 
crease in  volume  and  power,  until  the  whole  earth  shall  be  filled  with 
glory  of  the  Lord.  We  will  bring  these  conditions  to  pass  when  we 
fully  accept  Jesus  as  our  pattern,  and  make  the  Cross  our  theme. 

We  urge  that  every  member  of  this  Annual  Conference  make  an 
individual  effort  to  win  at  least  one  soul  for  the  Kingdom  this  year. 
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We  also  urge  every  pastor  to  emphasize  the  responsibility  of  soul 
winning,  and  endeavor  to  persuade  every  member  to  make  it  his  aim 
and  purpose  to  win  at  least  one. 

We  further  urger  that  we  tighten  our  grip  on  the  fundamental 
doctrines  of  the  Holy  Bible,  and  emphasize  these  more  fully. 

In  agreement  with  item  five,  President's  report,  we  recommend  that 
this  conference  authorize  the  Committee  on  Evangelism  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Church  Extension  and  Survey  to  cooperate  in  putting  on  an 
evangelistic  campaign  with  a  view  to  full  cooperation  with  the  Inter- 
Denominational  Campaign,  and  with  a  view  to  adding  20  per  cent  to 
the  membership  of  each  charge  during  the  present  quadrennium.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SUPERANNUATES 

(REPORT  N) 

The  least  that  can  be  expected  of  any  organization  is  to  care  for 
its  own.  It  is  no  sign  of  Christianity  to  leave  those  who  have  given 
their  strength  and  the  best  years  of  their  lives  to  the  church,  without 
sufficient  means  to  keep  them  from  suffering. 

Since  a  very  small  amount  is  raised  for  our  Superannuates,  we  ap- 
prove that  part  of  our  President's  report.  Item  2:  That  the  Super- 
annuate Fund  be  taken  out  of  the  Annual  Conference  Budget.  That 
an  apportionment  of  $5,000  be  laid  upon  the  charges  of  this  conference 
for  our  superannuates,  and  that  a  separate  item  be  made  of  it.  That 
Mr.  J.  Norman  Wills,  and  the  President  of  our  Board  of  Young  Peo- 
ple's Work  be  asked  to  raise  a  Christmas  fund  for  the  Superannuates, 
the  same  to  be  applied  on  the  total  amount  to  be  raised.  And  that 
all  pastors  be  directed  to  raise  the  total  amount  of  this  fund  on  their 
respective  charges  during  the  month  of  December.  All  money  for 
this  purpose  to  be  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  for  proper  credit. 
That  this  fund  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  various  charges  in  propor- 
tion to  pastors'  salaries. 

We  are  in  sympathy  with  Rev.  G.  H.  Austin  in  his  declining  health. 
We  love  him  and  appreciate  his  work.  But  the  letter  referred  to  this 
committee,  requesting  that  he  be  placed  on  the  Superannuate  list,  since 
he  is  not  a  member  of  this  Annual  Conference,  we  feel  that  we  have 
no  right  to  suggest  to  this  conference  what  it  shall  do  in  this  case; 
and  refer  it  back  to  the  conference.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHILREN'S  HOME 

(REPORT  0) 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Children's  Home. 
Gentlenaen : 

The  eleventh  year  of  the  Home  has  seen  some  progress.     We  have 
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not  increased  financially  as  some  years,  but  we  have  much  for  which 
to  give  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father.  We  have  not  had  much  sick- 
ness nor  any  serious  accidents  among  the  children. 

In  May  Miss  Millie  Bowman,  who  had  served  faithfully  for  nine 
years  as  matron  and  Bible  instructor,  became  very  ill,  and  her  physi- 
cian advised  her  to  give  up  her  work.  She  did  so  and  Mrs.  S.  N. 
Allen  has  taken  charge  and  is  filling  the  place  as  matron  in  an  ac- 
ceptable manner.  Miss  Bowman's  health  having  improved,  she  con- 
tinues to  teach  the  Bible  and  to  assist  with  some  of  the  work. 

The  sewing  having  become  heavy,  the  sei*vices  of  Miss  Lillie 
Meroney  were  secured  and  she  has  taken  charge  of  the  sewing  I'oom, 
which  has  given  much  needed  relief. 

Two  of  the  children  were  successfully  operated  on  for  appendicitis, 
and  Mr.  Geo.  T.  Penny  has  our  thanks  for  bearing  the  expense  of  one 
of  them  while  in  the  hospital.  Dr.  Coe  continues  to  give  his  services 
as  physician,  while  Doctors  Austin  and  Tesh  give  their  services  in 
their  special  lines.  The  following  dentists  give  their  services  when 
needed:  Dr.  A.  H.  Johnson,  Greensboro,  and  Drs.  Clayton  and  Mc- 
Manus,  High  Point. 

School 

The  number  of  children  having  increased  to  seventy-eight,  and  all 
of  the  children  being  of  school  age,  it  became  necessary  to  employ 
three  teachers.  They  have  entered  heartily  into  the  work  and  fine 
progress  is  being  made. 

Farm 

Early  in  the  year  six  acres  were  bought  adjoining  our  farm  which 
makes  117  acres  on  the  highway,  a  total  of  132  acres. 

The  crops  have  been  fair,  and  we  have  filled  our  silo  with  60  tons 
of  extra  good  ensilage.  The  purchase  of  a  Fordson,  the  building  of 
a  potato  house,  and  also  a  corn  house,  are  some  of  the  long  felt  needs 
that  have  been  supplied. 

Gifts 

Some  of  the  gifts  outside  of  our  denomination  are:  '  A  swimming 
pool  which  adds  much  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  children  was  made 
possible  by  a  car  of  crushed  stone  from  W.  C.  Perkins,  cement  from 
Mr.  C.  E.  Hayworth,  and  pipe  and  plumbing  from  Mr.  C.  C.  Muse. 
Mr.  J.  W.  Sechreast,  who  gave  us  a  good  horse  a  few  yeai's  ago, 
recently  gave  us  a  one-horse  wagon.  Dr.  W.  F.  ClaytoH  donated  six 
acres  of  wheat  which  threshed  out  about  80  bushels.  The  American 
Bakeries  have  given  us  more  than  $200  worth  of  bread.  Mr.  C.  L. 
Steed  of  Candor,  contributed  50  bushels  of  fine  peaches  for  canning. 

Repair  and  Improvements 

Following  the  instructions  of  the  Ti'ustees,  the  walls  of  the  admin- 
istration Building  were  repaired  and  painted,  adding  much  to  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  rooms. 
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Movement  of  Children 

Seventeen  children  have  been*  received  during  the  year.  Five  have 
been  returned  to  their  mothers,  and  five  have  reached  the  age  limit. 
Three  of  these  finished  our  school  course,  and  are  now  in  college. 
The  other  two  have  secured  positions.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE 

(REPORT  Q) 

In  submitting  this,  my  first  report  to  Conference,  I  am  conscious 
of  my  inability  to  give  you  an  adequate  idea  of  what  has  been  done, 
much  less  of  what  should  be  done.  I  shall  therefore  presume  that 
you  already  know  what  has  been  done,  so  I  shall  only  concern  myself 
with  the  one  thing  that  should  be  done. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  we  now  have  three  college  buildings  where 
we  had  none;  because  of  the  fact  that  we  now  have  nearly  half  a 
million  dollars  invested  where  previously  we  had  only  the  Publishing 
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House;  because  of  the  fact  that  we  now  have  enrolled  one  hundred 
and  twenty-two  students  in  the  first  month  of  our  existance — because 
of  these  facts  a  challenge  comes  to  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
it  has  never  had  before. 

And  the  fact  that  our  faith  and  works  seen  of  others  have  been 
accepted  of  them  as  both  good  and  reasonable,  is  a  challenge  to  you, 
to  at  least  receive  us  as  a  child  born  under  the  old  homa  roof  and 
of  lawful  parentage. 

And  ought  not  the  fact  that  we  have  eighty  students  enrolled  in  our 
Freshman  class  be  accepted  as  prophetic  of  a  fine  graduating  class 
four  years  hence  ? 

So  in  view  of  what  has  been  done  to  date,  may  it  not  be  said  that 
a  church  that  was  so  inert,  a  church  that  was  so  without  faith  in  a 
college,  a  church  so  without  a  college  morale  with  which  to  guide  the 
faithful  or  to  goad  on  the  laggard,  can  succeed  in  the  educational  task. 
Now  since  there  are  college  buildings,  since  it  has  a  college  organiza- 
tion, since  it  has  a  student  body,  since  there  has  been  a  slight  demon- 
stration of  what  a  few  people  may  achieve,  who  had  not  more  than 
pitchers,  trumpets  and  lanterns  for  their  weapons,  may  we  not  hope 
that  in  a  few  years  when  these  fine  young  men  and  women  who  are  now 
in  college  shall  go  out  to  do  battle  in  the  strength  of  our  God,  may 
we  not  hope  that  there  shall  not  remain  even  a  memory  of  those  who 
were  fearful  and  afraid;  so  much  that  they  returned  to  their  homes 
rather  than  join  in  battle  for  our  college. 

The  one  thing  we  are  asking  this  Conference  to  do  is  to  endorse  the 
action  of  our  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  last  meeting,  which  is  that  we 
raise  $500,000  for  endowment  by  the  spring  of  1927.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION 

(REPORT  U) 
At  the  last  Annual  Conference,  the  Board  was  authorized  to  borrow 
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$5,000  with  which  to  aid  some  building  projects,  and  appropriations  to 
the  amount  of  $5,500  were  made  provided  the  money  could  be  secured. 
$4,500  has  been  borrowed  by  the  local  churches,  and  it  is  necessary 
for  this  Board  to  provide  for  payments  on  interest  and  principal,  as 
called  for. 

Since  the  session  of  the  Conference  was  held,  your  Board  agreed 
to  aid  State  Street,  Lexington  to  the  amount  of  $2.00.  This  has 
been  borrowed  by  the  local  church,  and  it  is  necessary,  at  present,  to 
provide  for  the  interest  only. 

It  will  not  be  possible  to  meet  obligations  already  incurred,  and  to 
provide  for  the  salary  appropriations  in  full.  We  have  reduced  these 
to  the  minimum,  but  can  only  promise  that  the  Treasurei^  will  remit 
monthly  as  lon^  as  the  money  in  his  hands  holds  out.  It  is  hoped, 
however,  that  he  may  receive,  on  account  of  the  budget  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  sufficient  funds  to  enable  him  to  continue  the  monthly  pay- 
ments during  the  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  receipts  for  this  year  are  the  largest 
in  our  history. 

In  addition  to  the  appropriations  made  at  the  last  conference,  your 
Board  found  it  necessary  to  appropriate  the  following:

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK 

(REPORT  W) 

We,  your  Committee  on  Young  People's  Work,  would,  first  of  all, 
render  our  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  rich  blessings 
he  has  so  graciously  bestowed  upon  the  young  life  of  our  church 
during  the  past,  and  invoke  his  blessings  in  the  future.  We  wish 
also  to  express  our  faith  in  these  young  people,  believing  that  there 
are  no  better  to  be  found  in  any  denomination. 

Realizing  that  there  is  no  work  of  the  church  that  is  of  greater 
importance  than  the  work  of  the  young  people,  and  realizing  that  the 
future  welfare  of  the  church  will  be  determined  by  the  way  our 
present  young  people  are  trained,  we  therefore  offer  the  following 
recom.mendations : 

1.  That  the  conference  urge  all  pastors,  Sunday  school  superintend- 
ents and  other  leaders  of  the  church  to  use  such  plans  and  methods  as 
are  outlined  by  our  eneral  Goard  of  Young  People's  Work  in  the  pro- 
motion of  the  work  of  the  young  people's  organization. 

2.  That  we  insist  that  all  our  churches  observe  the  special  days 
as  authorized  by  the  General  Conference,  namely.  Children's  Day, 
Rally  Day  and  Easter,  and  that  so  far  as  possible  the  literature 
sent  out  by  the  General  Boards  for  these  special  days  be  used. 
Also  that  our  Sunday  schools  use  our  own  Methodist  Protestant 
literature. 

3.  That  we  commend  the  President  of  our  Young  People's  Con- 
ference for  his  splendid  work  in  the  promotion  of  the  Young  Peo- 
ple's Summer  Conference  and  urge  all  of  our  churches  to  send 
representatives  to  the  conference  this  year  and  that  the  Confer- 
ence continue  to  appropriate  $100  for  platform  expenses  of  the 
Summer   Conference. 

4.  That  the  matter  of  Field  Secretary  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
the  Young  People's  Board  and  the  President  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference. 

5.  That  in  case  a  Field  Secretary  is  employed  his  salary  and 
expenses  shall  be  met  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Conference,  but  not 
in  excess  of  $1,500  for  salary  and  $200  for  expenses. 

6.  That  in  case  a  Field  Secretary  is  not  employed,  the  expenses 
incurred  to  promoting  the  work  in  the  field  be  met  by  the  treas- 
urer of  the  conference,  but  not  in  excess  of  $500. 
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7.  That  the  Sunday  Schools,  Senior  and  Intermediate  Christian 
Endeavor  Societies  be  assessed  $2.00  each,  and  Junior  Christian 
Endeavor  society  be  assessed  $1.00  for  the  support  of  the  Young 
People's  Board. 

8.  That  the  pastors  be  requested  to  preach  in  each  church  on 
"The  Call  to  Christian  Service,"  preferably  during  the  month  of 
July. 

9.  That  the  editor  of  the  Herald  be  asked  to  continue  to  give 
space  in  the  Herald  for  weekly  discussions  on  the  Sunday  School 
lessons  and  Christian  Endeavor  topics  and  that  the  Board  of 
Young  People's  Work  appoint  some  one  to  edit  this  department.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE 

(REPORT  X) 

Your  committee  submits  the  following  report: 

1.  We  do  not  concur  in  the  recommendation  to  take  the  apportion- 
ment for  superannuates  out  of  the  budget. 

2.  That  the  Finance  Committee  be  discontinued,  and  that  the  work 
heretofore  done  by  this  committee  be  done  by  the  Annual  Conference 
Budget  Council,  said  Council  to  be  composed  of  the  following:  The 
President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  conference,  and  such  other 
persons  as  they  may  elect.  The  Council  thus  constituted  shall  adopt 
plans  for  raising  the  budget  throughout  the  district.  We  recommend 
also,  that  the  President  of  the  conference  be  requested  to  make  a 
special  study  of  the  various  charges  in  the  district  for  the  purpose 
of  finding  out  as  nearly  as  possible  the  ability  of  each  charge  to  con- 
tx'ibute  to  the  General  and  Annual  Conference  budgets,  and  such  in- 
fornration  be  used  by  the  Conference  Budget  Council  in  finding  an 
equitable  basis  for  making  the  apportionments  to  the  various  charges. 
That  these  plans  be  submitted  to  the  conference  for  approval,  and 
when  approved  it  shall  be  obligatory  upon  all  pastors  to  put  them  into 
effect  and  do  everything  in  their  power  to  make  them  successfuj-  The 
Budget  Council  shall  make  the  apportionment  of  both  budgets  to  the 
various  charges  in  the  conference. 

3.  The  Annual  Conference  Budget  Council  shall  give  free  access 
and  assistance  to  the  Budget  Councilor  in  his  efforts  to  reach  pastors 
and  churches  with  literature  and  other  helpful  suggestions  and  plans, 
so  that  nothing  may  conflict  with  plans  already  adopted  by  the  Annual 
Conference. 

4.  That  the  basis  of  apportionments  remain  the  same  that  it  is 
now  or  until  it  shall  be  changed  by  the  Annual  Conference  Budget 
Council,  and  adopted  by  the  conference. 
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5.  We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Annual  Confer- 
ence Budget:

President's  Salary 3,000.00 

Debt  on  President's  Parsonage 500.00

6.  We  recommend  that  the  Conference  authorize  and  direct  that 
an  Every-Member-Canvass  be  made  in  all  our  charges  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  rise  of  this  conference,  certainly  not  later  than  Jan- 
uary 1,  1925,  for  the  combined  General  and  Annual  Conference  Bud- 
gets, and  secure  the  full  amount  of  each  budget  to  be  paid  weekly  or 
monthly. 

7.  That  the  question:  "Has  your  charge  conducted  the  Every-Mem- 
ber-Canvass? If  not,  why  not?"  be  inserted  in  the  pastors'  Personal 
Report  Blank. 

8.  That  the  Annual  Conference  Budget  Council  put  on  an  educa- 
tional campaign  on  Christian  Stewardship  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  rise  of  this  session  of  the  conference,  the  enrollment  of  as  many 
tithers  as  possible.  That  some  time  during  the  year  be  designated 
when  pastors  shall  be  required  to  preach  on  the  subject  of  Christian 
Stewardship.

That  for  the  real  significance  and  proper  observance  of  each 
of  these  ordinances,  the  ministry  be  instructed  to  investigate  and  fol- 
low our  discipline  and  church  ritual.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LITERATURE  AND  EDUCATION 

(REPORT  CC) 

There  is,  perhaps,  no  agency  in  life  which  is  doing  more  to  shape 
the  character  and  destiny  of  the  world  than  its  literature.  The  char- 
acter of  the  effect  of  literature  upon  life  is  determined  by  the  char- 
acter of  the  literature.  If  the  literature  is  halthy  and  strong  the 
effect  upon  the  life  will  be  that  of  elevation  and  enrichment.  Other- 
wise the  effect  will  be  to  weaken  and  degrade. 

We  believe  that  every  side  of  life  should  be  cared  for  and  developed 
in  preparation  to  its  importance.  To  this  end  we  recommend  that  the 
reading  of  our  people  be  more  extensive  than  is  commonly  thought  of 
as  the  moral  and  religious  fields.  We  take  pleasure  in  suggesting  to 
our  people  such  publications  as  the  American  Magazine  and  the  Amer- 
ican Boy. 

For  literature  in  the  moral  and  religious  fields  we  turn  to  our  own 
publications.  Here  we  find  the  Methodist  Protestant,  edited  by  F.  T. 
Benson,  D.  D.,  and  published  in  Baltimore,  Md.  Also  the  Methodist 
Recorder,  edited  by  Layman  E.  Davis,  and  published  in  Pittsburgh. 
These  are  our  general  church  organs  and  we  most  heartily  commend 
them  to  our  people.  There  is  also  the  Woman's  Missionary  Record, 
published  in  behalf  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  work  which  we  most 
heartily  commend  to  our  people. 

We  also  urge  that  our  people  use  our  own  Sunday  school  literature. 
Also  we  command  to  our  young  people  the  Christian  Endeavor  World. 
We  would  also  recommend  to  our  people  a  book,  the  Kingdom  and  Farm 
by  H.  L.  Feeman.  This  we  especially  recommend  to  our  rural  pastors 
and  rural  people. 

We  would  also  urge  the  continued  patronage  of  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Herald. 

Colleges:  It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  learn  of  the  continued  pros- 
perity of  our  Theological  Seminary.  The  buildings  are  excellent  and 
the  enrollment  continues  to  grow.  It  is  the  logical  place  for  our 
young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry  to  complete  their  education. 

We  feel  that  our  church  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  educational 
work  it  is  doing.  In  Adrian,  Western  Maryland,  Kansas  City  and 
Tehuacana  we  have  colleges  which  are  growing  and  doing  excellent 
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work.  As  to  our  college  at  High  Point,  we  recoiTLiiiend  that  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  colleges  of  America  are  all  today  standardized, 
it  is  almost  impossible  for  any  institution  of  higher  learning  to  suc- 
ceed unless  it  meets  the  standards  set  up  by  these  agencies.  Waiving 
all  other  requirements  of  an  A  grade  college,  we  should  address  our- 
selves to  the  one  item — that  is  of  securing  an  endowment  for  our 
college  that  meets  this  requirement.  Therefore,  we  are  recommend- 
ing that  the  conference  endorse  the  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  High  Point  college  to  raise  $500,000  for  endowment  for  said 
college  by  1927.

OBITUARIES 
REV.  ISAAC  ISAIAH   YORK 

Isaac  Isaiah  York,  the  subject  of  this  obituary,  was  the  son  of  John 
H.  and  Mary  R.  York.  He  was  born  at  Flat  Rock,  Rockinghain 
County,  N.  C,  February  the  9th,  1841.  He  fell  asleep  in  Jesus  in 
High  Point,  N.  C,  April  the  4th,  1924,  having  attained  the  ripe  old 
age  of  83  years,  two  months  and  fifteen  days. 

When  he  was  seventeen  years  of  age  he  enlisted  in  Company  A. 
33rd  Regiment  of  the  Southern  Army.  He  was  in  thirteen  engage- 
ments, and  in  a  number  of  skirmishes,  during  the  three  years  and  a 
half  he  was  in  the  army.  A  part  of  this  time  he  acted  as  Scroll 
Master. 

In  his  twenty-fifth  year  he  was  mart'ied  to  Miss  Margaret  E.  John- 
son, of  Iredell  County.  This  marriage  took  place  on  December  18th, 
1966.  To  this  union  three  children  were  born.  Two  of  them  died 
in  infancy.  One  daughter,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Surratt,  of  Wendell,  N.  C.  sur- 
vive. Death  claimed  the  wife  of  his  young  manhood  ,and  for  several 
years  he  lived  alone  with  his  grief. 

On  February  9th,  1876,  he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Julia 
Ann  Cecil.     To  this  union  five  children  were  born,  four  of  whom  sur- 
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Vive,  Dr.  Arthur  A,,  Mrs.  Mamie  L  Stroud,  Samuel  Lee  and  John 
Gurney.  One  sister,  Mrs.  Rutha  Shoemaker,  and  a  number  of  grand- 
children, are  left  to  mourn  their  great  loss. 

Brother  York  was  converted  when  he  was  a  boy  about  thirteen  years 
of  age,  and  immediately  united  with  the  Methodist  Protestant  church. 
In  this  fellowship  he  was  happy  and  contented,  and  all  the  years  of  his 
long  life  he  gave  to  the  church  of  his  childhood. 

Feeling  the  call  of  God,  he  enlisted  in  the  ranks  of  the  gospel  min- 
istry, and  was  admitted  to  membership  in  the  North  Carolina  Annual 
Conference  in  November  1879.  On  November  24th,  1887,  he  was  or- 
dained an  Elder  in  the  church  of  God.  His  credentials  were  signed  by 
Rev.  T.  J.  Ogburn,  President,  and  Mr.  J.  Allen  Holt,  Secretary.  Bro. 
York,  like  so  many  of  our  Fathers,  came  into  the  ministry  at  a  time 
when  a  pastor  had  to  endure  hardships  and  trials  unknown  to  the 
pastor  of  this  day.  But  these  things  did  not  move  him  to  resign,  or 
or  to  turn  away  from  the  way  marked  out  to  him  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 
He  labored  and  toiled,  and  was  happy  in  his  sufferings,  if  only  some 
might  be  brought  to  the  saving  knowledge  of  the  Master. 

Brother  York  served  acceptably  the  following  charges:  Stanley, 
Surrey,  Mecklenburg,  Lincoln,  Uwharrie,  Davidson,  Forsythe,  Ivey 
and  Guilford.  He  may  not  have  served  these  circuits  in  the  order 
named,  be  we  understand  he  served  them  at  one  time  or  another. 

About  twelve  years  ago  he  was  placed  on  the  superannuated  list  on 
account  of  failing  health.  Having  saved  a  little  money,  the  Lord 
only  knows  how  he  managed  to  do  it  on  the  meager  salaries  he  re- 
ceived, he  purchased  a  little  farni  near  High  Point,  and  lived  on  it 
until  about  six  years  ago  when  he  moved  to  High  Point. 

As  long  as  he  was  able  he  was  a  faithful  and  regular  attendant  at 
church,  and  took  a  lively  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Kingdom. 

His  health  gradually  failed  him  until  he  became  almost  an  invalid. 
During  this  time  he  was  tenderly  cared  for  by  his  faithful  wife  and 
childx'en.  So  after  forty-five  years  in  the  ministry  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  on  earth  he  took  his  transfer  and  joined  the  church  triumphant. 
His  body  lies  buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Spring  Hill  church,  near  High 
Point,  but  his  spirit  goes  marching' on.

dred  and  Seventy  Nine.  She  departed  this  life  May  13,  1924.  He  age 
is  forty-four  years  and  seven  months. 

If  life  is  to  be  measured  by  years,  her  earthly  stay  was  short;  but 
if  good  deeds  is  the  measure,  hers  was  a  long  life.  From  the  days 
of  her  earliest  years  she  lived  well.  Born  of  pious  parents,  and  reared 
in  the  home  of  a  devout  minister  of  the  gospel  she  never  knew  any 
thing  but  to  be  good. 

With  her  pure  heart  was  combined  a  good  head.  All  of  her  life 
she  was  studious.  Her  urging  desire  for  nnental  culture  was  second 
only  to  her  desire  for  spiritual  graces.  Being  the  daughter  of  an 
itinerant  minister,  her  stay  in  any  one  community  was  limited.  But 
wherever  her  home  happened  to  be  it  was  chai*acteristic  of  her  to 
make  the  most  of  her  school  advantages.  After  growing  to  woman- 
hood she  attended  Yadkin  Collegiate  Institute,  and  from  that  school 
she  graduated  with  a  high  record  in  scholarship,  and  with  no  mark 
of  any  kind  against  her  student  life.  Later  she  was  a  student  at 
the  North  Carolina  College  for  Women  and  at  the  University  of  the 
State  of  Washington.  Both  in  scholarship  and  in  high  ideals  and 
practices  she  was  a  leader.  In  addition  to  her  love  for  books  she 
had  a  soul  for  music,  and  her  acquirements  and  culture  in  this  field 
were  of  no  mean  order. 

For  several  years  after  completing  her  school  life  as  a  student, 
she  was  a  teacher,  both  of  academic  courses  and  of  music.  One  cit- 
izen, in  whose  community  she  taught,  was  partial  to  male  teachers 
until  she  was  employed  in  his  school.  Her  work  was  of  such  high 
ordei',  and  her  influence  over  the  children  of  the  community  so  helpful 
that  he  with  others  came  td  feel  that  they  could  not  get  on  without 
her. 

But  it  is  not  strange  that  she  should  have  won  her  place  in  their 
confidence.  Worth  and  unselfishness  such  as  hers  always  wins  its 
place.  She  was  never  happier  and  never  more  nearly  at  her  best  than 
when  she  was  giving  herself  in  unstinted  service  to  help  others. 
Helen  Hunt  Jackson  may  have  fittingly  written  her  beautiful  little 
poem,  "If  I  Can  Live,"  as  expressive  of  the  spirit  and  aims  of  our 
departed  sister  and  friend.     She  says: 

"If  I  can  live 

To  make  some  pale  face  brighter  and  to  give 

A  second  luster  to  some  tear-dimmed  eye. 

Or  e'en  impart 

One  throb  of  comfort  to  an  aching  heart, 

Or  cheer  some  wayworn  soul  in  passing  by. 

If  I  can  lend 

A  strong  hand  to  the  fallen^  or  defend 

The  right  against  a  single  envious  strain. 

My  life,  tho  bare 
Perhaps  of  much  that  seemeth  dear  and  fair 
To  us  on  earth,  will  not  have  been  in  vain. 
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The  purest  joy, 

Most  near  to  heaven,  far  from  earth's  alloy. 

Is  bidding  clouds  give  way  to  sun  and  shine, 

And  "twill  be  well  if  on  that  day  of  days  the  angels  tell 

Of  me,  She  did  her  best  for  one  of  thy." 

One  would  easily  infer,  from  what  has  been  said,  that  the  religious 
life  of  our  sister  began  with  her  earliest  childhood.  A  heart  as  sus- 
ceptible to  divine- touch  as  hers  was  could  no  more  close  itself  to  God 
than  the  bursting  flower  can  shut  itself  up  against  the  gentle  touches 
of  a  morning  sunbeain. 

Her  first  church  affiliation  was  with  the  M.  E.  Church,  South,  at 
Bethel.  When  her  father,  early  in  the  life  of  the  deceased,  transferred 
his  membership  to  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  she  with  other 
members  of  th  i  family  came  with  him.  From  that  day  until  her 
death  her  life  was  on  the  altar  of  her  church.  She  regarded  her 
church  as  her  means  of  serving  Christ,  and  no  service  satisfied  her 
but  the  best  that  she  could  render  of  head,  heart  and  hand.  For  the 
real  spirit  of  Christian  service  she  was  unyieldingly  zealous;  but  she 
was  likewise  equally  zealous  that  the  spirit  of  service  should  have 
proper  forms  of  expression.  Efficiency,  therefore,  was  her  watchword, 
both  in  spirit  and  in  matter.  He  religion  was  easily  the  most  domin- 
ant fact  in  her  life.  She  was  a  Christian,  whole-hearted  and  true. 
Whether  by  life  or  by  death,  she  saw  to  it  that  Christ  was  magnified 
in  her  body. 

Ray  Palmer  has  expressed,  what  I  am  sure  was  her  religious  ex- 
perience and  sentiment: 

"Jesus,  these  eyes  have  never  seen 

That  radient  form  of  thine; 
The  veil  of  sense  hangs  dark  between 

Thy  blessed  face  and  mine." 

"And  tho  I  have  not  seen,  and  still 

Must  rest  in  faith  alone; 
I  love  Thee,  dearest  Lord,  and  will 

Unseen  but  not  unknown." 

And  I  doubt  not  that  the  faith  expressed  in  those  other  comforting 
lines  has  already  become  to  her  a  reality: 

"When  death  these  mortal  eyes  shall  seal 
And  still  this  throbbing  heart, 
The  rending  veil  shall  Thee  reveal 
All  glorious  as  thou  art." 

On  the  twenty-sixth  of  November,  1908,  the  deceased  was  united  in 
marriage  with  Rev.  George  L.  Curry,  an  active  and  honored  member 
of  the  conference.  For  fifteen  years  they  traveled  life's  pathway  to- 
gether.    Though  sunshine  and  shadow,  she  never  feared  nor  faltered. 
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If  their  way  grew  a  bit  rough  and  steep,  she  braced  herself  for  the 
climb,  and  "Pressed  with  vigor  on."  When  the  light  of  life  lit  up  their 
pathway  she  was  invigorated  by  it  for  new  and  larger  service. 

Her  home  life  bore  the  unmistakeable  marks  of  her  nobility.  She 
was  blessed  with  the  finest  qualities  of  mother-instincts.  Her  un- 
tiring patience  and  tender  affection;  her  high  sense  of  parental  re- 
sponsibility and  opportunity;  the  home-loving  set  of  her  heart;  and  the 
domestic  skill  of  her  hand  made  her  queen  of  her  home. 

It  wag  not  given  to  them  to  travel  together  very  much  of  life's 
journey — just  fifteen  short  years.  But  during  these  years — all  to 
short  for  their  loving  hearts.  She  was  in  every  sense  a  faithful  help- 
mate to  this  man  of  God.  And  when  the  records  are  made  up,  and 
the  rewards  meted  out  for  the  good  accomplished  on  the  fields  where 
they  have  labored  together,  a  large  measure  will  go  to  her.  Not  that 
he  has  been  lacking  in  labors  and  efficiency;  he  has  done  his  part, 
and  done  it  well.  But  in  it  all  and  through  it  all,  she  has  been  the 
ministering  angel  that  watched  and  worked  by  his  side.  The  best 
thing  that  God  ever  did  for  a  devoted  minister  is  to  give  him  a  loving 
and  consecrated  wife. 

To  this  union  were  born  six  bright  children,  five  of  whom  survive. 
One  child  and  only  son,  died  in  infancy.  The  surviving  children  are 
Jessie  Loline,  Annie  Ruth,  Margaret  Pleasant,  Virgia  Dixon,  and 
Johnsie  Stowe.  Besides  these  immediate  members  of  her  family. 
Sister  Curry  is  survived  by  her  father.  Rev.  J.  H.  Stowe,  an  aged  and 
honored  member  of  this  Conference  and  by  four  sisters  and  four 
brothers. 

And  her  friends  are  legion.  Where  ever  she  lived  throughout  her 
life,  she  drew  to  herself  may  whose  admiration  and  love  has  been  un- 
failing. This  host  of  friends  join  us  today  in  this  tribute  of  love  and 
respect  to  her  memory,  and  share  with  us  the  deep  sympathy  and 
tenderness  that  we  have  all  felt  and  still  feel  for  these  dear  ones  who 
realize  most  keenly  the  passing  of  this  good  woman. 

We  would  like  ta  comfort  them;  we  would  like  to  take  away  the 
hurt.  But  we  know  how  poor  and  unavailing  our  efforts  are  when 
the  heart  is  tried  by  experiences  like  this.  And  yet  there  is  comfort; 
there  is  healing;  there  is  sustaining  grace.  The  same  Christ  that  went 
to  the  heartbroken  sisters  and  wept  with  them,  will  come  to  us.  Into 
our  bleeding  hearts  he  will  pour  the  oil  of  divine  healing;  his  tender 
hand  will  brush  away  the  briny  tear,  and  there  will  be  light  and  hope 
again. 

And  more;  the  parting  here  is  not  an  eternal  separation.  To  com- 
fort Martha  and  Mary  Jesus  said,  "I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life; 
he  that  liveth  and  believeth  on  me  shall  never  die." 

"There  is  no  death!  An  angel  form 

Walks  o'er  the  earth  with  silent  tread; 

He  bears  our  best  loved  things  away. 
And  then  we  call  them  dead." 
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"He  leaves  our  hearts  all  desolate; 

He  plucks  our  fairest,  sweetest  flowers; 
Transplanted  into  bliss,  they  now 

Adorn  in  mortal  bowers." 

And  so  with  her.  She  is  not  dead.  God  has  only  taken  her  that 
the  life  so  well  begun  here  may  be  perfected  in  heavenly  light  and 
heavenly  glory. 

"Let  us  be  patient,  we  who  mourn  with  weeping. 

Some  vanished  face; 
The  Lord  has  taken,  but  to  add  more  beauty 

And  a  Diviner  grace. 
When  through  the  storm  and  tempest  safely  anchored 

Just  on  the  other  side, 
We  shall  see  that  dear  face  through  death's  deep  shadows, 

Not  changed  but  glorified." 

After  a  brief  funeral  service  held  at  Maple  Springs  Church  on  For- 
syth charge,  the  body  of  our  sister  was  taken  to  Bethesda,  on  N.  Divid- 
son  Circuit,  the  home  church  of  Bro.  Curry,  for  interment.  The  main 
funeral  service  was  held  there  in  the  presence  of  sympathizing  friends 
that  taxed  the  seating  capacity  of  the  church.  Doctor  A.  G.  Dixon 
was  in  charge  of  the  service,  assisted  by  Doctor  C.  L.  Whitaker  and 
the  speaker. 

Her  body  was  tenderly  laid  to  rest  in  the  church  hurrying  ground 
by  the  side  of  her  infant  son,  and  the  blanket  of  flowers  that  covered 
her  grave  was  afit  token  of  the  beauty  and  fragrance  of  her  good 
life. 

"So  Jesus  slept;  God's  dying  son 
Passed  through  the  grave  and  blest  the  bed 
Rest  here,  blest  saint,  till  from  his  throne 
The  morning  break,  and  pierce  the  shade."

THE  BUDGET 

The  amount  apportioned  by  the  Finance  Committee  as  the  assess- 
ment for  each  charge  is  divided  into  two  parts — the  General  Confer- 
ence budget  and  the  Annual  Conference  Budget. 

The  General  Conference  Budget  includes  all  the  money  that  is  to 
be  used  for  carrying  on  the  work  on  the  denomination,  and  includes 
Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Education,  Young  People's  Work, 
Old  People's  Home  and  whatever  other  interests  may  be  decided  on 
by  the  General  Conference. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Confei'ence  it  was  decided  to 
apply  to  the  Budget  all  the  money  raised  by  the  churches  through 
Children's  Day,  Easter,  Rally  Day  and  Education  Day  programs. 
In  the  Budget  is  to  be  included  also  money  raised  by  the  Woman's 
Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies.  In  fact,  all  money  raised 
in  any  way  for  the  general  work  of  the  church  is  a  part  of  the  Budget 
and  the  local  church  may  have  credit  foif  it  on  its  assessment.  All 
that  is  required  is  that  the  particular  interest  for  which'  it  is  raised 
be  specified  by  the  remitter. 

The  Annual  Conference  Budget  includes  all  the  money  raised  for 
Annual  Conference  Work — see  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

All  money,  whether  for  General  Conference  or  Annual  Conference 
Budget,  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Annual  Conference  Treasurer,  Rev.  S.  W. 
Taylor.  He  will  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Conference 
whatever  monies  belong  to  him.  In  sending  money  for  specials,  such 
as  Children's  Day  or  Easter,  be  sure  to  tell  the  Treasurer  what  it  is 
for.  Otherwise  you  will  fail  to  get  credit  for  it  on  the  part  of  the 
Budget  assessed  to  your  charge. 


ELECTION    LAW    OF    THE    NORTH    CAROLINA    CONFERENCE 

The  second  quarterly  Conference  of  each  pastoral  charge  shall 
nominate  double  the  number  of  laymen  to  which  the  field  of  labor 
may  be  entitled  as  delegates  to  the  Annual  Convention.  The  pastor 
shall  announce  fi'om  each  pulpit  the  names  of  nominees,  and  appoint 
a  day  which  shall  be  that  on  which  his  appointment  shall  fall  at  each 
church  if  practicable,  for  taking  the  vote  by  ballot  for  the  number 
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to  which  the  charge  may  be  entitled;  the  ballots  cast  by  members 
over  eighteen  years  of  age  to  be  received  by  class  leaders  and  stew- 
ards, under  the  supervision  of  the  pastor,  and  by  them  to  be  counted, 
and  the  count  forwarded  to  the  third  Quarterly  Conference,  to  be 
com.pared  by  that  body.  The  brother  or  brethren  receiving  the 
plurality  of  votes  shall  be  declared  duly  elected,  and  the  pastor, 
immediately  after  the  third  Quarterly  Conference,  shall  certify  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference  the  representative  elected,  and 
such  certified  list  shall  constitute  the  pay  roll  of  this  Conference. 
Only  qualified  members,  those  who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age 
and  over,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  to  pui'chase,  build,  repair,  lease, 
sell,  rent,  mortgage,  or  otherwise  procure  or  dispose  of  church 
property.

1.  After  the  opening  of  Conference,  the  first  business  in  order 
shall  be  reading  of  the  President's  Annual  Report. 

2.  At  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  the  ofiicers  of 
the  Conference  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

3.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
Conference  adjourned  and  call  the  Conference  to  order. 

4.  Each  morning  session  shall  be  opened  by  reading  a  portion  of 
the  Scripture  and  prayer,  under  direction  of  the  President. 

5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shall  read 
the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  con*ect  and 
prepare  them  for  registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  mem- 
ber, to  call  any  brother  to  order  who  may  indulge  in  personal  reflec- 
tions or  irrelevant  debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Conference,  which  appeal  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

8.  All  the  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member 
to  the  Chair. 

10.  The  President  shall  vote  on  no  question,  except  in  case  of 
a  tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from 
his  seat  and  respectfully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr.  President," 
and  being  recognized  by  the  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
question,  except  by  unanimous  permission  of  the  Conference. 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speak- 
ing, or  interrupt  the  speaker,  except  by  permission  to  explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufficiently 
loud  to  disturb  the     Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  retiring. 

16.  Members  are  required  to  vote  in  all  cases,  unless  excused 
therefrom  by  the  Conference. 

17.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  or  debated  until  the  same 
shall  be  seconded. 

18.  All  motions  and  resolutions  made  and  seconded  shall  be  open 
for  debate,  except  the  previous  question,  the  motion  to  adjourn,  and 
to  lay  on  the  table,  which  questions  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

19.  All  amendments  shall  be  disposed  of  before  the  vote  is  taken 
on  the  main  question. 
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20.  All  questions  of  ord'Cr  arising  after  the  previous  question 
has  'been  called  for  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

21.  The  decision  of  all  questions  shall  be  Yes  or  No.  The  yeas 
and  nays  shall  be  recorded  on  the  journal  by  the  call  of  one-fifth  of 
the  members  present. 

22.  All  resolutions  or  amendments  shall  be  reduced  to  writing, 

23.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order,  except  made 
by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  and  on  the  same  or 
succeeding  day,  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

24.  No  motion  or  resolution  indefinitely  postponed  shall  be  called 
up  again  during  the  session. 

25.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  five  minutes  without  per- 
mission of  the  Conference. 

26.  No  committee  shall  meet  during  the  session  of  Conference. 

27.  All  petitions  and  resolutions  shall  be  referred  to  proper 
committee.

Proceedings 


The  one  hundredth  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Con- 
ference convened  in  the  First  Church,  High  Point,  N.  C,  Rev. 
George  R.  Brown,  D.  D.,  Pastor,  on  Wednesday,  November  4,  1925, 
at  9:30  in  the  morning.  Conference  was  called  to  order  by  the 
President,  Rev.  A.  G.  Dixon.  Hymn  12  was  sung,  and  prayer  was 
offered  by  J.  R.  Hutton.  The  President  read  as  the  Scripture 
Lesson  Psalm  103.  At  this  point  the  Secretary  called  the  roll  of 
ministers,  preachers  and  delegates.  Follo\^ing  the  calling  of  the 
roll  Conference  joined  in  the  singing  of  Hymn  288,  "Amazing 
Grace,  How  Sweet  the  Sound."  Responsive  Reading,  Selection  8, 
was  used,  and  Edward  Suits  lead  the  Conference  in  prayer. 

The  President  asked  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  to  take 
the  chair,  and  began  the  reading  of  his  official  report.  On  separate 
motions  the  President's  Report,  Report  A,  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  President's  Report,  and  the  President's  official  character 
was  passed. 

On  motion  the  name  of  W.  C.  Kennett,  a  deceased  minister  of 
this  Conference,  was  transferred  to  the  Roll  of  the  Honored  Dead. 

The  Secretary  called  the  Roll  of  the  Honored  Dead. 

The  order  of  the  day  for  10:45  was  the  Conference  sermon.  This 
was,  according  to  order,  preached  by  the  President  of  the  Confer- 
ence, who  took  as  his  subject,  "The  Kingdom's  Supreme  Need," 
and  for  the  text  Second  Kings  2 :2.  The  sermon  was  preceded  by 
the  reading  of  a  Scripture  Lesson  by  R.  C.  Stubbins  and  prayer  by 
L.  W.  Gerringer, 

After  the  preaching  of  the  sermon  the  Conference  entered  into 
the  Communion  Service.  The  President  requested  the  following 
brethren  to  have  charge  of  the  service:  C.  W.  Bates,  J.  A,  Burgess, 
L.  W.  Gerringer,  R.  C.  Stubbins  and  J.  D.  Williams. 

Following  the  Communion  announcements  were  made.  On  motion 
the  pro\'isional  progi'am  offered  by  the  Program  Committee  was 
adopted  as  the  program  of  this  Conference,  subject  to  such  changes 
as  may  be  necessary. 

On  motion  the  bar  of  the  Conference  was  fixed  to  include  all  the 
seats  in  the  auditorium  from  the  alcoves  forward.  A  meeting  of 
the  Boundary  Committee  was  called  for  immediately  after  adjourn- 
ment. 

The  session  was  adjourned  with  the  singing  of  the  Long  Metre 
Doxology  and  the  benediction  by  J.  H.  Bowman. 
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Wednesday    Afternoon 

1:45.  Conference  was  called  to  order  and  the  Secretary  called  the 
roll.  In  the  absence  of  G.  F.  Millaway,  who  was  called  to  conduct 
a  funeral,  J.  E.   Pritchard  had   charge   of  the  devotional  exercises. 

Conference  entered  into  a  business  session.  The  list  of  Confer- 
ence Coonmittees  was  read.  The  President  appointed  as  an  Obituary 
Corn'mifctee  in  the  case  of  Mrs.  J.  C.  Dean,  the  widow  of  one  of  our 
deceased  ministers,  the  following:  C.  H.  Whitaker,  J.  H.  Bowman 
and  J.  E.  Holton. 

A  telegram  was  read  from  N.  M.  Harrison,  Jr.,  one  of  the  minis- 
ters of  this  Conference,  now  a  student  at  Chicago  University,  and 
supply  pastor  of  one  of  our  churches  in  that  city. 

On  motion  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  reply  to  Brother 
Harrison. 

On  motion  item  7  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  stricken  out.  A 
partial  report  of  the  Boundary  Committee  was  submitted  and  on 
motion,  adopted. 

A  letter  from  D.  M.  Loy,  asking  for  a  superannuate  relation,  was 
on  motion  ordered  referred  to  the  Superannuated  Fund   Society. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary  certain  changes  were  made  in  the 
Election  Law  of  the  Conference. 

On    motion    Conference    ordered    that    the    question,    "Have    you 

elected  the  church  officers  for  the  ensuing  year? If  not,  why 

not?"  (See  Discipline  1924,  Page....)  be  inserted  in  the  pastors' 
personal  report  blank. 

Mr.  Charles  Reiner,  Jr.,  agent  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Book 
Concern,  Baltimore,  Md.,  was  introduced  to  Conference  and  spoke 
briefly   of  that  interest. 

The  order  of  the  day  for  3  o'clock  was  the  election  of  officers. 
The  President  asked  L.  C.  Little,  R.  A.  Hunter,  Roy  Dixon  and 
G.  M.  Reed  to  act  as  tellers.  The  ballot  was  cast  and  counted. 
The  Secretary  announced  the  result  of  the  ballot  and  declared 
A.  G.  Dixon  elected  to  succeed  himself. 

On  motion  the  Assistant  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
unanimous  ballot  of  Conference  for  C.  W.  Bates  for  Secretary. 
The  ballot  was  cast  and  C.  W.  Bates  declared  elected.  The  Secre- 
tary was  permitted  to  choose  his  own  assistant,  whom  he  did  in  the 
person  of  F.  W.  Paschall. 

On.  motion  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of 
Conference  for  S.  W.  Taylor  for  Conference  Treasurer.  The  ballot 
was  cast  and  S.  W.  Taylor  declared  elected.  This  method  was 
followed  in  the  election  of  the  Conference  Statistical  Secretary, 
H.  F.  Surratt,  and  the  Conference  Reporter,  C.  B.  Way,  both  of 
whom  were  elected  to  succeed  themselves. 

The  tellers  distributed  ballots  for  the  election  of  lay  member  of 
the  Stationing  Committee.     The  ballot  was  cast  and  counted.     The 
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Secretary  announced  no  election.  A  second  ballot  was  cast  with 
the  same  result.  On  the  third  ballot  J.  M.  Cutchin  received  a  major- 
ity of  the  votes  and  was  declared  elected. 

Nominations  were  made  from  the  floor  for  members  of  the

The  President  asked  for  a  meeting  of  the  Conference  Faculty 
and  of  tKe  Boundary  Committee.  Announcements  were  made  and 
Conference  adjourned  with  benedictiom  by  J.  D.  Williams. 

Wednesday    Night 

7:30  Devotional  exercises  were  in  charge  of  George  R.  Brown, 
pastor  of  the  Conference  Church.

The  ministerial  students 
and  the  young  ladies  of  the  college  who  have  given  themselves  to 
definite  life  service  were  introduced.  An  interesting  program  was 
rendered  by  the  students  of  the   college. 

Professor  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Hardy  invited  the  Conference  to  visit 
the  laboratory  of  the  college  tomorrow  afternoon  from  5:30  to  5:30. 
On  motion  the  invitation  was  accepted. 

After  announcements  Conference  adjourned. 
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Thursday    Night 

7:30.  The  devotional  service  was  in  charge  of  H.  F.  Surratt. 

The  evening  service  was  given  over  to  a  discussion  of  the  Young 
People's  Work.  Rev.  L.  W.  Gerringer,  Vice-President  of  the  Con- 
ference Board  of  Young  People's  Work,  presided,  and  introduced 
Rev.  L.  C.  Little,  Ffeld  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Young 
People's  Work,  who  addressed  the  Conference  concerning  the  work 
among  our  own  young  people. 

Following  this  address  Rev.  E.  A.  Sexsmith,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of 
the  denominational  Board  of  Young  People's  Work,  was  introduced 
and  spoke  of  the  larger  phases  of  young  people's  work.

P.  E.  Lindley.     On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Secretary  read  letters  from  Rev.  F.  T.  Benson,  D.  D.,  Editor 
of  the  Methodist  Protestant,  and  Rev.  Lyman  E.  Davis,  D.  D.,  Editor 
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of  the  Methodist  Recorder.  On  motion  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  reply  to  these  letters. 

T.  M.  Johnson  was  called  to  the  chair.  Rev.  E.  A.  Sexsmith, 
D.  D.,  oflScial  representative  of  the  General  Conference,  addressed 
the  Conference,  outlining  the  work  of  the  denomination  is  seeking^ 
to  carry  on.

A  motion  prevailed  to  make  Monday  at  10:15  the  order  of  the 
day  for  receiving  invitations  for  place  for  holding  the  next  session 
of  Conference. 

The  matter  of  selecting  some  one  to  represent  this  Conference 
at  the  coming  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  at  Fayetteville,  was,  on  motion,  left  to 
the  Nominating  Committee. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  have  the  Minutes  of  the  Brotherhood  in- 
serted in  the  Journal. 

After  announcements  Conference  adjourned.

Special  prayer  was  offered  for  Brother  Phillips  and  his  family.  A 
motion  to  dispense  with  the  calling  of  the  roll  was  withdrawn  and 
the  Secretary  called  the  roll. 

W.  H.  Neese  stated  that  neither  the  delegate  nor  alternate  from 
his  charge  was  present,  and  asked  that  Mrs.  M.  F.  Matthews  be 
permitted  to  represent  Randleman  charge.

S.  K.  Spahr,  pastor 
of  Grace  Church,  Greensboro,  extending  an  invitation  for  the  Con- 
ference to  be  held  in  that  church.  The  pastors  of  the  other  churches 
in  that  city  seconded  the  invitation.  A  motion  was  made  and  sec- 
onded that  the  invitation  of  Grace  Church  be  accepted.  The  vote 
was  taken  by  rising  and  was  unanimous. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  defer  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  Satur- 
day's sessions  until  the  close  of  this  session.

A  motion  prevailed  that  R.  L.  Hethcox  be  excused  from  the  ex- 
aminations in  the  course  of  study  at  this  session  because  of  the 
illness  of  his  father,  at  whose  bedside  he  had  been  during  most  of 
the   Conference   sessions. 

The  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  was  read.  George  R. 
Brown  asked  that  some  one  else  be  appointed  to  go  to  Fayette- 
ville  as  fraternal  messenger  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Conference. 
S.  W.  Taylor  was  nominated  and  elected.  The  report  of  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee  was  adopted.    (Report  HH.) 

The  President  appointed  as  a  committee  to  wait  on  the  Editor 
of  the  Herald  T.  M.  Johnson,  J.  D.  Williams  and  A.  M.  Rankin. 

The  report  of  the  Budget  Council  was  submitted.  A  motion 
prevailed  to  reconsider  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Superannu- 
ates. The  item  referring  to  the  amount  to  be  raised  for  the  super- 
annuates was,  on  motion,  changed  from  $5,000  to  $3,500  to  make 
it  in  harmony  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Budget  Council. 
The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Superannuates  was  adopted  as 
amended. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  insert  the  apportionments  in 
the  Journal  immediately  following  the  report  of  the  Budget  Coun- 
cil. On  motion  the  report  of  the  Budget  Council  was  adopted. 
(Report   II.) 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  place  his  report  in  the  Journal 
without  reading.   (Report  JJ.) 

A  resolution  regarding  certain  teachings  in  the  schools  of  the 
State  was  read  and  on  motion  adopted.      (Resolution  3.) 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Stationing  Committee's  report 
be  read.  The  motion  carried.  The  President  made  some  remarks, 
and  J.  M.  Cutchin,  lay  member  of  the  Committee,  read  the  report  of 
assignments.     (Report  KK.)     On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 
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Mr.  V.  W.  Idol,  the  newly  elected  Treasurer  of  the  Conference, 
was   introduced. 

S.  A.  Alexander  and  R.  A.  Hunter  were  elected  representatives  to 
the'  State  Anti-Saloon  League. 

The  President  asked  the  Conference  to  stand  to  remind  them 
of  the  week  of  prayer  for  the  College,  beginning  November  15. 

A  statement  was  made  for  the  visitors  who  used  the  basement 
of  the  church  Sunday,  thanking  the  ladies  of  the  church  for  the 
coffee  provided  and  for  other  courtesies. 

The  delegate  from  Whitakers  charge  challenged  the  other  charges 
of  the  Conference  in  payments  to  the  budget.  The  challenge  was 
accepted  by  a  number  of  the  charges. 

On  motion  the  Secretary  was  permitted  to  correct  the  minutes 
without  reading. 

On  motion  it  was  voted  to  hold  the  next  session  of  Conference 
beginning  the  Wednesday  after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  November — 
November  3,  1926,  at  9.30  A.  M. 

A  motion  for  adjournment  prevailed.  Conference  adjourned  with 
the  singing  of  "Blest  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds"  and  prayer  by  the 
President.

May  12  to  14,  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  Presidents 
and  all  the  boards  meeting  in  Indianapolis,  Ind.;  spoke  for  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  and  read  a  paper  on  "Presidential  PerpTexities." 

May  18,  appointed  Rev.  P.  E.  Lindley  pastor  of  Concord. 

June  9,  met  with  the  extraordinary  session  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference. This  was  called  in  the  interest  of  the  High  Point  College, 
and  proved  a  very  helpful  meeting. 

June  15  to  24,  attended  the  Pastors'  and  Young  People's  Summer 
Conferences. 

July  8,  at  his  request  and  by  consent  of  the  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence, released  Rev.  A.  M.  Hamilton  from  English  Street  charge. 

July  15,  at  his  request,  released  Rev.  H.  F.  Fogleman  from  the 
Asheboro  charge. 

July  20,  appointed  Rev.  W.  M.  Pike  pastor  of  English  Street 
Church. 
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August  9,  at  his  request  and  with  the  consent  of  the  charge,  re- 
leased Rev.  E.  F.  Root  from  Yarborough  charge.  Brother  Root 
returned  to  the  Ohio  Conference. 

August  15,  appointed  Rev.  Paul  S.  Kennett  pastor  of  the  Ashehoro 
charge. 

August  16,  organized  a  Methodist  Protestant  Church  near  Chase

tificate of  standing. 

The  Conference  Work 

The  larger  part  of  the  first  half  of  the  year,  in  co-operation  with 
Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews,  was  given  to  the  High  Point  College.  With  the 
help  of  many  others,  drafted  for  service,  we  undertook  to  lay  upon 
the  hearts  of  our  people  the  condition,  the  opportunities  and  the 
outlook  of  the  College.  The  last  half  of  the  year  has  been  given 
fully  to  the  duties  ordinarily  belonging  to  the  President  of  this 
Conference. 

In  doing  this  work  I  have  delivered  about  145  sermons  and 
addresses,  have  attended  17  Quarterly  Conferences,  24  committee 
and  board  meetings,  have  written  more  than  2,000  letters  and  post 
cards  and  have  traveled  14,000  miles  in  my  own  automobile  and 
many  miles  in  automobiles  with  pastors  and  others,  besides  several 
trips  by  train.     This  has  been  done  at  an  expense  of  $527. 

A  questionaire  sent  out  to  all  pastors  was  answered  by  69  and 
they  reveal  the  following  facts: 

First,   That  41   charges  paid  the   pastor's   salary  in   full. 

Second,  that  11  increased  the  salary  for  next  year,  totaling  a 
raise  of  $3,125.     Six  reduced  the  salary,  totaling  $950. 

Third,  That  the  following  chai-ges  and  churches  have  paid  all 
the  claims  in  full:  Charges — Whitakers,  West  End,  First  Church 
High  Point,  State  Street  Lexington,  Charlotte,  Calvary,  Burlington, 
Grace,  Asheville,  Concord,  Reidsville,  Winston-Salem.  Churches — 
Fairfield,  on  Cornelius  charge;  Fairfield,  on  Guilford  charge;  Foun- 
tain Place,  on  Gibsonville  and  Fountain  Place   charge. 

The  following  paid  salary  and  A.  C.  B.:  Charges — Mt.  Pleasant, 
Tabernacle,  Enfield,  Fallston,  Gibsonville  and  Fountain  Place,  Bess 
Chapel.  Churches — Glen  Raven,  on  Glen  Raven  charge.  Others  will 
be  added  to  these  lists.  (See  Honor  Roll.) 

Fourth,  An  increase  in  membership  of  1,650. 

Fifth,  The  amount  of  money  spent  on  church  buildings  and  im- 
provements was  $81,246  and  on  parsonages  $10,714. 

Sixth,  That  13  churches  reported  100  per  cent,  organized;  10  re- 
ported 75  or  over  and  12  reported  50  per  cent.  The  others  were 
under  this  or  failed  to  report. 

The    First    Church,    High    Point,    has    been    finished    and    opened 
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this  year.  Grace  Church,  Greensboro,  is  erecting  a  building  which 
will  cost  around  $125,000.  Fountain  Place,  Burlington,  has  com- 
pleted Sunday  School  rooms,  which  will  serve  for  church  and  Sunday 
School  buildings  for  a  term  of  years.  A  splendid  new  church  has 
been  completed  in  West  Thomasville  with  daylight  basement  for 
Sunday  School  purposes.  A  good  country  church  has  been  built  near 
Chase  City,  Va.,  and  is  asking  admission  to  this  Conference.  A 
number  of  the  charges  have  improved  and  remodeled  their  churches 
and  parsonages,  all  of  which  shows  a  spirit  of  progress.

And  on  August  10,  1925,  Rev.  W.  C.  Kennett,  our  Father  in 
Israel,  the  oldest  member  of  this  Conference,  peacefully  fell  asleep 
to  awaken  in  the  heavenly  home. 

Obituary  Committees  were  regularly  appointed  and  will  report 
at  the  memorial  service  to  be  held  next  Sunday  afternoon,  No- 
vember 8.

This  Conference  still  stands  ready  to  assist  the  President  of  the 
General  Conference  in  any  way  it  reasonably  can  in  holding  rallies 
and  institutes  or  in  rendering  other  services,  in  the  South  Carolina 
and  Virginia  Conferences. 

Our   Children's    Home 

Soon  after  Conference  last  fall  the  Home  was  called  upon  to  give 
up  Mr;  and  Mrs.  H.  A.  Garrett,  who  have  carried  on  the  work  so 
successfully  for  a  term  of  years. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  E.  G.  Lowdermilk  succeeded  them  and  the  work 
has  gone  right  on  pleasantly  and  successfully. 

All  our  people  are  delighted  with  the  Home.  This  is  one  insti- 
tution in  the  Conference  that  all  the  charges,  and  as  far  as  I  know, 
all  the  churches  contribut  to  without  complaint. 

The  officers  of  the  Home  will  report  to  this  Conference  and  we 
will  then  see  whether  or  not  we  are  contributing  enough  to  main- 
tain the  Home. 

The    High    Point    College 

The  High  Point  College  is,  and  will  continue  to  be  throughout 
the  years,  the  very  center  of  our  hopes  and  ambitions.  The  very 
life  of  our  Conference  and  the  life  of  the  College  are  so  wrapped 
together  that  the  success  of  the  one  means  the  success  of  the  other. 
Neither  can  succeed  without  the  other.  A  strong  Conference  means 
a  strong  College  and  a  strong  College  means  a  strong  Conference. 
They  are  one  and  inseparable.  So  as  we  work  and  pray  for  the 
development  of  the  one  we  must  work  and  pray  for  the  development 
of  the  other. 

The  College  is  now  in  the  second, year  of  its  development,  with  a 
splendid  student  enrollment. 

The  spirit  of  the  College  is  beautiful.  One  has  only  to  pass 
about  occasionally,  with  an  observant  eye  and  a  sympathetic  heart, 
to  see  and  feel  the  spirit  of  happiness  and  congeniality  which  pre- 
vails  among  the   faculty  and   the   students. 

The  faculty  is  efficient,  and  is  handling  the  work  with  the  ease 
and    grace   which   might    be   expected    in    an    old    established    insti- 
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tution.  And  as  delightful  and  satisfied  a  group  of  young  people 
as  will  be  found  anywhere  is  found  in  our  own  High  Point  College. 
Last  summer  at  our  Pastors'  Conference  a  visitor  from  another 
Conference,  who  was  perfectly  delighted  with  our  buildings  and 
equipment,  said  to  me,  "Dixon,  aren't  your  people  proud  and  happy 
over  this  accomplishment?"  I  replied,  "Sure  they  are."  Where- 
upon he  said,  "Well,  why  don't  they  talk  about  it  more?" 

Full  reports  concerning  the  College  will  be  made  to  this  Con- 
ference. 

Our    Superannuates 

Some  of  these  dear  old  soldiers  of  the  Cross  are  "brushing  the 
dews  on  Jordan's  bank;  a  crossing  must  be  near."  I  had  hoped  e're 
this  we  might  put  on  a  strenuous  campaign  to  raise  funds  for  this 
worthy  cause,  but  financial  pressure  for  other  causes  has  made 
this  impractical. 

In  some  way  this  Conference  should  plan  to  take  better  care  of 
these  aged   ones. 

Pastoral  Work  and  Pastoral   Supply 

The  most  acute  problem  we  are  facing  up  with  on  our  pastoral 
charges  is  found  in  our  pastoral  supply  and  our  pastoral  support. 

High  schools  are  springing  up  in  all  sections  of  our  Conference, 
so  that  every  pastor  must  preach  to  high  school  graduates,  and  in 
many  cases  to  college  graduates;  and  this  demands  fnat  our  pastors 
have  at  least  the  equal  of  a  high  school  training  along  with  a 
deep-heart-felt  consecration.  Our  charges  are  also  asking  for  a 
"live  wire,  a  good  mixer  and  a  man  who  can  measure  arms  with 
pastors  of  other  denominations  in  the  same  communities."  Surely 
this  is  not  an  unreasonable  request.  We  want  our  children  to  be  as 
proud  of  their  pastor  as  they  could  be  of  any  other  in  their  com- 
munity. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  several  instances  lately  I  have  tried  to  get 
Quarterly  Conferences  on  charges  that  are  paying  from  $800  to 
$1,500  to  increase  their  salaries,  and  most  of  them  have  pleaded 
poverty  and  inability.  Pastors  in  many  cases  must  give  better 
service,  but  in  order  to  do  this  they  must  have  better  support  and 
they  must  have  regular  monthly  pay  days.  They  cannot  afford  to 
go  in  debt  through  the  year  waiting  for  the  charge  to  pay  up  at 
the  end   of  the  year. 

A  pastor  who  serves  a  charge  on  $800  to  $1,500,  where  he  has  to 
keep  a  car  and  do  a  great  deal  of  driving,  certainly  does  not  have 
more  than  $500  to  $900  with  which  to  support  his  family,  hence  he 
must  do  something  else  to  provide  a  living  for  and  educate  his  family. 

Better  pastoral  support  must  precede  better  pastoral  supply.  I 
said  this  to  a  friend,  and  the  answer  was,  "Better  pastoral  supply 
will  bring  about  better  pastoral  support."  This,  from  a  layman, 
gives  us  something  to  think  about. 
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One  thing  I  said  last  Conference  should  be  repeated  until  it 
burns  its  way  into  the  hearts  of  our  people.  There  is  a  great  deal 
of  unchristian  agitation  on  the  part  of  a  few  in  regard  to  moving 
pastors.  And  in  most  cases  where  pastors  serve  short  terms  and 
move  on  it  is  to  satisfy  the  whim  of  a  few  chronic  kickers.  This 
ought  not  so  to  be,  and  we  are  hereby  calling  upon  our  better-think- 
ing laymen  and  lay  women  to  help  us  put  a  stop  to  it  . 

Church   Extension 

Some  of  the  very  best  work  we  have  done  in  the  past  years  in 
building  up  the  Conference  has  been  done  in  the  field  of  church 
extension.  Our  funds  are  meager,  and  if  the  Annual  Conference 
budget  could  be  raised  in  full  each  year  the  Board  would  be  able  to 
help  in  many  places  where  it  has  to  refuse  for  lack  of  funds. 

I  am  delighted  to  report  that  Charlotte  and  West  End,  Greens- 
boro, will  undertake  to  provide  their  pastor's  salary  for  next  year. 
Lexington,  Fountain  Place  and  Calvary  are  exceedingly  promising 
young  churches  and  must  be  assisted.  The  work  is  going  forward 
at  Cornelius  and  there  seems  to  be  a  rather  promising  field  for 
church-extension  efforts  opening  up  at  Spencer,  and  perhaps  in 
North  Charlotte.  Rev.  D.  A.  Braswell  reports  having  organized  a 
society  in  Spencer  of  about  thirty  menibers,  and  one  in  North 
Charlotte  with  about  forty  members.  These  points  will  be  presented 
to  the  Conference  for  consideration.  Rev.  C.  F.  Silver  reports  that 
there  are  about  thirty-five  Methodist  Protestants  in  Morgantown 
who  should  be  organized  into  a  church. 

Young   People's   Work 

One  of  the  brightest  spots  in  the  life  of  our  church  in  this 
Conference  is  the  awakened  interest  in  our  children  and  young 
people.  They  are  really  beginning  to  feel  that  they  have  a  part  in 
the  work  of  the  church.  Rev.  N.  M.  Harrison,  Jr.,  led  in  this  work 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  planning  for  and  carrying  to  suc- 
cess a  most  splendid  Summer  Conference  for  young  people  and 
workers  among  young  people.  This  Conference  was  held  in  High 
Point  College.  During  the  last  half  of  the  year  Rev.  Lawrence  C. 
Little  has  been  in  the  field,  and  has  carried  inspiration  and  good 
cheer  to  many  young  hearts.  He  has  also  led  them  into  better  organ- 
izations.    Mr.  F.  R.  Stout  has  also  helped  much  in  this  work. 

Other  denominations  about  us  are  constantly  enlarging  their  pro- 
grams for  young  people.  Through  our  young  people  we  have  our 
faces  turned  toward  larger  and  better  things  for  the  Kingdom 
than  ever  before,  and  there  must  be  no  let-up  or  turning  back  in 
this  field  of  effort. 

The   Budgets 

The  every-member  canvass,  in  one  form  or  another,  with  weekly 
or    at   least   monthly   payments,    is   our   only   hope    for   raising    our 
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budgets.  The  church  that  works  the  every-member  canvass  faith- 
fully, observes  the  three  days  ordered  by  the  General  Conference, 
and  in  which  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  are  organized  and 
working  invariably  raises  their  budgets. 

Then,  too,  we  must  learn  to  present  the  budgets  not  "just  as  a 
budget  of  burdens,"  but  as  a  bundle  of  opportunities.  Our  people 
must  come  to  know  what  causes  are  represented  in  the  budgets. 
When  they  know  that  all  the  Annual  Conference  expenses,  the  super- 
annuates and  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  depend 
on  the  payment  of  the  Annual  Conference  budget  and  that  all  we  do 
for  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  Young 
People's  Work,  the  American  Bible  Society  and  other  interests  out- 
side of  our  own  Conference  is  done  through  the  General  Confer- 
ence budget,  surely  they  will  pay  more  to  these  budgets. 

Our  young  church  in  Lexington  has  tried  out  a  plan  which  is  one 
step  in  advance  of  visiting  homes  in  the  every-member  canvass. 
The  pastor  calls  it  "Every  member  canvassing."  The  plan  is  to 
appoint  a  Sunday  afternoon  when  every  member  is  asked  to  report 
at  the  church  between  2  P.  M.  and  5  P.  M.,  and  name  the  amount  he 
will  pay  on  the  church  budget  for  next  year.  This  plan  worked 
well.  Just  a  few  did  not  come,  so  the  canvassers  went  out  to  see 
these.  I  commend  this  plan  to  every  church  in  the  Conference. 
It  is  called  "The  Honor  System." 

Many  churches  lose  out  on  the  collection  of  the  local  finance* 
and  the  Conference  budgets  because  they  do  not  begin  early  in 
the  year.  The  Bible  plan  is  to  pay  weekly,  I  Cor.  16:2.  And  the 
plan  given  in  the  Discipline  is  weekly  payments  in  stations  and 
monthly  on  circuits.  (Discipline  Page  79.)  These  payments  to 
include  the  budgets  as  well  as  the  salary  and  local  expenses.  When 
we  lose  three  to  six  months  in  the  early  part  of  the  Conference  year 
it  is  next  to  impossible  to  make  it  up  in  the  closing  weeks  of  the  year 
Brethren,  I  beg  of  you,  heed  this.  This  is  your  work  as  well  as 
preaching  the  Gospel,  and  you  cannot  do  a  full  year's  work  in 
this  in  the  last  two  or  three  weeks  of  the  year  any  more  than  you 
can  in  preaching. 

However,  I  want  to  commend  most  of  the  pastors  and  the  charges 
for  the  splendid  work  that  has  been  done  under  the  most  adverse 
material  conditions  the  Conference  has  witnessed  during  my 
memory.  The  bulk  of  our  Conference,  perhaps,  has  witnessed  the 
worst  droughf  in  its  history,  and  yet  it  looks  now  that  about  as 
much  will  be  paid  on  budgets  as  last  year. 

Rural  Church  Life 

In  many  cases  our  country  fields  are  developing  splendidly.  We 
have  a  great  opportunity  in  our  rural  districts  and  there  is  no  place 
where  intense  cultivation  renders  more  fruitful  returns  than  on 
many  of  these  fields.     There  are  just  a  very  few  of  these  charges 
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which  seem  willing  to  permit  their  pastors  to  serve  on  such  meager 
salaries  that  they  are  compelled  to  turn  to  other  things  to  make 
a  living.  It  is  delightful  to  see  so  many  of  our  country  charges 
responding  with  better  salaries  and  better  church  buildings  and 
better  Sunday  School  equipment. 

Each  country  church  should  in  some  way  be  led  to  beautify  its 
grounds  and  to  keep  church  buildings  in  good  condition.  The  re- 
ligious life  of  a  community  is  reflected  in  the  church  buildings  and 
grounds. 

Instead  of  having  the  President  of  some  Annual  Conference 
bring  us  a  fraternal  message,  this  time  we  have  invited  Rev.  W.  A. 
Newell,  D.  D.,  of  "Mt.  Airy,  N.  C,  to  bring  us  two  messages  on  Rural 
Church  Life.     I  am  sure  you  will  hear  him  with  delight. 

Church    Music 

I  pause  once  more  to  emphaasize  the  importance  of  the  old-time 
hymns  in  our  church  services.  It  may  be  a  bit  difficult  to  get  our 
people  back  and  up  to  it,  but  it  will  surely  pay  to  try.  The  radio 
fans  tells  us  that  all  you  have  to  do  is  to  tap  the  air  anywhere  and 
out  will  come  jazz.  For  the  sake  of  the  dear  Christ  and  for  the 
sake  of  our  own  children  and  young  people  let  us  at  least  deliver 
them  from  jazz  when  they  go  to  church.  The  body  may  be 
stirred  by  it,  but  there  is  no  food  for  the  soul  in  such  music. 

Literature 

We  have  our  own  church  papers,  The  Methodist  Protestant,  th« 
Methodist  Recorder,  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  and  the  Mis- 
sionary Record.  In  order  to  keep  up  with  the  entire  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  one  must  take  all  four. 

We  thank  Rev.  C.  W.  Bates  for  giving  us  many  interesting 
things  culled  from  the  two  general  church  organs  and  for  giving 
them  items  of  interest  from  North  Carolina.  Our  ministers  and 
many  of  our  laymen  should  take  both  the  general  papers,  if  possible, 
and  especially  the  Methodist  Protestant. 

The  Missionary  Record  is  the  only  Missionary  periodical  pub- 
lishde  in  our  church.  It  is  now  the  official  organ  of  the  Union 
Board  of  Foreign  Missionary  Administration,  and  it  also  contains 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  news.  It  should  be  taken  by 
many  of  our  people  besides  the  women  of  the  Missionary  societies. 
Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews,  of  High  Point,  N.  C,  will  be  glad  to  give  you 
any  information  concerning  the  Missionary  Record,  and  take  your 
subscription.     The  price  is  75  cents  per  year. 

Methodist  Protestant  Sunday  school  literature  is  the  best  pos- 
sible literature  for  Methodist  Protestant  Sunday  schools.  It  should 
be  used  by  all  our  schools.  There  is  no  law  to  make  them  use  it 
except  the  law  of  common  loyalty  to  ourselves  and  to  our  own. 
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Evangelism 

It  is  the  business  of  the  Church  to  win  the  world  for  Christ. 
Our  old-time  revival  methods  are  good,  and  these  should  be  con- 
tinued; but  we  should  also  adopt  some  of  the  new  methods  of  win- 
ning and  holding  our  young  people  for  Christ  and  the  Church, 
instead  of  permitting  them  to  drift  away  and  then  undertake  to 
win  them  back  through  revival  services. 

Many  good  revivals  have  been  held  among  our  churches  during 
the  year,  and  surely  our  statistics  this  year  will  show  a  substantial 
increase   in  members. 

Recommendations 

I  recommend: 

1.  That  each  pastor  be  urged  again  to  work  faithfully  the  every- 
member  canvass  in  raising  the  local  benevolences  and  the  budgets. 
And  that  each  pastor  seek  to  lead  his  people  to  make  monthly  pay- 
ments on  the  budgets  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

The  Honor  System,  in  which  each  member  comes  to  the  church 
and  makes  a  subscription,  is  an  improvement.  But  this  should 
be  followed  up  until  every  member  is  heard  from. 

2.  At  the  request  of  the  President  of  the  General  Conference, 
Rev.  C.  W.  Bates,  the  General  Conference  Statistician,  went  to 
Indianapolis,  Ind.,  last  May  to  read  a  paper  on  statistics  to  a  meet- 
ing of  Conference  Presidents.  I  recommend  that  his  expense  for 
the  trip  be  paid. 

3.  Our  Commission  on  Methodist  Co-operation  requested  that  a 
fraternal  messenger  be  sent  to  a  meeting  of  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  Statesville,  N.  C,  October  14  to  19,  and  that  one  also  be 
sent  to  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  same  Church, 
when  it  meets  in  Fayetteville,  N.  C,  November  11  to  16. 

I  asked  Rev.  G.  R.  Brown,  D.  D.,  to  represent  us  in  this  capacity 
in  Statesville,  which  he  did.  I  recommend,  that  his  expenses  for 
the  trip  be  paid.  I  also  recommend  that  this  Conference  select 
one  of  its  number  as  fraternal  messenger  to  the  North  Carolina 
Annual  Conference  in  Fayetteville. 

These  two  Conferences  are  expected  to  send  fraternal  messen- 
gers to  us  during  the  session  of  this  Conference. 

4.  Our  Pastors'  Summer  Conference  and  our  Young  People's 
Summer  Conference  have  agreed  to  meet  simultaneously  during  the 
summer  of  1926. 

I  recommend  that  the  Presidents  of  these  respective  Summer 
Conferences  be  requested  to  select  dates  for  these  meetings  which 
will  permit  as  many  of  our  young  people  as  possible  from  the  farms 
to  attend.  We  have  been  meeting  during  the  wheat  harvest,  and 
our  farming  people  cannot  come  then. 
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I  also  recommend  that  our  Pastors'  Summer  Conference  meet  for 
one  week,  instead  of  for  three  days,  as  heretofore.  That  one  day 
of  the  Conference  be  set  aside  for  discussion  and  meditation  on 
evangelism;  and  that  one  day  be  designated  as  "Layman's  Day," 
and  that  the  laymen  be  invited  to  attend  and  lead  the  discussion 
that  day. 

5.  I  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Evangelism,  and  also  the 
Committee  on  Better  Church  Music  be  continued.  And  that  during 
this  Conference  year  we  stress  the  importance  of  reaching  and  win- 
ning the  unsaved.  If  we  fail  in  this  all-important  work  we  fail  as 
a  church. 

6.  I  recommend  that  February,  1926,  be  designated  as  Steward- 
ship Month,  that  we  stress  Bible  teaching  on  stewardship,  and  that 
during  this  month  each  church  endeavor  to  raise  in  full  its  allot- 
ment for  Church  Extension. 

7.  I  recommend  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  early  in 
this  Conference  session,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  co-operate  with 
Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews,  President  of  the  High  Point  College,  in  working 
out  an  allotment  which  each  pastoral  charge  will  be  asked  to  raise  for 
the  College  during  this  Conference  year. 

8.  We  have  a  few  charges  so  situated  and  so  hedged  about  ma- 
terially that  it  seems  impossible  for  them  to  support  the  pastor  prop- 
erly. A  little  help  would  encourage  so  much.  I,  therefore,  recom- 
mend that  the  Budget  Council  be  permitted  to  ask  a  few  of  our 
stronger  charges  to  play  "the  big  brother"  to  these  weaker  charges. 
The  consent  of  the  pastor  to  be  secured  in  each  case  before  this  is 
presented. 

9.  We  sympathize  with  Rev.  Fred  W.  Paschall  in  the  loss  by  fire 
of  his  credentials,  and  also  of  the  Bible  which  was  presented  to  him 
by  the  Conference  on  the  day  of  his  ordination.  I  recommend 
that  this  Conference  replace  these. 

I  recommend  that  the  standing  of  charges  in  their  payments  on 
the  budgets  be  completed  from  the  Treasurer's  and  the  Statis- 
tician's reports  and  printed  in  the  Journal. 

District  Parsonage 

On  Novmeber  24,  1924,  Mr.  George  T.  Penny  very  kindly  mailed 
us  a  check  for  $250  to  apply  on  the  amount  spent  on  the  District 
Parsonage  during  that  year.  The  thanks  of  this  Conference  is  due 
Brother  Penny  for  this  generous  contribution. 

With  thanksgiving  to  God,  who  has  led  us  on  through  another 
year,  and  with  gratitude  to  you  and  your  people  for  the  kind  and 
considerate  treatment  which  I  have  met  on  every  hand,  and  also  for 
the  hearty  co-operation  you  have  accorded  me,  and  praying  God's

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LITERATURE  AND  EDUCATION 

(Report  B) 

It  was  a  wise  action  which  a  former  Annual  Conference  took  when 
it  united  the  Committee  on  Literature  with  the  one  on  Education, 
for  these  two  subjects  are  inseparable.  'They  go  hand  in  hand  in 
the  development  of  the  intellect  and  also  in  the  enrichment  of  the 
spiritual  life.  We  are  convinced  that  real  literature  and  true 
education  are  such  in  proportion  to  the  extent  to  which  they  jointly 
broaden  the  mind  and  deepen  the  religious  consciousness.  Far  from 
i)eing'  antagonistic,  these  two  experiences  are  in  utter  harmony  and 
are  both  essential  to  a  well  rounded  life. 

Your  Committee  has  given  some  attention  to  the  literature  of 
our  own  Church  and  is  satisfied  that  it  is  of  such  a  characater  as  to 
render  the  service  just  mentioned.  We  call  attention  to  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  and  the  Methodist  Recorder,  our  general  organs, 
and  especially  commend  the  absence  of  controversial  material  and 
the  high  Christian  tone  of  the  contents  of  these  papers,  as  well  as 
the  editorial  skill  manifested  in  their  production. 

We  recommend  that  the  month  of  February  be  designated  Church 
Paper  Month,  and  an  effort  be  made  to  increase  the  circulation  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  within  the  bounds  of  our  Conference;  that  a 
goal  of  new  subscribers  be  set  at  500  and  apportioned  to  the  various 
charges  by  the  President;  that  every  pastor  preach  a  sermon  at  each 
appointment  in  the  interest  of  the  Church  paper  and  good  literature 
in  the  homes  of  the  people.  The  details  of  the  plan  and  literature 
to  assist  with  the  work  will  be  furnished  by  the  publisher. 

Our  own  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  falls  within  the  province 
of  a  special  committee,  but  we  wish  to  state  that  it  and  the  Mis- 
sionary Record  have  our  hearty  approval.  Our  Sunday  school  pub- 
lications are  responding  to  the  talent  of  that  able  scholar,  Dr.  Crates 
S.  Johnson  and  are  taking  their  rank  alongside  of  the  best.  They 
should  be  in  all  our  Sunday  schools. 

Your  Committee  has  also  considered  the  work  of  our  various 
educational  institutions  and  is  satisfied  that  they  are  ministering 
to  the  two-fold  life  of  mind  and  spirit.  We  point  with  pardonable 
pride  to  the  success  of  High  Point  College,  feeling  that  every  mem- 
ber of  every  church  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  should  look 
upon  it  as  an  achievement  which  deepens  his  faith  in  the  mission  of 
his  denomination  and  challenges  the  best  that  is  within  him  of 
loyalty  and  sacrifice. 

The  Westminster  Theological  Seminary  continues  to  render  valiant 
service  in  preparing  young  men  for  the  Gospel  ministry.  Among  its 
enrollment  are  found  men  of  several  denominations — a  fact  which 
indicates  the  confidence  others  have  in  its  work.  To  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  its  value  is  inestimable.     Not  long  ago  the  Sem- 
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inary  published  a  manifesto  which  we  feel  sure  met  with  approval 
from  all  our  thoughtful  people.  We  recommend  the  organization 
of  an  alumni  group  with  the  purpose  of  rendering  some  definite 
service  to  the  Seminary. 

We  do  not  presume  to  lay  down  an  editorial  policy  for  our  periodi- 
cals or  a  pedagogical  policy  for  our  institutions  of  higher  learning, 
but  we  do  make  bold  to  reaffirm  our  faith.  We  believe  in  God,  in 
the  inspiration  of  the  Bible,  in  the  Deity  of  Jesus  Christ,  in  the  resur- 
rection of  the  dead,  and  in  the  other  principles  set  forth  in  the 
Apostles'  Creed,  and  in  the  Twenty-eight  Articles  of  Religion  con- 
tained in  the  Constitution  and  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church.  We  are  glad  to  believe  that  the  teaching  of  our 
schools  and  our  periodicals  is  in  harmony  with  these  foundation 
stones  of  our  faith. 

It  gives  us  pleasure,  too,  to  feel  that  we  may  all  have  a  part  in 
planting  within  our  Church  a  deeper  reverence  for  things  worth 
while  and  in  searching  for  a  more  complete  revelation  of  the  will 
of  our  Father.  We  are  confident  that  a  great  number  of  men  and 
women  are  ardently  seeking  for  light  and  we  want  to  help  them 
to  nobler  achievements.  We  feel  that  we  can  find  no  better  closing 
words  for  this  report  than  the  following  quotation  from  Henry 
Van  Dyke: 

"I  believe  that  we  are  even  now  in  the  beginning  of  a  renaissance 
of  religion  such  as  the  world  has  not  seen  since  the  days  of  the 
Reformation.  I  believe  that  there  is  a  rising  tide  of  desire  to  find 
the  true  meaning  of  Christ's  teaching,  to  feel  the  true  power  of 
Christ's  life,  to  interpret  the  true  significance  of  Christ's  sacrifice 
for  the  redemption  of  mankind.  I  believe  that  never  before  were 
there  so  many  men  of  culture,  of  intelligence,  of  charactr,  pas- 
sionately in  earnest  to  find  the  way  of  making  their  religion  speak 
not  ini  word  only  but  in  power.  I  call  you  today,  my  brethren,  to 
take  your  part,  not  with  the  idle,  the  frivolous,  the  faithless,  the 
selfish,  but  with  the  earnest,  the  manly,  the  devout,  the  devoted.  I 
summon  you  to  do  your  share  in  the  renaissance  of  religion,  for  your 
own  sake,  for  your  fellow-man's  sake,  for  your  country's  sake."

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PASTORAL  WORK 
(Report  C) 

Since  our  pastors  have  diversities  of  gifts  and  the  demands  are 
varied,  your  Committee  finds  it  difficult  to  outline  any  definite  pro- 
gram of  pastoral  work.  The  pastor,  however,  should  be  the  leader 
and  shepherd  of  his  flock,  and  to  him  they  should  look  for  counsel, 
direction  and  pasture.     The  pastor  who  suffers  his  flock  to  ignore 
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his  counsel  and  assume  the  position  of  leadership  will  soon  have  a 
scattered  flock,  who  will  recognize  the  voice  of  no  shepherd,  and  will 
find  himself  a  weakling.  The  pastor  should  speak  and  act  as  one 
having   authority. 

Pastoral   Visiting 

We  recognize  the  importance  of  pastoral  visiting,  but  we  feel 
that  it  has  been  over-stressed  by  a  certain  class  of  people.  Our 
observation  has  been  that  the  clamor  for  pastoral  visiting  does  not 
come  from  our  best  people,  but  from  those  who  have  a  mania  for 
criticizing  the  pastor.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the  same 
person  that  criticizes  one  pastor  for  not  visiting  enough  will  criti- 
cize another  for  visiting  too  much.  The  shepherd  ought  to  know 
when  and  how  to  feed  his  flock.  We  think  the  pastor  should  spend 
a  due  portion  of  his  time  within  the  volume  of  the  Book  and  in 
prayer,  since  the  men  who  have  won  great  victories  have  been  those 
who  have  kept  themselves  in  hiding  until  the  moment  of  attack. 
The  pastor  who  would  feed  his  flock  must  dwell  at  the  fountain. 
In  visiting  the  sick,  the  pastor  should  use  discretion.  It  is  pos- 
sible for  him  to  impose  his  presence  even  in  the  sick  room.  When 
the  sick  feel  the  need  of  the  pastor,  as  they  do  the  doctor,  enough 
to  send  for  him,  we  are  sure  that  his  visits  would  accomplish  more. 
"Is  any  sick  among  you?  Let  him  send  for  the  elders  of  the 
church." 

The  Pastor's  Demeanor 

We  think  the  pastor  should  possess  a  dignity  in  keeping  with 
his  exalted  position.  The  pastor  who  indulges  himself  much  in 
telling  funny  jokes  may  hold  his  people  spellbound  for  hours;  so 
could  the  clown;  but  we  question  if  it  increases  his  powers  in  the 
pulpit.  The  work  of  saving  men  is  a  serious  matter  and  should 
provoke  seriousness  rather  than  levity. 

His    Message 

To  be  a  soul  winner  he  must  preach  a  Gospel  that  stirs  his  own 
soul  as  he  expects  it  to  move  the  hearts  of  his  hearers.  He  must 
feel  what  he  preaches,  and  preach  what  he  feels  with  feeling,  and 
it  will  beget  in  his  hearers  the  same  feeling  that  he  feels.

REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE   ON   SUPERANNUATES 
(Report  F) 

Your  Committee  on  Superannuates  would  offer  the  following 
report : 

Since  our  last  Annual  Conference  our  senior  superannuate,  Rev. 
W.  C.  Kennett,  has  passed  to  his  reward  in  the  ninety-first  year  of 
his  life.  For  forty-seven  years  he  was  an  active  minister  of  this 
Conference.  He  was  a  grand  old  soldier  of  the  Cross,  and  we 
believe  the  Good  Shepherd  has  given  unto  him  a  crown  of  life 
which  fadeth  not  away.  This  leaves  Rev.  George  E.  Hunt  as  our 
senior  superannuate.  We  understand  that  he  is  very  feeble  and 
cannot  walk  without  assistance.  Rev.  J.  H.  Stowe  is  also  very 
feeble.  According  to  the  report  of  the  Stationing  Committee  at 
last  Conference,  there  were  eight  men  placed  on  the  superannuate 
list.  Five  of  these  men  are  not  so  infirm  in  health  as  Brothers 
Hunt  and  Stowe,  but  for  one  cause  or  another  they  have  been  forced 
to  retire  from  their  loved  work. 

These  men  have  helped  to  make  our  Conference  what  it  is  today. 
They  labored  when  fields  were  large  and  salaries  were  small.  They 
traveled  long  distances,  through  deep  mud  in  winter  and  under 
burning  suns  in  summer.  They  believed  God  had  called  them  to 
preach  the  Gospel  and  they  endured  as  "Seeing  Him  who  is  in- 
visible." Now  they  sit  and  think  and  pray  as  they  wait  for  the  time 
of  their  release.  It  is  a  pathetic  scene.  Most  of  them  would  have 
preferred  to  die  in  the  harness.  What  shall  we  do  for  them?  They 
are  worthy,  and  if  we  do  not  care  for  them  God  may  not  want  to 
forgive  us.  Other  Conferences  in  our  Church  and  other  denomi- 
nations have  been  waging  campaigns  to  create  funds  sufficient  to 
care  for  their  superannuates.  But  for  the  fact  that  our  college 
enterprise  is  new  and  of  paramount  importance  and  must  draw 
heavily  on  us  until  more  fully  established,  we  would  earnestly 
recommend  that  this  Conference  immediately  put  on  such  a  cam- 
paign.    As  it  is,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  an  assessment  of  Thirty-five  Hundred  Dollars  ($3,500) 
be  laid  on  the  Conference  for  the  benefit  of  our  superannuates, 
and  that  every  minister  in  the  Conference  be  urged  to  collect,  if 
possible,  the  full  amount  assessed  in  his  field. 

2.  We  would  recommend  that  Brother  J.  Norman  Wills  and 
others   continue  the   Christmas  plan   for  securing  money  to   be  di- 
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vided  among  our  superannuates  and  the  widows  of  those  who  have 
passed    over. 

3.  That  the  President  and  the  Secretary  of  this  Conference  write 
a  letter  to  «sch  of  these,  assuring  them  of  our  sympathy  and  of 
our  desire  to  care  for  them  more  adequately  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible  day. 

4.  We  recommend  that  at  this  time  the  President  of  this  Con- 
ference be  asked  to  lead  this  Conference  in  a  special  prayer  for 
all  of  these,  our  superannuates,  and  the  widows  of  those  men  of 
God  who  have  gone  to  the  great  reward.

REPORT   OF    THE    SUPERINTENDENT    OF    THE    CHILDREN'S 

HOME 

(Report  G) 

To  the   Board   of   Trustees  and   Friends   of  the    Children's  Home, 

Dear  Brethren : 

From  Anderson  Charge,  Greer,  S.  C,  I  came  to  this  institution  on 
the  25th  day  of  last  November  to  assume  new  responsibilities,  I 
have  had  experiences  different  from  other  years.  Yet  I  feel  that  I 
have  been  engaged  in  a  noble  work.  A  work  that  affords  great 
opportunity  for  accomplishing  untold  good. 

I  was  elected  as  Superintendent  of  this  institution,  as  you  know, 
to  take  the  place  of  Brother  H.  A.  Garrett,  Who  resigned  as  same 
after  he  and  his  good  companion  had  so  wisely  and  nobly  directed 
this  institution  for  eleven  years. 

We  are  grateful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  in  that  the  twelfth 
year  has  passed  without  serious  sickness  or  accident,  and  the 
health  of  the  children  is  good. 

Dr.  Coe  is  the  big  family's  physician.  He  and  Dr.  Austin  suc- 
cessfully operated  on  eleven  of  the  children,  removing  their  tonsils 
and  adenoids.  In  addition  to  these,  Drs.  Tesh,  McManus  and  Clay- 
ton, of  High  Point,  and  Dr.  A.  H.  Johnson,  of  Greensboro,  give 
their  services  when  dental  services  are  needed. 

On  February  4,  Mr.  R.  L.  Bowman,  who  had  served  two  years  as 
Farm  Manager  of  the  Home,  returned  with  his  family  to  his  own 
farm.  Mr.  J.  A.  Dixon,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  Rockingham 
County  Home,  was  elected  to  take  his  place.  I  am  glad  to  report 
to  this  Conference  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dixon  are  doing  a  good  and 
acceptable   work. 

On  the  18th  day  of  February  our  barn,  containing  a  lot  of  good 
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feed,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  This  was  a  great  loss  to  us,  and  has 
not  yet  been  replaced.  However,  we  are  looking  daily  for  the 
lumber  to  build  anew. 

Children   Received   and   Dismissed 

During  the  year  six  children  have  been  admitted  to  the  Home, 
and  five  have  been  dismissed.  Four  of  these  latter  are  now  in 
school  and  the  other  one  is  employed  as  a  painter.  We  now  have 
72  children  in  the  Home;  teachers,  helpers  and  everybody  included, 
our  family  numbers  83. 

We  have  had  about  fifty  applications  for  admittance  into  our  in- 
stitution this"  year.  In  almost  every  case  the  appeal  was  pathetic 
and  our  hearts  ached  because  we  had  not  the  room  to  care  for 
bright  boys  and  girls  who  bid  fair  to  make  their  mark  in  the  world. 

School 

We  have  three  efficient  teachers,  who  are  doing  work  that  makes 
it  interesting  and  profitable  to  every  girl  and  boy  who  desires  to 
accomplish  the  greatest  good  in  preparing  for  life. 

Farm 

As  you  all  know,  this  has  been  a  poor  year  for  farming.  We 
have  made  just  about  half  crops.  We  raised  plenty  of  vegetables 
for  summer  use,  and  have  stored  some  for  winter.  We  have  about 
two  hundred  bushels  of  sweet  potatoes.  We  also  have  plenty  of 
rough  feed  for  our  horses  and  cattle. 

Building  and  Repairing 

A  double  garage  has  been  built  at  a  cost  of  about  $100.  By 
additional  plumbing  we  now  have  hot  water  in  all  our  bathrooms. 
Two  good  Guernsey  cows  have  been  added  to  our  herd  of  cattle. 

The  reception  rooms  at  both  our  buildings  have  been  furnished 
during  the  year. 

Gifts 

The  American  Bakeries,  of  High  Point,  have  given  us  more  than 
$300  worth  of  bread  and  cake. 

Bennett  Brothers,  of  High  Point,  have  given  us  our  fresh  meat 
one  Sunday  in  each  month. 

Bonnie  Herd  Farm,  of  Lexington,  have  given  us  a  fine  Hampshire 
stock  hog. 

Friends  of  the  Home,  of  Candor,  N.  C,  contributed  about  fifty 
bushels  of  nice  peaches  for  canning. 

From  the  Cunningham  Orchard,  near  Brown  Summit,  we  have 
received  ten  bushels  of  nice  apples. 

Many  other  contributions  have  been  received,  which  have  aided 
us  in   going  onward  with  this  great  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE 

(Report   I) 
Dear  Brethren: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  to  your  body  a  brief  report,  which 
covers  in  a  general  way  the  present  status  of  High  Point  College. 

We  have  enrolled  up  to  the  present  time  this  fall  seven  prepara- 
tory students,  six  special  music  students,  123  freshmen,  51  sopho- 
mores and  11  juniors.  Thirteen  of  these  students  are  from  the 
homes  of  ministers,  11  are  ministerial  students  and  four  young 
ladies  are  preparing  to  do  missionary  work.  Nineteen  students  are 
paying  part  of  their  way  through  college  by  rendering  some  sort 
of  service  to  the  College;  several  others  are  receiving  help  in  the 
form  of  free  scholarships  given  by  the  Home  Missionary  Society, 
by  private  individuals,  or  they  are  beneficiaries  of  the  Masonic 
Loan   Fund. 

Denominationally,  I  am  not  at  the  present  time  able  to  state 
just  how  the  student  body  ranks,  except  that  quite  a  large  ma- 
jority of  them  are  members  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

There  are  18  members  of  our  faculty,  all  of  whom  are  members 
of  some  Protestant  denomination.  Chapel  services  are  held  daily 
and  Sunday  evenings  at  the  College.  The  students  are  urged  to 
attend  Sunday  school  and  Church  services  in  the  churches  of  the 
city.  The  health  of  the  student  body  has  been  very  good  up  to  the 
present  time,  and  the  morale  is  fine.  We  are  pleased  to  leport  that 
a  great  number  of  our  young  men  and  young  women  have  renewed 
their  covenant  with  Jesus  Christ  during  the  Stephens  evangelistic 
fcampaign.  In  fact,  it  was  stated  in  chai>el  this  week  by  one  of 
the  girls  that  every  girl  in  the  dormitory  was  a  professing  Christian, 
and  family  altar  has  been  organized  among  them. 

Our  enrollment  is  considered  large  for  the  second  year  of  our 
college  life,  and  we  believe  that  if  we  have  a  good  year  this  year 
all  the  dormitory  space  will  be  taken  next  year.  Our  capacity  for 
boarding  students  can  be  swelled  to  320,  but  at  the  present  time 
the  third  floors  of  the  dormitories  have  not  been  completed. 

Our  Needs 

1.  We  need  more  of  our  own  young  people  to  come  to  High 
Point  College.  If  all  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  freshmen  who 
are  in  other  colleges  in  North  Carolina  were  at  High  Point  College 
this  year  we  would  have  a  splendid  enrollment.  Since  the  College 
is  the  property  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  and  the  Church 
should  be  the  greatest  beneficiary,  it  is  certainly  reasonable  to  expect 
the  members  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  to  patronize  High 
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Point  College.  The  work  being  done  at  High  Point  College  has  been 
recognized  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  at  Raleigh  and  full 
credit  is  given  to  any  student  doing  work  here  who  may  desire  to 
teach  in  the  public  schools.  We  are  also  pleased  to  announce  that 
the  State  University  recognizes  the  grade  of  work  done  here,  and 
is  willing  to  give  full  credit  to  any  student  going  there  from  here; 
likewise  Converse  College.  While  we  believe  there  are  other  Colleges 
in  the  State  that  would  be  willing  to  do  the  same,  we  have  had  no 
expression  from  them  at  present.  Because  of  this  fact  we  feel  that 
High  Point  College  has  a  stronger  appeal  to  all  students,  and  espe- 
cially the  Methodist  Protestant  young  people,  who  desire  to  go  to 
College. 

Second,  we  need  more  books  in  our  library.  In  order  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  we  must 
have  at  least  8,000  volumes  in  our  library  by  1927,  when  we  gradu- 
ate our  first  class.  At  the  present  time  we  have  between  3,000 
and  4,000  volumes,  and  this  number  is  being  swelled  every  week 
or  so.  But  we  must  have  a  special  fund  to  'buy  books  as  well  as 
gifts  of  books  coming  from  those  who  have  good  books  that  are 
suitable  for  a  College  library. 

Third,  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Southern  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  we  must  also  have  a  stable  income  amounting  to 
$25,000  a  year  to  be  used  for  the  administration  of  the  College. 
We  are  naming  these  two  conditions  because  these  are  the  only 
two  that  we  cannot  meet  at  the  present  time.  As  yet  only  a  small 
amount  of  this  income  is  provided  for.  There  is  given  us  annually 
a  gift  from  the  (General  Board  of  our  Church,  and  after  this  year 
we  hope  to  receive  an  income  from  the  publishing  house.  There 
ought  to  be  given  us  an  annual  appropriation  by  this  body  to  be 
used  exclusively  for  operating  expenses,  and  I  am  asking  that  the 
Conference  vote  to  allow  us  an  annual  gift  of  $2,500  for  this  cause. 
As  was  expected,  we  have  operated  the  College  with  a  deficit  during 
the  past  year,  and  there  doubtless  will  be  a  deficit  in  the  operating 
expenses  the  present  year.  This  deficit  can  be  taken  care  of  when 
the  College  has  an  endowment  fund  out  of  which  the  deficit  can 
be  met. 

Trusting  to  have  all  members  of  the  Conference  and  friends 
of  the  College  to  visit  the  College  during  this  Conference,  and 
praying  that  it  may  be  a  most  successful  Conference,  I  am.

We  nominate  for  Trustees  of  the  College  R.  N.  Hauser  and  J.  S. 
Pickett  to  succeed  themselves,  their  terms  expiring  at  this  Con- 
ference. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  College  will  no  doubt  receive  the 
earnest  consideration  of  the  Conference. 

I  have  not  as  yet  set  up  a  depreciation  account.  This,  on  the 
buildings,  will  be  negligible,  but  on  certain  items  of  furnishings, 
especially  shades,  china,  silverware  and  linen,  the  depreciation 
would  be  heavy.  It  is  expected  that  the  College  will  replace  broken 
china  and  worn-out  table  linen,  thus  keeping  these  items  up  to 
about  the  amount  carried  on  the  books. 

It  will  be  observed  that  all  expenses  of  the  campaign,  for  life 
insurance  premiums,   interest,  etc.,   have   been   charged   against  the 
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surplus,  which  has  been  accumulated  from  the  income  from  the 
old  publishing:  house  from  enhancement  in  value.  This,  of  course, 
is  a  method  of  bookkeeping,  as  these  amounts  might  have  been 
charged  against  the  camjxaign  funds,  thereby  reducing  the  capital 
account.      The  result,   however,   is  the   same. 

Small  payments  have  been  made  on  the  second  premiums  on  life 
insurance  and  notes  given  for  the  remainder  of  premiums  due. 
However,  if  these  premiums  are  paid,  the  life  insurance  will  have 
a  cash  value  at  the  end  of  the  second  year  of  about  $21,000,  which 
■wall  become  an  asset.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK 

(Report  K) 

To  the  people  who  think  in  terms  of  safety  in  the  rearing  of  a 
structure  there  is  nothing  of  more  importance  than  the  laying  of  a 
strong  foundation.  A  workman  was  asked  by  a  bystander,  "Why 
do  you  dig  your  foundation  so  deep?"  The  answer  was,  "Be- 
cause we  are   going  to   build  this   structure   so   high." 

Our  leaders  in  this  work  have  been  digging  deep — possibly  mis- 
takes have  been  made — ,dreaming  of  a  well-equipped  constituency  in 
our  Church  in  the  years  to  come,  and  much  has  been  done  to  get 
our  young  people  on  the  road  to  holier  living  and  more  efficient 
work. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  lose  for  the  time  one  of  our  most  ef- 
ficient workers  among  young  people.  Rev.  N.  M.  Harrison,  Jr., 
for  under  his  leadership  rapid  strides  have  been  made  in  the  work. 
We    express   our   appreciation    of   his   faithfulness. 

We  are  glad,  however,  that  we  still  have  with  us  Rev.  Lawrence 
Little,  our  efficient  Field  Secretary,  who  with  the  time  given  him 
did  such  wonderful  work  during  the  year  for  the  Board.  Much 
of  his  time  has  been  given  to  the  work  of  the  College,  and  one 
month  to  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Endeavor  Union,  the  latter 
paying  his  salary  and  travel  expenses  for  the  month  they  used  him. 

Seeing  the  possibilities  of  our  young  people  as  exemplified  by  the 
work  done  with  such  small  expenditure  of  money  and  time,  we 
recommend: 

1.  That  we  urge  all  our  pastors  and  leaders  to  co-operate  in  every 
possible  way  with  those  who  have  the  work  in  charge  in  their  plans 
for  the  furtherance    of  the   work. 

2.  That  we  commend  the  work  of  the  General  Secretary  of  our 
denominational  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  and  ask  that  all  our 
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pastors  and  superintendents  co-operate  in  putting  into  effect  all  such 
plans  as  are  proving  effectual  in  enlisting  our  young  people  for 
greater  usefulness  in  the  Church;  also  that  we  express  our  appre- 
ciation of  the  very  generous  offer  made  by  this  Board  to  supply 
literature  for  Sunday  schools  and  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  for 
their  use  in  better  organizing  their  program. 

3.  That  wherever  and  whenever  practicable  the  Daily  Vacation 
Bible  School  and  week-day  religious  instruction  be  put  on  in  all 
our  churches. 

4.  That  an  appropriation  of  $600  be  made  by  the  Conference  for 
the  running  expenses  of  the  Board,  such  as  postage,  printing,  litera- 
ture, platform  expenses  of  Conference  and  any  other  necessary 
expenses. 

5.  That  Sunday  Schools  and  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  be  as- 
sessed on  a  basis  of  2  cents  per  member,  with  a  minimum  of  $2 
each  for  Sunday  Schools  and  Senior  Christian  Endeavor  Societies, 
and  $1  each  for  Junior  and  Intermediate  Christian  Endeavor 
Societies. 

6.  That  we  heartily  endorse  the  work  of  our  Young  People's 
Summer  Conference.  We  believe  that  it  has  reached  that  stage  of 
usefulness  that  there  need  be  no  recommendation  for  its  continu- 
ance, but  we  recommend  that  we  continue  to  support  it  by  en- 
couraging more   of  our  workers  to   attend. 

7.  That  the  dates  of  the  Young  People's  and  the  Pastors'  Sum- 
mer Conferences,  as  suggested  by  the  Board  of  Young  People's 
Work,  July  19-26,  1926,  be  officially  sanctioned  by  the  Annual 
Conference  and  that  all  pastors  and  churches  be  urged  to  avoid, 
in  so  far  as  may  be  possible,  all  other  engagements  that  might  con- 
flict, so  that  all  our  leaders  may  be  privileged  to  attend  the  joint 
meetings  of  these  Conferences. 

8.  That  the  office  of  the  Field  Secretary  be  continued,  and  that 
the  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  salary  and  $200  for  travel  expenses 
be  continued. 

9.  That  all  Sunday  schools  and  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  be 
requested  to  co-operate  with  the  interdenominational  Sunday  School 
^Associations,  Councils  of  Religious  Education  and  Christian  En- 
deavor Unions,  and  that  each  church  be  urged  to  send  delegates  to 
the  annual  conventions  of  these  organizations  whenever  practicable. 

10.  That  we  express  our  appreciation  of  the  space  given  in  The 
Methodist  Protestant  Herald  for  Sunday  School  and  Christian  En- 
deavor topic  discussion,  and  suggest  that,  if  possible,  more  space  be 
given  to  discussion  of  plans  and  methods  of  work  and  improvement.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE    ON    OFFICIAL    CHARACTER 
(Report  M) 

The  Committee  on  Official  Character  submits  the  following  report: 
After  examining  pastors'  personal  reports  we  find  that  most  of 
our  pastors  have  been  faithful,  in  the  main,  in  the  discharge  of  their 
official  duties.  In  a  few  cases,  however,  we  find  that  there  is  evi- 
dence of  carelessness  in  the  matter  of  keeping  the  record  of  church 
membership.  Our  Committee  would  suggest  that  this  Conference 
urge  upon  our  pastors  the  importance  of  revising  church  registers 
according  to  our  discipline.

We  find  also  that  a  number  of  pastors  have  not  administered 
the  sacrament  of  The  Lord's  Supper  according  to  the  discipline. 
Reasons  offered  for  this  failure  are  that  provision  was  not  made 
for  the  service  and,  as  in  the  case  of  stations,  the  membership  or 
Quarterly  Conference  decided  to  observe  the  sacrament  only  once 
each  quarter.  We  recommend  that  pastors  continue  their  efforts 
to  bring  our  people  to  the  point  of  obedience  to  our  Church  law 
where  they  will  follow  our  discipline  in  this  matter.  We  further 
recommend  that  any  pastor  who  fails  to  follow  the  discipline  in 
observing  the  sacrament  of  The  Lord's  Supper  shall  be  required 
to  explain  to  the  Annual  Conference  the  reason  for  such  a  failure. 

There  seems  to  be  almost  a  general  failure  to  carry  out  that 
part  of  our  Church  law  which  directs  that  steward  shall  provide 
disciplines  for  new  members.  Only  eight  charges  made  such  pro- 
vision in  full  and  four  in  part.  We  recommend  that  pastors  call 
the  attention  of  their  respective  churches  to  this  matter.  Our 
people  need  to  be  enlightened  as  to  our  doctrine  and  polity.  It 
appears  to  be  out  of  fashion  for  pastors  any  more  to  preach  along 
these  lines.  How,  then,  are  our  people  to  know  what  we  stand  for 
if  they  do  not  read  our  discipline?  The  pastors  are  perhaps  power- 
less to  enforce  this  part  of  the  Discipline,  but  they  can  at  least  call 
attention  to  this  and  urge  the  stewards  to  provide  the  Disciplines.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESIDENT'S   REPORT 
(Report  O) 

We,  your  Committee  on  Prseident's  Report,  beg  leave  to  submit 
the   following   report : 

We  rejoice  at  the  continued  prog^ress  the  Conference  is  making. 
We  commend  the  President  and  all  the  officers  of  the  Conference 
for  their  devotion  to  the  duties  of  the  Conference.  We  are  gratified 
at  the  way  the  members  of  the  Conference  are  co-operating  in  the 
great  work  of  the  Conference  and  by  so  doing  bringing  things  to 
pass.  We  pray  that  by  following  the  leadership  of  Him  "who  gave 
Himself  for  us,"  greater  things  may  be  accomplished. 

Recommendations  of  the  President: 

Item  1.  We  approve  this  item  and  recommend  that  each  charge 
make  the  canvass  in  the  way  best  suited  to  the  local  church.

We  think  it  hardly  probable  that 
all  pastors  can  spare  a  full  week  from  their  charges,  as  this  Con- 
ference will  probably  be  held  near  the  time  for  revival  meeting 
season.  As  to  programs,  we  recommend  that  this  be  left  in  the 
hands  of  the   usual  committees.

Item  9.  We  recommend  that  Bible  and  credentials  be  presented 
to  Brother  Paschall,  and  that  the  Conference  Secretary  be  permitted 
to  draw  for  this  amount  in  the  usual  manner. 

We  approve  the  suggestion  as  to  securing  standing  of  churches 
and  charges. 

We  recommend  that  this  Conference,  by  a  rising  vote,  show  its 
appreciation  to  George  I.  Penny  for  his  donation  of  $250  to  the 
District  parsonage.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EVANGELISM 

(Report  P) 

Your  Committee  on  Evangelism  must  plead  guilty  to  having  been 
more  or  less  inactive  as  a  committee.  The  requirements  of  this 
Committee  have  not  been  as  clearly  defined  by  the  Conference  as 
they  should  be  in  order  to  form  a  satisfactory  workable  basis.  We 
beg,  however,  to  present  a  few  suggestions,  based  on  our  ob- 
servations : 

We  are  living  in  an  age  of  unprecedented  progress.  The  masses 
are  being  lured  toward  the  shoals  by  the  secular.  The  ministry 
should  not  leave  the  old  landmarks  and  shift  the  emphasis  from 
the  uplifted  Christ  of  Galilee  to  homes,  money  and  intellectuality. 
The  last  three  have  their  places,  but  the  world  will  never  be  saved 
until  the  Cross  with  all  that  it  symbolizes  is  intensely  magnified 
above  and  beyond  everything  else. 

Jesus  said,  "And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  will  draw  all 
men  unto  me."  On  every  hand  complaint  is  heard  that  the  masses 
are  turning  away  from  the  Church,  and  that  the  ministry  is  losing 
its  grip  on  men.  O  grave  indictment  is  this,  but  nevertheless  it  is 
true.  According  to  our  way  of  thinking,  there  never  was  an  uplifted 
Christ;  or,  if  so.  He  is  no  longer  made  by  all  our  one  central  con- 
suming theme.  One  time  a  prominent  minister  of  England  asked 
Mr.  McReady,  a  prominent  actor,  why  it  was  that  great  throngs 
of  people  crowded  to  hear  his  fiction,  while  only  small  congregations 
came  to  hear  him  present  the  truth.  Mr.  McReady  promptly  replied, 
saying:  "I  present  my  fiction  as  truth;  you  present  the  truth  as 
though  it  were  fiction."  We  fear  that  a  measure  of  doubt  has 
found  its  way  into  the  ministry.  If  this  be  true,  even  in  a  mild 
form,  it  is  destined  to  sap  the  spiritual  life  of  the  Church.  If  the 
Gospel  we  preach  is  fiction,  why  not  say  so?  If  it  IS  eternal  truth, 
we  need  conviction  to  affirm  it,  and  the  martyr's  courage  and  faith 
to  die   for  it. 

We  are  reminded  from  time  to  time  that  our  greatest  need  today 
is  an  increased  membership,  or  more  money,  or  more  laborers  for 
active  service,  or  better  educational  equipment.  That  we  need  all 
these  things  no  man  dare  deny;  but  one  superlative  need  of  this  age 
is  a  burning,  consuming  conviction  of  the  living  reality  of  the  eternal 
truth.  When  our  pulpit  becomes  an  altar,  and  the  minister  the  living 
sacrifice,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  the  fire,  then,  and  not  until  then, 
will  sinners  be  irresistibly  convicted  and  irresistibly  drawn  to  the 
uplifted  Christ. 

Recommendationa 

1.  That  the  duties  of  this  Committee  be  outlined  and  published 
in  the  Journal. 

2.  That  wherever  practicable  a  revival  of  weeks'  duration  be  held 
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in  a  central  point,  rather  than  several  meetings  of  a  few  days  each. 
3.  That  we  make  the  Holy  Bible  our  textbook,  the  Holy  Spirit  our 

teacher  and  the  uplifted  Christ  our  theme.

1.  That  these  ordinances  be  observed  in  all  our  churches  ac- 
cording to  local  needs,  provided  all  Discipline  requirements  are 
fully  met. 

2.  That  each  pastor  be  required  to  preach  at  least  one  sermon 
during  the  year  on  each  ordinance,  or,  if  deemed  more  advisable, 
give  equivalent  instructions  in  the  way  he  thinks  will  produce  the 
best  results.  Our  people  must  be  instructed  and  the  pastors  are 
the  ones  to  do  it. 

3.  We  would  recommend'  that  special  instructions  be  given  to 
parents  along  the  line  of  infant  baptism,  and  that  they  be  urged 
to  have  their  children  dedicated  to  the  Lord  in  the  observance  of 
this  sacred  ordinance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION  AND  OF 

THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  BY 

THE  CONFERENCE 

It  will  be  recalled  that  two  years  ago  the  Treasurer  was  in- 
structed to  borrow  $5,000  with  which  to  render  aid  to  some  im- 
portant building  projects.  Of  this  amount  $1,800  has  been  repaid, 
and  $700  must  be  repaid  within  a  short  while.  The  receipts  for 
the  past  year  are  short,  so  that,  after  paying  the  loan  above  re- 
ferred to  the  Treasurer  will  have  in  hand  only  $325.42  with  which  to 
provide  for  the  needs  of  the  ensuing  year.  It  is  needless  to  say 
that  it  is  inxpossible  to  make  any  appropriations  without  some  assur- 
ance of  the  money  with  which  to  meet  them.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend that  no  appropriations  be  made  at  this  session  of  the  Con- 
ference; but  that  we  adopt  the  suggestion  of  the  President  that 
during  the  month  of  February  the  claims  of  church  extension  be 
presented  and  stressed  and  the  money  collected  be  forwarded 
to  the  Conference  Treasurer  promptly;  and  that,  after  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  shall  have  received  the 
funds  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  shall  make  such  appropri- 
ations as  the  receipts  may  justify,  giving  the  preference  to  amounts 
required  to  supplement  the  salaries  of  pastors  on  fields  from  which 
they  do  not  receive  an  adequate  support,  and  which  are,  within 
the  understanding  of  this  Conference,  Church  extension  points.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK- 

(Report  W) 

During  the  first  half  of  the  Conference  year  the  bulk  of  the  work 
of  the  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  was  handled  through  the 
office  of  the  President  of  the  Board,  Rev.  N.  M.  Harrison,  Jr. 
Hundreds  of  letters  were  sent  out  to  leaders  with  outlines  of 
work,  suggestions  for  improvement  and  methods  of  service  and 
organization.  Mr.  Harrison  gave  himself  without  reserve  and  with- 
out remuneration  to  the  young  people  of  our  Church,  and  it  is 
with  deep  regret  that  we  lose  him  to  our  work  for  the  year  be- 
cause  of  his  absence  from  the   Conference. 

On  April  15,  at  the  request  of  the  Board,  Rev.  Lawrence  Little 
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accepted  the  position  of  Field  Secretary  and  assumed  the  active 
duties  of  this  ofRce.  He  gave  most  of  his  time  during  the  summer 
to  High  Point  College  in  the  interests  of  her  student  campaign. 
Upon  the  invitation  of  the  General  Secretary  of  the  denominational 
Board  of  Young  People's  Work,  he  attended  the  Summer  Confer- 
ences of  the  Texas  and  Ohio  Conferences  and  served  on  the  facul- 
ties of  these  meetings.  The  month  of  October,  with  the  full  con- 
sent of  the  Board,  was  spent  in  the  field  for  the  All-South  Exten- 
sion Committee  of  the  United  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor, 
this  committee  paying  his  salary  and  expenses  for  the  month.  In 
addition  to  the  work  done  for  the  College  and  for  the  Christian 
Endeavor  Committee,  Mr.  Little  visited  36  of  our  churches  and 
made  addresses  to  over  three  thousand  of  our  people  on  the 
different  phases  of  young  people's  work. 

Under  the  order  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  Boa'fd  con- 
ducted a  campaign  for  a  Christmas  fund  for  our  Superannuates 
and  turned  over  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  a  total  of  $324.87 
for  this  purpose. 

One  of  tlie  most  important  phases  of  our  work  has  been  the 
conducting  of  the  annual  Young  People's  Summer  Conference.  The 
Conference,  held  this  year  at  High  Point  College,  was  attended 
by  125  of  our  young  people,  who  were  led  by  20  of  the  outstanding 
religious  leaders  of  the  country.  Eighty  young  people  received 
certificates  for  work  creditably  done  in  this  meeting,  of  which 
number  fifty-three  completed  the  entire  course  offered;  five  having 
completed  four  full  years'  work,  received  the  General  Conference 
Certificate.  Forty-eight  of  these  young  people  dedicated  themselves 
and  their  lives  to  a  consecrated  volunteer  service  in  some  phase  of 
their  local  church  program.  We  trust  that  the  churches  will 
provide  some  avenue  for  their  services.  Eight  young  people  became 
Life  Work  Recruits,  thus  offering  themselves  for  some  form  of 
full-time  Christian  service.  It  is  our  earnest  hope  that  at  least 
four  hundred  young  people  will  be  in  attendance  at  our  next 
Summer  Conference. 

It  is  our  plan  to  more  closely  organize  our  work  throughout 
the  Conference  in  county  and  district  unions  and  hope  thus  to 
cultivate  intensively  some  of  our  neglected  and  needy  fields  by 
giving  them   literature,    instruction    and    inspiration.

Lawrence  Little;  Vice-President,  Rev.  L.  W.  Gerririger;  Secretary, 
Prof.  P.  E.  Lindley;  Treasurer,  F.  R.  Stout.

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Miss  Bessie  Holmes;  Rural  Work,  Rev.  R.  C.  Stubbins;  Architectury, 
Mr.  James  Sullivan;  Life  Work,  Miss  Lena  Martin.

REPORT    OF    PARSONAGE    COMMITTEE 

(Report  AA) 

With  an  itinerant  system  such  as  we  have  it  should  go  without 
saying  that  every  charge  should  have  a  good,  well-equipped  parson- 
age for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  pastor  and  his  family. 
Yet  we  find  that  twenty-five  of  our  charges  have  no  such  con- 
venience. This  puts  pastors  who  serve  these  charges  to  great  in- 
convenience and  unnecessary  expense.  This  Conference  should  de- 
plore such  conditions.  Not  only  should  there  be  a  parsonage  on 
each  charge,  but  each  parsonage  should  be  well  furnished  with 
all  necessary  hea\^  furnishings.  Each  country  parsonage  should 
have  at  least  five  acres  of  ground. 

In  locating  parsonages  care  should  be  used  that  the  location 
be  near  one  of  our  churches,  in  order  that  the  family  might  be 
able   to   attend   a   church    of   our   own   even   in   the   absence    of  the 
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pastor.  Care  should  also  be  used  that  the  location  be  such  that 
the  preacher's  children  might  conveniently  attend  a  good  high 
school. 

Parsonage  trustees  should  be  regularly  elected  annually.  We 
also  recommend  a  parsonage  aid,  consisting  of  ladies,  numbering 
not  less  than  three  on  stations  and  at  least  one  from  each  church 
on  circuits.  These  ladies  should  have  general  oversight  of  all 
furnishings  of  the  parsonage.  They  should  make  at  least  an  annual 
visit  to  the  parsonage  and  take  a  careful  inventory,  making  a 
record  of  the  condition  of  each  article. 

Charges  having  no  parsonage  should  rent  a  good,  comfortable 
house  and  pay  all  rental  fees.  When  the  pastor  does  not  live  in  the 
parsonage  of  a  charge  he  should  have  the  privilege  to  rent  the  par- 
sonage and  receive   all  rent  money,   such  not  to   count   on   salary. 

Titles  to  all  parsonages  should   be  in  fee   simple. 

We  recommend  that  the  trustees  of  the  present  District  Parsonage 
be  authorized  to  sell  present  property  and  to  purchase  property 
in  the  city  of  High  Point,  so  that  the  President  and  his  family 
would  be  located  near  our  College.  (Action  deferred  until  Con- 
ference   1926.)

REPORT   OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS 
(Report  BB) 

We  are  gratified  to  note  the  progress  that  has  been  made  by 
the  Union  Board  of  Foreign  Missionary  Administration.  During  the 
Conference  year  four  missionaries  have  been  sent  to  the  foreign 
field.  Rev.  Paul  F.  Warner  has  been  sent  to  Japan,  Rev.  Horace 
Williams  and  Mrs.  Carl  Soderbom  have  been  sent  to  China,  and 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Paul  Cassen  have  been  sent  to  India.  Brother  Warner 
is  in  the  Language  School,  preparing  to  teach  in  Nagoya  College; 
Mrs.  Soderbom  is  engaged  in  evangelistic  vi^ork;  Brother  Williams 
is  teaching  in  the  Boys'  School  in  Kalgan,  while  Brother  and  Mrs. 
Cassen  are  in  the  Language  School  in  India,  preparing  to  teach. 
These  young  people  are  of  the  highest  type  intellectually  and  in 
religious  character,  and  will  soon  be  qualified  to  fill  the  places 
to  which  they  have  been  called.  Perhaps  the  outstanding  need 
now  in  our  mission  work  in  India  is  a  medical  missionary.  A 
kindergarten  teacher  is  also  needed  in   Japan. 

In  financial  matters  the  year  has  been  a  good  one,  though  the 
needs  are  increasing  along  with  the  opportunities.  If  the  budget 
were  raised  in  full  in  every  Conference  our  Mission  Boards  would 
not  be  so  terribly  handicapped  for  lack  of  funds. 
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The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  under  its  care  and 
jurisdiction  the  work  at  Pine  Ridge,  Kentucky,  the  work  among 
foreigners  in  Ohio,  the  Pittsburgh  Mission,  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa,;  our 
own  Children's  Home,  at  High  Point,  N.  C. ;  the  Bethel  -Home,  at 
"Weaverville,  N.  C,  and  the  Working  Girls'  Home,  in  Baltimore. 
The  work  at  many  of  these  places  is  sufficient  to  challenge  the 
admiration  of  the  entire  denomination.  Surely  the  entire  Church 
rejoices  with  these  good  women  as  they  see  the  work  prospering 
in    their    Bands. 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  has  had 
a  year  of  progress  and  development,  although  not  all  the  requests 
and  needs  have  been  met  because  of  a  lack  of  funds.  There  was 
general  regret  that  Rev.  C.  H.  Beck,  D.  D.,  who  had  served  the 
Church  so  long  as  Secretary  of  this  Board,  offered  his  resignation 
on  September  1  to  return  to  the  pastorate.  However,  the  place 
has  been  ably  filled  by  the  election  to  that  office  of  Rev.  J.  M. 
Sheridan,  D.  D.,  of  the  Maryland  Conference.  He  has  entered  heart- 
ily upon  the  duties  of  his  office  and  will  do  his  best  to  carry  on 
the  work  that  has  been  committed  to  his  care.  This  Board  could 
also  do  much  more  for  the  various  Annual  Conferences  if  the 
budget  were  raised  in  full.  We  urge,  therefore,  upon  all  our 
churches  the  importance  of  observing  the  special  days  agreed  upon 
by  the  General  Conference,  such  as  Rally  Day,  Easter  and  Chil- 
dren's Day.  We  endorse  the  special  Christmas  service  fostered 
by  the  Budget  Council  and  urge  our  people  to  observe  it  and  take 
an  offering  to  be  distributed  among  all  the  boards.  The  programs 
for  this  Christmas  service  may  be  had  free  of  charge  by  applying 
to  Rev.  E.  A.  Sexsmith,  516  North  Charles  street,  Baltimore,  Md. 
We  can  m.easure  up  to  our  responsibilities  as  a  Conference  only  as 
we  co-operate  with  the  boards  and  agencies  of  the  general  Church. 

We  urge  our  pastors  to  preach  often  on  the  subject  of  missions, 
to  organize  Missionary  Societies  in  the  churches,  both  among  the 
women  and  the  children,  and  to  put  forth  every  other  effort  possible 
to  carry  out  the  command  of  our  Lord,  who  commanded  us  to  go 
into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature.

REPORT   OF   JOINT   COMMISSION 
(Report  CO) 

The  Joint  Commission  representing  the  Conferences  of  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  and  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in 
North  Carolina,  submits  the  following  report: 

For   the    most    cordial   and   brotherly   relations    existing   between 
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these  two  members  of  the  great  Methodist  family  we  are  truly- 
grateful  and  would  do  all  in  our  power  to  contribute  to  this  fine 
feeling  of  fellowship  and  good  will.  That  we  may  know  the  unity 
of  a  common  task,  we  offer  the  following  suggestive  method  of 
procedure  in  all  the  efforts  ahead  of  us  here  in  North  Carolina. 

1.  We  would  that  there  might  be  a  more  general  interchange  of 
pulpits  between  the  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
and  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South.  This  would  be  helpful 
to  both  preachers  and  people. 

2.  We  would  that  there  might  be  an  interchange  of  the  preachers 
in  revival  work.  Each  would  have  a  contribution  to  make  to 
the  other   in  revival  methods   and  zeal   in  the   work. 

3.  We  would  that  in  this  time  of  enlarged  interest  in  the  country 
church  that  every  effort  be  made  to  readjust  the  work  of  the  two 
churches  in  those  places  where  the  work  overlaps,  so  that  no  loss 
may  result  in  men  or  money.  The  contribution  of  the  Duke  Foun- 
dation to  the  work  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  mskes 
it  most  important  that  we  agree  for  a  readjustment  that  v/ill  be  for 
the  good  of  both  of  the  churches  involved.  We  would  also  urge  that 
similar  effort  be  made  to  avoid  crowding  or  overlapping  where  new 
preaching  places  are  being  established  in  the  towns  and  cities. 

4.  We  recommend  that  wherever  there  is  an  effort  to  make  re- 
adjustment between  the  two  churches  that  the  President  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Conference  and  the  Presiding  Elder  involved 
be,  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  Board  of  Mediation  to  act  with  the 
parties  interested  in   making  the  readjustments.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIAL  REFORM 
(Report  DD) 

Society's  only  salvation  is  to  be  found  in  the  Christian  religion. 
It  is  our  duty,  therefore,  to  preach  a  social  as  well  as  a  ixersonal 
Gospel.  Industrially,  as  individually,  the  ideals  of  Jesus  are  to  be 
our  standards.  In  the  political  w^orld,  as  in  the  spiritual,  Christ 
is  to  be  King.  Our  play  life,  our  business  life,  our  political  life, 
our  educational  life — all  are  to  pay  homage  to  Jesus,  and  to  recog- 
nize the  supremacy  of  His  authority  above  personal  desires,  stand- 
ards and  ideals. 

It  must,  therefore,  be  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  cry  out  against 
social  evils,  as  aid  the  prophets  of  old,  and  as  did  Jesus  Himself, 
and  to  build  into  the  social  fabric,  by  every  agency  of  the  Church, 
the  elements  of  clean,  honorable,  upright  and  God-fearing  citizen- 
ship. 

Political  righteousness  depends  upon  the  righteousness  of  those 
who  administer  government.  We  believe,  therefore,  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  Christian  voters  to  put  character  above  party,  and  to  vote 
for  those  only  who  can  pass  that  test.  It  is  written:  "When  the 
righteous  are  in  authority  the  people  rejoice;  when  the  wicked  rule, 
the  people  mourn." 

The  moving  picture  appears  to  be  a  fixed  fact  in  our  social  life; 
but  it  need  not,  and  must  not,  be  a  fixed  fact  in  our  practices.  The 
fascination  that  the  screen  has  upon  many  millions  of  our  people  is 
almost  irresistible,  once  it  fastens  itself  upon  them.  A  worth-while 
censorship  seems  impossible,  and  until  the  state  furnishes  such  pro- 
tection the  Church  is  compelled  to  withhold  its:  endorsement  of  the 
movie  screen. 

Another  fact  in  our  social  fabric  that  concerns  our  play  life  is 
the  modern  swimming  pool.  So  far  as  we  can  see  there  can  be  no 
objection  to  a  properly  conducted  swimming  pool  where  the  sexes 
swim  apart.  We  do,  however,  most  seriously  object  to  such  pools 
where  the  sexes  swim  together.  Our  indictment  of  such  pools  is 
based  on  the  belief  that  the  general  mixing  of  the  sexes  in  this 
manner  tends  to  destroy  modesty,  which  is  an  indispensable  safe- 
guard to  character.  Japan  attributes  the  low  morals  of  her  people 
to  her  public  bathing  places.  Judges  from  the  court  bench  have 
spoken  strongly  against  this  evil,  and  surely  the  Church  cannot  be 
silent.  Our  children  should  be  parentally  restrained  and  the  people 
of  our  congregation  warned  against  this  menace. 

Civil  law  is  a  bulwark  to  social  happiness  and  safety.  Written, 
and  not  "unwritten",  law  constitutes  this  bulwark.  This  Church 
has  always  stood  for  the  majesty  of  the  law,  for  all  alike,  and  we 
believe  that  those  who  enforce  the  law  are  all  benefactors  and 
should  have  our  fullest  support. 
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We  are  uncompromisingly  committed  to  the  Volstead  Act  and  to 
all  kindred  legislation.  The  Eighteenth  Amendment  to  our  Consti- 
tution  must   be   preserved  and   enforced   at   all   hazards. 

We  also  believe  that  law  is  necessary  to  the  enforcement  of 
Sabbath  observance.  There  has  never  been  a  time  when  a  holy 
Sabbath  was  popular  with  the  world.  In  the  beginning  God  found 
it  necessary  to  hedge  the  day  about  by  law.  This  necessity  still 
exists.  Were  it  not  for  divine  and  civil  restraints  our  holy  Sabbath 
would  soon  be  gone,  and  we  would  have  in  its  place  a  holiday. 
We  believe  that  more  civil  restraints  are  necessary,  and  we  pledge 
ourselves  to  every  effort  to  save  this  holy  Lord's  Day  from  the 
greed  for  gain  and  the  lust  for  pleasure.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH   MUSIC 

(Report  FF) 

In  this  time  of  hurry  and  commercialism  we  have  greatly  imbibed 
much  of  this  spirit  in  our  religious  life.  What  is  called  jazz  in 
popular  music  has  made  its  inroad  into  our  Church  music  under 
the  form  of  commercialism.  Church  music  has  come  to  us  out  of 
a  real  experience.  When  the  soul  and  the  life  have  been  touched 
men  have  been  led  by  inspiration  to  write  in  poetic  form  the  won- 
ders of  a  Savior's  love.  The  singing  of  such  hymns  today  will 
move  us  to  serious  thoughts  and  these  thoughts  control  our  action. 

Therefore,   we   recommend : 

1.  We  would  urge  and  encourage  our  people  to  resort  to  the  use 
of  our  old  hymns  instead  of  the  light,  cheap  songs  used  in  many 
of  our  churches. 

2.  We  would  also  encourage  congregational  singing,  inasmuch 
as  we  can  get  our  people  to  sing  together  the  songs  which  have 
moved  thousands  we  feel  that  worship  will  be  greatly  elevated. 

3.  We  would  recommend  the  purchase  and  use  of  the  following 
song  books:  First  of  all  our  own  M.  P.  Hymnal,  a  fine  selection 
of  hymns  for  church  worship;  second,  a  list  of  song  books  given 
in  our  publishing  house  catalogue,  such  publishing  companies  as 
Hope,  Rodeheaver,  Westminster  Press,  Bilbom  Bros.,  etc.,  which 
may  be   ordered  from  our  publishing  house.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUDGET  COUNCIL 
(Report  II) 

To  the   Members   of  the   Conference: 

Among  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee's  report 
last  year  is  the  following: 

"We  recommend  that  the  President  of  the  Conference  be  re- 
quested to  make  a  special  study  of  the  various  charges  of  the  dis- 
trict for  the  purpose  of  finding  out  as  nearly  as  possible  the  ability 
of  each  charge  to  pay  the  General  and  Annual  Conference  budgets, 
and  such  information  be  used  by  the  Conference  Budget  Council  in 
finding  an  equitable  basis  for  making  the  apportionments  to  the 
various  charges." 

This  the  President  has  endeavored  to  do,  and  the  result  of  the 
investigation  is  the  following  recommendation: 

We  recommend  a  reduction  in  the  Annual  Conference  budget  for 
next  year  of  $3,600  and  that  those  charges  which  have  been  back- 
ward in  raising  the  A.  C.  B.  be  given  the  benefit  of  the  reduction, 
with  the  hope  that  each  charge  will  strive  to  pay  the  Annual  Con- 
ference budget  in  full,  and  with  the  hope  that  each  charge  will  under- 
take to  raise  all  budgets  in  full. 

In  view  of  the  urgency  of  the  need  of  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension, we  recommend  that  this  item  be  raised  at  the  earliest 
possible  date. 

Having  no  power  to  decrease  the  General  Conference  budget, 
and  recognizing  that  the  (General  Conference  is  asking  each  Annual 
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Conference  for  the  least  possible  amount  on  which  our  Boards  and 
institutions  can  do  the  Kingdom  work  that  is  expected  of  them, 
we  recommend  that  the  $55,000  be  distributed  among  the  charges  as 
indicated. 

We  believe  every  effort  should  be  put  forth  to  raise  the  General 
Conference  budget  in  full.  Two  of  the  institutions  which  we  are 
fostering  within  our  Conference — ^the  Children's  Home  and  the 
College — receive  direct  benefit  from  the  budget,  and  we  receive 
benefit  in  proportion  as  we  contribute  to  the  budget.  And  we 
need  the  impetus  to  spirituality  which  an  enlarged  giving  to  causes 
without  the  bounds  of  our  Conference  can  give  us.  In  every  way  we 
are  advantaged  by  our  benevolences. 

We  wis'h  to  commend  the  "Lord's  Acre"  plan  of  raising  finances 
in  the  country  church.  The  plan  proposes  that  the  farmer  set  apart 
some  part  of  his  crop  to  be  cultivated,  harvested  and  sold  and  the 
money  therefrom  given  to  the  Lord  for  the  work  of  His  Church. 
Wherever  this  plan  has  been  worked  it  has  resulted  in  wonderful 
improvement  in  the  finances  of  the  country  circuits. 

In  this  connection  we  would  suggest  that  Sunday  school  classes, 
Christian  Endeavor  Societies,  and  so  forth,  go  together  in  the  mak- 
ing of  a  crop,  the  proceeds  to  be  given  to  the  Church. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Annual  Confer- 
ence budget  apportionment:

Superannuates  3,500.00 

President's  salary  3,000.00 

Debt  on  President's  parsonage 500.00 

Interest  on  parsonage  debt 50.00 

To  Trustees  for  upkeep 300.00 

Field  Secretary's  salary,  B.  Y.  P.  work 1,500.00 

Expenses   Field    Secretary 200.00 

Office  expense  B.  Y.  P.  work 600.00 

Conference  expenses  as  follows: 

Secretary    $       75.00 

Treasurer  120.00 

Conference   Statistical    Secretary 25.00 

Conference   Reporter   25.00 

Platform  expenses  Summer  Conference 100.00 

Incidentals  300.00 

We  recommend  that  the  plan  used  this  year  of  publishing  pay- 
ments to  the  budgets  in  the  Herald  be  continued,  and  that  the  lists 
as  published  be  inserted  in  the  Conference  Journal.

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OBITUARIES 


REV.  W.  C.  KENNETT 

Rev.  William  Calvin  Kennett  was  born  February  20,  1835,  in  the 
southeastern  part  of  Guilford  county,  near  Tabernacle  Church,  in 
which  vicinity  he  grew  up  and  lived  during  the  earlier  part  of  his 
life.  After  he  was  superannuated,  about  twenty  years  before  the 
close  of  his  long  life,  he  lived  first  in  Liberty,  Randolph  county, 
and  later  in  Greensboro,  whence  he  passed  to  his  reward  August  10, 
1925,  at  the  ripe  age  of  90  years — four  score  and  ten. 

We,  even  the  older  among  us,  might  think  of  this  aged  veteran 
of  the  Cross  as  our  Father  in  Israel.  He  was,  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  more  aged  than  any  other  of  our  number,  and  he  entered 
the  work  longer  years  ago  than  any  living  member  of  our  Con- 
ference. His  period  of  service  in  the  pastorate  was  43  years — from 
1861,  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War — ^to  1904. 

But  when  he  was  superannuated  Tie  did  not  quit.  During  his 
residence  in  Liberty  he  was  the  beloved  teacher  of  a  men's  Bible 
Class.  He  also  preached  from  time  to  time  as  there  was  oppor- 
tunity. He  preached  his  last  sermon  in  Tabernacle  Church  on 
Memorial  Day,  in  the  spring  of  1924.  He  also  led  in  prayer  in  the 
open  air  service   on  that  occasion. 

He  was  interested  in  the  founding  and  building  of  the  new  Calvary 
Church,  in  South  Greensboro.  His  name  is  entitled  to  stand  at  the 
head  of  the  list  of  charter  members  of  Calvary.  During  the  latter 
part  of  his  life  he  conducted  a  community  prayer  meeting,  until 
forced  to  desist  from  declining  strength.  Finally,  when  confined 
to  his  room,  he  would  tell  his  pastor  from  time  to  time  that  he 
would  like  to  preach  again. 

Brother  Kennett  was  noted  for  his  hopeful,  cheerful,  happy  dis- 
position. He  was  a  father  to  the  young  preacher.  One  of  his 
associates  in  the  ministry,  who  lived  as  neighbor  to  him,  writes: 
"He  was  very  charitable  toward  his  neighbors  and  toward  his  breth- 
ren in  the  ministry."  At  his  funeral  one  said,  "I  never  heard  Brother 
Kennett  say  an  unkind  thing  about  any  of  his  brethren."  In  fact, 
he  was  a  friend  to  man,  friendly  in  manner,  friendly  in  spirit. 

His  faith  in  God,  in  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Son  of  God,  and  in  the 
Bible  as  the  word  of  God,  was  unwavering.  His  hope  of  the  future 
life  and  of  eternal  happiness  in  that  future  life  was  unclouded.  His 
thought  was:  "Beyond  the  sunset's  radiant  glow  there  is  a  brighter 
world,  I  know."

During  this  long  period  of  service  Brother  Kennett  carried  sun- 
shine and  goor  cheer  into  many  a  house  and  into  many  a  life.  He 
was  the  kind  of  man  you  were  glad  to  have  come  into  your  home. 

He  was  twice  married.  His  first  marriage  was  to  Miss  Delilah 
Flemming.  After  her  death,  in  1890,  he  was  married,  some  years 
later,  to  Miss  Mary  Coe,  of  Guilford  county,  who  survives  him. 
He  is  survived  also  by  three  sons  and  two  daughters:  W.  R.  Kennett, 
of  Richmond,  Va. ;  J.  E.  Kennett,  of  Chapel;  Mrs.  Howard  S.  Flem- 
ming, of  Middleburg;  Mrs.  William  E.  Blair  and  George  R.  Kennedy, 
of  Greensboro. 

The  funeral  was  in  Tabernacle  Church,  conducted  by  Rev.  W.  F. 
Ashburn,  Dr.  A.  G.  Dixon,  Rev.  J.  A.  Burgess,  Rev.  L.  W.  Ger- 
ringer  and  Rev.  R.  Murphy  Williams.  The  presence,  as  honorary 
pallbearers  of  a  large  number  of  ministers  attested  the  high  esteem 
in  which  this  venerable  minister  was  held.  With  kind  hands  the 
body  was  tenderly  laid  to  rest  in  the  Tabernacle  Cemetery,  in  the 
home  community  of  his  early  life. 

With  bowed  head  and  reverent  spirit  we  pay  this  last  tribute 
to  one  who  lived  so  long  and  wrought  so  well.

MRS.    J.    F.    McCULLOCH 

Mrs.  J.  F.  McCulloch,  nee  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Barrow,  was  born 
near  Oberlin,  Ohio,  April  9,  1858.  In  her  early  childhood  the 
family  moved  to  Blissfield,  Mich.,  where  Mary  attended  school  until 
she  had  finished  the  high  school  course.  She  taught  for  a  while 
and  afterward  entered  Adrian  College,  from  which  institution  she 
and  her  husband-to-be  were  graduated  in  the  class  of  1883,  and 
were  married   in    September   of  the   same   year. 

After  a  period  of  residence  in  Adrian,  Mich.,  where  her  husband 
served  as  president  of  the  College  from  which  they  both  had  gradu- 
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ated,  and  later  in  Fairmont,  W.  Va.,  where  he  served  as  pastor 
of  a  large  and  influential  church,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  McCulloch  moved 
to  North  Carolina  and  settled  in  Greensboro,  he  returning  to  his 
native  State  and  county,  she  adopting  these  as  the  place  of  her 
permanent  home  during  the  remainder  of  her  earthly  career. 

Naturally,  her  first  work  in  North  Carolina  for  the  Kingdom 
was  in  connection  with  and  became  a  part  of  the  activities  of  Grace 
Church,  Greensboro,  where  she  placed  her  membership  and  held, 
it  until  transferred  to  the  Church  Triumphant.  Her  interest  never 
abated,  her  hand  never  slackened  in  the  work  of  the  local  church. 
Her  impelling  power  was  felt  in  the  quickening  of  the  work  along 
all  lines,  holding  office,  rather  filling  the  office  at  one  time  or  an- 
other of  all  the  women's  organizations  of  the  local  church;  was 
President  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  at  the  time  of  her  decease.  Her 
counsel  was  sought,  her  help  coveted.     She  was  the  pastor's  friend. 

However,  her  broad  vision  looked  out  upon  a  larger  field.  She 
accepted  to  the  full  the  Master's  saying,  "The  field  is  the  world." 
Mrs.  McCulloch  did  pioneer'  work  in  organizing,  expanding,  extend- 
ing and  strengthening  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society.  The  women  workers  themselves  thus  ex- 
press it:  "Mrs.  McCulloch,  founder,  long-time  President,  and  late 
President  Emeritus  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society.  *  *  *  To  Mrs.  McCulloch's  far-sighted 
leadership,  her  quiet  suggestion  and  her  spirit  of  hopefulness  we 
owe  much  that  we  have  gained.  For  nearly  twenty  years  she  led 
us,  always  forward,  steadily  upward,  pushing  toward  the  great 
objective  with  that  active  faith  that  must  achieve  even  if  condi- 
tions were  unfavorable." 

But  her  untiring  labors  in  the  development  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Branch  carried  the  thought  that  this  close-home  development 
was  only  a  means  to  a  much  larger  end.  Other  branches  must  like- 
wise become  an  ever-increasing  power  until  the  Woman's  For- 
eign Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  is  no 
small  factor  in  giving  the  Gospel  to  the  heathen  and  bringing  the 
world  to  Christ.  Thus  with  a  broad  vision,  a  well-nigh  unerring 
judgment,  a  fixed  purpose  of  heart,  an  unshrinking  faith,  and  a 
love  that  glows  with  warmth  and  impels  with  absolutely  irresistible 
power,  Mrs.  J.  F.  McCulloch  ranked  among  the  great  leaders  in  the 
woman's  work  of  the  denomination.  She  was  no  ordinary  woman 
whom  we  honor  and  whom  we  mourn  today. 

Perhaps  her  most  conspicuous  work  before  the  Church  was  the 
efficient  editing  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Record  for  18  years, 
from  1902  to  1920,  an  influence  that  cannot  be  estimated  now,  a 
power  that  will  be  felt  for  years,  perhaps  for  ages  to  come. 

An  interesting  fact  is  that  Dr.  S.  K.  Spahr  in  September,  1883, 
performed   the    ceremony  that   made    Mrs.    McCulloch   the   wife    of 
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Dr.  McCulloch,  and  in  November,  1924,  41  years  later,  conducted 
her  funeral  service  as  her  pastor,  the  happiest  and  the  saddest 
events  in  her  life,  the  one  in  Michigan,  the  other  in  North  Carolina. 
Referring  to  his  life  touching  theirs  again.  Dr.  Spahr  writes:  "It 
was  a  happy  experience  after  a  lapse  of  years  to  renew  the  ac- 
quaintance and  friendship  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  McCulloch  and  to  note 
not  so  much  the  marks  of  the  passing  years  as  the  signs  of  en- 
largement in  mental  and  spiritual  qualities.  It  seemed  a  strange 
providence  to  be  called  upon  to  perform  the  last  sad  rites  in  loving 
service  when,  her  work  well  done,  she  waited  the  approval  of  her 
Lord  and  His  welcome  home.  She  left  her  home  and  her  church 
poorer  for  her  going  but  rich  in  the  memory  of  her  beautiful  life." 

She  leaves  to  mourn  their  loss  besides  Dr.  McCulloch  one  daugh- 
ter. Miss  Mary  McCulloch,  of  Greensboro,  and  two  sons,  Leon 
McCulloch,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  Warren  McCulloch,  of  Durham. 

Her  body  was  laid  in  its  last  resting  place  in  the  cemetery  at 
Tabernacle  Church.  If  the  children  of  the  resurrection  know  any 
place,  the  davvm  of  the  resurrection  mom  will  come  to  Mrs.  Mc- 
Culloch over  the  same  hills  that  the  dawn  of  life  came  to  her 
beloved  husband.  T.  M.  JOHNSON.

Following  the  death  of  her  husband  she  took  up  practical  nurs- 
ing, in  which  calling  she  could  minister  comfort  and  helpfulness 
to  many  a  suffering  one.  This  she  continued  until  a  few  years 
ago,  when  she  retired  to  the  old  home  farm  until  the  end  came.

Sister  Emma  Jane  Fishel,  devoted  wife  of  Rev.  D.  A.  Fishel,  was 
the  youngest  of  five  daughters  bom  to  Wyatt  and  Mary  Nicholson. 
The  Nicholson  home  was  in  Warren  county.  It  was  there  that  the 
deceased  was  born,  and  in  this  county,  among  the  people  with  whom 
she  was  reared,  she  spejit  the  whole  of  her  earthly  life.  The  date 
of  her  birth  is  December  20,  1861. 

In  her  seventeenth  year,  to  be  exact,  April  17,  1878,  she  became 
the   wife   of   Rev.    D.    A.   Fishel,   a    young   minister   just    beginning 
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his  first  year  as  pastor  of  what  was  then  Littleton  Mission.     Some 
one  has  said: 

"The  mighty  gates  of  circumstance 

Turn   on   the    smallest  hinge, 
And  oft  some  seeming  pettiest  chance 
Gives  to  life  its  after  tinge." 

This  was  certainly  true  of  these  two  young  people.  Brother 
Kshel  had  no  idea  that  he  was  to  spend  the  remainder  of  his 
earthly  life  in  Warren  county  when  he  accepted  his  appointment 
to  Littleton  Mission;  and  this  happy  girl  of  17  never  dreamed  that 
she  was  to  meet  her  future  husband  on  that  Sunday  when  she 
went  for  the  first  time  to  hear  him  preach.  But  so  it  was,  and 
for  47  years — but  little  short  of  half  a  century — ^they  traveled, 
happily  and  prosperously,  life's  pathway  together. 

This  union  was  blessed  with  ten  children — six  sons  and  four 
daughters.  One  son,  Edward  Nicholson,  and  two  daughters,  Maude 
Fishel  and  Mrs.  Mamie  Fishel  Cobb,  preceded  their  mother  to  the 
spirit  world. 

Early  in  life  Sister  Fishel  became  a  Christian  and  united  with 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  For  48  years,  and  to  the  close 
of  her  earthly  life,  she  was  a  faithful  member.  During  her  last 
illness  she  was  greatly  comforted  by  her  faith  in  Christ.  For  six 
months  she  was  a  sufferer,  but  her  affliction  was  borne  with  pa- 
tience and  Christian  fortitude.  She  never  murmured  nor  com- 
plained about  her  lot.  It  was  her  opinion  that  she  would  not  get 
well,  but  approaching  death  did  not  disturb  her.  Often  she  would 
say  to  her  loved  ones,  "I'm  not  afraid ;  there's  nothing  to  be  afraid 
of."  She  evidently  felt  as  the  Psalmist  did,  when  he  thought  of 
passing  through  the  "valley  of  the  shadow  of  death."  She,  too,  feared 
no  evil.  On  the  20th  day  of  February,  1925,  she  passed  quietly 
and  peacefully  to  her  reward.     Her  age  was  64  years  and  2  months. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  be  her  pastor  for  two  and  a  half  years, 
and  nowhere  have  I  found  a  truer  and  more  sympathetic  friend. 
My  frequent  visits  to  her  home  linger  with  me  as  one  of  the  pleas- 
antest  memories  of  my  early  pastorate.  Her  warm-hearted  and  un- 
stinted hospitality  assured  me  always  of  a  genuine  welcome.  I 
"shall  continue  to  be  gratefully  appreciative  of  her  kindness  to  me 
in  the  early  years  of  my  ministry. 

In  her  home  Sister  Fishel  was  devoted,  loving  and  industrious. 
Nothing  was  ever  too  good  or  too  hard  for  her  to  do  for  her  loved 
ones.  As  a  neighbor  she  was  kind  and  obliging.  She  will  be 
missed  from  the  community  where  her  long  life  was  spent;  but 
most  of  all  she  will  be  missed  in  the  home  by  those  who  knew  her 
best  and  loved  her  most. 

Besides  the  husband.  Rev.  D.  A.  Fishel,  she  is  survived  by  four 
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sons,  W.  H.,  B.  F.,  H.  0.  and  S.  B.  Fishel;  and  two  daughters, 
Miss  Pearl  W.  Fishel  and  Mrs.  Paul  A.  Johnston.  There  is  also 
one  surviving  sister,  Mrs.  J.  J.  Pegram,  of  Macon,  N.  C. 

The  funeral  sei^ice  was  held  on  Saturday  at  4:30  P.  M.,  con- 
ducted by  Rev.  Francis  Joyner.  Interment  followed  in  Littleton 
Cemetery,  where  a  covering  of  flowers  marked  her  last  resting 
place. 

May  the  God  of  all  comfort  greatly  sustain  her  loved  ones  and 
keep  them  to  that  day  when   separations  are   no   more.

THE  BUDGET 

The  amount  apportioned  by  the  Finance  Committee  as  the  assess- 
ment for  each  charge  is  divided  into  two  parts — the  General  Con- 
ference budget  and  the  Annual  Conference  Budget. 

The  General  Conference  Budget  includes  all  the  money  that  is  to 
be  used  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  denomination,  and  includes 
Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Education,  Young  People's  Work, 
Old  People's  Home  and  whatever  other  interests  may  be  decided  on 
by  the  General  Conference. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Conference  it  was  decided  to 
apply  to  the  Budget  all  the  money  raised  by  the  churches  through 
Children's  Day,  Easter,  Rally  Day  and  programs..  In  the  Budget 
is  to  be  included  also  money  raised  by  the  Woman's  Home  and  For- 
eign Missionary  Societies.  In  fact,  all  money  raised  in  any  way 
for  the  general  work  of  the  church  is  a  part  of  the  Budget  and  the 
local  church  may  have  credit  for  it  on  its  assessment.  All  that  is 
required  is  that  the  particular  interest  for  which  it  is  raised  be 
specified  by  the  remitter. 

The  Annual  Conference  Budget  includes  all  the  money  raised  for 
Annual  Conference  Work — see  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

All  money,  whether  for  General  Conference  or  Annual  Confer- 
ence Budget,  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Annual  Conference  Treasurer,  Mr. 
V.  W.  Idol,  High  Point,  N.  C.  He  will  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Conference  whatever  monies  belong  to  him.  In  sending 
money  for  specials,  such  as  Children's  Day  or  Easter,  be  sure  to  tell 
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the  Treasurer  what  is  for.      Otherwise  you  will  fail  to  get  credit 
for  it  on  the  part  of  the  Budget  assessed  to  your  charge. 

If  any  money  is  sent  to  the  Branch  Treasurers  of  the  Missionary 
Societies,  ask  for  a  receipt,  one  when  the  pastor  makes  up  his  report, 
be  sure  he  is  informed  of  the  amount. 


ELECTION  LAW  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  CONFERENCE 

The  second  quarterly  conference  of  each  pastoral  charge  shall 
nominate  double  the  number  of  laymen  to  which  the  charge-circuit 
or  station — is  entitled  as  delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference,  The 
pastor  shall  announce  from  each  pulpit  the  names  of  nominees,  and 
appoint  a  day,  which  shall  be  that  on  which  his  appointment  shall 
fall  at  each  church  if  practicable,  for  taking  the  vote  by  ballot  for 
the  number  to  which  the  charge  may  be  entitled;  the  ballots  cast  by 
members  over  eighteen  years  of  age  to  be  received  by  class  leaders 
and  stewards,  under  the  supervision  of  the  pastor,  and  by  them  to 
be  counted,  and  the  count  forwarded  to  the  third  quarterly  con- 
ference, to  be  compared  by  that  body.  The  nominee  receiving  the 
plurality  of  votes  shall  be  declared  duly  elected,  and  the  pastor  im- 
mediately on  receipt  of  Delegate's  Credential  Card — not  later  than 
September  1 — shall  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference the  delegate  elected,  and  such  certified  list  shall  constitute 
the  lay  roll  of  this   Conference, 

The  alternate  delegate  shall  be  elected  by  the  fourth  quarterly 
Conference, 

Only  qualified  members — those  who  are  twenty-one  years  oi  age 
or  over — shall  be  allowed  to  vote  to  purchase,  build,  repair,  lease, 
sell,  rent,  mortgage,  or  otherwise  procure  or  dispose  of  church 
property.

Whereas,  We  should  acknowledge  in  a  fitting  manner 
the  goodness  of  the  Lord  in  leading  us  through  the  first 
century  of  our  history  without  any  wavering  in  the  defense 
and  preservation  of  our  polity  and  principles,  and  with  the 
constant  joy  of  knowing  that  our  Mutual-Rights  Methodism, 
by  its  very  testimony,  has  leavened  and  liberalized  in  some 
degree  the  whole  lump  of  American  Methodism,  besides 
the  vastly  greater  service  of  winning  tens  of  thousands  to 
Christ  at  home  and  abroad  during  these  first  generations 
of  our  existence;  therefore 

Resolved,  First,  That  a  suitable  celebration  of  this 
notable  event  be  arranged  through  a  Committee  of  seven 
members  who  shall  report  a  program  for  the  occasion 
through  official  channels,  the  President  of  the  General  Con- 
ference to  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

Resolved,  Second,  That  this  General  Conference  calls 
upon  the  Church  to  signalize  the  completion  of  our  first 
century  of  development  and  of  service  to  mankind,  by  rais- 
ing in  full  the  two  million  dollars  of  the  quadrennial  budget 
for  our  Missionary  and  Educational  interests,  thus  laying 
upon  the  altars  of  our  sanctuaries  at  once  a  worthy  memor- 
ial to  the  Fathers,  and  a  pledge  of  fidelity  to  their  faith 
by  carrying  forward  the  great  cause  they  established  in 
the  earth."

RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  After  the  opening  of  Conference,  the  first  business  in  order 
shall  be  reading  of  the  President's  Annual  Report. 

2.  At  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  oh  the  first  day  of  the  session,  the  officers  of 
the  Conference  shall  be  elected  by  ballot, 

3.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
Conference  adjourned  and  call  the  Conference  to  order. 

4.  Each  morning  session  shall  be  opened  by  reading  a  portion  of 
the  Scripture  and  prayer,  under  direction  of  the  President. 

5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shall  read 
the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  correct  and 
prepare  them  for  registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  mem- 
ber, to  call  any  brother  to  order  who  may  indulge  in  personal  reflec- 
tions or  irrelevant  debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Conference,  which  appeal  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

8.  All  the  coimmittees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member 
to  the  Chair. 

10.  The  President  shall  vote  on  no  question,  except  in  case  of 
a  tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from 
his  seat  and  respectfully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr.  President," 
and  being  recognized  by  the  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
question,  except  by  unanimous  permission  of  the  Conference. 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speak- 
ing, or  interrupt  the  speaker,  except  by  permission  to  explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufficiently 
loud  to  disturb  the     Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  retiring. 

16.  Members  are  required  to  vote  in  all  cases,  unless  excused 
therefrom  by  the  Conference. 

17.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  or  debated  until  the  same 
shall  be  seconded. 

18.  All  motions  and  resolutions  made  and  seconded  shall  be  open 
for  debate,  except  the  previous  question,  the  motion  to  adjourn,  and 
to  lay  on  the  table,  which  questions  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

19.  All  amendments  shall  be  disposed  of  before  the  vote  is  taken 
on  the  main  question. 
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20.  All  questions  of  order  arising  after  the  previous  question 
has  been  called  for  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

21.  The  decision  of  all  questions  shall  be  Yes  or  No.  The  yeas 
and  nays  shall  be  recorded  on  the  journal  by  the  call  of  one-fifth  of 
the  members  present. 

22.  All  resolutions  or  amendments  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

23.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order,  except  made 
by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  and  on  the  same  or 
succeeding  day,  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

24.  No  motion  or  resolution  indefinitely  postponed  shall  be  called 
up  again  during  the  session. 

25.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  five  minutes  without  per- 
mission of  the  Conference. 

26.  No  committee  shall  meet  during  the  session  of  Conference. 

27.  All  petitions  and  resolutions  shall  be  referred  to  proiwr 
committee.

The  one  hundred  and  first  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  beg^an  its  sitting  in 
Grace  Church,  Greensboro,  Wednesday,  November  3,  1926,  at  9:30 
A.  M.,  Rev.  A.  G.  Dixon,  D.D.,  President,  being  in  the  chair. 

The  President  announced  Hymn  5,  "Come  Thou  Fount,"  after 
the  singing  of  which  J.  D.  Williams  led  the  Conference  in  prayer. 

On  motion  the  seat  this  side  the  third  window  from  the  pulpit — 
the  first  nine  pews — was  made  the  bar  of  the  Conference.  The 
Secretary  proceeded  to  the  calling  of  the  roll. 

Selection  35  in  the  Hymnal  was  read  responsively.  Hymn  343 
was  sung.     G.  W.  Holmes  led  in  pi'ayer. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  devotional  exercises,  the  President  read 
his  official  message,  the  Secretary  being  in  the  chair.  On  motion 
the  report  of  the  President  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Presi- 
dent's Message,  and  the  President's  official  character  was  passed. 
This  motion  carried  by  a  rising  vote. 

On  motion  the  names  of  J.  H.  Bowman,  G.  E.  Hunt,  J.  W.  Quick, 
and  C.  L.  Whitaker,  deceased  ministers  of  this  Conference,  were  or- 
dered transferred  to  the  Roll  of  the  Honored  Dead. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  11:00  o'clock  was  the  Conference  ser- 
mon. This  was  delivered  by  the  Conference  President,  Rev.  A.  G. 
Dixon,  D.  D.,  from  a  text  found  in  John  21:15-17. 

Following  the  sermon  the  Conference  Communion  was  adminis- 
tered. The  President  asked  George  R.  Brown,  N.  G.  Bethea,  R.  A. 
Hunter,  J.  E.  Pritchard,  and  B.  M.  Williams  to  have  charge  of  the 
service. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  communion  service,  the  following 
brethren  were  introduced:  J.  R.  Anderson,  of  the  Georgia  Confer- 
ence, G.  W.  Andrew,  a  former  teacher  in  Alvan  Drew  School;  H.  W. 
Maier,  pastor  of  the  Community  Church,  Thomasville;  C.  M.  Com- 
pher,  pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Winston-Salem ;  Rev.  J.  H.  Straughn, 
D.  D.,  of  Washington,  D.  C;  and  Rev.  T.  V.  Crouse,  pastor  of  Carra- 
way  Memorial  M.  E.  Church,  South,  of  this  city. 

Wednesday   Afternoon 

At  1 :45  devotional  services  were  entered  into  conducted  by 
W.  F.  Ashbum. 

Following  the  devotional  service,  the  Conference  entered  into 
a  business  session. 

The  Secretary  read  the  list  of  Committees  appointed  by  the 
President. 

By  common  consent  it  was  agreed  that  the  roll  should  be  called 
at  the  beginning  of  the  morning  sessions  only. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  letters:  from  Rev.  J.  M.  Sheri- 
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dan,  D.  D.,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions;  from  Rev.  Fred  C.  Klein,  Berwyn,  Maryland,  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions;  from  Rev.  T.  H.  Lewis,  D.  D.,  LL. 
D.,  Washington,  D.  C,  President  of  the  General  Conference;  from 
Rev.  J.  Clyde  Auman,  a  member  of  this  Conference  now  serving  as 
President  of  the  Nagoya  College  in  Japan.  These  all  expressed 
regret  that  they  could  not  attend  this  session  of  Conference.  A 
letter  from  J.  S.  Williams,  Chaplain  of  the  Mission  of  the  Good 
Samaritan,  Asheville,  N.  C,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Official  Character. 

A  discussion  arose  concerning  the  question,  "Can  the  Sunday 
School  Offering  for  the  Children's  Home  be  counted  on  the  Budget?" 
The  chair  ruled  that  it  could  not. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  two  additional  items  be  placed 
in  the  Financial  Report  Blank:  One  the  Sunday  School  Offering  for 
the  Children's  Home,  the  other  the  amount  raised  for  College 
Current  Expense. 

On  motion  Brother  V.  W.  Idol,  Treasurer  of  the  Conference, 
was  made  an  honorary  member  of  this  session  of  Conference. 

The  Faculty  submitted  a  partial  report  in  which  it  was  recom- 
mended that  the  transfer  of  C.  M.  Compher  from  the  Maryland  Con- 
ference be  accepted,  and  that  he  and  E.  G.  Cowan,  who  was  ordained 
during  the  year,  be  elected  to  membership.  The  report  was  adopted. 
On  motion  the  Secretary  was  asked  to  write  to  J.  Clyde  Auman, 
our  missionary  to  Japan,  and  to  J.  F.  Minnis,  our  Missionary  in 
India,  both  members  of  this  Conference.  It  was  also  moved  and 
carried  that  a  letter  conveying  the  prayers  and  sympathy  of  this 
Conference  be  sent  to  Mrs.  D.  M.  Loy  because  of  the  affliction  of 
her  husband,  who  is  a  member  of  this  body. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Straughn,  D.  D.,  was  asked  to  speak  of  some  of  the 
plans  the  President  of  the  General  Conference  has  undertaken  as 
set  forth  in  the  work  Dr.  Straughn  is  doing  in  and  for  the  weaker 
Conferences.  Following  the  address.  Conference  was  at  ease  until 
the  order  of  the  day. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  3:00  o'clock  was  the  election  of  officers. 
The  President  appointed  the  following  to  act  as  tellers:  J.  B.  Hicks, 
F.  R.  Stout,  H.  F.  Surratt,  and  R.  C.  Stubbins.  The  ballot  was  dis- 
tributed, and  the  vote  was  taken  for  President. 

The  Secretary  announced  the  result  of  the  ballot — the  reelec- 
tion of  A.  G.  Dixon  for  the  fifth  year,  and  asked  that  Conference 
give  him  a  rising  vote  of  confidence  and  of  cooperation.  This  was 
done.     The  President  responded  with  some  suitable  remarks. 

On  motion  of  J.  E.  Pritchard,  the  Assistant  Secretary  was 
ordered  to  cast  the  unanimous  ballot  of  Conference  for  the  election 
of  C.  W.  Bates  as  Secretary  of  the  Conference.  This  was  done,  and 
the  President  declared  C.  W.  Bates  elected.  The  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  select  his  own  assistant.     F.  W.  Paschall  was  so  named. 
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On  separate  motions  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
unanimous  ballot  of  Conference  for  the  other  Conference  officers: 
V.  W.  Idol,  Conference  Treasurer;  H.  F.  Surratt,  Statistical  Secre- 
tary; C.  W.  Day,  Conference  Reporter.  This  was  done,  and  they 
were  declared  elected. 

On  motion  of  S.  W.  Taylor,  the  President  was  authorized,  if  in 
his  judgment  it  seemed  wise,  to  select  a  Committee  Advisory  to  the 
President  to  assist  him  in  his  work. 

In  preparation  for  the  election  of  Lay  Member  of  the  Station- 
ing Committee,  the  Secretary  was  asked  to  call  the  roll  of  the  dele- 
gates to  this  Conference.  These  stood  as  their  names  were  called. 
Conference  proceeded  to  vote  for  the  lay  member  of  the  Stationing 
Committee. 

The  first  three  ballots  resulted  in  no  election.  On  the  fourth 
ballot  W.  L.  Ward,  delegate  from  Asheboro,  having  received  the 
majority  of  the  votes,  was  declared  elected. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  were  elected  from 
the  floor,  and  are  as  follows:  J.  G.  Rogers,  S.  C.  Whitaker,  D.  R.  Con- 
nell,  G.  W.  Holmes,  T.  M.  Johnson,  B.  M.  Williams. 

On  motion  J.  M.  Cutchin  was  substituted  on  the  Boundary 
Committee  for  this  session  of  Conference  in  place  of  R.  N.  Hauser. 
L.  W.  Gerringer  was  elected  to  succeed  J.  H.  Bowman,  deceased. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  Nominating  Committee  be 
allowed  to  select  two  lay  members  for  their  Committee. 

The  President  announced  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee to  the  President  as  follows:  C.  C.  Robbins,  W.  L.  Ward,  J.  G. 
Rogers,  J.  A.  Burgess,  J.  D.  Williams,  B.  M.  Williams.  On  motion 
these  were  elected.     Conference  adjourned  until  7:30. 

Wednesday    Evening 

7:30.  S.  K.  Spahr,  pastor  of  the  Conference  Church  was  in  charge 
of  the  devotional  service,  following  which  was  a  brief  welcome  serv- 
ice. Rev.  J.  Clyde  Turner,  D.  D.,  Pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  this  city,  gave  the  address  of  welcome,  which  was  responded  to  by 
Jasper  B.  Hicks,  Esq.,  delegate  from  Henderson  Charge.  S.  K.  Spahr, 
pastor  of  the  Conference  church,  welcomed  the  Conference  in  behalf 
of  Grace  church. 

Following  the  welcome  service.  Rev.  J.  H.  Straughn,  D.  D.,  of 
Washing;ton,  D.  C,  spoke  on  "The  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in 
the  Tomorrow." 

Thursday,    November   4 

9:00  A.  M.  The  Secretary  called  the  roll.  H.  F.  Fogleman  led 
the  Conference  in  the  devotional  exercises. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  the  name  of  the  Committee  chosen 
yesterday  to  assist  the  President  be  called  the  Committee  Advisory 
to  the  President. 
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The  minutes  of  yesterday's  sessions  were  read,  and  after  cor- 
rections had  been  made,  were  approved. 

The  President  asked  that  the  Stationing  Committee  be  excused 
from  the  Conference  room.

J.  Norman  Wills  made  a  few  remarks  as  to  his  honorary  member- 
ship in  the  Conference. 

The  report  of  the  Conference  Trustees  was  read,  and  on  motion 
adopted.      (Report  GG.) 

The  report  of  the  Roberts  Bequest  was  read.  (Report  HH.) 
The  report  was  adopted. 

W.  F.  Kennett  asked  to  be  placed  on  the  Superannuate  List, 
and  on  motion  that  relation  was  granted.  Conference  stood  in  ap- 
preciation and  love  to  Brother  Kennett  for  his  long  and  faithful 
service  as  a  minister  in  this  Conference. 

On  motion  Conference  voted  to  meet  in  the  next  annual  session 
on  the  Wednesday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November  at  9.30  o'clock 
in  the  morning. 

The  report  of  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society  was  read  and 
on  motion  was  adopted.      (Report  II.)

The   Conference  Work 

During  the  entire  year  I  have  endeavored  to  respond  in  every 
way  possible  to  the  call  of  the  High  Point  College  and  to  the  Chil- 
dren's Home. 

I  have  also  striven  to  perform  all  the  duties  belonging  to  the 
office  of  President  of  this  Conference  without  fear  or  favor,  remem- 
bering that  for  every  act  I  must  give  an  account  to  the  Father  of  us 
all,  who  is  also  the  Great  Judge  of  us  all. 

In  doing  this  work,  I  have  travelled  about  14,500  miles  in  my 
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own  automobile  besides  many  miles  with  pastors  in  theirs,  and  about 
3,400  miles  by  rail;  have  attended  26  quarterly  conferences,  47 
Committee  and  Board  Meetings;  have  written  more  than  2,000 
letters  and  post  cards,  and  have  delivered  197  sermons  and  addresses. 
I  attended  the  Commencement  exercises  at  Stokesdale  and  preached 
the  Commencement  sermon. 

I  also  attended  the  Commencement  exercises  at  our  Mission 
School  at  Pine  Ridge,  Kentucky,  and  preached  the  Commencement 
sermon,  and  assisted  in  dedicating  the  new  building  which  is  to  serve 
both  as  a  church  and  school  building. 

I  assisted  in  dedicating  our  church  at  Denton  on  the  first  Sun- 
day in  August,  and  our  church  in  Charlotte  the  first  in  October. 

Mrs.  Dixon  accompanied  me  a  great  deal  in  the  work,  because 
otherwise  I  would  have  to  go  alone  and  she  would  have  to  stay  alone. 
At  the  request  of  pastors,  she  has  made  56  addresses  in  the  various 
churches. 

A  questionnaire  sent  out  to  all  pastors  was  answered  by  81 
and  they  reveal  the  following  facts: 

First,  that  65  charges  paid  pastor's  salary  in  full. 

Second,  that  18  increased  the  salary  for  next  year,  totaling  a 
raise  of  $5945.00,  3  reduced  the  salary  totaling  $475.00,  leaving  a 
gain  of  $5470.00. 

Third,  that  the  following  charges  and  churches  have  paid  all 
claims  in  full: — Charges:  State  Street,  West  End,  Charlotte  (First), 
Grace,  Siler  City,  Asheville,  South  Winston,  Asheboro,  Calvary,  High 
Point  (First),  Reidsville,  Henderson,  Fountain  Place,  Burlington, 
Concord,  Winston   (First),  Whitakers,  Mebane. 

Others  will  be  added  to  this  list.     (See  Honor  Roll.) 

Fourth,  an  increase  in  membership  of  902. 

Fifth,  the  amount  of  money  spent  on  church  buildings  and  im- 
provements was  $29,211.00,   and   on  parsonages,   $6,108.00. 

Sixth,  that  9  churches  reported  100  per  cent  organized;  25  re- 
ported 75  per  cent  or  over,  and  10  reported  50  per  cent.  The 
others  were  under  this  or  failed  to  report.

Statement   of   the    Cowan    Fund 

Besides  the  offering  made  to  Rev.  E.  C.  Cowan  and  family  by  the 
Annual  Conference  in  session  last  year,  I  have  received  and  paid 
over  to  Brother  Cowan  this  year  $777.79.  This  has  been  paid  by 
churches,  Sunday  Schools  and  individuals. 

Brother  Cowan  had  two  operations  during  the  year,  and  Mrs. 
Cowan  one.  The  hospital  bills  amounted  to  $160.50.  These  were 
also  paid  out  of  funds  raised.  The  doctors  made  no  charge  for  the 
operations  or  for  medical  attendance. 
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We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  and  appreciation  to  the  doc- 
tors for  this  kindness,  and  to  the  friends  who  contributed  to  Brother 
Cowan's  relief. 

Our  Sainted  Dead 

We  reverently  pause  in  honor  of  those  of  our  number  who  have 
answered  the  last  Roll  Call,  have  crossed  over  the  river,  and  have 
entered  into  their  reward  during  the  year. 

Early  in  March  Rev.  George  E.  Hunt  quietly  went  home,  as  a 
shock  of  com  cometh  in  his  season. 

Also  one  evening  in  March,  about  the  setting  of  the  sun,  after 
a  busy  day's  work  for  the  Master,  and  while  still  performing  services 
for  Him,  Rev.  C.  L.  Whitaker,  D.  D.,  suddenly  fell  asleep  in  Jesus. 
Thus  the  Sun  of  his  day  quickly  set  and  left  a  great  shock  for  his 
friends. 

In  April,  Rev.  J.  W.  Quick,  who  had  been  in  failing  health  for 
several  months,  bade  farewell  to  the  earth  life  to  join  the  friends 
above. 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  August,  while  on  his  way  to  an 
appointment  to  begin  revival  services.  Rev.  J.  H.  Bowman  suddenly 
departed  to  the  land  beyond.     This,  too,  was  a  great  shock  to  us  all. 

Early  in  the  spring,  Mrs.  Harriett  Swain,  of  Weaverville,  widow 
of  one  of  our  former  pastors,  went  home.

Early  in  August,  Miss  Millie  Bowman,  who  had  served  faithfully 
in  the  Children's  Home  for  about  eleven  years,  passed  almost  sudden- 
ly to  her  home  above. 

And  in  September,  Mrs.  W.  D.  Fogleman,  after  a  lingering  ill- 
ness, was  released  from  her  frail  tabernacle  of  clay,  and  went  to 
join  her  companion  in  the  Mansions  above. 

Obituary  Committees  were  regularly  appointed,  and  will  report 
at  the  Memorial  service  on  Sunday  afternoon. 

Extras 

Again  we  wish  to  assure  the  President  of  the  General  Conference 
that  this  Conference  still  stands  ready  to  assist  him  in  any  way  we 
reasonably  can  in  holding  Rallies  and  Institutes  in  the  smaller  Con- 
ferences contiguous  to  ours. 

Our  Children's  Home 

The  Children's  Home  is  growing  in  usefulness  as  the  years  go 
by.  It  is  the  one  institution  of  the  Church  that  comes  more  nearly 
appealing  to  all  our  people  than  any  other.  Nearly  all  our  Sunday 
Schools  send  a  monthly  offering  to  the  Home.     A  closer  and  more 
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careful  follow  up  should  be  made  to  see  that  ALL  SCHOOLS  send 
ill  their  offering  monthly.  We  cannot  hope  to  run  and  maintain 
the  Home,  with  its  growing  numbers  and  increasing  needs,  without 
an  increased  income.  A  full  report  of  the  Home  will  be  made  by 
the  Superintendent,  and  by  the  Treasurer,   to  this  conference. 

The   High   Point   College 

The  High  Point  College  is  now  in  the  third  year  of  its  history 
and  development,  and  will  graduate  its  first  class  in  May,  1927. 
It  is  one  of  the  most  splendid  Church  College  plants  in  the  South. 
It  has  a  well  selected  faculty,  which  is  rendering  faithful  and 
efficient  service.  Many  of  us  have  watched  it  through  the  past  two 
years  with  anxiety  and  joy,  anxiety  that  the  very  best  possible  work 
might  be  done  and  that  a  good  impression  might  be  made  upon  the 
Conference  of  which  the  College  is  a  part,  upon  the  community  in 
which  the  College  is  located,  and  upon  the  general  denomination,  and 
with  joy  that  this  is  all  being  so  splendidly  done. 

While  the  High  Point  College  was  writing  the  history  of  its 
first  two  years  of  existence,  the  close  observer  could  not  help  being 
deeply  impressed  with  the  spirit  of  the  institution.  One  only  has  to 
visit  the  College  and  study  the  conditions  there  to  find  that  the 
spirit  of  happiness  and  contentment  prevails,  both  among  the  faculty 
and  the  student  body.  The  faculty  is  efficient  and  handles  the 
work  with  that  ease  and  grace  which  might  be  expected  in  an  old 
established  college.  The  students  speak  well  of  the  faculty,  of  the 
buildings  and  equipment,  of  the  food,  and  of  the  conditions  in  gener- 
al. It  makes  one  rejoice  to  see  such  a  happy  contented  group  of 
young  people  taking  the  courses  of  study  under  such  efficient  pro- 
fessors. 

People  from  afar  rejoice  with  us  and  speak  well  of  us.  They 
are  wondering  if  all  of  us  are  boosters  of  our  own  College.  This  is 
one  of  our  great  needs, — Every  Methodist  Protestant  in  the  Confer- 
ence a  Boster  for  the  College.  We  have  a  Covenant  Band  of  over  one 
hundred  who  are  praying  daily  for  the  College,  and  we  are  depend- 
ing upon  this  Band  to  work  even  more  faithfully  than  they  pray. 

Our    Superannuates 

We  have  only  six  men  on  the  superannuated  list.  Some  of  us 
may  have  to  go  on  that  list  much  earlier  than  we  think;  but  surely 
some  plan  should  be  worked  out  by  which  this  Conference  will  take 
better  care  of  these  aged  soldiers  of  the  cross. 

One  of  them  has  been  doing  real  Church  Extension  work  this 
year,  which  is  much  appreciated  by  us  all.  All  of  them,  save  one, 
have  been  useful  in  the  local  fields  in  which  they  have  lived.  One, 
Rev.  D.  M.  Loy,  has  been  and  is  very  greatly  afflicted,  and  is  at  this 
time  in  the  State  Sanatorium  in  Raleigh.     He  and  his  wife  certainly 
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deserve  our  prayerful  sympathy.  In  September  the  church  at  Besse- 
mer City  gave  me  $75.00  on  back  salary  for  Brother  Loy,  and  I  for- 
warded this  through  Rev.  T.  A.  Williams  to  Mrs.  Loy. 

Every  pastor  in  the  Conference  should  certainly  stress  the  offer- 
ing for  Superannuates  until  it  is  sure  that  we  have  raised  the  full 
$3500.00  for  them. 

Pastoral  Work 

Times  and  conditions  have  so  changed  that  pastoral  work  is  more 
difficult  than  it  used  to  be,  but  the  difficulty  of  the  situation  does 
not  do  away  with  the  necessity  for  well  planned  pastoral  visitation. 
It  is  still  true  that  "A  home  going  pastor  makes  a  church  going 
people."  One  of  the  pleas  that  comes  to  me  more  often  than  any 
other  one  plea  is  for  pastors  who  will  visit.  A  man  is  not  a  pastor 
unless  he  visits.  He  may  be  a  preacher,  but  not  a  pastor.  One 
layman  said,  "We  need  both  a  good  preacher  and  a  good  pastor,  but 
if  you  cannot  give  us  both  in  one  then  give  us  a  good  pastor  even 
though  he  is  a  poor  preacher." 

Last  fall  Bishop  Denny  said  to  the  pastors  in  the  Eastern  North 
Carolina  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
"You  visit  your  people;  they  want  you  in  their  homes.  Pray  with 
them,  and  diligently  instruct  the  children.  The  cabinet  is  having 
a  hard  time  to  get  places  for  some  of  the  preachers  because  they 
will  not  visit."  The  same  is  true  in  our  own  Conference  to  an  extent 
not  recognized  by  many  of  our  pastors.  The  people  are  calling  most 
earnestly  for  pastoral  attention  in  the  homes. 

I  Pastoral  Supply  and  Pastoral  Support 

This  is  the  greatest  problem  we  face,  and,  as  I  see  it,  we  must 
face  this  problem  for  many  years  to  come.  Not  many  of  our  boys 
are  hearing  the  call  to  get  ready  to  preach.  A  call  to  preach  is 
first  of  all  a  call  to  preparation.  Paul  said  to  Timothy,  "Study  to 
show  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be 
ashamed  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth."  Paul  may  not  have 
meant  "Go  to  College,"  but  he  did  mean  get  ready  to  preach  before 
you  preach.  And  I  think  if  Paul  were  among  us  today  he  would 
say,  "For  the  sake  of  the  dear  Lord  who  loves  us,  and  who  calls  men 
to  preach,  don't  send  men  out  to  preach  to  the  people  and  to  lead 
the  people  who  cannot  read  the  Bible  publicly  without  stammering 
and  halting  over  it." 

How  can  a  man  rightly  divide  the  word  of  truth  when  he  can- 
not rightly  read  the  word  of  truth?  Let  me  say  once  again,  "The 
people  do  not  care  how  a  man  gets  his  training,  but  they  are  de- 
manding that  he  be  trained."  He  may  get  it  in  the  schools  or  in 
his  own  study,  but  he  must  get  it. 
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We  have  nine  or  ten  boys  in  the  College  getting  ready  to 
preach;  five  of  whom  we  are  already  using  in  the  pastorate,  and 
every  one  of  them  should  go  to  the  Westminster  Theological  Semin- 
ary and  take  the  course  there  as  soon  as  they  are  through  College. 
Looking  down  the  years  then,  Brethren,  we  must  face  up  the  prob- 
lem of  an  efficient  supply  for  all  our  Charges.  Many  of  our  country 
Charges  are  coming  more  and  more  to  be  willing  to  be  cut  up  into 
smaller  circuits.  This  they  are  doing  that  they  may  have  better 
service,  and  not  just  to  give  us  easy  jobs. 

Also  the  Charges  are  coming  more  and  more  to  demand  that 
their  pastors  live  among  them.  That  this  may  be  done.  Charges 
must  come  to  pay  better  salaries;  for  there  are  some  of  our  men 
who  could  not  move  to  their  Charges  and  meet  expenses  on  the 
salaries  they  are  getting.  However,  I  hope  none  of  our  young  men 
will  be  planning  to  locate  until  they  have  served  their  allotted  time 
in  the  ministry,  and  then  locate  in  old  age.  The  varied  conditions  of 
the  times  ahead  of  us  demand  this.  For  this  reason,  and  also  be- 
cause for  the  most  part  our  pastors  are  underpaid,  I  have  striven 
in  every  lawful  way,  during  four  years,  to  get  pastors'  salaries 
increased.  These  efforts  have  met  with  an  encouraging  response  in 
many  cases,  and  yet  many  pastors  are  compelled  to  serve  on  inade- 
quate salaries.  I  have  argued  that  better  pastoral  support  will  mean 
better  pastoral  supply;  but  sometime  ago  I  received  this  rebuttal, 
"Better  pastoral  supply  will  soon  bring  about  better  pastoral  sup- 
port." This  is  worthy  of  our  consideration.  At  any  rate,  the  two 
are  so  bound  up  together  that  they  cannot  be  separated. 

A  pastor  should  certainly  give  value  received  for  the  salary  he 
gets,  and  the  people  should  certainly  pay  up  all  they  promise  to  the 
faithful  man  of  God,  who  sacrifices  that  he  may  serve.  But  one  of 
the  painful  situations  I  sometimes  meet  is  to  have  a  layman  say  to 
me,  "Mr.  President,  we  are  paying  for  more  than  we  get." 

Church   Extension 

This  is  an  exceedingly  important  division  of  our  Conference 
work — a  channel  through  which  much  has  been  done  to  build  up  the 
Conference.  Asheville  has  arranged  to  take  care  of  the  pastor's 
salary  for  next  year  and  relieve  the  Board.  We  thank  them  and 
rejoice  with  them.  They  are  now  building  Sunday  School  rooms  and 
for  this  will  need  help. 

Fountain  Place,  Burlington,  is  moving  along  successfully  and 
must  be  helped  for  some  time  to  come.  Lexington  is  now  building 
the  first  unit  of  their  church  in  the  form  of  Sunday  School  rooms. 
These  will  accommodate  this  congregation  both  for  Sunday  School 
and  Church  purposes  for  a  long  time.  They  must  be  helped  for 
several  years.  North  Charlotte  and  Spencer  are  our  newest  points. 
Rev.  D.  A.  Braswell  has  directed  the  work  at  these  points  this  year. 
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At  North  Charlotte  he  has  led  the  people  to  buy  a  lot  and  build  a 
hut.  The  hut  is  paid  for  and  the  lot  is  about  half  paid  for.  In 
Spencer  they  have  purchased  a  lot,  which  is  about  half  paid  for. 
They  are  now  worshipping  and  conducting  Sunday  School  in  an 
Episcopal  Chapel.  These  points  should  receive  the  encouragement 
of  the  Conference,  and  its  help. 

Cornelius,  I  am  sorry  to  report,  is  to  be  dropped  and  no  further 
efforts  are  to  be  made  there  at  present.  It  is  my  judgment  that  the 
lot  there  should  be  sold. 

Calvary,  Greensboro,  is  one  of  our  most  encouraging  fields. 
It  has  been  helped  some  with  interest  on  notes.  Several  Charges  are 
still  looking  to  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  for  help  on  pastor's 
salaries.  The  Board  is  very  greatly  hampered  for  lack  of  funds,  and 
will  be  until  all  charges  come  to  raise  their  budgets  in  full. 

Young   People's   Work 

We  have  come  to  feel  that  one  of  the  happiest  weeks  for  us 
during  the  entire  year  is  the  week  we  spend  together  in  High  Point 
College  with  our  young  people  and  the  workers.  The  Pastor's 
summer  conference  and  the  Young  People's  summer  conference  were 
both  held  in  the  College  at  the  same  time  last  summer.  This  proved 
a  very  satisfactory  arrangement,  and  plans  were  made  to  hold  the 
two  conferences  simultaneously  next  summer.  This  is  to  be  done  a 
little  earlier  in  July.  I  trust  that  all  pastors  will  begin  in  time  to 
plan  to  attend  this  conference,  and  to  get  as  many  as  possible  of 
their  young  people  to  attend. 

The  largest  work  we  have  is  among  our  young  people,  and  the 
brightest  outlook  is  also  with  them.  We  need  to  plan  larger  and 
larger  for  them.  I  am  fully  persuaded  that  we  should  constantly 
have  an  all-time,  wide-awake  worker  in  the  field  for  our  young  people. 
This  worker,  in  my  judgment,  should  seek  in  every  way  to  bring 
about  better  organizations  in  many  of  our  churches,  and  also  to 
canvass  for  students  for  the  High  Point  College.  Lack  of  a  man 
is  the  one  thing  that  kept  us  from  doing  that  this  year.  A  series 
of  rallies  was  held  through  the  Conference  in  March  in  the  interest 
of  our  young  people.  This  doubtless  will  be  undertaken  on  a  larger 
scale  next  year. 

The    Budgets 

All  our  people  should  come  to  look  upon  the  payment  of  the 
budgets  in  full  as  a  privilege  and  not  a  burden.  The  Every  Member 
Canvass  with  weekly,  or  at  least  monthly  payments,  is  our  only 
hope.  The  Honor  System,  or  as  Brother  Bethea  puts  it,  "Every 
Member  Canvassing,"  is  by  far  the  best  plan.  This  plan  is  to  have 
cards  printed  for  the  purpose,  set  a  meeting  on  a  Sunday  afternoon 
for  about  two  hours,  and  have  all  the  members  who  will  come  to 
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the  church  and  make  their  pledges  for  the  entire  budget  for  the 
coming  year.  State  Street,  Calvary,  Asheville  and  Mebane  have 
all  tried  that  this  year  with  good  results.  Of  course  this  canvass 
must  be  follov^red  up  by  the  stewards  seeing  all  those  who  did  not  get 
to  church  to  make  their  pledges. 

We  must  also  lead  our  people  into  the  graces  of  larger  giving 
for  their  own  spiritual  development.  This  can  be  done  through  an 
earnest  faithful  study  of  the  subject  of  Christian  Stewardship.  One 
little  book,  "The  New  Christian,"  by  Ralph  Cushman,  properly 
studied  by  the  members  in  any  local  church  will  help  wonderfully. 
This  book  costs  25  cents  per  copy.  Then  too,  the  Layman  Company, 
50  East  Superior  Street,  Chicago,  Hlinois,  will  send  you  any  number 
of  the  very  best  leaflets  on  Christian  Stewardship  at  a  nominal  cost. 
We  must  teach  the  people  if  we  would  lead  them  to  higher  things. 

One  reason  many  charges  fall  behind  with  the  budgets  is  because 
they  begin  too  late.  Begin  early  in  the  year,  use  the  duplex  envelope, 
conduct  the  every  member  canvass  in  some  way,  observe  the  three 
days  ordered  by  the  General  Conference,  and  organize  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Societies,  and  almost  invariably  the  budgets  will  be  paid. 

We  also  call  attention  to  a  recommendation  in  the  report  of 
the  Budget  Council  last  year  relative  to  "God's  Acre."  The  plan 
proposes  that  the  farmers  set  apart  some  part  of  the  crop  to  be 
cultivated,  harvested  and  sold  and  the  money  therefrom  given  to  the 
Lord  for  the  work  of  His  church.  So  far  as  we  know,  Bess  Chapel 
has  been  the  only  church  to  try  this  plan  this  year.  It  is  also  report- 
ed that  Midland  proposes  to  try  it  next  year.  We  believe  many  of 
our  country  charges  would  raise  more  for  the  budgets  if'  they  would 
faithfully  work  this  plan. 

The  work  of  raising  the  budgets,  or  at  least  of  laying  the 
plans  to  raise  the  budgets,  is  the  work  of  our  pastors  as  well  as 
preaching  the  gospel.  Our  people  must  be  taught  that  all  our  Con- 
ference expenses,  all  our  Church  Extension  money,  and  all  we  pay 
our  Superannuates  comes  through  the  Annual  Conference  Budget, 
and  that  all  we  do  for  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Christian 
Education,  the  American  Bible  Society,  and  other  interests  outside 
of  our  own  Conference  is  done  through  the  General  Conference 
Budget. 

Information  is  the  basis  of  inspiration,  so  surely  if  our  people 
come  to  know  about  the  needs  back  of  the  budgets,  they  will  pay 
the  budgets. 

Rural    Church    Life 

We  are  still  largely  a  rural  people.  We  have  great  opportunities 
in  the  country,  and  there  is  no  place  where  intense  cultivation  brings 
more  fruitful  returns  than  in  many  of  our  country  districts.  Where 
a  circuit  pays  sufficient  salary  for  a  pastor  to  devote  his  whole  time 
to  the  work,  they  are  almost  immediately  visible. 
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These  conditions  are  being  remedied  by  paying  better  salaries, 
beautifying  the  church  grounds,  and  the  church  buildings.  In  many 
places  we  are  now  building  Sunday  School  rooms  about  our  country 
churches.  Our  country  people  have  just  the  same  need  for  modern 
church  plants  as  do  the  city  people. 

With  a  view  to  getting  some  definite  plans  laid  at  this  Con- 
ference, we  have  appointed  a  special  committee  on  Rural  Church 
Life,  and  the  chairman  of  this  committee  has  invited  Dr.  Taylor, 
of  the  State  College  at  Raleigh,  to  address  this  Conference  on  Raval 
Church  Opportunities.  We  have  also  allotted  a  time  for  this  c:>m- 
mittee  to  report,  and  for  discussion  of  this  important  theme.  I  sug- 
gest that  this  become  a  regular  committee,  to  make  report  to 
Conference  each  year,  as  do  the  other  committees. 

Church    Music 

It  is  good  to  report  that  a  change,  for  the  better  in  our  Sunday 
School  and  Church  Music  is  perceptible  in  many  of  our  communities. 
The  tendency  is  back  toward  congregational  singing.  It  is  getting 
to  be  out  of  date  for  the  choir  to  get  off  in  one  corner  and  do  all  the 
singing  on  all  occasions.  We  thank  God  for  this  trend,  and  will 
rejoice  when  we  have  plenty  of  good  books  in  all  our  churches,  and 
when  all  who  can  sing  are  joining  in  the  worship  in  song. 

Much  improvement  needs  to  be  made  yet,  and  much  jazz  needs 
to  be  cut  out  yet;  but  thank  the  Lord  we  are  on  the  way  to  better 
things. 

Literature 

The  Methodist  Protestant,  The  Methodist  Recorder,  The  Metho- 
dist Protestant  Herald,  and  the  Missionary  Record  are  all  our  own 
church  papers.  We  cannot  be  intelligent  with  reference  to  all  the 
work  of  our  Church  unless  we  read  all  four  of  them. 

Our  ministers  and  our  laymen  should  take  both  of  the  General 
Organs  of  the  Church,  if  possible.  They  are  both  good  papers,  and 
ably  edited.  Our  own  Conference  paper  is  greatly  improved  since 
putting  on  its  new  dress  in  the  early  fall.  We  rejoice  with  Dr.  Mc- 
Culloch  in  the  relief  that  has  come  to  him  in  the  coming  of  his  son, 
Warren,  and  Mr.  James  Swain,  son  of  Dr.  W.  E.  Swain,  into  the 
office.     We  wish  for  them  the  best  of  success  in  their  enlarged  plans. 

The  Missionary  Record  is  our  only  missionary  publication.  It 
should  have  a  much  wider  circulation.  The  price  is  75  cents  per 
year.  Mrs.  E.  Lester  Ballard,  Greensboro,  N.  C,  will  be  glad  to 
give  you  any  information  concerning  the  Missionary  Record,  and 
take  your  subscription. 

We  thank  Rev.  C.  W.  Bates  for  giving  us  an  occasional  digest 
of  the  outstanding  happenings  in  the  other  conferences  through  the 
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Herald,    and    for    giving    the    other    conferences    something    of    our 
doings  through  the  two  general  church  papers. 

Methodist  Protestant  Sunday  School  literature  is  the  best  possi- 
ble literature  for  Methodist  Protestant  Sunday  Schools.  There  is  no 
law  to  compel  our  people  to  use  it,  except  the  law  of  commn  loyalty 
to  ourselves  and  to  our  own.  We  cannot  afford  to  use  Cook's  litera- 
ture at  any  price.  We  have  every  reasonable  assurance  that  our 
Sunday  School  literature  in  the  coming  months  will  be  better  than 
ever. 

Evangelism 

This  is  the  real  business  of  the  church:  The  winning  of  the  un- 
saved to  Jesus  Christ.  I  trust  we  will  continue  to  hold  our  old-time 
revivals;  but  all  of  us  know  that  besides  doing  that  we  must  resort 
to  many  other  plans  an-d  methods.  We  must  get  back  and  down  to  the 
elementary  principles  of  evangelism,  and  "Train  up  the  children  in 
the  way  they  should  go."  The  best  time  to  lead  a  person  to  Jesus 
is  in  childhood,  certainly  before  they  pass  the  age  of  sixteen;  for 
when  they  pass  that  age  and  grow  up  into  maturity  the  chances  that 
they  will  ever  come  to  Jesus  decreases  very  rapidly. 

We  should  be  very  careful  and  prayerful,  lest  in  the  midst  of 
the  multiplicity  of  church  functions  in  this  day,  we  forget  the  main 
object  of  the  church — the  winning  of  our  fellowmen  to  Jesus. 

District    Parsonage 

The  district  parsonage  has  no  driveway  leading  to  the  back  lot. 
We  are  using  a  driveway  belonging  to  others,  and  it  is  being  used 
over  their  protest.  We  have  asked  that  a  driveway  be  opened  on 
the  south  side  of  the  parsonage,  and  a  garage  built.  This  will  not 
cost  a  great  deal,  but  if  the  President  of  this  Conference  is  to  con- 
tinue to  live  there  the  Trustees  of  the  parsonage  should  certainly 
be  directed  to  open  this  driveway  and  build  a  garage. 

Group   Insurance 

A  special  committee  on  Group  Insurance  for  the  Conference 
has  been  appointed,  and  the  committee  will  make  very  definite  report 
to  this  Conference  concerning  the  plans  for  carrying  group  insur- 
ance, also  concerning  the  caring  for  our  Superannuates,  who  for  a 
long  time  have  been  members  of  the  Conference  Brotherhood.  I 
trust  this  plan  may  be  adopted. 

Recommendations 

I  recommend: 

1.  That  pastors  be  urged  to  work  faithfully  the  every  member 
canvass  in  raising  the  local  benevolences  and  the  budgets.     That  the 
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weekly  and  monthly  payment  plan  be  stressed,  and  that  the  Honor 
System  be  tried  in  our  churches,  the  stewards  following  that  up  by 
seeing  all  who  did  not  report  to  make  their  own  pledges. 

2.  At  the  request  of  the  President  of  the  General  Conference, 
I  directed  that  Rev.  C.  W.  Bates  visit  the  Tennessee  Conference  in 
its  recent  sessions,  and  bear  to  them  our  fraternal  greetings.  They 
were  celebrating  their  One  Hundredth  Anniversary,  and  for  this 
reason  Dr.  Lewis  asked  us  to  send  a  messenger.  I  recommend  that 
the  expenses  of  the  trip  be  paid. 

3.  The  Commission  on  Methodist  Cooperation  requested  the 
continuance  of  fraternal  greetings  as  practised  last  year.  Our 
commissioners  asked  me  to  name  the  man  to  go  to  Gastonia,  N.  C, 
to  represent  us  before  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  during  its  sitting  October 
20th  to  25th.  I  asked  Rev.  R.  M.  Andrews,  D.  D.,  to  go.  This  he  did. 
I  recommend  that  his  expenses  for  the  trip  be  paid.  I  also  recom- 
mend that  Rev.  T.  M.  Johnson,  D.  D.,  be  asked  to  represent  us  before 
the  Eastern  North  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  when  they  meet  in  Durham  early  in  December.  One 
or  more  messengers  are  expected  from  these  Conferences  to  address 
us  during  this  session. 

4.  Our  Pastor's  Summer  Conference  and  our  Young  People's 
Summer  Conference  have  already  agreed  to  meet  on  Monday  after 
the  second  Sunday  in  July,  1927.  The  Young  People's  Summer  Con- 
ference will  last  one  week.  I  recommend  that  all  pastors,  in  so  far 
as  possible,  plan  to  remain  over  Sunday  with  the  young  people,  and 
participate  with  them  in  the  closing  exercises. 

5.  I  recommend  that  the  College  management  be  asked  to 
work  out  a  Summer  School  of  four  or  five  weeks  duration  for  the 
benefit  of  some  of  our  young  men  who  wish  to  take  this  extra  course, 
provided  the  expenses  of  such  a  school  can  be  cared  for,  and  that 
the  young  men  who  are  interested  in  the  project  be  elected  to  work 
it  out  with  Dr.  Andrews,  President  of  the  College. 

6.  I  recommend  that  February,  11)27,  be  designated  as  Steward- 
ship Month;  that  the  Bible  teachings  on  Stewardship  be  stressed  in 
classes  and  from  the  pulpit;  and  that  during  February  each  church 
endeavor  to  raise  in  full  the  allottment  for  Church  Extension. 

7.  Rev.  B.  M.  Williams  suggested  "Annual  Conference  Day." 
Plan  to  have  the  work  of  the  Annual  Conference  presented  in  detail. 
This  to  be  done,  if  possible,  by  the  laymen.  Get  church  officers  to 
prepare  a  paper  explaining  the  work  of  their  offices.  Then  the 
pastor  or  some  invited  speaker  explain  the  work  of  the  Annual 
Conference.  I  believe  this  will  do  good,  so  I  recommend  that  An- 
nual Conference  Day  be  planned  for  each  Church,  preferably  during 
February. 

8.  I  recommend  that  all  the  unordained  men  serving  in  the 
regular  pastorate  of  this  Conference  be  required  to  attend  the  Pas- 
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tor's  Summer  Conference  at  High  Point  College,  unless  they  have  an 
excuse  that  will  be  acceptable  to  the  Conference  Faculty,  and  that 
the  President  of  the  Summer  Conference  be  required  to  do  his  best 
to  get  charges  to  pay  the  expenses  to  the  Summer  Conference  of 
pastors  who  may  be  serving  them. 

9.  We  have  just  a  few  charges  whose  churches  cannot  well  be 
grouped  with  others  so  as  to  pay  a  living  salary.  They  are  truly 
Mission  fields.  Some  of  them  have  said  to  me,  "We  cannot  live  by 
ourselves,  and  we  don't  want  the  Conference  to  throw  us  away. 
Please  help  us  out  in  some  way."  I  recommend  that  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  be  directed  to  assist  such  charges  to  pay  a  pastor 
a  reasonable  salary. 

10.  The  Conference  Trustees  who  hold,  for  the  Conference,  the 
Old  Yadkin  College,  should  be  directed  to  make  thorough  investiga- 
tions, and  if  this  building  is  not  rendering  a  service  to  the  com- 
munity sufficient  to  justify  its  standing,  then  it  should  be  sold  and 
the  money  put  into  High  Point  College. 

11.  As  this  is  our  One  Hundred  and  First  Conference  Session, 
and  yet  not  our  one  hundred  and  first  annual  session,  I  recommend 
that  the  Conference  Secretary  be  asked,  with  the  aid  of  any  of  our 
older  men  whom  he  may  call  to  his  assistance,  to  find  out  what 
annual  session  it  is,  and  in  calling  the  next  Annual  Conference  to 
meet  give  its  proper  setting  as  to  Annual  Sessions.  I  think  it  will 
be  found  that  in  the  fall  of  1927  we  will  meet  in  our  One  Hundredth 
Annual  Session.  If  so,  I  recommend  that  the  program  committee 
be  instructed  to  prepare  for  a  suitable  celebration. 

With  thanksgivings  to  our  Father,  who  has  led  us  through 
another  year,  and  with  gratitude  to  you  and  your  people  for  your 
kindness  to  me  and  for  your  cooperation  in  the  work,  and  praying 
His  blessings  upon  all  of  you,  I  am

REPORT  OF  JOINT  COMMISSION 

(REPORT  B) 

The  Joint  Commission  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  submits  the  following  report: 

In  order  to  promote  fellowship  and  bring  mutual  benefit  to  the 
two  churches  we  would  reiterate  the  recommendations  set  forth  in 
the  four  items  of  our  report  made  one  year  ago,  namely,  that  there 
may  be  as  opportunity  affords  an  interchange  of  pulpits  by  ministers 
of  the  two  branches  of  Methodism  and  an  interchange  of  preachers 
in  revival  work. 

Also  that  continuous  effort  be  made  for  readjustment  where 
the  work  of  the  two  churches  overlaps  in  rural  districts  and  to 
avoid  crowding  or  overlapping  where  new  preaching  places  are  being 
established  in  towns  and  cities,  and  that  the  Presiding  Elder  involved 
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and  the  President  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Conference  consti- 
tute a  Board  of  Mediation  to  act  with  the  parties  interested  in 
making  readjustment. 

We  would  further  report  that  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Joint  Commission,  recently  held,  Dr.  W.  P.  Few  and  Revs.  A.  G. 
Dixon,  M.  T.  Plyler,  and  R.  C.  Stubbins  were  elected  a  committee 
to  study  the  problem  of  co-operation  and  readjustment  of  rural 
church  work  in  territory  where  the  two  churches  overlap,  this  com- 
mittee to  report  to  the  next  annual  meeting,  making  recommendation 
as  to  basis  of  operation. 

On  motion  it  was  agreed  that  the  term  of  office  of  two  of  the 
six  members  representing  each  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  should  expire  each  year, 
the  respective  annual  conferences  to  elect  the  successors  of  the 
members  whose  terms  thus  expire.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   MISSIONS 

(REPORT  E) 
We  are  pleased  to  note  the  progress  that  is  being  made  by  the 
Union  Board  of  Foreign  Missionary  Administration.  That  this 
board  may  continue  to  function  and  render  greater  service  to  our 
denomination,  the  church  as  a  whole  must  be  filled  with  the  mission- 
ary spirit.  We  believe  our  greatest  need  at  this  time  is  the  diffusion 
of  missionary  information  among  our  people.  In  order  to  obtain 
and  spread  this  information  we  therefore  recommend  and  urge  all 
our  pastors  to  subscribe  for,  and  read  and  circulate  the  Missionary 
Record.     That  pastors  acquaint  themselves  with  the  names  and  work 
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of  every  missionary  in  the  field.  We  further  urge  the  most  vital 
relationship  between  pastor  and  every  missionary  organization  on 
his  charge.  We  recommend  that  in  every  district  Young  People's 
Rally  missions  have  a  place  on  the  program,  and  be  emphasized  by 
a  good  speaker.  We  also  recommend  that  in  the  various  district 
rallies  unions  be  organized,  to  be  known  as  Methodist  Protestant 
Missionary  Unions.  We  further  recommend  that  every  Sunday 
School  in  some  definite  way  emphasize  missions  once  a  quarter. 
This  may  be  done  by  singing  missionary  songs  as  specials,  or  short 
talks.  If  we  mistake  not  we  have  twenty-eight  full-time  missionaries 
in  the  field.  They  must  be  supported  and  God  is  holding  the  Metho- 
dist Protestant  Church  responsible  for  their  support.  Surely  this 
great  denomination  of  ours  will  not  make  their  laborious  work  harder 
by  withholding  a  proper  support.  Think  of  the  fine  work  being  done 
by  our  very  own  Clyde  Auman,  who  is  President  of  Nagoyo  College 
ini  Japan,  which  numerically  is  our  largest  college  in  the  world. 
Then  there  is  our  J.  F.  Minnis  doing  a  great  work  in  India.  To  be 
able  to  better  care  for  these  and  all  our  missionaries,  we  urge  that 
every  church  order  literature  and  hold  a  Children's  Day  service  and 
take  an  off'ering  for  Missions. 

The  Easter  offering  furnishes  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  with 
more  than  half  of  its  income  annually.  We  urge  our  pastors  to 
preach  often  on  the  subject  of  Missions,  as  some  of  our  strong  pas- 
torates today  were  made  possible  because  of  help  from  the  mission 
board.

Third:  That  all  ministers  and  preachers  be  asked  to  contribute 
one  per  cent,  of  their  salaries  to  the  Permanent  Fund  of  the  Super- 
annuated Fund  Society. 
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Fourth:    That   these    contributions    be    a    separate    and    distinct 
offering  for  the  Permanent  Fund  of  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society, 
and  is  not  to  be  credited  on  either  of  the  conference  claims.

Looking  back  over  the  year's  work  we  have  much  to  encourage 
us.  Forty-three  societies  in  our  Branch  not  only  did  their  work  well 
but  they  have  carried  the  burden  of  the  eighteen  societies  that  failed 
to  support  our  work  in  any  way. 

To  these  faithful,  consecrated  women  we  would  render  due 
homage.  But  what  can  we  say  of  the  societies  that  have  been  indif- 
ferent to  their  obligations  to  those  in  heathen  lands  still  deprived 
of  the  Gospel?  Is  it  a  lack  of  loyalty  to  Jesus  Christ — are  we  obey- 
ing God's  explicit  command  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  creature,"  are  we  true  to  our  church  vow  by 
thus  disregarding  the  claims  and  needs  of  mankind? 

We  do  urge  the  ministers  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  to 
help  us  organize  auxiliaries  in  the  churches  where  none  now  exist. 

Won't  you  cooperate  with  our  women  in  every  way  possible? 
Many  of  them  are  willing  and  really  desire  to  have  a  part  in  the 
work;  they  have  failed  because  of  leadership.  Are  we  doing  all  we 
can  to  extend  God's  Kingdom?  Are  we  doing  all  we  can  for  the 
foreign  mission  work  of  our  Church?

The  North  Carolina  Branch,  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
has  had  the  most  successful  year  in  its  history.  For  this  we  give 
our  Heavenly  Father  all  honor  and  praise. 

Our  pastors  have  given  us  their  cooperation  in  helping  carry 
forward  this  great  mission  work,  for  which  we  express  our  deep 
gratitude. 

During  the  summer  months  the  North  Carolina  Branch  employed 
a  Field  Secretary,  who  was  successful  in  organizing  several  new 
societies.  Quite  a  number  of  our  societies  are  doing  splendid  work, 
and  more  money  was  raised  last  year  than  ever  before.  The  treas- 
urer's report  shows  that  $5,106.99,  has  been  received  since  Novem- 
ber 1,   1925. 

In  order  that  we  may  attain  greater  success,  we  ask  for  your 
continued  cooperation,  and  urge  that  you  help  us  organize  a  Home 
Missionary  Society  in  every  church  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

By  this  we  help  you  to  raise   the   General   Conference   Budget 
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for  your  charge — ^thus  working  together  in  the  doing  of  greater 
things  for  the  Master. 

The  Branch  is  furnishing  this  year  seven  $100  Scholarship 
Loans  to  students  in  the  High  Point  College,  thereby  helping  seven 
young  people  to  secure  an  education  in  our  own  college,  and  at  the 
same  time  helping  the  College.

This  great  and  noble 
enterprise  is  helped  in  many  ways  by  sincere  friends  of  the  beloved 
Superintendent.     We  give  cheerfully  to  this  dear  cause. 

The  other  interests  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
are  to  help  educate  mountain  children  in  our  school  at  Pine  Ridge, 
Kentucky.  Here  our  Society  maintains  a  grammar  school,  and  an 
accredited  High  School  for  both  day  and  boarding  students.  Some 
of  the  auxiliaries  are  providing  scholarships  for  needy  pupils  and 
helping  in  other  ways  to  give  opportunity  to  these  splendid  Ameri- 
cans. In  the  slums  of  Pittsburgh,  and  among  the  foreigners  of 
Empire,  Ohio,  missions  are  maintained  to  help  teach  and  train  these 
strangers  in  our  land  to  become  true  Christian  citizens.  At  Balti- 
more, Md.,  plans  are  maturing  to  provide  a  home  for  working  girls, 
and  so  remove  them  from  the  perils  and  temptations  of  a  great  city.

REPORT   OF   SUPERINTENDENT   OF   THE   CHILDREN'S   HOME 

(REPORT  J) 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Friends  of  the  Children's  Home: 

Dear  Brethren:  Another  year's  work  and  experience  is  now 
numbered  in  the  past.  Just  how  well  it  has  succeeded  is  for  those 
who  are  in  touch  with  the  Institution  to  decide. 

Children  Received  and  Dismissed 
Eight  children  have  been  admitted  to  the  Home  since  the  last 
Conference.  Six  have  been  released.  One  is  attending  high  school 
in  High  Point,  another  working  for  a  Furniture  Company  in  the  same 
town.  One  girl  is  in  high  school  in  Kannapolis,  another  here  in 
Greensboro  attending  Commercial  School.  The  other  two  were 
taken  by  an  older  sister  who  saw  her  way  clear  to  care  for  them. 
We  now  have  76  children  in  the  Home. 

We  have  had  near  100  applications  for  admittance  into  the 
Home  to  which  we  were  forced  to  say  no,  because  of  lack  of  room. 
Our  hearts  ached  as  these  pitiful  appeals  were  turned  away  and 
we  were  caused  to  think  of  the  long  ago  when  there  was  no  room 
in  the  Inn. 

Health   of   the    Home 

On  the  third  day  of  August  the  death  angel  visited  our  Home 
and  claimed  as  its  victim  Miss  Millie  L.  Bowman.  She  had  been  in 
the  institution  for  more  than  eleven  years,  and  was  our  faithful 
and  efficient  Bible  teacher.  We  miss  her  very  much,  yet  our  loss 
is  her  gain.  And  we  believe  a  number  of  these  children  will  never 
forget  the  verses  she  taught  them. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  excellent.  Dr.  Coe,  who 
is  our  efficient  physician,  tells  me  that  he  could  find  three  families 
in  his  practice  who  call  on  him  more  often  than  we  do. 

We  are  sure  of  our  Father's  special  care,  for  during  all  these 
years  there  has  been  no  death  among  the  children. 
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Schools 

We  have  one  of  the  best  schools  in  the  history  of  this  institution. 
The  children  seem  to  be  more  thoroughly  interested  as  their  report 
cards  show  that  they  are  doing'  real  work. 

Farm 

Our  crops  were  good.  We  raised  plenty  of  vegetables  for 
summer  use  and  have  a  nice  lot  stored  for  winter.  We  made  three 
times  as  much  wheat  this  year  as  we  did  last.  Our  corn  crop  amount- 
ed to  about  700  bushels,  300  bushels  of  sweet  potatoes,  300  bushels 
of  Irish  potatoes,  182  gallons  of  good  syrup,  and  more  than  2,000 
quarts  of  canned  fruit,  jelly  and  preserves. 

A  large  lot  of  fine  rough  feed  has  been  stored  for  winter  use. 
Coal  for  the  winter  has  been  bought  and  paid  for.  The  cows  are 
doing  well.  We  have  27  fine  hogs  and  pigs.  Enough  to  make  all 
the  meat  we  will  need  this  year,  and  pigs  left  to  make  next  year's 
meat. 

Donations 

We  will  mention  just  a  few  of  the  largest  gifts  made  to  the 
Home  this  year:  Mr.  C.  F.  Finch,  a  printing  press.  Grove  Park  Inn, 
more  than  500  yards  of  home  spun  woolen  goods.  The  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  Maryland  Branch,  took  the  lead  in  fur- 
nishing the  money  to  purchase  a  much  needed  bus,  the  capacity  of 
which  is  18  or  20  persons.  Quite  a  number  of  apple  and  peach 
trees  have  been  set.  Also  dewberry  and  strawberry  plants.  These 
were  furnished  by  nurserymen. 

Some  of  the  Candor  peach  growers  gave  us  near  100  bushels 
of  peaches.  Rev.  W.  F.  Grabs,  of  King,  N.  C,  gave  more  than  140 
bushels  of  apples.  Several  manufacturing  firms,  societies  and  indi- 
viduals have  remembered  us  by  sending  materials  that  were  much 
needed. 

Finances 

On  account  of  the  shortness  of  last  year's  crops,  and  perhaps 
other  things,  the  offerings  have  not  been  as  large  this  year.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   RURAL  CHURCH 

(REPORT  K) 

No  subject  is  of  more  importance  to  the  Protestant  denomina- 
tions of  today  than  that  of  Rural  Church.  Some  phases  of  the  sub- 
ject axe  discouraging  and  some  rather  encouraging. 

The  following  statements  throw  some  light  on  present  conditions 
in  rural  life: 

Only  one-fifth  of  the  rural  population  attends  church. 

Only  sixteen  per  cent,  of  the  rural  people  are  members  of  any 
church. 

Two-fifths  of  the  rural  churches  are  standing  still  or  losing 
ground. 

One-fourth  of  the  rural  churches  have  no  Sunday  school. 

One-fifth  of  the  rural  churches  are  kept  alive  by  Home  Mission 
aid,  and  a  large  number  of  these  Home  Mission  churches  are  in 
active  competition  with  denominations  of  similar  doctrine. 

Seven  out  of  every  ten  rural  churches  have  only  a  fraction  of  a 
pastor. 

Latest  authentic  reports  show  there  are  fifteen  million  rural 
children  in  America  and  four  million  of  them  are  virtually  pagan — 
children  without  a  knowledge  of  God.  We  are  reliably  informed 
that  the  Protestant  churches  in  America  waste  annually  three  mil- 
lion dollars  of  Home  Missionary  money  in  religious  competition  in 
rural  communities. 

More  than  a  hundred  denominations  in  America  say  they  are 
trying  to  solve  the  rural  church  problem.  A  rather  queer  situation — 
one  hundred  heads  to  what  is  supposed  to  be  one  body.  So  we  have 
many  heads  pulling  in  many  ways  while  the  kingdom  is  retarded 
and  the  great  soul  of  rural  America  is  hungering  for  the  practical 
religion  of  the  Christ. 

Another  view  shows  us  there  is  a  new  rural  life  today  that 
must  be  cared  for  in  a  new  way  if  it  is  cared  for  at  all.  In  the 
country  we  find  better  homes,  better  roads,  improved  farming  meth- 
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ods,  co-operative  marketing  and  buying,  consolidated  schools,  and 
general  improvement  along  all  lines  of  rural  life  except  in  the  rural 
church — it  alone  is  behind.  Jesus  did  not  believe  in  holding  on  to 
things  because  they  were  old.  He  said  "Behold  I  make  all  things 
new".     Paul  said  "Let  us  go  on  to  perfection". 

Why  are  we  not  keeping  up  with  our  task?  We  believe  the 
answer  to  be:  First,  too  much  denominationalism  at  the  expense  of 
Christianity.  Second,  the  lack  of  denominational  co-operation  in 
the  matter  of  properly  churching  communities.  Third,  clinging  too 
long  to  the  old  large-circuit  system,  especially  in  our  church  in 
North  Carolina.  Fourth,  the  unwillingness  of  many  of  the  best 
equipped  ministers  to  give  their  best  for  the  salvation  of  the  rural 
people.  Fifth,  the  unwillingness  of  many  laymen  to  sacrifice  some 
of  their  own  personal  feelings  and  sentiments  for  the  good  of  the 
whole  church  in  the  matter  of  reshaping  charges. 

Therefore,  knowing  that  our  Methodist  Protestant  church  in 
North  Carolina  is  above  eighty  per  cent,  rural,  we  feel  equally  re- 
sponsible with  other  Protestant  denominations  in  caring  for  the 
religious  life  of  the  mral  church  and  do  now  make  the  following 
recommendations : 

First,  That  the  commission  on  Methodist  co-operation  be  con- 
tinued and  that  it  function  at  every  point  possible  where  the  two 
denominations  are  concerned. 

Second,  That  a  course  in  Rural  Church  be  added  to  our  confer- 
ence course  and  that  the  textbook  be  selected  annually  by  the 
faculty. 

Third,  That  all  rural  pastors  be  urged  to  attend  the  class  in 
Rural  Church  at  our  summer  conference. 

Fourth,  That  our  rural  pastor  whenever  possible  attend  some 
reliable  school  of  religion  at  least  six  weeks  every  summer  and 
that  the  laymen  on  their  charges  seek  to  make  such  an  opportunity 
possible. 

Fifth,  That  this  conference  appoint  or  elect  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  not  less  than  three  laymen  and  two  ministers  to  be  known 
as  the  Rural  Church  committee.  They  shall  study  and  investigrate 
the  rural  needs  and  opportunities  of  our  conference.  This  commit- 
tee may  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  conference  act 
in  an  advisory  manner  to  charges  contemplating  or  considering  mak- 
ing changes  in  their  boundaries.  This  committee  may  be  able  to  also 
advise  in  the  matter  of  building  and  locating  churches  and  parson- 
ages. 

Sixth,  That  we  go  forward  prayerfully  to  organize  and  bring 
into  action  for  God  the  mighty  forces  of  our  sturdy  rural  population.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE 

(REPORT  L) 

Our  student  body  is  larger  this  year.  We  have  in  the  Senior 
class,  13;  Junior  class,  46;  Sophomore  class,  53;  Freshman  class,  86; 
Piano,  25;  Art,  15;  Voice,  7;  Special,  7;  making  a  total  in  all  depart- 
ments of  252;  but  without  duplications,  217. 

Our  deficit  in  running  expenses  this  year  will  approximate 
$12,000.00.  We  have  a  promise  from  our  General  Board  fo  Educa- 
tion of  $5,000.00,  and  we  are  asking  of  you  a  like  amount.  If  the 
requests  are  granted  and  the  amounts  paid,  we  will  have  a  deficit 
of  less  than  $2,000.00.     We  hope  that  this  may  be  so. 

We  have  a  Department  of  Journalism  this  year.  Prof.  Johnson, 
who  came  to  us  from  Anderson  College,  is  the  head  of  this  class  and 
good  work  is  being  done  as  is  evidenced  in  the  Sunday  Enterprise, 
the  Winston-Salem  Journal  and  the  College  paper,  the  Hi-Po. 

The  services  of  Miss  Bessie  Battle  have  also  been  secured  this 
year.  She  is  teaching  Art.  Considerable  interest  has  already  been 
shown  and  we  believe  in  another  year  this  department  will  be  largely 
patronized. 

High  Point  College  is  now  doing  full  college  work.  While  in 
the  first  two  years  we  accepted  students  doing  high  school  work. 
Only  those  ready  for  college  now  are  desired.  And  we  are  working 
under  a  conditional  A-grade  rating  which  we  hope  to  make  perma- 
nent in  the  near  future.  The  work  our  students  do  has  been  accepted 
by  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  by  Duke  University  and  other 
colleges.  The  State  Board  of  Education  has  given  our  students  the 
same  credit  on  their  certificates  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  which 
is  received  by  students  from  other  colleges  having  done  the  same 
amount  of  work. 

Three  Steps  in  the  Progress  of  High  Point  College :  1 — All  the 
indebtedness  should  be  discharged  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  2 — 
The  dormitories  should  be  completed  by  the  beginning  of  the  next 
year.  3 — Our  Conditional  A-Grade  rating  should  be  made  perma- 
nent. This  may  be  done  either  by  raising  in  cash  the  amount  of 
$500,000  as  an  endowment  fund,  or  in  securing  as  much  as  $25,000 
placed  in  the  church  budgets  for  each  year. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  we  need  students  and  that  we  are 
depending  upon  our  own  people  to  furnish  most  of  them.  And 
when  you  do  this  there  will  be  no  further  need  to  appeal  for  students 
until  we  greatly  enlarge  our  plant.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

(REPORT  M) 
Under   the    present   plan    the    Board    of    Education    has    a   dual 
financial  responsibility.      The  first  is  the   erection   of  the   buildings. 
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This  work,  of  course,  has  been  completed  for  the  present,  and  the 
burden  now  upon  the  Board  is  that  of  caring  for  the  debt.  The 
second  is  the  operation  of  the  College.  Under  the  present  plan  the 
Board  of  Trustees  really  operates  the  College  under  the  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Education  and  of  this  Conference,  but  the  financial 
responsibility  in  the  last  analysis  comes  upon  the  Board  of  Education, 
and  the  Board  has  issued  its  notes  covering  certain  items  of  borrowed 
money  to  meet  the  deficit  in  running  expenses.  The  reason  for  this 
deficit  will  no  doubt  be  fully  explained  in  the  report  of  the  President 
of  the  College.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PASTORAL  WORK 

(REPORT  N) 

Broadly  speaking  the  work  of  the  preacher  is  comprehended 
under  the  following;  first  his  preaching,  second  his  pastoral  visiting. 

Most  people  will  doubtless  agree  that  the  preacher's  chiefest 
work  is  preaching  the  word.  It  is,  perhaps  unnecessary  to  suggest 
that  he  should  preach.  There  is  nothing  else  for  the  minister  of  the 
gospel  to  preach  but  the  Word  of  God. 

That  he  may  preach  the  word,  and  that  he  may  be  "a  workman 
that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth" 
he  must  give  adequate  time  to  study  and  preparation.  No  pastor 
can  be  his  best  in  the  pulpit  on  Sunday  who  fails  to  do  his  best  in 
his  study'during  the  week.  This  is  equally  true  of  the  man  who  has 
had  the  advantage  of  extended  school  training  and  of  the  man  who 
has  not.  As  to  how  much  time  each  man  should  spend  in  his  study 
each  one  must  determine  for  himself.  As  to  what  he  should  study 
there'  is  one  book  that  he  has  no  choice  but  to  study.  The  Bible 
must  forever  be  the  preacher's  main  text  book.  There  are  many 
other  books  from  which  he  may  choose.  Out  of  the  many  books 
from  which  he  may  choose  he  should  select  those  that  will  best  assist 
him  in  deepening  and  developing  his  own  spiritual  life,  and  that  will 
best  assist  him  in  his  preparation  to  preach  the  gospel  to  others. 

The  second  phase  of  the  pastor's  work  has  to  do  with  his  ming- 
ling with  his  church  folks  and  his  fellowmen  in  general.  This  is 
second  in  importance  only  to  his  preaching.  Very  great  demands 
are  made  upon  the  pastor  in  this  particular.  Some  of  the  demands 
are  reasonable,  some  are  otherwise. 
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In  his  pastoral  work  the  minister  should  show  no  partiality, 
and  yet  preference  should  be  shown  certain  classes.  The  sick,  the 
bereaved  and  the  distressed  are  entitled  to  first  consideration.  Then 
the  negligent  church  members  should  be  next  looked  after.  Then 
there  are  two  other  classes  that  the  pastor  should  call  upon;  the 
faithful,  loyal,  regular  church  people  who  desire  some  attention, 
and  the  unchurched  who  need  the  pastor's  attention  whether  they 
desire  it  or  not.  Which  of  the  two  groups  is  entitled  to  first  consid- 
eration? Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  pastor's  visiting 
would  result  in  larger  gain  for  the  kingdom  if  he  would  spend  more 
time  with  the  unsaved  and  unchurched  in  an  effort  to  win  them. 
However  it  is  feared  that  the  average  church  member  expects  so 
much  of  the  pastor's  time  to  be  spent  in  visiting  them  that  little  time 
is  left  for  those  who  need  to  be  reached  for  the  kingdom.  In  this 
as  in  the  matter  of  time  spent  in  the  study,  the  pastor  must  be  his 
own  judge. 

It  is  a  rare  thing  that  we  find  the  combination  of  a  great 
preacher,  from  the  standpoint  of  pulpit  service,  and  a  great  pastor 
in  the  same  person.  Most  pastors  would  like  to  be  both,  but  since 
few  men  can  be  great  preachers  and  great  pastors  at  the  same  time; 
and  since  few  of  our  churches  provide  assistants  to  their  pastors, 
therefore,  your  committee  ventures  the  suggestion  that  the  minister 
should  endeavor  to  find  a  happy  medium,  dividing  his  time  judiciously 
between  preparation  for  preaching  and  pastoral  visitation.  He  should 
strive  to  avoid  either  of  two  extremes.  He  should  not  spend  so 
much  time  in  making  personal  calls  that  he  does  not  have  sufficient 
time  to  prepare  for  his  service.  Nor  should  he  spend  so  much  time  in 
study  that  little  time  is  left  for  pastoral  visitation. 

The  demands  made  upon  the  present  day  pastor,  especially  the 
town  and  city  pastor,  are  impossible ;  therefore  the  pastor  must, 
aided  by  divine  grace  and  wisdom,  use  his  best  judgment  and  divide 
his  time  between  the  different  interests  calling  for  his  time  in  the 
way  that  will  work  for  the  best  interests  of  the  kingdom;  and  in  it 
all  he  needs  to  manifest  the  spirit  of  Him  who  came  "not  to  be  min- 
istered unto  but  to  minister,  and  to  give  His  life  a  ransom  for  many."

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  LITERATURE  AND 
EDUCATION 

(REPORT  P) 
The  two  interests  represented  by  this  committee  are  highly  im- 
portant to  the  religious  welfare  of  our  people  and  to  the  growth  of 
our  church.  Literature,  by  its  almost  universal  use  today,  is  influ- 
encing our  general  thought  and  trends  of  conduct,  while  education 
is  the  active  process  of  unfolding  the  individuals  God-given  powers 
to  their  fullest  development.  Left  alone  either  of  these  interests — 
literature   or  so-called   education — may  lead  to   undesirable  results. 
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But  when  guided  by  the  Christian  ideal  we  may  look  to  these  sources 
for  spiritual  health  and  religious  leadership. 

Of  course,  in  any  organized  body  of  Christian  believers  the 
Bible  holds  the  first  and  supreme  place  in  all  reading  matter.  It  is 
God's  word  to  man,  a  textbook  of  salvation  and  a  volume  of  Chris- 
tian culture.  So,  first  of  all,  we  pause  here  to  stress  again  in  our 
modern  day  the  importance  of  reading,  knowing  and  loving  the 
Sacred   Scriptures? 

Turning  to  the  literature  produced  by  and  for  our  own  people, 
we  are  privileged  to  consider  the  Methodist  Protestant,  the  Metho- 
dist Recorder,  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald,  and  the  Missionary 
Record.  The  first  two  publications  serve  the  general  welfare  of 
our  entire  denomination,  and  we  are  gratified  as  we  continue  to 
observe  the  sound  religious  content  of  these  papers  produced  under 
the  wise  direction  of  the  editors.  The  Missionary  Record  is  a  very 
helpful  branch  of  our  literature.  In  order  to  gain  information  and 
appreciation  concerning  our  great  missionary  program,  our  people 
should  read  this  magazine. 

We  observe  the  improvement  in  the  form  and  production  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Herald.  This  is  the  official  organ  of  our  own 
North  Carolina  Conference.  We  insist  that  at  least  one  of  the  above 
publications  should  be  in  every  Methodist  Protestant  home,  and  sug- 
gest that  the  first  consideration  should  be  given  to  our  own  publica- 
tion, the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald.  We  recommend  that  January 
be  designated  as  a  special  period  in  which  shall  be  waged  a  cam- 
paign for  the  increased  circulation  of  these  papers  under  the  direc- 
tion of  local  pastors. 

As  published  at  present  our  Sunday  School  literature  should  be 
noted  for  its  quality  as  well  as  its  organization.  While  the  graded 
material  may  in  some  cases  appear  inconvenient  at  first,  still  it 
evidences  a  general  improvement  over  the  older  type  and  should  be 
used  by  all  our  people. 

We  would  call  attention  to  "The  Methodist  Protestant  Hand- 
book," recently  produced  by  T.  H.  Lewis.  This  little  volume  is  a 
straightforward,  clear  presentation  of  the  history,  principles,  re- 
sources, and  program  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  We  urge 
that  as  many  copies  as  possible  of  this  book  be  distributed  among 
the   several   congregations   of   our   conference. 

Another  remarkable  book  has  just  recently  come  from  the  pen 
of  a  Methodist  Protestant  scholar.  We  refer  to  "The  Bible  Status  of 
Woman,"  written  by  Rev.  Lee  Anna  Starr,  D.D.,  LL.  D.  This  vol- 
umn  we  can  recommend  to  our  people  as  a  helpful,  scholarly  treatise 
of  the  place  of  woman-kind  in  Bible  days.  We  are  glad  to  recom- 
mend also  Dr.  Lyman  E.  Davis'  "Democratic  Methodism  in  Ameri- 
ca," which  brings  the  history  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
down  to  date. 
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Turning  now  to  the  field  of  education,  we  are  pleased  to  report 
progress  on  every  hand.  Westminster  Theological  Seminary  con- 
tinues its  thorough,  constructive  work  in  preparing  men  and  women 
for  definite  ChTistian  leadership.  And  our  colleges  are  showing  a 
healthy  gncowth  characteristic  of  the  entire  denomination. 

But  our  chief  concern  is  High  Point  College.  No  longer  a  wish 
or  a  dream,  this  our  own  home  college  is  a  growing,  working  reality. 
Already  it  is  taking  rank  with  the  best  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing in  North  Carolina,  and  we  are  pleased  to  observe  that  the  schol- 
astic work  there  is  thorough,  scholarship  standards  high,  and  the 
sacred  faith  of  our  fathers  is  there  defended.  So,  grounded  on 
Christian  character,  maintaining  efficient  scholarship,  and  encour- 
aged by  the  patronage  of  our  people,  the  college  is  to  be  recom- 
mended as  the  first  choice  for  young  men  and  women  of  the  Metho- 
dist Protestant  Church. 

To  this  end  we  insist  that  every  pastor  should  be  an  active 
agent  for  the  college.  Our  preachers  being  in  direct  touch  with  the 
students  of  their  congregations,  and  possessing  as  they  do  a  keen 
perception  of  educational  values,  they  should  realize  the  privilege  of 
thus  aiding  in  the  great  work.  We  believe  that  there  should  be,  on 
the  average,  no  less  than  two  well  endowed  young  people  from  each 
church  in  the  Conference  in  attendance  at  the  college  every  year. 
This  is  a  worthy  goal.  To  say  that  the  average  church  in  unable 
to  send  two  students  to  college  is  to  belittle  us,  and  we  feel  that 
we  should  reach  this  finer  mark. 

Finally,  we  favor  the  slogan,  "A  dollar  per  member  a  year  for 
the  College."  With  the  realization  of  the  foregoing  a  solid  front 
will  be  created  for  our  financial  needs,  our  people  will  increase  in 
wisdom  and  knowledge,  and  a  resulting  unity  will  be  felt  cementing 
us  together  in  the  larger  work  to  which  we  have  been  called. 

We  recommend  that  the  President  of  the  Conference  appoint  a 
member  of  Conference  who  shall  become  our  official  representative 
in  the  School  of  Religion  at  Chapel  Hill.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIAL  REFORM 

(REPORT  Q) 

The  term  "Committee  on  Social  Reform"  is  a  rather  new  name 
for  a  combination  of  two  or  three  former  committees  of  this  confer- 
ence. The  idea  of  social  reform  is,  however,  a  very  old  one.  There 
has  always  been  an  element  in  society  which  was  content  with  exist- 
ing conditions  and  unwilling  to  resist  the  present  system.  But  there 
has  also  been  ever  present  a  body  of  forward  lookng  people  who 
refused  to  compromise. 
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Reforms  may  be  stated  in  either  a  positive  or  a  negative  man- 
ner. It  is  easier  to  say  don't  than  it  is  to  find  something  to  do, 
and  most  law  is  of  necessity  prohibitive.  Ethics,  however,  deals 
with  duties  as  well  as  with  errors;  it  has  frequently  been  remarked 
that  sins  of  omission  are  as  numerous  and  perhaps  as  serious  as  sins 
of  commission;  and  the  great  social  reformers  of  whom  Jesus  was 
chief  have  spent  their  energy  freely  in  efforts  to  bring  about  con- 
structive reforms. 

Your  committee  believes  firmly  in  the  prohibition  of  the  liquor 
traffic  and  in  a  number  of  other  prohibitions,  but  we  feel  that  these 
are  only  the  legal  statement  of  a  function  necessary  at  present,  and 
follow  our  great  Leader  in  the  view  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  true 
religion  to  bring  men  into  such  a  state  of  love  as  that  they  will 
keep  his  commandments.  We  wish,  therefore,  to  call  attention  to 
some  of  the  social  teachings  of  Jesus,  realizing  that  in  the  compass 
of  this  report  only  the  surface  can  be  touched. 

He  had  no  doubt  as  to  the  sacredness  of  the  family.  The 
nearest  he  ever  came  to  laying  down  specific  legislation  was  with 
regard  to  divorce,  and  the  whole  burden  of  his  teaching  with  refer- 
ence to  this  subject  points  toward  the  perpetuation  of  the  home. 
We  are  convinced  that  anything  which  tends  to  hinder  this  ideal 
meets  with  his  disapproval  and  we  call  upon  our  churches  to  incul- 
cate ideas  of  chastity  and  modesty.  Would  it  be  out  of  place  to 
encourage  our  people  to  own  their  own  homes  and  to  take  a  delight 
in  beautifying  them?  Surely  the  most  progressive  churches  are 
among  a  group  of  satisfied  home  owners. 

Jesus  did  not  condemn  wealth  but  he  did  teach  that  it  is  hard 
for  a  rich  man  to  enter  the  Kingdom  of  heaven.  It  seems  clear 
that  he  believed  not  only  in  honest  methods  of  acquiring  property 
but  also  in  a  true  stewardship  of  that  which  one  possesses,  be  it 
much  or  little.  The  church  should  do  nothing  which  will  foster  class- 
consciousness;  it  should  neither  fight  the  rich  man  nor  cater  to  him. 
It  should  never  neglect  the  poor;  neither  should  it  antagonize  the 
wealthy.  Let  there  be  one  place  where  men  meet  on  terms  of 
equality  and  let  that  be  the  Father's  house.  The  fatherhood  ofi 
God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man  are  the  two  great  ideals  of  Jesus 
and  they  preclude  class-consciousness,  race  prejudice,  and  personal' 
ill-will. 

The  Kingdom  of  God  is  the  name  by  which  Jesus  called  the  ideal 
social  system  and  the  foundation  stone  upon  which  he  meant  to  build 
his  kingdom  is  love;  love  for  God;  love  for  one's  fellowmen,  love  for 
all  which  is  high  and  holy.  We  must  indeed  fight  the  good  fight; 
there  must  be  no  compromise  with  evil,  no  winking  at  sin,  but  this 
battle  must  be  conducted  on  a  high  plane.  There  was  no  bitterness 
about  Jesus.  His  followers  are  not  bitter.  Social  reform  will  come 
through  the  gospel  of  love.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  OFFICIAL  CHARACTER 

(REPORT  V) 

We,  your  Committee  on  Official  Character,  wish  to  make  the 
following  report: 

After  examining  pastor's  personal  reports,  we  find  that  most 
of  the  pastors  have  been  faithful  in  the  main  in  the  discharge  of 
their  official  duties.  Yet  in  several  instances  we  find  that  pastors 
did  not  administer  the  Lord's  Supper  the  proper  number  of  times; 
did  not  revise  the  church  register  according  to  the  Discipline;  and 
a  majority  failed  to  see  that  the  stewards  provided  disciplines  for 
each  new  member.  A  few  failed  to  take  an  off^ering  at  each  regular 
service. 

We  wish  to  insist  that  in  the  future  we  be  more  careful  to 
carry  out  our  discipline  in  the  respects  just  mentioned.  And  if 
some  pastors  insist  on  making  excuses  every  year  on  account  of 
local  conditions,  that  we  require  them  to  make  their  excuses  to 
the  Annual  Conference.  All  pastors  should  take  the  lead  in  getting 
our  people  on  the  neglected  charges  in  helping  carry  out  the  rules 
of  the  discipline.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUDGET  COUNCIL 

(REPORT  X) 

To  the  members  of  the  Conference: 

Your  committee  believes  that  more  emphasis  ought  to  be  put 
upon  the  Budgets  as  representing  a' privilege,  and  less  upon  the  ob- 
ligation, as  great  as  that  may  be,  to  give  simply  because  a  certain 
amount  has  been  set  for  each  charge  to  raise.  We  must  raise  the 
amount  assessed,  not  because  Conference  says  we  must,  but  because 
the  whole  program  of  the  Conference  is  retarded  or  advanced  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  we  give.  We  ought  to  look  upon  these 
Budgets  as  goals  to  be  attained,  representing  as  they  do  a  challenge 
both  in  responsibility  and  in  opportunity.  And  no  church  ought  to 
be  satisfied  until  it  has  reached  the  goal,  and  has  met  the  challenge 
of  the  Kingdom.  Our  giving  will  enlarge  our  Zion,  it  will  forward 
the  Kingdom;  our  withholding  will  have  the  very  opposite  effect. 

To  the  end  that  our  giving  may  be  enlarged,  we  recommend 
a  campaign  of  education  through  printed  matter,  and  a  sermon  or 
address  at  every  church  in  the  Conference,  stressing  the  different 
phases  of  our  denominational  activity  and  of  our  Annual  Conference 
work. 

We  call  attention  again  to  "the  Lord's  Acre  Plan"  of  raising 
the  Budgets.  This  has  been  adopted  successfully  by  many  rural 
churches,  and  has  resulted  not  only  in  increased  giving,  but  in  bless- 
ing to  the  farmers  who  have  tried  it.  (See  Malachi  3:  8-12.)  The 
amount  of  ground  to  be  tended  can  be  so  apportioned  that  even  the 
smallest  child  may  have  a  part. 

And  for  those  who  live  in  town,  no  better  plan  has  been  devised 
than  that  given  by  the  Apostle  Paul:  "On  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
let  each  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store  as  God  hath  prospered  him." 
The  one  plan  for  the  country  church,  the  other  for  the  town  church, 
will  go  a  long  way  toward  raising  every  cent  of  every  claim. 

The  amount  assessed  this  Conference  for  the  General  Confer- 
ence Budget  is  $55,000.  The  items  of  the  Budget,  with  the  percent- 
age and  the  amount  given  to  each,  are  as  follows:

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REPORT    OF    THE    PRESIDENT    OF    THE    BOARD    OF    YOUNG 
PEOPLE'S   WORK 

(REPORT  Y) 

In  submitting  a  report  to  the  Conference  concerning  the  work 
of  this  Board  I  will  call  attention  to  the  main  efforts  and  accom- 
plishments during  the  past  year. 
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The  year  was  begun  under  the  administration  of  Rev.  Lawrence 
Little  who  later  became  General  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Young 
People's  Work.  He  had  started  several  movements  which  brought 
forth  material  success  later  in  the  year.  At  a  meeting  in  Grace 
Church,  Greensboro,  I  was  elected  to  fill  the  presidency  made  vacant 
by  the  resignation  of  Rev.  Little.  And  under  the  sudden  turn  of 
affairs  the  work  was  left  in  new  and  inexperienced  hands. 

Among  the  factors  of  the  year's  program  I  shall  name  first  the 
High  Point  Library  campaign.  This  was  undertaken  by  the  Board 
and  resulted  in  a  material  increase  in  the  number  of  volumes  added 
to  the  library.  Perhaps  about  1500  books  were  brought  into  the 
college. 

Then  we  wish  to  mention  the  general  work  that  was  carried  on 
by  numerous  letters  and  circulars  mailed  to  the  young  people  of 
the  state.  The  office  has  been  moved  to  High  Point  College  and  the 
president  of  the  Board  found  frequent  assistance  from  the  students 
who  are  ready  to  co-operate  in  the  work. 

Coming  to  the  Summer  Conference  which  met  this  year  July  19 
to  26,  we  consider  the  chief  factor  of  the  report.  This  conference 
was  the  largest  we  have  had.  One  hundred  and  fifty-five  young 
people  registered  for  work  and  certificates  were  awarded  to  115. 
Of  course  there  were  many  visitors  and  delegations  who  came  for 
a  part  of  the  conference  only.  These  counted  would  make  the  at- 
tendance reach  perhaps  260.  Not  only  was  the  attendance  good 
but  the  type  of  work  as  reported  by  the  teachers  was  above  the 
average. 

Three  factors  perhaps  accounted  for  the  success  of  the  con- 
ference. In  the  first  place  the  time  was  more  convenient  than  at 
other  conferences.  We  find  that  the  latter  part  of  July  is  the 
proper  time  for  the  conference  because  it  allows  more  freedom  for 
the  rural  people  and  at  the  same  time  allows  city  people  to  come 
during  a  week  of  vacation.  Too,  the  length  of  the  conference  was 
in  the  advantage.  Just  one  week  as  we  used  this  is  long  enough  for 
the  best  interest  of  the  students  who  attend.  Furthermore  by  this 
shorter  period  the  cost  can  be  kept  lower  than  during  the  ten  day 
session.  It  should  be  stated  also  that  the  work  of  the  Board  this 
year  came  out  financially,  even  carrying  forward  a  small  account. 
The  summer  Conference  did  not  lose  money. 

In  conclusion,  I  shall  state  that  we  appreciate  the  splendid  sup- 
port and  cooperation  shown  by  our  people  and  only  wish  to  say  that 
in  the  coming  year  we  ask  your  same  earnest  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK 

(REPORT   Z) 
A   new    era   is    being    initiated    into    the    Methodist    Protestant 
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Church.  It  is  an  era  which  is  demanding'  trained  leaders  to  ade- 
quately build  the  Church  of  the  future  upon  the  solid  foundation  of 
the  past.  This  can  only  be  accomplished  by  seizing  the  opportunities 
and  shouldering  the  responsibilities  of  the  present  hour. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  lose  one  of  the  most  efficient  workers 
among  our  young  people,  Rev.  Lawrence  Little,  who  goes  to  the 
General  Board  of  Young  People's  Work.  We  congratulate  our  con- 
ference upon  furnishing  such  a  suitable  member  for  the  General 
Board  and  our  prayers,  best  wishes,  and  a  pledge  of  our  hearty 
support  goes  with  him  in  his  greater  sphere   of  activity. 

We  are  glad  to  have  as  our  efficient  president,  Prof.  P.  E. 
Lindley,  of  High  Point  College.  He  has  recently  come  into  the 
work  and  has  already  proved  himself  an  efficient  leader. 

Realizing  the  possibilities  of  a  trained  youth  which  will  consti- 
tute the  efficient  leaders  of  our  Church  of  Tomorrow,  we  submit 
the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  we  urge  all  our  pastors  and  leaders  to  co-operate  in 
every  possible  way  with  those  who  have  the  work  in  charge. 

2.  That  wherever  possible  the  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School 
and  Week-day  Religious  instruction  be  placed  in  the  program  of  the 
local  churches,  and  that  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Board  of 
Young  People's  Work  prepare  a  suggested  curriculum  for  same. 

3.  That  an  appropriation  of  $600  be  made  by  the  conference, 
in  case  the  field  secretary  is  not  employed,  to  the  Board  of  Young 
People's  Work  to  maintain  the  work  of  that  Board. 

4.  That  we  endorse  the  efficient  work  done  at  our  Young 
People's  Summer  Conference.  We  recommend  that  the  conference 
continue  to  support  it  in  every  possible  way,  and  further  urge  that 
all  pastors  and  churches  avoid  making  other  church  engagements 
which  would  prevent  the  young  people  attending  the  conference. 

5.  That  our  Sunday  Schools  and  Christian  Endeavor  Societies 
be  assessed  on  a  basis  of  two  cents  per  member,  with  a  minimum 
of  $2.00  each  for  Sunday  Schools  and  Senior  Christian  Endeavor 
Societies,  and  $1.00  each  for  Junior  and  Intermediate  Christian 
Endeavor  Societies. 

6.  That  the  office  of  field  secretaryship  be  continued,  and  that 
the  appropriation  of  $1500  for  salary  and  $200  for  traveling  ex- 
penses be  continued.  Further,  that  a  field  secretary  be  placed  in  the 
field  as  soon  as  a  suitable  man  can  be  found. 

7.  That  the  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  be  urged  to  put 
on  as  many  Schools  of  Methods  throughout  the  conference  as  pos- 
sible. 

8.  That  all  Sunday  Schools  be  urged  to  organize  department- 
ally,  and  that  our  own  graded  Sunday  School  literature  be  used. 

9.  That  Young  People's  societies  be  organized  where  ever 
practicable,  and  that  they  be  graded  according  to  the  standard  of 
the  United  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor. 
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10.  That  the  churches  employ  wherever  possible,  Religious 
Educational  Directors  and  assistant  pastors,  to  care  for  the  young 
people's  departments  of  the  local  church. 

11.  That  the  Conference  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  look 
forward  to  and  plan  for  the  time  of  the  correlation  of  all  the  young 
people's  organized  activities  of  the  local  church. 

12.  That  some  time  during  the  year  the  pastors  observe  Young 
People's  Night  and  preach  a  sermon  on  "The  Call  to  Service." 

13.  That  all  money  raised,  by  the  young  people's  organiza- 
tions for  missions,  pass  through  the  church  channels. 

14.  That  the  Sunday  Schools  and  the  Christian  Endeavor  So- 
cieties be  urged  to  study  missions  and  stewardship. 

15.  That  all  Sunday  Schools  and  Christian  Endeavor  Societies 
be  requested  to  co-operate  with  the  State  and  County  Sunday  School 
Associations,  Councils  of  Religious  Education,  Christian  Endeavor 
Unions,  and  inter-denominational  Institutes,  and  that  each  church 
be  urged  to  send  representatives  whenever  practicable. 

16.  That  we  thank  the  publisher  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Herald  for  the  space  given  to  the  discussion  of  Young  People's  Work, 
and  suggest  that  this  good  work  be  continued  on  a  larger  scale  if 
possible.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EVANGELISM 

(REPORT  AA) 

In  order  that  we  may  have  a  more  effective  Evangelism,  we  pro- 
pose to  point  out  a  few  things  that  are  absolutely  indispensable. 
There  are  other  points  that  might  be  emphasized,  but  a  condensed 
pointed  report,  no  doubt,  is  preferable. 

The  first  requisite  to  real  Evangelism  is  a  united  ministry.  In 
the  High  Priestly  prayer  of  Jesus,  John  17:11,  He  prayed — "Holy 
Father,  keep  through  thine  own  name  those  whom  thou  hast  given 
me,  that  they  may  be  one."  The  scriptures  record  certain  doctrines 
which,  for  ages  past,  have  been  regarded  as  fundamental,  and  un- 
numbered multitudes  have  lived,  labored,  and  departed  triumphing 
in  an  unshakable  faith  in  these  eternal  truths.  Today  there  are  many 
whose  faith  is  secure,  who  would  gladly  exchange  their  cross  for 
their  awaiting  crown.  And  yet  there  is  a  tendency  to  relegate  to 
the  dark  ages  of  the  past,  everything  that  cannot  be  comprehended 
by  the  physical  senses.  If  this  tendency  is  justifiable,  the  super- 
natural is  logically  eliminated ;  then  our  faith  and  the  faith  of  our 
fathers  is  forever  without  foundation.  We  plead  for  a  ministry 
welded  and  riveted  together,  as  one  inseparable  unit,  on  the  immut- 
able fundamental  truths  of  the  Bible. 
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Another  thing  that  is  detrimental  to  effective  evangelism  is  an 
apparent  lack  of  unity  in  the  pulpit,  with  reference  to  certain  ques- 
tionable amusements.  This  difference  of  opinion  in  the  pulpit  natur- 
ally confuses  the  serious  thinking  laity.  It  is  just  as  essential  that 
the  ministry  as  a  unit  separate  itself  from  the  world,  and  condemn 
those  things,  as  it  is  to  unite  on  the  fundamentals  of  our  faith. 
A  lack  of  unity  in  the  ministry,  will  result  in  a  corresponding  division 
in  the  laity. 

Intense  earnestness  is  an  important  factor  in  evangelism.  Peter 
on  the  day  of  Pentecost,  has  never  been  excelled  for  earnestness 
when  he  preached  to  the  multitudes,  defending  the  living,  the  cruci- 
fied, the  risen  Clirist.  The  Preacher  began:  "Ye  men  of  Judea,  and 
all  ye  that  dwell  at  Jerusalem,  hear  my  words."  Again:  "Ye  men  of 
Israel,  hear  these  words,  Jesus  of  Nazareth."  And  again:  "Men 
and  brethren,  let  me  freely  speak."  Inspired  by  such  earnestness, 
no  wonder  that  three  thousand  souls  were  born  into  the  Kingdom. 
The  same  thing  may  come  to  pass  today.  When  the  minister  deliv- 
ers the  Word,  and  is  not  ashamed  to  own  it,  and  his  soul  is  aglow 
with  holy  zeal,  then  the  hearts  of  men  will  catch  the  inspiration, 
and  multitudes  of  new  born  souls  will  praise  God  for  a  newly  found 
life. 

The  major  note  in  evangelism  must  always  be  "The  Uplifted 
Christ."  There  is  a  growing  desire  among  not  a  few,  to  listen  to 
so-called  big  sermons.  There  may  be  also  in  the  ministry,  an  unholy 
desire  to  preach  big  sermons  for  the  sake  of  applause.  If  the  mes- 
senger is  too  conspicuous,  the  message  will  invariably  be  lost.  It 
is  said  that  when  John  Alden  pleaded  for  Miles  Standish,  he  won 
the  ear  and  the  heart  of  the  maiden  and  not  for  the  man  for  whom 
he  was  pleading.  Jesus  said:  "And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the 
earth,  will  draw  all  men  unto  me."  When  the  ministry  hides  self, 
and  magnifies  and  worships  the  uplifted  Christ,  and  the  laity  mag- 
nifies and  worships  the  Man  of  Calvary,  instead  of  worshiping  the 
man  delivering  the  message,  then,  and  not  till  then,  will  the  Holy 
Spirit  convey  the  heaven-sent  message  to  the  hearts  of  men.  The 
conditions  for  the  Evangelization  of  the  world  are  not  being  fully 
met.

Therefore,  we,  your  Committee  on  Ordin- 
ances, recommends: 

First:  That  all  of  our  pastors  during  the  coming  year  continue 
to  give  expression  and  force  to  each  of  these  ordinances  by  their 
proper  administration  in  all  of  our  churches  as  commanded  by  our 
Saviour  and  outlined  by  the  laws  of  our  Church. 

Second:  That  the  pastors  use  every  available  opportunity  to  in- 
struct and  lead  the  membership  of  our  churches  into  a  true  apprecia- 
tion of  these  two  Christian  ordinances,  and  their  inestimable  worth 
as  a  means  of  grace. 

Third:  That  the  laymen  and  stewards  of  our  churches  be  remind- 
ed that  they  too  have  a  very  important  part  to  perform  in  the  realiza- 
tion of  the  two  above  worthy  ends,  and  especially  in  regard  to  the 
sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  first,  in  the  preparation  of  the 
elements;  second,  in  the  preparation  of  their  own  hearts  and  minds 
for  their  proper  reception,  and  third,  by  providing  sufficient  hymnals 
that  all  may  have  access  to  the  ritual  of  the  church.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PARSONAGES 

(REPORT   DD) 

Your  Committee  on  Parsonages  wishes  to  submit  the  following 
report: 

Last  year  we  had  82  pastoral  charges,  with  only  59  parsonages, 
23  fewer  parsonages  than  pastoral  charges.  These  parsonages  had 
an  estimated  average  value  of  $3,517,  which  shows  our  people  are 
providing  better  buildings  than  formerly  for  their  pastors.  We 
rejoice  in  this  fact. 

Each  Charge  which  desires  the  whole  time  service  of  a  pastor 
should  provide  a  suitable  home  for  his  family.  These  homes  should 
be  located  in  reach  of  a  good  school,  also  located  so  that  the  pastor's 
family  could  attend  services  at  a  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in 
his  absence. 

Parsonages  should  be  furnished  with  all  heavy  furniture. 

We  advise  the  election  by  the  first  quarterly  conference  of  a 
committee  of  one  or  more  ladies  from  each  church  to  be  known  as 
a  Parsonage  Aid  Committee,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  inspect  par- 
sonage furnishings  at  least  once  each  year.  Also  to  suggest  and 
devise  ways  whereby  needed  furnishings  could  be  secured.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION 

(REPORT  EE) 

At  the  last  Conference  it  was  found  that,  after  paying  obliga- 
tions that  had  been  assumed,  no  funds  remained  with  which  to  make 
appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year.  When  the  Conference  Treas- 
urer finally  completed  his  report,  it  was  found  that  there  had  been 
an  overpayment  on  Church  Extension,  and  an  underpayment  on 
the  Superannuate  Fund, — ^which  was  duly  corrected,  by  refunding 
$460.98  from  amount  received  for  Church  Extension.  The  Board 
of  Church  Extension,  in  accordance  with  authority  granted  by  the 
Conference,  met  on  April  16,  1926,  and  made  certain  appropria- 
tions, which  were  contingent  upon  receiving  the  necessary  funds. 
Later,  an  urgent  call  was  received  from  Fountain  Place,  Burlington, 
in  order  to  provide  for  a  payment  on  mortgage,  and  interest.  The 
Treasurer  was  authorized  to  pay  $300  cash;  Brother  S.  W.  Taylor 
borrowed  $750  from  the  First  National  Bank,  Burlington,  upon  con- 
dition that  the  note  be  paid  when  due.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer, 
submitted  herewith,  gives  a  record  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements, 
and  reveals  the  fact  that  we  have  no  money  for  the  next  year's  needs. 
We  recommend,  therefore,  that  no  appropriations  be  made,  but  that 
the  Board  be  authorized  to  take  the  matter  in  hand,  and,  when  some 
idea  may  be  gained  of  what  money  will  be  received,  to  appropriate 
it  according  to  its  best  judgment. 

We  do  not  recommend  a  special  "drive"  for  church  extension 
funds,  but  do  recommend  that  the  pastors  put  forth  every  effort  to 
collect  as  much  as  possible  on  the  annual  conference  budget  early 
in  the  year,  and  to  forward  the  money  promptly  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer.

The  committee  on  President's  Report  wishes  to  submit  the 
following: 

We  most  heartily  commend  the  President  for  his  untiring  efforts 
in  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  the  arduous  duties  of  the  office.  We 
note  with  particular  gladness  the  continued  growth  in  the  member- 
ship of  our  Church  and  the  substantial  increase  in  pastoral  support 
disclosed  in  the  President's  Report.

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OBITUARIES 


OBITUARY  OF  REV.  J.  H.  BOWMAN 

Rev.  John  Howard  Bowman,  son  of  N.  R.  Bowman  and  Hannah 
Kime  Bowman,  was  born  in  Guilford  County,  N.  C,  April  12,  1860, 
and  departed  this  life  August  8,  1926,  at  the  age  of  sixty-six  years, 
three  months  and  twenty-six  days.  His  boyhood  days  were  spent 
on  his  father's  farm  where  he  learned  many  lessons  which  remained 
with  him  throughout  life.  His  early  life  was  surrounded  by  whole- 
some influences  and  the  boy  soon  began  to  have  a  serious  turn  of 
mind.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  his  community  and 
in  addition  to  this  he  found  time  for  much  reading  and  study  at 
home.  It  is  the  testimony  of  those  who  knew  him  best  that  he  was 
a  close  student  and  availed  himself  of  the  opportunities  that  came 
his  way. 

On  January  13,  1886,  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Dora 
Greeson,  who  proved  to  be  a  real  helpmate  and  who  mourns  today 
the  loss  of  one  with  whom  she  lived  happily.  This  union  was  blessed 
with  four  children,  all  of  whom  survive.  They  are,  W.  T.  and  J.  T. 
Bowman,  and  Mrs.  L.  W.  Causey  of  Liberty,  and  Mrs.  Plato  Futrell 
of  Greensboro,  N.  C.  He  is  also  survived  by  six  grandchildren  for 
whom  he  had  an  unusual  fondness. 

For  several  years  after  his  marriage  brother  Bowman  was  a 
country  merchant.  While  not  busy  as  a  merchant  he  had  time  to  do 
a  great  deal  of  reading,  an4  thus  he  prepared  himself  for  the  work 
of  the  Christian  Ministry.  Before  entering  the  active  ministry  he 
was  recognized  as  a  man  of  worth  and  was  secretary  of  the  quar- 
terly conference  of  Liberty  circuit  from  1892  to  1896.  At  the 
fourth  quarterly  conference  of  Liberty  circuit,  held  at  Liberty  Grove 
Church  on  November  7,  1896,  Rev.  J.  R.  Hutton  being  the  pastor  in 
charge,  he  was  examined  and  granted  license  to  preach.  For  the  next 
three  years  he  studied  at  home  and  preached  for  his  brethren  as  they 
called  upon  him.  He  completed  the  conference  course  of  study  and 
was  ordained  an  Elder  at  the  Conference  of  1899. 

From  the  conference  of  1899  he  was  sent  as  pastor  to  Richland 
Circuit  in  Randolph  County,  where  he  labored  with  abundant  success 
for  two  years.  Though  he  lived  several  miles  from  his  charge  yet 
he  never  missed  an  appointment  on  account  of  unfavorable  weather. 
He  had  great  zeal  for  the  work  and  his  enthusiasm  inspired  confidence 
on  the  part  of  the  people.  Beginning  in  1899  he  continued  in  the 
active  work  with  one  or  two  years  excepted  until  his  death  in  1926. 
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During  those  years  he  served  the  following  charges:  Richland,  Saxa- 
pahaw,  Randleman,  Mt.  Hermon,  Siler  City,  Fairview,  St.  Paul, 
Guilford  and  Chatham.  As  a  preacher  brother  Bowman  took  his 
work  seriously.  He  was  a  student  of  the  scriptures  and  made  ample 
preparation  for  preaching.  He  not  only  had  his  own  views  on  cer- 
tain great  doctrines  but  he  was  also  familiar  with  the  views  of  some 
of  the  leading  Biblical  scholars  of  the  ages.  In  his  preaching  he 
frequently  quoted  from  the  Bible  and  backed  up  his  assertions  by 
portions  of  the  word  of  God.  He  was  especially  successful  in 
preaching  in  revival  meetings  and  many  people  were  converted  as  a 
result  of  his  labors.  He  was  a  student  of  the  word,  of  Nature  and 
of  men.  He  had  an  inquiring  mind  and  in  conversation  with  others 
he  was  constantly  adding  to  his  store  of  information. 

As  a  pastor  brother  Bowman  was  conscientious  and  honest.  He 
had  the  work  of  his  charge  on  his  heart.  In  the  days  when  he  was 
physically  strong,  even  though  he  never  moved  to  his  charge,  yet  he 
did  more  pastoral  visiting  than  many  men  who  live  among  their 
people.  One  of  his  parishioners  writes  of  him:  My  family  and  I 
were  always  glad  to  see  him  come  and  we  spent  many  happy  and 
profitable  hours  together  around  the  family  fireside.  In  his  pastoral 
work  he  seemed  to  know  how  to  adapt  himself  to  the  occasion  and 
he  made  friends  with  each  member  of  the  family.  He  was  especially 
gifted  in  placing  the  church  paper  in  the  homes  of  the  people,  neither 
did  he  neglect  the  Benevolent  claims  of  the  church.  He  was  con- 
stantly looking  for  young  men  for  the  ministry  and  having  found 
them  he  stood  by  them  until  they  were  ready  for  the  work  of  the 
ministry. 

As  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  his 
interest  was  always  keen.  For  several  years  he  was  chairman  of 
the  finance  committee  and  his  work  was  with  the  utmost  care  and 
fairness.  For  several  years  also  he  was  a  member  of  the  Boundary 
Committee  and  he  gave  to  that  work  the  best  that  was  in  him.  For 
the  past  several  years  he  had  been  a  member  of  the  Conference 
Faculty  and  rendered  valuable  service. 

It  will  not  be  possible  to  enumerate  all  the  strong  points  in 
the  life  of  brother  Bowman;  however,  he  labored  on,  even  though 
two  severe  attacks  of  Pneumonia  weakened  his  body,  until  on  Sun- 
day morning,  August  8,  while  on  his  way  to  fill  his  appointment  at 
Bonlee  on  Chatham  circuit.  Our  Father  said.  It  is  enough,  come  and 
rest.  And  there  in  his  care,  with  no  lingering  illness,  no  long  fare- 
wells with  his  family,  with  only  a  stranger  to  witness  his  demise, 
his  once  strong  body  failed  to  function,  the  tongue  with  which  for 
a  quarter  of  a  century  he  had  preached  the  unsearchable  riches  of 
grace  in  Christ  Jesus  was  silent  and  he  was  no  more  for  God  took 
him. 

His  funeral  was  conducted  from  Pleasant  Union  Church  on 
August  9,  by  Rev.  G.  F.  Millaway,  assisted  by  several  of  his  brethren. 
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while  many  more  of  his  brethren  were  present  to  pay  their  respects 
to  a  noble  man. 

And  so  we  say  of  him,  as  Tennyson  said  of  his  dear  friend, 
"And   doubtless,   unto   thee   is  given, 
A  life  that  bears  immortal  fruit, 
In  such  great  offices  as  suit 
The  full-grown  energies  of  heaven."

REV.  GEORGE  E.  HUNT 

Rev.  George  E.  Hunt,  son  of  James  O.  and  Temperance  Hunt, 
was  born  in  Granville  county.  North  Carolina  (the  part  now  known 
as  Vance),  September  28,  1839.  His  parents  moved  to  Surry  county 
in  1842.  There  his  father  died,  leaving  a  wife  and  nine  children. 
George,  a  youth  eight  years  old,  was  the  youngest.  In  1858,  the 
family  moved  to  Stokes  county,  where  Brother  Hunt  remained  till 
he  was  twenty-one  years  old. 

He  embraced  religion  May  17,  1855,,  and  joined  the  Methodist 
Protestant  church  at  Crooked  Run,  Yadkin  Circuit,  under  the  minis- 
try of  Rev.  T.  H.  Pegram. 

Having  never  had  the  opportunity  of  an  education,  he  decided 
at  the  age  of  twenty-one  to  enter  school  at  Yadkin  College,  Davidson 
county  (then  called  Yadkin  Institute),  to  prepare  for  the  ministry. 
But  his  prospects  were  soon  blasted  by  the  on-coming  Civil  War, 
which  resulted  in  breaking  up  the  school  in  the  spring  of  1861. 

Being  displeased  with  the  way  in  which  the  war  commenced,  he 
did  not  enlist  at  first,  but  remained  at  home  until  about  the  first  of 
September  1861.  At  this  time  he  attended  a  protracted  meeting  at 
Pleasant  Hill.  He  was  at  that  time  praying  in  public  and  instructing 
penitents,  many  of  whom  he  had  carried  to  the  altar.  Many  of  these 
were  his  associates,  who  had  already  volunteered  for  the  army. 
They  begged  him  to  enlist  and  go  with  them ;  for  they  said  that  they 
would  not  dread  their  duties  of  warfare  if  he  were  with  them  to 
pray  for  and  instruct  them.  He  said  "I  will  go  with  you."  So  on 
the  fifth  day  of  September,  1861,  he  enlisted  in  Company  I,  thirty- 
third  Regiment,  North  Carolina  Troops.  He  went  into  the  regular 
camp  at  once,  and  soon  organized  a  prayer  meeting,  and  kept  it  up 
whenever  his  health  and  surroundings  would  permit. 

Sometime  later  he  was  sent  home  on  furlough,  on  account  of 
his  health.     While  at  home  he  did  some  preaching  in  school  houses 
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and  private  homes.  His  first  public  sermon  in  church  was  preached 
at  Tabernacle,  Yadkin  Circuit.  As  he  closed  and  was  about  to  sit 
down,  a  voice  came  from  the  congregation  "call  for  mourners". 
Brother  Hunt  gave  the  invitation  and  several  came  forward.  There 
was  one  bright  conversion.  Brother  Hunt  was  licensed  to  preach 
at  Maple  Springs,  Yadkin  Circuit,  in  1862. 

February  first,  1868,  he  returned  to  camp.  He  was  in  winter 
quarters  on  the  Rappahannock  in  Virginia.  He  remained  with  the 
army,  holding  religious  services  until  the  great  battle  in  which  Stone- 
wall Jackson  fell.  After  that  he  was  sent  to  Winder  Hospital. 
Thence  he  was  transferred  to  Linchburg,  Virginia.  On  July  twelfth, 
1863,  he  was  sent  home  before  the  medical  board  and  discharged 
on  account  of  teases  in  both  lungs.  After  reaching  home  his  health 
continued  bad  for  some  time,  but  afterwards  gradually  improved. 

He  entered  school  again  to  continue  his  preparation  for  the 
ministry. 

June,  1866,  he  was  assigned  to  Mocksville  Circuit. 

He  was  married  to  Nannie  B.  Ellis  of  Davie  county,  March  the 
thirteenth,  1869.  His  wife  died  May  the  nineteenth,  1880.  To 
them  was  born  one  son,  Thomas  N.  Hunt,  who  died  March  the 
second,  1908. 

September  the  seventh,  1882,  in  Granville  county,  he  was 
married  to  Sarah  I.  Harrison,  who  survives  him.  Five  children  were 
born  to  this  union,  three  boys  and  two  girls,  George  W.  Hunt,  Ernest 
C.  Hunt,  Nannie  Hunt,  and  Mrs.  Vada  Farabee,  who  survive  him, 
Raymond  P.  Hunt,  who  died  in  infancy. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  find  a  full  record  of  Brother  Hunt's 
ministerial  work.  His  first  work  was  Mocksville  circuit  and  his  last 
one,  St.  Paul,  Greensboro.  We  find  that  he  served  Orange  Circuit, 
1870;  Tar  River  Circuit,  1878;  Halifax,  1881-1884;  Winston  Circuit 
1891-1892.  He  was  Conference  Evangelist  1893-1894.  In  1910  he 
was  on  the  Superannuate  list,  but  we  do  not  know  what  year  he 
was  placed  there. 

He  moved  to  Davidson  county  1890,  and  was  elected  Clerk  of 
the  Superior  Court  of  Davidson  County  in  1894.  He  held  this  office 
four  years. 

In  his  last  years,  after  retiring  from  the  active  ministry,  he  at 
different  times  helped  other  ministers  in  their  protracted  meetings. 

He  was  a  devoted  husband  and  father.  He  loved  the  Metho- 
dist Protestant  Church. 

Brother  Hunt  was  blessed  with  intellect  of  high  rank.  He  was 
a  pleasant  associate,  a  good  preacher,  an  excellent  writer,  and  a  fine 
judge  of  church  law. 

Three  years  ago  he  suffered  a  light  stroke  of  paralysis,  after 
which  he  was  an  invalid  until  his  death  March  9,  1926,  at  the  ripe 
old  age  of  eighty-six  years,  five  months  and  eleven  days.

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JOHN  WESLEY  QUICK 

Rev.  John  Wesley  Quick  was  bom  in  Marlboro  County,  S.  C, 
October,  1872. 

From  Boyhood  he  was  impressed  with  the  call  to  the  ministry, 
but  like  many  others  he  resisted  the  call  and  followed  other  work 
for  a  long  time,  but  finally  having  made  a  complete  surrender  to  the 
Lord  he  decided  to  heed  the  call  and  began  his  preparation  for  the 
ministry. 

While  studying  and  preparing  himself  for  the  Master's  work 
he  was  appointed  Postmaster  at  Pageland,  S.  C. ;  this  office  was 
never  taken  away  from  him,  being  postmaster  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  lived  to  see  the  office  grow  from  a  small  office  to  an  office 
of  importance.     He  was  faithful  as  a  government  employee. 

In  spite  of  his  duties  as  postmaster,  in  1913,  Brother  Quick  en- 
tered the  active  ministry  and  was  appointed  pastor  of  Pageland 
Circuit,  and  for  eleven  and  one-half  years  he  served  as  pastor  on 
this  one  circuit,  finishing  his  work  on  this  circuit  in  the  spring  of 
1925.     He  only  gave  up  the  work  then  because  of  failing  health. 

He  had  been  in  declining  health  for  two  or  three  years  but 
his  heart  was  so  fully  in  the  work  that  he  continued  to  work  when 
he  should  have  been  resting.  His  health  grew  worse  and  at  the 
Annual  Conference  at  Reidsville,  1924,  he  was  very  weak  and  feeble. 
Many  will  remember  seeing  him  as  he  walked  so  slowly  to  the  altar 
and  there  knelt  to  be  ordained  an  Elder  in  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church.     He  went  back  that  year  and  served  as  pastor  till  May,  1925. 

Brother  Quick  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Belle  Sowell,  who 
thenceforth  was  his  true  helper  in  all  his  endeavors,  sharing  his  trials 
and  triumphs.  Hand  in  hand  they  walked  for  a  time,  till  at  last  they 
came  to  the  river's  brink,  and  he  passed  on  and  left  her  on  this  side 
to  walk  awhile  alone. 

To  Brother  and  Sister  Quick  were  born  six  children,  one  son 
and  five  daughters.  One  of  his  daughters  died  only  a  few  months 
before  his  departure.  On  the  evening  of  April  16th,  1926,  we  were 
filled  with  sadness  as  we  saw  that  Brother  Quick  was  passing  away. 
On  the  next  day,  April  17th,  his  funeral  was  held  in  Rose  Hill  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church,  in  Pageland,  S.  C.  There  were  present  the 
ministers  of  Pageland  and  a  great  concourse  of  people  that  loved 
him  and  his  work.  He  was  laid  to  rest  in  Rose  Hill  Cemetery  and 
there  under  a  mound  covered  with  lovely  flowers,  his  body  was  left 
to  await  the  resurrection  morning. 

He  was  a  faithful  friend,  an  industrious  pastor  and  a  good 
preacher.  His  faith  was  strong  and  carried  him  through  many  trials. 
This  same  faith  sustained  him  to  the  end.  As  long  as  life  lasted 
and  he  knew  those  present,  he  asked  that  they  pray  with  him,  and 
he  urged  them  to  work  for  the  Lord.     When  he  reached  the  shining 
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shore  we   are  sure  he  heard  the  welcome  words  from  the   Master. 
There  he  rests  with  God  and  will  welcome  us  when  we  come.

CLIFTON  LAWRENCE  WHITAKER,  D.  D. 

It  is  a  proper  and  a  beautiful  custom  of  our  conference  to  set 
apart  an  hour  in  which  the  memories  of  those  who  have  ceased  to 
labor  with  us  may  be  cherished  and  the  fine  qualities  of  life  reviewed. 

While  nothing  that  we  might  say  on  this  occasion  will  add  or 
detract  from  their  life  work,  yet  our  task  is  surely  not  completed 
until  we  bear  our  testimony  to  their  worth. 

Human  life  flows  on  like  a  mighty  stream;  out  of  the  eternal 
past  it  comes  and  into  the  eternal  future  it  goes.  The  individuals 
perish  like  the  flake  upon  the  river.  And  happy  is  he  who  during 
the  short  time  allotted  him  so  labors  and  lives  as  to  receive  the 
praise  of  his  fellows  and  the  approval  of  his  Lord.  We  believe  the 
subject  of  this  sketch  accomplished  this  in  a  large  measure. 

Clifton  Lawrence  Whitaker  was  born  in  Whitakertown,  Halifax 
County,  North  Carolina,  on  the  9th  of  May,  1863.  His  parents  were 
Lawrence  B.  and  Alice  P.  Whitaker.  They  were  both  loyal  members 
of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  she  coming  from  St.  John's 
Church,  Baltimore,  the  oldest  Church  in  the  Maryland  Conference, 
and  he  from  Whitaker's  Chapel,  possibly  the  oldest  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

It  was  most  natural  that  Brother  Whitaker  should  feel  very 
proud  of  his  ecclesiastical  inheritance.  He  was  as  nearly  a  Methodist 
Protestant  by  inheritance,  or  birthright,  as  any  member  of  the  M.  P. 
Church  we  have  ever  known. 

Our  Brother  filled  a  large  place  in  the  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence. His  influence  extended  beyond  this  conference.  As  a  repre- 
sentative to  the  General  Conference  for  a  great  number  of  years, 
his  influence  was  felt  in  the  highest  law-making  body  of  his  de- 
nomination. 

Dr.  Whitaker  possessed  rare  qualities  for  leadership.  He  had  a 
strong  body  and  will,  unusual  executive  ability,  great  knowledge  of 
parlimentary  usage  and  of  the  laws  of  his  Church,  these  coupled  with 
unusual  poise  made  him  a  man  of  recognized  ability  in  whatever 
assembly  he  was  found. 

His  opinion  was  frequently  sought  by  his  brethren  and  his 
rulings  on  points  of  law  usually  stood  the  most  searching  tests  of 
the  opposition. 

Denominationally,  he  was  most  loyal  to  his  church.  When  the 
question  of  church  union  engaged  the  thought  of  our  leaders  a  few 
years  ago,  although  ready  to  enter  upon  the  discussion  of  the  merits 
of  the  case  and  to  admit  the  advantages  of  union,  one  always  felt 
after  hearing  him  that  he  would   consent  to   union   only  in   case  it 
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became  necessary  in  order  to  satisfy  the  majority  of  our  church 
membership.  Personally,  we  believe  he  was  well  pleased  with  the 
trend  the  question  of  union  took. 

Socially,  Brother  Whitaker  was  congenial  and  companionable. 
But  he  was  not  easily  understood  by  those  who  did  not  know  him. 
His  reticence  was  due  more  to  diffidence  than  to  indifference,  we  be- 
lieve. Men  has  been  heard  to  say  this  about  him,  "When  I  first 
met  Brother  Whitaker  I  didn't  like  him,  but  after  I  became  acquaint- 
ed with  him  I  loved  him."  He  was  true  and  frank  with  his  friends 
and  one  who  knew  him  well  knew  that  his  soul  was  never  known  to 
play  false  with  any  man. 

He  was  greatly  interested  in  education;  especially  insisted  that 
our  Church  should  have  an  educated  ministry.  One  of  the  facts 
he  took  just  pride  in  that  the  leaders  of  our  Church  in  its  formation 
were  men  of  great  learning.  And  when  the  plans  for  High  Point 
College  were  made  Brother  Whitaker  became  at  once  a  staunch 
supporter  of  the  project.  He  pledged  liberally  toward  the  enter- 
prise and  induced  others  to  do  the  same.  He  made  speeches  in 
behalf  of  it  and  when  the  college  was  opened  gave  himself  unreserv- 
edly to  it. 

His  early  life  was  spent  on  a  farm  near  Enfield  in  Halifax 
County.  Here  he  attended  public  school  and  it  was  here  that  he 
connected  himself  with  the  church  and  did  his  first  church  work. 
It  was  during  these  years  that  he  decided  to  enter  the  Christian 
ministry.  Later  he  attended  school  at  Oak  Ridge  and  Yadkin 
College  in  preparation  of  his  life's  work.  It  was  while  at  Yadkin 
College  that  he  met  one  whose  life  has  so  largely  influenced  his; 
Miss  Clara  Peebles  of  Davie  County.  They  were  happily  married  on 
the  17th  of  November,  1892,  and  to  this  union  three  children  were 
born,  two  of  whom  survive:  Mrs.  W.  L.  White  of  Greensboro  and 
Mr.  Clifton  L.  Whitaker,  Jr.,  of  Gastonia. 

His  first  pastoral  charge  was  Albemarle  Ct.,  now  Creswell,  in 
1887,  and  he  served  the  following:  North  Granville,  1888;  Mocks- 
ville,  1889;  Tar  River,  1890;  Winston  St.,  1891-92;  Granville,  1893; 
Roanoke,  1894-95;  Granville,  1896-1900;  Pres.  of  Conf.,  1901-02; 
Roanoke,  1903-05;  High  Point,  1906;  Roanoke,  1907-12;  Asheboro, 
1913-19;  Mebane,  1920-21;  N.  Davidson,  1922-24;  High  Point  Col- 
lege part  of  1924,  all  of  1925,  and  part  of  1926. 

He  was  given  the  honorary  degree  of  doctor  of  divinity  by 
Western  Maryland  College.  This  was  an  honor  that  became  him 
and  pleased  greatly  his  friends. 

Brother  Whitaker  was  a  most  effective  speaker  and  a  very 
fine  teacher.  He  taught  public  school  before  entering  the  ministry 
and  during  the  last  years  of  his  life,  he  taught  in  the  preparatory 
department  of  High  Point  College;  the  last  year  he  taught  Bible 
and  was  the  college  librarian.  His  services  there  were  most  accept- 
able. 
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The  going  of  Dr.  Whitaker  was  most  sudden.  His  most  inti- 
mate friends  thought  they  saw  his  physical  powers  begin  to  wane, 
but  none  suspected  the  end  was  so  near.  While  getting  his  car  out 
of  his  garage  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Men's  Brotherhood  at  First 
Church,  High  Point,  he,  wearied  of  the  task,  lay  down  upon  his 
back  porch  and  went  home  to  glory.  It  was  a  terrific  shock  to  his 
companion  who  was  faithfully  discharging  her  duties  at  the  college, 
never  dreaming  that  her  husband  was  not  at  the  meeting  of  the  ] 
Brotherhood  until  she  found  him.  The  report  of  his  serious  condi- 
tion brought  many  of  his  friends  to  his  home  only  to  find  that  his 
spirit  had  returned  to  the  God  who  gave  it. 

He  died  early  in  the  evening  of  February  the  18th,  1926. 
Funeral  services  were  conducted  from  First  Church,  High  Point,  by 
Drs.  Dixon,  Brown  and  Andrews.  He  was  laid  to  rest  in  Green  Hill 
Cemetery,  Greensboro,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  19th,  where  we  left 
him  till  the  trump  of  God  shall  call  us  all  before  his  great  white 
throne.

MRS.  W.  D.   FOGLEMAN 

Mrs.  W.  D.  Fogleman,  nee  Mary  Ann  Elizabeth  Durham,  was  a 
native  of  Orange  County.  She  was  born  and  spent  her  girlhood  days 
in  a  rural  home,  attending  such  public  and  private  schools  as  were 
available.  She  was  a  Christian  from  childhood.  In  December,  1879, 
she  was  married  to  W.  D.  Fogleman.  When  her  husband  had  yielded 
his  life  to  God  and  had  heard  and  heeded  the  call  of  God  to  the 
Gospel  Ministry,  she  put  her  heart  into  the  great  work  to  which  he 
devoted  his  life.  She  held  the  ministrj^  in  high  esteem  and  as  a 
friend  to  man,  she  as  a  minister's  wife  becoming  a  helper  to  the 
friend  of  man. 

Her  husband,  after  a  very  useful  career  as  a  beloved  minister 
in  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
preceded  her  about  thirteen  years  ago  into  the  great  beyond,  since 
which  time  she  has  lived  in  the  home  of  her  daughter,  and  son-in-law 
— to  her  a  son — Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  C.  Nicholson. 

When  during  some  months  of  severe  illness  she  had  made  a 
brave  effort  to  live,  she  laid  her  courageously  down  to  sleep,  and 
by  tender  hands  her  body  was  laid  in  the  cemetery  of  Hebron  Church, 
near  Mebane,  to  await  the  resurrection  mom  by  the  side  of  her 
husband  by  whose  side  she  had  wrought  in  life. 

Mrs.    Fogleman    found   much   in    life    to    appr:ciate    and    enjoy. 
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She  would  not  allow  herself  to  be  so  occupied  with  the  affairs  of 
life  as  not  to  have  time  really  to  live.  Her  earnest  desire  and  un- 
yielding determination,  during  her  illness,  to  get  well  and  continue 
in  life  no  doubt  kept  her  alive  for  weeks,  and  at  times  surprisingly 
active,  while  the  physician  and  friends  marveled  at  her  reserve  physic- 
al strength. 

Her  interest  was  not  in  the  frivolous  but  in  the  more  valuable 
things  which  make  it  really  worth  while  to  live.  She  had  a  keen 
appreciation  of  the  friendship  of  friends.  Her  life  was  enriched  no 
little  by  a  joyous  fellowship  with  her  friends. 

Her  church  occupied  a  large  and  affectionate  place  in  her 
thought.  She  was  ever  present  and  active  in  all  the  regular  services 
of  the  local  church  unless  providentially  hindered.  The  annual  Con- 
ference, which  she  attended  as  regularly  as  a  pastor,  afforded  an 
annual  feast  to  her  soul.  A  week  was  never  complete  until  she  had 
gotten  her  church  papers.  The  Methodist  Protestant  and  the  Herald, 
and  learned  what  was  going  on  in  the  church  at  large  and  in  our 
own  conference  district.  She  always  spoke  good  concerning  High 
Point  College.  Her  interest  in  that  institution  which  never  abated, 
reached  its  first  climax  at  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  of  the  first 
building.  Her  friends  are  happy  in  the  thought  that  she  lived  to 
see  her  two  grand  daughters  students  in  the  college  of  her  church  she 
loved  so  dearly  and  to  which  she  had  contributed  so  liberally. 

Mrs.  Fogleman  was  the  last  of  a  family  of  twelve  children. 
She  leaves  one  daughter,  Mrs.  H.  C.  Nicholson,  of  Mebane,  and  two 
grand  daughters,  Elizabeth  and  Edna  Nicholson,  besides  other  rela- 
tives and  a  host  of  friends  to  momm  their  loss.  She  lived  and 
wrought  well  and  died  as  a  Christian  dies.

MRS.  JOHN  L.  SWAIN 

Mrs.  Harriet  Carter  Swain  was  bom  November  29,  1850;  joined 
Big  Ivey  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  her  young  girlhood;  mar- 
ried John  L.  Swain,  a  minister  in  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
September  5,  1871;  died  February  17,  1926. 

These  dates  are  but  figures  on  a  dial.  They  do  not  mean  any- 
thing save  as  they  record  the  important  events  in  a  well  spent  life. 
What  does  concern  us  here  is  the  impression  Mrs.  Swain  made  upon 
the  lives  of  others.  And  this  has  been  so  beautifully  said  in  the  fol- 
lowing tribute  by  Rev.  J.  S.  Williams,  with  the  added  testimony  of 
her  children,  that  any  further  word  from  the  members  of  the  Obitu- 
ary Committee  would  seem  unnecessary: 

"It  is  an  honor  and  a  joy  to  have  the  privilege  of  this  word  in 
appreciation  of  Mrs.  Swain.  I  first  knew  her  in  her  country  home 
some  twenty  years  ago.    It  is  not  difficult  to  imagine  her  beautiful  life 
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as  she  blessed  her  community  and  neighboring  communities  during 
the  years  prior  to  that  date.  The  hills  in  that  section  were  refreshed 
by  a  net  work  of  mountain  streams  fed  by  a  thousand  springs. 
Mrs.  Swain's  kindnesses  and  gentle  ministries  were  poured  out  upon 
her  neighbors  as  abundantly  and  delightfully  as  the  life-giving  water 
gushed  from  those  springs.  Not  a  single  cry  of  suffering  or  want 
or  penitence  escaped  her  motherly  ear.  By  foot,  on  horse  back, 
on  wagon,  on  cart,  on  buggy  or  carriage  she  went  here  and  there 
either  as  the  companion  of  her  husband-minister,  or  as  a  sainted 
widow- — leading  her  precious  children  she  went — to  feed,  to  clothe, 
to  comfort  in  every  way,  to  encourage,  and  to  guide  into  the  path 
of  life. 

"For  the  twenty  years  of  my  blessed  acquaintanceship  and 
friendship  with  her,  her  life  has  been  a  continuous  benediction  to 
everyone  who  knew  her.  Bright  of  intellect,  quick  at  repartee,  alert 
with  her  rare  sunshine,  penetrating  with  her  gracious  solicitude 
every  nook  of  interest  in  the  life  of  her  friends;  devoted  to  the 
former  comrades  of  her  husband-minister — praying  for  them,  in- 
quiring of  their  welfare,  losing  no  opportunity  to  minister  to  their 
wants,  loving  their  children,  and  giving  her  life  to  the  church  which 
her  husband  and  they  served  so  faithfully. 

"Her  face  was  always  lit  up  with  implicit  trust  in  God  and  with 
love  for  mankind. 

"The  fruitage  of  her  service  is  already  apparent  in  the  lives 
of  hundreds  of  good  citizens,  who,  as  children  and  young  people, 
were  touched  and  blessed  by  her  holy  influence. 

"The  loving  appreciation  of  Mrs.  Swain's  three  children  for 
her — William  and  Edward  and  Estelle — is  expressed  by  them  in 
these  three  paragraphs. 

"In  sickness  mother  was  the  first  to  see  it,  knew  just  what  to 
do  and  how  to  do  it,  was  gentle  and  kind;  in  trouble  and  sorrow 
she  was  always  sympathetic  and  had  words  of  comfort  and  cheer; 
in  the  social  circle  she  was  one  of  the  jolliest;  and,  in  everything 
she  thought  of  others  first — giving  the  best  to  others.  To  me  she 
was  just  what  a  mother  should  be. 

"My  first  thought  of  her  is  often  repeated  admonition  to  me, 
'Son,  live  so  that  others  can  say  nice  thivgs  about  you.'  Mother 
was  always  so  busy  doing  the  little  things,  in  her  quiet  way,  for 
other  people's  comfort  and  happiness,  that  she  did  not  have  time  to 
think  about  public  favor.  Her  daily  life  and  teachings  to  us  chil- 
dren were  in  keeping  with  her  understanding  of  our  Lord's  will. 
She  always  relied  on  the  Lord  to  right  the  wrongs.  She  dearly 
loved  her  church.  Her  home  was  always  open  to  its  ministers.  She 
was  always  ready  day  or  night  to  lend  a  helping  hand  in  sickhess. 
In  ministering  to  the  sick  she  was  considered  a  main-stay  because 
she  seemed  to  understand  just  what  to  do  and  what  not  to  do.     She

was  truly  a  mother  in  every  sense  of  the  word  to  us  children.     We 
hope  not  to  disappoint  her  in  the  end." 

"If  I  could  adequately  express  .my  conception  of  mother's  life 
of  sacrifice,  service  and  Christian  devotion,  a  new  Psalm  would  be 
added  to  the  literature  of  Heaven  worthy  to  be  sung  by  the  Celestial 
Choir  in  the  evening  of  eternity.  Even  David  never  undertook  such  a 
task.  The  gentle  spirit  which  controlled  her  life  and  gav'e  direction 
to  her  efforts  cannot  be  portrayed  by  mortal  pen.  I  can  only  feel 
its  presence.  I  see  it  in  the  snowy  whiteness  of  the  lily.  I  smell  it 
in  the  fragrant  perfume  of  the  rose.  I  can  hear  it  in  the  sweet 
melody  of  the  woodthrush  as  it  sings  in  the  forest  at  twilight,  while 
God's  angels  light  the  candles  in  the  Heavens.  I  know  it  is  her 
spirit,  and  in  solemn  silence  reverently  bow  my  head  and  breathe 
one  sacred  word.  Mother."

MISS  MILLIE  L.  BOWMAN 

August  19th,  1866,  Millie  Ladoska  was  born  to  the  late  N.  R. 
and  Hannah  Kime  Bowman.  When  she  was  about  ten  years  of  age 
she  was  converted  and  joined  Pleasant  Union  Methodist  Protestant 
church  with  her  parents  where  she  remained  a  faithful  and  con- 
sistent member  until  God  called  her  home. 

Very  early  in  life  she  became  interested  in  training  children. 
At  sixteen  years  of  age  she  began  teaching  a  class  in  her  Sunday 
School  and  continued  for  about  thirty  years  until  she  accepted  a 
position  as  matron  and  Bible  instructor  in  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Children's  Home,  at  High  Point,  N.  C,  which  position  she  held  until 
her  death. 

A  greater  part  of  the  membership  of  Pleasant  Union  church  has 
been  taught  by  her  and  many  of  the  leading  workers  say  she  was 
responsible  for  their  taking  up  church  work. 

In  her  childhood  she  became  a  close  student  of  the  Bible  and 
her  prayer  was  that  she  might  have  an  opportunity  of  teaching  chil- 
dren to  know  the  Book  of  Life. 

When  she  took  up  her  work  January  10,  1915,  at  our  Children's 
Home  she  said  to  the  Superintendent:  "I  feel  my  prayer  has  been 
answered  because  I  have  prayed  for  something  like  this  where  I 
might  teach  God's  Word." 

She  was  so  well  acquainted  with  the  Bible  she  interested  both 
the  old  and  the  young.  In  the  time  she  was  in  the  Home  she  spent 
over  three  hundred  dollars  for  Bibles  which  she  gave  the  children. 
Because  of  her  work  in  teaching  the  Bible  to  the  children  in  the 
Home  she  became  well  and  favorably  known  throughout  the  North 
Carolina  Conference. 

She  put  her  whole  soul  into  everything  that  was  for  the  build- 
ing up  of  our  Children's  Home  and  the  church.  For  some  time  she 
had  borne  half  the  expense  of  a  Bible  woman  in  India. 
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She  had  prayed  that  she  might  die  in  the  service  of  the  Master 
and  not  be  a  burden  to  any  one.  Again  it  seemed  that  her  prayer 
was  answered.  For  two  years  she  had  been  in  declining  health 
but  was  able  to  continue  light  work,  but  suddenly  Sunday  afternoon, 
August  1st,  1926,  she  was  taken  seriously  ill  after  she  had  spent  her 
usual  hour  in  Bible  study  and  meditation.  Tuesday  morning  she 
fell  peacefully  asleep  to  awake  in  that  land  where  she  will  live  in 
joy  with  the  redeemed  of  God. 

Her  High  Point  pastor,  Dr.  George  R.  Brown,  conducted  appro- 
priate services  for  her  in  the  Home  and  then  in  Pleasant  Union 
church  he  and  Rev.  G.  F.  Millaway  conducted  the  last  service.  One 
of  the  impressive  features  of  the  church  services  was  the  singing 
softly  and  tenderly  her  favorite  hymns  by  the  children  whom  she 
had  taught  in  the  Home. 

"Miss  Millie,"  as  she  was  affectionately  known  was  truly  one 
of  God's  servants  and  her  passing  was  a  great  loss  to  our  Children's 
Home  and  the  church.

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MINUTES  OF  CONFERENCE  BROTHERHOOD,  1926 

The  Brotherhood  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  met  in  Greensboro,  N.  C,  Friday, 
November  5,  1926,  with  the  president.  Rev.  Geo.  R.  Brown,  D.  D., 
presiding.  After  calling  the  roll  the  secretary  read  the  minutes 
of  the  last  meeting,  which  were  adopted. 

After  a  statement  from  the  secretary  to  the  effect  that  he  had 
not  yet  received  from  the  former  treasurer  the  amount  due  the 
Brotherhood,  Rev.  C.  E.  Phillips  asked  permission  of  the  Brother- 
hood to  take  the  matter  in  hand,  as  he  felt  sure  the  amount  could 
be  collected.     On  motion  the  Brotherhood  granted  the  request. 

The  following  substitute  motion  was  made  and  carried:  That 
the  chair  appoint  a  committee  of  two  to  act  with  himself  to  take 
the  matter  in  hand,  and  that  the  committee  confer  with  a  lawyer 
before  other  action  is  taken.  The  president  stated  that  he  would 
appoint  the  committee  immediately  following  the  report  of  the 
Stationing   Committee. 

On  motion  the  secretary  of  the  Brotherhood  was  asked  to  supply 
the  secretary  of  the  Conference  with  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the 
Brotherhood,  said  minutes  to  be  published  in  the  Journal,  together 
with  the  list  of  members. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  S.  W.  Taylor,  the  Brotherhood  voted  to 
have  copies  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  printed,  each  member 
to  be  furnished  with  a  copy. 

Rev.  Lawrence  Little  offered  to  mimeograph  copies  free  of 
charge,  and  Rev.  L.  W.  Gerringer  was  asked  to  prepare  the  copy. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year:  Presi- 
dent, Rev.  Geo.  R.  Brown,  D.  D. ;  Vice-President,  Rev.  J.  H.  Moton; 
Secretary-Treasurer,  Rev.  R.  A.  Hunter;  Trustees,  Rev.  C.  W.  Bates 
and  Rev.  J.  E.  Pritchard. 

After  collection  of  dues,  the  Brotherhood  adjourned  to  meet 
at  the  next  session  of  the  Annual  Conference.

THE  BUDGET 

The  amount  apportioned  by  the  Finance  Committee  as  the 
assessment  for  each  charge  is  divided  into  two  parts — the  General 
Conference  budget  and  the  Annual  Conference  Budget. 

The  General  Conference  Budget  includes  all  the  money  that  is 
to  be  used  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  denomination,  and  in- 
cludes Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Education,  Young  People's 
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Work,  Old  People's  Home  and  whatever  other  interests  may  be  de- 
cided on  by  the  General  Conference. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Conference  it  was  decided  to 
apply  to  the  Budget  all  the  money  raised  by  the  churches  through 
Children's  Day,  Easter,  Rally  Day  and  programs.  In  the  Budget 
is  to  be  included  also  money  raised  by  the  Woman's  Home  and  For- 
eign Missionary  Societies.  In  fact,  all  money  raised  in  any  way 
for  the  general  work  of  the  churcli  is  a  part  of  the  Budget  and  the 
local  church  may  have  credit  for  it  on  its  assessment.  All  that  is 
required  is  that  the  particular  interest  for  which  it  is  raised  be 
specified  by  the  remitter. 

The  Annual  Conference  Budget  includes  all  the  money  raised  for 
Annual  Conference  Work — see  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

All  money,  whether  for  General  Conference  or  Annual  Confer- 
ence Budget,  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Annual  Conference  Treasurer,  Mr. 
V.  W.  Idol,  High  Point,  N.  C.  He  will  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Conference  whatever  monies  belong  to  him.  In  sending 
money  for  specials,  such  as  Children's  Day  or  Easter,  be  sure  to  tell 
the  Treasurer  what  it  is  for.  Otherwise  you  will  fail  to  get  credit 
for  it  on  the  part  of  the  Budget  assessed  to  your  charge. 

If  any  money  is  sent  to  the  Branch  Treasurers  of  the  Missionary 
Societies,  ask  for  a  receipt,  and  when  the  pastor  makes  up  his  report, 
be  sure  he  is  informed  of  the  amount. 


ELECTION    LAW   OF    THE    NORTH    CAROLINA    CONFERENCE 

The  second  quarterly  conference  of  each  pastoral  charge  shall 
nominate  double  the  number  of  laymen  to  which  the  charge-circuit 
or  Station — is  entitled  as  delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference.  The 
pastor  shall  announce  from  each  pulpit  the  names  of  nominees,  and 
appoint  a  day,  which  shall  be  that  on  which  his  appointment  shall 
fall  at  each  church  if  practicable,  for  taking  the  vote  by  ballot  for 
the  number  to  which  the  charge  may  be  entitled;  the  ballots  cast  by 
members  over  eighteen  years  of  age  to  be  received  by  class  leaders 
and  stewards,  under  the  supervision  of  the  pastor,  and  by  them  to 
be  counted,  and  the  count  forwarded  to  the  third  quarterly  con- 
ference, to  be  compared  by  that  body.  The  nominee  receiving  the 
plurality  of  vote  shall  be  declared  duly  elected,  and  the  pastor  im- 
mediately on  receipt  of  Delegate's  Credential  Card — not  later  than 
September  1 — shall  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference the  delegate  elected,  and  such  certified  list  shall  constitute 
the  lay  roll  of  this  Conference. 

The  alternate  delegate  shall  be  elected  by  the  fourth  quarterly 
Conference. 

Only  qualified  members — those  who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age 
or  over — shall  be  allowed  to  vote  to  purchase,  build,  repair,  lease, 
sell,  rent,  mortgage,  or  otherwise  procure  or  dispose  of  church 
property.

5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shall  read 
the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  correct  and 
prepare  them  for  registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  mem- 
ber, to  call  any  brother  to  order  who  may  indulge  in  personal  reflec- 
tions or  irrelevant  debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Conference,  which  appeal  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

8.  All  the  coimmittees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member 
to  the  Chair. 

10.  The  President  shall  vote  on  no  question,  except  in  case  of 
a  tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from 
his  seat  and  respectfully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr.  President," 
and  being  recognized  by  the  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
question,  except  by  unanimous  permission  of  the  Conference. 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speak- 
ing, or  interrupt  the  speaker,  except  by  permission  to  explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufficiently 
loud  to  disturb  the     Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  retiring. 

16.  Members  are  required  to  vote  in  all  cases,  unless  excused 
therefrom  by  the  Conference. 

17.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  or  debated  until  the  same 
shall  be  seconded. 

18.  All  motions  and  resolutions  made  and  seconded  shall  be  open 
for  debate,  except  the  previous  question,  the  motion  to  adjourn,  and 
to  lay  on  the  table,  which  questions  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

19.  All  amendments  shall  be  disposed  of  before  the  vote  is  taken 
on  the  main  question. 
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20.  All  questions  of  order  arising  after  the  previous  question 
has  been  called  for  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

21.  The  decision  of  all  questions  shall  be  Yes  or  No.  The  yeas 
and  nays  shall  be  recorded  on  the  journal  by  the  call  of  one-fifth  of 
the  members  present. 

22.  All  resolutions  or  amendments  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

23.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order,  except  made 
by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  and  on  the  same  or 
succeeding  day,  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

24.  No  motion  or  resolution  indefinitely  postponed  shall  be  called 
up  again  during  the  session. 

25.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  five  minutes  without  per- 
mission of  the  Conference. 

26.  No  committee  shall  meet  during  the  session  of  Conference.

Proceedings 


The  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Church  convened  in  its  one  hundredth  annual  session  in  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  at  Asheboro,  Rev.  J.  E.  Pritchard, 
pastor,  on  Wednesday,  November  2,  at  9:30.  Rev.  A.  G.  Dixon, 
D.  D.  the  president  was  in  the  chair  and  had  charge  of  the  devotional 
service,  which  was  as  follows:  Hymn  192,  Prayer,  T.  M.  Johnson; 
Scripture  Lesson,  Psalm  91;  Hymn  327;  Responsive  Reading,  Sel. 
33;  Prayer  by  L.  C.  Little;  Hymn  323. 

The  Secretary  called  tlie  roll  of  ministers,  preachers  and  dele- 
gates. 

After  calling  the  Secretary  to  the  chair,  the  President  read  his 
report.  On  motion  the  President's  official  character  was  passed  by 
a  rising  vote. 

The  names  of  Rev.  D.  A.  Highfill  and  Rev.  J,  H.  Stowe,  deceased 
ministers  of  this  conference,  were,  on  motion,  transferred  to  the  Roll 
of   the   Honored    Dead. 

Rev.  T.  H.  Lewis,  D.  D.  LL.D.,  President  of  the  General  Con- 
ference  was   introduced  to   the    Conference. 

At  11:00  o'clock  the  conference  sermon  was  preached  by  L.  W. 
Gerringer,  pastor  of  Calvary  Church,  .Greensboro,  from  the  text 
found  in  Romans  1:16.  The  subject  of  the  sermon  was  "The  Gospel 
the  Power  of  God." 

Following  the  sermon,  the  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  the 
Honored  Dead,  which  was  followed  by  the  communion  service.  The 
President  of  the  General  Conference  was  in  charge,  being  assisted 
by  R.  M.  Andrews,  C.  W.  Bates,  R.  C.  Stubbins,  S.  W.  Taylor. 

On  motion  the  program  prepared  by  the  Program  Committee 
was  accepted  as  the  program  of  Conference,  subject  to  such  changes 
as  may  be  necessary. 

The  following  were  introduced  to  Conference;  Rev.  R.  M.  An- 
drews, D.  D.  President  of  High  Point  College;  Prof.  P.  E.  Lindley, 
Professor  of  Religious  Education  in  the  same,  Rev.  H.  C.  Carmichael, 
pastor  of  Moriah  Charge  but  a  minister  in  the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Church;  Rev.  J.  C.  Auman,  President  of  the  Nagoya  College,  Japan; 
Mr.  Chas.  Reiner,  Jr.,  Agent  of  the  Baltimore  Book  Concern;  Rev.  L. 
C.  Little,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Young  People's  Work;  Ex- 
Sheriff  Ross,  of  Asheboro;  Mr.  Geo.  T.  Penny  of  High  Point;  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  E.  F.  AUman  of  the  Children's  Home;  Mr.  A.  Dixon,  man- 
ager of  the  Children's  Home  Farm;  Mrs.  C.  L.  Whitaker,  wife  of  a 
deceased  minister  of  this  conference,  and  Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews,  wife 
of  the  President  of  High  Point  College. 
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On  motion  it  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  to  hear  Dr.  Lewis 
at  2:00  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

The  main  auditorium  was'  on  motion  made  the  bar  of  the  Con- 
ference. 

E.  L.  Ballard  suggested  that  we  have  a  Conference  Choir,  and 
named  a  number  of  the  brethren  to  compose  it. 

After  announcements  Conference  adjourned  until  the  afternoon. 
1:45  Rev.  G.  F.  Millaway  led  the  Conference  in  the  devotional  serv- 
ice. 

A  letter  was  re;ad  from  C.  L.  Spencer  stating  that  he  is  ill, 
and  unable  to  attend  the  opening  of  the  session. 

At  2.00  o'clock  Dr.  Lewis  addressed  the  Conference. 

The  Faculty  submitted  a  partial  report  recommending  the  elec- 
tion of  H.  C.  Carmichael  and  R.  J.  Tamblyn  to  membership  in  this 
Conference.     On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Boundary  Committee  submitted  a  partial  report  recommend- 
ing the  acceptance  of  Kannapolis  as  an  appointment.  The  delegate 
from  that  charge  was  seated. 

At  3:00  o'clock  the  order  of  the  day  was  the  election  of  officers. 
The  following  were  appointed  tellers:  H.  F.  Surratt,  F.  L.  Gibbs, 
R.  N.  Hauser,  J.  B.  Hicks.  The  ballot  was  distributed,  and  the 
vote  taken  and  counted.  It  was  found  that  S.  W.  Taylor  had  receive(f 
an  overwhelming  majority  of  the  votes.  On  motion  of  C.  W.  Bates 
the  election  was  made  unanimous.  The  president-elect  was  ushered 
to  the  platform,  and  made  a  few  remarks. 

"Sheriff"  R,  R.  Ross,  was  given  permission  to  make  a  few 
remarks,  and  presented  a  gavel  to  the  Conference.  President  Taylor 
accepted  the  gavel  for  the  Conference.  It  was  moved  that  Conference 
express  its  ;appreciation  of  the  gift  by  a  raising  vote,  which  was 
done. 

On  motion  the  Assistant  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
ballot  of  Conference  for  C.  W.  Bates  for  Conference  Secretary. 
The  ballot  was  cast  and  C.  W.  Bates  was  declared  elected.  The  same 
procedure  was  followed  in  the  election  of  V.  W.  Idol  as  Treasurer, 
H.  F.  Surratt  as  Statistical  Secretary.  On  motion  the  Statistical 
Secretary  was  given  authority  to  choose  an  assistant.  On  motoin 
C,  B.  Way  was  elected  Conference  Reporter.  J.  E.  Pritchard  was 
elected  as  Conference  Historian.  The  Secretary  selected  F.  W.  Pas»- 
chall  as  his  assistant. 

Rev.  C.  J.  Smith,  pastor  of  the  Asheboro  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  Rev.  C.  P.  Coble,  pastor  of  the  High  Point  Presbyterian  Church, 
were  introduced  to  Conference. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  Delegates  and  the  tellers  dis- 
tributed the  ballot  for  the  election  of  the  lay  member  of  the  station- 
ing Committee.  There  was  no  election  on  the  first  ballot.  The  names 
of  the  three  highest  were  read,  and  a  second  vote  taken.     It  was 
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found  that  W.  L.  Wardi,  delegate  from  the  Asheboro   Church  had 
received  a  majority  of  the  votes,  and  he  was  declared  elected. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Sti^aughn,  D.  D.,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  Director  of 
the  Centenary  Gift  Fund,  and  Rev.  Roby  F.  Day,  D.  D.,  of  Inwood, 
N.  Y.,  President  of  the  Eastern  Conference,  were  introduced  to  Con- 
ference. 

On  motion  V.  W.  Idol  was  made  an  honorary  member  of  Con- 
ference. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  was  elected  as  follows:  C.  H.  Whit- 
aker,  C.  G.  Hunter,  T.  M.  Johnson,  H.  L.  Powell,  D.  R.  Connell,  R. 
N.  Hauser, 

On  motion  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Concord  Conference 
making  the  retiring  President  a  member  of  the  Stationing  Com- 
mittee, was   amended   to   make  him  an  advisory  member. 

At  7:30  Conference  entered  into  a  welcome  service.  The  service 
was  in  charge  of  the  pastor  of  the  Conference  Church,  Rev.  J.  E. 
Pritchard,  who  introduced  the  following  speakers:  Rev.  C.  L.  Greg- 
ory, pastor  of  the  Friends  Church,  and  President  of  the  Asheboro 
Ministerial  Association,  who  welcomed  the  Conference  to  Asheboro 
in  the  name  of  the  Churches  of  the  city;  Honorable  W.  C.  Hammer, 
who  welcomed  the  Conference  to  the  Asheboro  Church;  and  Dr. 
E.  L.  Mofft,  who  spoke  for  the  President  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, and  who  welcomed  the  Conference  in  the  name  of  the  city.

A  motion  prevailed 
that  the  pastors  remit  for  the  Conference  Journals  within  30  days 
after  they  are  received. 
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On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  we  hear  Dr.  Benson  now,  and 
that  the  order  of  the  day  be  deferred  until  he  has  finished.  Dr. 
F.  T.  Benson,  Editor  of  the  Methodist  Protestant,  Baltimore,  Md., 
was  introduced,  and  addressed  the  Conference. 

On  motion  Conference  ratified  the  action  taken  at  the  Pastor's 
Summer  Conference,  in  the  appointment  of  the  Centenary  Com- 
mittee; The  Committee  is  composed  of  the  following:  J.  D.  Williams, 
J.  E.  Pritchard,  J.  D.  Ross,  S.  S.  Coe,  J.  M.  Cutchin. 

The  roll  of  charges  was  read  and  the  pastors  submitted  their 
reports.  After  announcements  conference  took  recess  until  1:45 
this  afternoon,  the  time   being  spent   in   committee  meetings. 

Thursday  Afternoon 

1:45.     The  devotional"  service  was  in  charge  of  J.  H.  Moton. 

The  President  made  some  remarks  concerning  a  pot  of  dahlias 
which  was  presented  by  the  delegate  from  Mt.  Hermon  charge, 
Brother  J.  D.  Payne,  and  Mrs,  Payne.  Brother  Payne  was  intro- 
duced to  the  Conference.  He  asked  to  be  excused  from  further  atten- 
dance because  of  the  illness  of  his  wife.    The  request  was  granted. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  2:00  o'clock  was  to  hear  Dr.  Straughn 
the  Director  of  the  Centenary  Gift  Fund.  At  the  conclusion  of  his 
address,  at  the  request  of  the  President,  the  Conference  stood  for  the 
singing  of  "Onward  Christian  Soldiers."

Davis,  D.  D. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  prevailed,  and  conference  was  dismissed 
with  prayer  by  W.  T.  Totten. 

Thursday    Night 

7:30.  The  evening  service  was  a  meeting  in  celebration  of  the 
one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  beginning  of  the  denomination  in 
North  Carolina.  E.  L.  Ballard  led  the  coference  in  its  devotions, 
following  which  the  choir  sang  an  anthem.     Mr.  Chas.  Reiner,  Jr.,  of 

Baltimore,  Md.,  sang  a  solo.     The   President  then  introduced  J.   E. 

Pritchard,   the   Conference  Historian,   who  read   a  historical  paper. 
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Following  the  paper,  Rev.  Roby  F.   Day,  D.  D.,  of  Inwood,  N.  Y., 
President  of  the  Eastern  Conference,  made  the  anniversary  address. 

Friday,   November  4 

8:45.  The  roll  was  called.  M.  P.  Chambliss  led  the  Conference 
in  the  devotional  exercises. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  9:30  was  a  church  extension  rally. 
A.  G.  Dixon  called  on  the  pastors  of  the  Church  Extension  points 
to  make  brief  statement  concerning  their  work.  The  following  spoke : 
N.  G.  Bethea,  State  Street,  Lexington;  W.  M.  Loy,  Fountain  Place, 
Burlington;  G.  H.  Hendry,  for  the  new  enterprise  at  Kannapolis;  J. 
W.  Redding,  delegate  from  Spencer,  spoke  of  the  work  there;  F.  M. 
Furr,  North  Charlotte.  Dr.  Dixon  made  the  closing  address.  On 
motion  the  President  was  authorized  to  solicit  funds  for  Church 
Extension  to  any  extent  he  may  be  able.

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versity,  and  fraternal  messenger  from  the  Conferences  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  this  State,  was  introduced  and  made 
a  fraternal  address.  At  the  request  of  the  President,  C.  E.  Forlines 
made  a  response.  A.  G.  Dixon  led  the  conference  in  prayer.  The 
report  of  the  Joint  Commission  on  Methodist  Cooperation  was  read 
and  on  motion  adopted.

Bates.  The  following  reports  were  read  and  on  motion  adopted: 
Church  Music  (Report  L)  ;  Evangelism,  (Report  M)  ;  Parsonages', 
(Report   N). 

On  motion  conference  adjourned  after  hearing  a  partial  report 
of  the  tellers,  who  reported  eleven  ministers  elected,  the  ballot  for 
laymen  not  having  been  canvassed. 
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Friday  Night 

7 :30.  A  short  business  session  was'  held  before  the  meeting,  and 
the  following  business  transacted:  It  was  made  the  order  of  the  day 
to  hear  Dr.  Rosenberger  immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  Minutes 
tomorrow  morning,  and  to  hear  Dr.  Forlines  following  Dr  Rosen- 
berger.

The  Conference  indulged  in  some  moments  of  happy  experience 
in  honor  of  these  brethren  who  are  asking  to  be  placed  on  the 
superannuate  list. 

The  students  and  members  of  the  High  Point  College  Faculty 
were  introduced,   and  gave  the   College  song  and  the  College   yell. 
On  motion   it  was    voted   to   reconvene   at   7.30    for   a   business 
session. 
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The  Conference  voted  that  the  expense  to  the  General  Confer- 
ence be  apportioned  on  a  basis  of  $30  for  each  representative,  each 
representative,  to  take  care  of  any  additional  expense. 

Motion  to  adjourn  carried.  J.  C.  Auman  led  the  Conference 
in  prayer. 

Saturday    Night 

7:00.  Conference  entered  into  a  business  session.  The  Secretary 
read  a  letter  from  Brother  J.  Norman  Wills,  relative  to  the  files 
of  Minutes.  On  motion  P.  S.  Kennett  was  made  custodian  of  the 
Journals. 

The  President  made  a  statement  that  one  Arnold  Williams  is  not 
the  son  of  Rev.  D.  R.  and  Mrs.  Williams  of  this  Conference. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  historical  paper  prepared  by 
J.  E.  I*ritchard,  Conference  Historian,  be  published  in  the  Journal. 

The  President  made  a  statement  concerning  some  funds.  On 
motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  sum  of  $312.84  be  turned  over  to  the 
Fountain  Place,   Burlington,   Church. 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Roberts  Bequest,  (Report 
W),  and  of  the  Conference  Trustees,  (Report  X),  were  read,  and 
on  motion  adopted. 

A  resolution  concerning  pastoral  supply  for  the  churches  was 
read  and  on  motion  adopted.      (Resolution  2). 

Rev.  J.  S.  Williams,  D.  D.,  Chaplain  of  the  Mission  of  the 
Good  Samaritan,  Asheville,  and  a  member  of  this  conference  was 
introduced,  and  made  some  remarks  concerning  his  work,  and  con- 
cerning the  reception  given  him  as  fraternal  messenger  from  this 
Conference  to  the  Western  North  Carolina  Annual  Conferecce  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  session  at  Asheville. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  have  a  short  business  session  following 
the  meeting  in  the  interest  of  the  Board  of  Young  People's  Work, 
which  was  then  entered  into.

The  Conference  Work 

During  this  Conference  year  I  have  been  blessed  with  good 
health  for  the  most  part,  so  have  willingly  and  unhesitatingly  re- 
sponded to  every  call  possible.     In  doing  the  work  assigned  me  I 
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have  not  spared  myself  or  the  Buick  car.  I  have  traveled  about 
15,500  miles  in  my  own  car,  many  miles  with  pastors  in  their  cars 
besides  many  miles  by  rail.  Have  attended  29  Quarterly  Confer- 
ences, 72  Committee  and  Board  Meetings,  have  written  about  2700 
letters  and  post  cards,  delivered  196  sermons  and  addresses,  assist- 
ed in  9  funerals  and  married  4  couples. 

Mrs.  Dixon  has  been  a  great  help  in  the  work  in  many  ways, 
especially  by  responding  to  the  call  of  pastors  and  missionary  So- 
cieties. She  has  made  about  94  addresses,  organized  several  Chris- 
tian Endeavor  Societies  and  several  Missionary  Societies.  Together 
we  have  assisted  in  four  revivals  and  had  the  plejasure  of  seeing 
54  persons  join  the  church  as  a  result. 

Fourth  Quarterly  blanks  were  sent  to  all  the  pastors  and  the 
following  facts  were  gleaned  from  these: 

First,  that  62  charges  paid  pastors  salary  in  full. 
Second,  that  18  increased  their  salaries  for  next  year,  totaling  an 
increase   of   $4,285.       2   reduced   their  salaries   amounting  to    $83.00 
leaving  a  balance  gained  of  $4,202. 

Third,  an  increase  in  membership   of  910. 

Fourth,  the  amount  of  money  spent  on  church  buildings  and 
improvements  was  $37,736  and  on  Parsonages  $16,766. 

Fifth,  that  6  churches  reported  100%  organized,  25  reported  75% 
organized,  and  22  reported  50%.  The  others  were  under  this  or  failed 
to  report.

On  Dec.  27,  1926,  Rev.  Fred  C.  Klein,  D.  D.,  our  first  ordained  mis- 
sionary  to   Japan   and   for  nearly  twenty   years    Secretary   of   the 
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Board  of  Missions,  peacefully  passed  to  the  Great  Beyond.  Dr. 
Klein  belonged  to  the  entire  denomination.  He  was  a  good  man  and 
will  be  missed  among  us.  I  suggest  that  the  Secretary  of  this  Con- 
ference be  directed  to  write  Mrs.  Klein  at  Berwyn,  Md.  expressing 
our  sympathy. 

Our    Children's    Home 

A  full  report  of  the  Home  will  be  made  at  the  proper  time  by 
the  Superintendent  and  the  Treasurer.  Our  people  take  a  great  pride 
in  the  Home,  ^nd  they  contribute  to  the  Home  with  a  bit  more 
joy,  I  think,  than  to  any  thing  else  out  side  of  the  local  church. 

Each  Sunday  School  should  respond  to  the  request  for  one 
Sunday  offering  for  the  Home.  Most  of  our  Schools  are  doing  this, 
and  I  believe  the  others  can  be  led'to  do  so  provided  there  is  some 
systematic  follow-up  plan  to  call  attention  of  our  pastors  and  Sunday 
School  Superintendents  to  this  worthy  cause.  I  call  attention  once 
more  to  the  "Daily  Income  Plan"  which  is  put  on  each  year  at 
Thanksgiving  for  the  Home.  If  our  people  will  respond  liberally 
through  these  two  channels  the  Home  will  continue  to  be  in  good 
financial   condition. 

High    Point    College 

The  High  Point  College  goes  on  apace  with  its  great  work.  It 
was  a  source  of  great  joy  to  us  that  we  were  able  to  graduate 
our  very  first  class  with  an  "A  Grade  Diploma,"  tho  the  college  had 
only  been  running  three  years.  Many  said  we  could  not  do  it,  but 
we  did.  Our  present  enrollment  is  316  with  44  of  these  in  the 
senior  class. 

The  College  is  not  only  the  pride  and  joy  of  our  Conference, 
but,  thank  God  it  is  being  recognized  as  the  very  heart  of  the  Con- 
ference.   It  has  already  put  new  life  into  the  Conference,  and  through 
the  years  it  will  build  us  up  as  nothing  else  has  done.     It  is  great 
to  know  that  all  true,  loyal-hearted  Methodist  Protestants  in  this 
'.  Conference  are  responding  to  the  calls  of  the  High  Point  College. 
Many  people  from   other  states  and  from  other  denominations 
in  the  state  are  saying  beautiful  things  about  us.    Many  of  us  have 
been  down  under  the  burdens  of  it  until  we  have,  in  a  measure, 
■failed  to  see  the  glory  of  it.    But  today  we  should  lift  up  our  hearts 
and   praise   God   for  so   wonderfully   leading   us,   and   promise   him 
that  we  will  boost  with  all  our  souls. 

All  praise  and  all  honor  to  every  one  who  has  contributed  in 
any  way  to  make  High  Point  College  possible.  At  this  present  time 
Mr.  Geo,  T.  Penny  and  Mr.  J.  M.  Millikan  are  leading  in  a  cam- 
paign to  clear  the  college  of  indebtedness,  and  word  comes  to  us 
that  Mi".  C.  F.  Finch  is  making  it  possible  to  begin  the  erection  of  a 
gymnasium  shortly.  To  these,  and  to  the  many  who  have  helped 
and  who  will  continue  to  help,  we  say,  God  bless  you. 
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For  five  yeans  now  I  h,ave  labored  side  by  side  with  Dr.  R.  M. 
Andrews,  the  President  of  High  Point  College,  and  know  from  actual 
experience,  and  from  constant  touch  with  this  great  soul,  that  for 
these  five  years  he  has  given  his  best  and  his  all  to  the  College,  he 
could  do  no  more.  In  this  great  work  he  has  the  love  and  confidence 
and  backing  of  the  people  of  the  Conference. 

Our    Superannuates 

We  rejoice  that  these  faithful  soldiers  of  the  cross  are  receiv- 
ing a  bit  more  than  formerly.  Five  years  ago  the  largest  amount 
paid  to  any  one  of  our  Superannuates  was  $235.00  per  year.  This  year 
a  few  of  them  are  receiving  $325.00.  However  that  amount  is  f^* 
too  small.  When  I  came  into,  office  I  had  high  hopes  of  leading 
the  Conference  to  do  something  worthy  for  this  cause.  But  our 
financial  burdens  at  High  Point  College,  and  in  our  church  building 
campaigns  have  bent  our  backs  almost  to  the  breaking.  So  we  have 
not  done  much  extra  for  the  Superannuates. 

I  commend  the  plan  recommended  by  the  committee  on  Superan- 
nuates last  year,  and  urge  its  qualified  continuance.  I  also  urge 
each  pastor  in  the  Conference  to  stress  the  offering  for  Superan- 
nuates until  he  is  sure  he  has  the  full  amount  assessed  his  charge 
for  this  worthy  cause.  This  Conference  should  quickly  work  to  the 
point  of  paying  $500.00  per  year  to  each  of  our  Superannuates.  When 
we  raise  the  full  assessment  of  $4000.00  per  year  for  this  cause 
we  can  do  this  and  at  the  same  time  pay  a  bit  more  than  we  are 
doing  to  widows  of  ministers. 

Pastoral  Work 

Any  honest  pastor  will  tell  you  that  pastoral  work  becomes  more 
and  more  difficult.  But  difficulties  must  not  be  allowed  to  crowd 
out  one  of  the  most  effective  functions  of  the  pastor.  This  is  not 
gad-about  work.  It  is  a  real  Kingdom  service.  A  pastor  said  to  me 
recently,  "I  have  decided  that  when  I  visit  a  home  something  shall 
be  done  before  I  leave  it  to  let  it  be  known  that  a  minister  has  been 
in  the  home." 

A  good  layman  said  the  other  day,  "Can't  you  manage  some 
way  to  get  the  pastors  to  visit  more,  especially  among  the  careless 
and  the  indifferent.  If  sheep  are  absent  the  shepherd  is  careful 
to  look  after  the  absent  ones." 

Whatever  you  may  think  about  it,  your  people  want  you  in  their 
homes.  They  wish  your  presence  occasionally  and  your  influence 
in  rearing  their  children.  The  Stationing  Committee  frequently 
finds  it  difficult  to  place  men,  simply  because  they  will  not  visit. 
The  pastor  neglects  this  work  to  the  detriment  of  the  people  he 
serves  and  to  the  detriment  of  his  own  usefulness  in  Kingdom  iserv- 
ice.

Pastoral  Supply  and  Pastoral  Support 

We  have  a  noble  band  of  ministers  serving  our  fields,  and  we 
have  been  able  from  year  to  year  to  supply  all  our  fields.  A  few 
of  our  men  may  be  inefficient,  and  a  few  of  our  fields  do  not  pay 
a  living  salary.  Some  of  these  are  small  and  seem  too  far  from 
other  fields  to  be  attached  to  any  thing  else.  The  one  problem  will 
be  studied  by  our  Conference  Faculty,  and  I  am  recommending  that 
a  Special  Boundary  Committee  study  the  other,  and  report  to  this 
Conference.  Pastoral  Supply  and  Pastoral  Support  are  so  closely 
bound  together  that  you  cannot  separate  them.  The  charges  are 
crying  out  for  wide-awake,  eificient  service,  and  when  they  get  this 
in  most  cases,  they  are  willing  to  increase  the  support  accordingly. 

The  matter  of  pastoral  support  is  one  task  that  I  have  set 
myself  definitely  to  during  these  five  years.  I  believed  our  pastors 
could  be  helped  in  this  and  they  have  been.  In  1922  our  pastors 
received  on  salary  §76,352.00,  and  this  year  they  were  promised 
$111,820.00,  an  increase  of  $35,468.00.  Reports  indicate  that  there 
are  not  many  deficits  in  salaries.  Our  country  charges  especially 
have  made  splendid  advances  in  salai'y.  Two  of  these  promise 
$2000.00  each  for  next  year.  Most  of  our  country  charges  have  made 
substantial  increases  in  salary  during  the  five  years.  However  there 
are  several  country  changes  that  are  just  as  able  to  pay  $2000.00  per 
year  as  are  the  two  which  are  doing  it. 

We  now  have  13  ministerial  students  in  High  Point  College; 
three  of  these  we  are  already  using  in  the  pastorate.  The  two 
young  men  who  graduated  from  our  College  last  May  would  like 
to  take  advanced  studies  this  year.  Three  who  graduate  from  our 
college  next  May  will,  perhaps,  enter  our  Westminster  Theological 
Seminary  next  September. 

Church    Extension 

This  is  one  of  the  most  important  matters  to  come  to  our  atten- 
tion. For  a  time  our  Conference  should  help  rather  largely  at  Foun- 
tain Place,  Burlington  and  at  State  Street,  Lexington.  Calvary  and 
West  End,  Greensboro  both  must  be  helped  for  a  while.  In  Spencer, 
Charlotte  and  Kannapolis  immediate  help  must  be  given  in  order  to 
seize  the  splendid  opportunities  we  have  at  these  places.  Then,  too, 
a  few  salaries  elsewhere  must  be  supplimented. 

A  study  of  our  Conference  work  will  show  that  no  money  we 
have  spent  has  paid  any  larger  returns  on  investment  than  what 
we  have  put  into  church  extension.  Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  G. 
H.  Hendry  and  Mr.  D.  A.  McLauren  of  Concord,  a  church  has  been 
organized  at  Kannapolis,  a  lot  purchased  on  which  there  is  a  par- 
sonage, and  a  hut  has  been  built.  A  new  church  is  being  built  on 
High  Way  No.  10  between  Lexington  and  Spencer  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Rev.  R.  S.  Troxler.  This  church  is  asking  admisson  to  our 
Conference. 
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,-i..        Young    People's    Work 

The  President  of  our  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  and 
the  committee  on  Young  People's  Work  will  report  to  this  Conr 
ference,  so  I  need  not  speak  at  length  here. 

All  who  know  me  know  that  my  whole  heart  and  life  go  out 
to  this  work  I  love  our  young  people  and  delight  to  know  that  they 
love  me.  I  believe  in  our  young  people,  and  know  that  the  future 
church  depends  on  the  way  we  train  and  develop  the  youth  which 
God  commits  to  our  care.  Our  Sunday  Schools  and  Christian  En- 
deavor Societies,  our  College  and  our  Young  People's  Summer  Con- 
ference are  all  helpful  agencies  in  this  great  work. 

The  home,  the  school  and  the  church  must  all  combine  to  save 
the  young  people  to  lives  of  usefulness  here,  and  to  lives  of  glory 
up  there  My  experience  in  the  work  leads  me  to  say  again, — I  fully 
believe  we  should  have  an  alltime  wide-awake  worker  in  the  field 
for  our  young  people.  This  worker,  in  my  judgment,  should  seek 
to  bring  about  better  organizations  in  many  of  our  churches,  and 
also  to  canvass  for  students  for  the  High  Point  College.  Lack  of  a 
man  has  kept  us  from  doing  this  this  year. 

The   Budgets 

The  First  Essential  in  raising  the  budgets  is  To  Believe  They 
Should  Be  Raised.  Many  times  they  are  not  raised  because  neither 
pastor  or  people  believe  fully  that  It  Should  Be  Done. 

An  average  per  member  of  $2.75  per  year,  or  23c  per  member 
per  month,  would  have  paid  in  full  the  College  Assessment,  the 
Annual  Conference  Budget,  and  the  General  Conference  Budget  for 
this  year.  No  one  will  argue  that  that  is  too  much.  When  we  pay 
our  pastors  about  $110,000.00  per  year  we  ought  not  to  think  of 
paying  less  than  a  combined  budget  of  $76,000  for  these  benevolences. 
We  need  a  greater  vision  of  Kingdom  service  beyond  the  local 
church. 

The  Second  Essential  in  raising  the  budgets  is  Every  Member 
Paying.  The  local  church  budget,  the  Conference  budgets  and  the 
College  Assessments  should  be  included  in  one  budget,  andi  early 
in  the  year  the  every  member  canvass  should  be  made  in  such  a 
way  that  every  member  will  feel  that  they  have  an  obligation  to 
meet.  Let  us  get  the  habit  of  expecting  every  memher  to  pay 
some  thing.  I  realize  the  difficulty  here;  but  this  is  the  end  toward 
which  every  local  church  should  work.  Raising  these  budgets 
is  just  as  much  a  pastors  obligation  to  his  Conference  as  preaching 
the  Sabbath  Sermon  is,  and  some  of  us  preach  a  better  sermon  by 
the  money  we  get  the  people  to  give  for  missions  than  we  preach 
to  our  congregations. 

The  Third  Essential  is.  Prayer, — A  splendid  pastor  said,  "I  would 
sooner  think  of  conducting  a  revival  without  prayer  than  attempt-

ing  without  prayer  the  task  of  raising  the  budgets.  Prayer  has  the 
same  place  in  each  undertaking." 

The  fourth  essential  is, — Inf ormiation.  An  honest  effort  must  be 
made  to  give  full  information  concerning  the  interests  involved 
in  the  budgets.  A  budget  does  not  appeal  to  any  body;  but  the 
running  expenses  of  the  Conference,  the  Superannuate  fund,  Church 
Extension,  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  and  Christian  Education  when 
properly  presented  should  readily  appeal  to  any  Christian.  They  will 
appeal  if  the  needs  are  rightly  told. 

A  Christian  should  know  that  it  is  as  important  to  pay  as  to  pray. 
We  pray,  "Thy  Kingdom  Come,"  and  we  help  to  bring  about  the 
coming  of  the  Kingdom  by  paying  our  dollars  to  Kingdom  interests. 

Our  people  are  coming  more  and  more  to  consider  the  budgets 
as  a  part  of  the  blessedness  of  our  church  life.  May  God  help  us 
all  to  come  to  view  the  Budgets  as  a  Privilege  and  not  a  Burden. 
And  may  He  help  each  minister  of  our  Conference  to  recognize  that 
raising  the  Budgets  is  perhaps  the  greatest  sermon  he  will  preach 
during   the    year. 

The  every  member  canvass,  in  some  form,  with  the  weekly,  or 
at  least  monthly  payments  is  the  very  best  plan  known  to  secure 
church  finance.  The  Special  Days,  Easter,  Children's  Day  and  Rally 
Day  with  the  Thank  Offering  Days  for  the  Missionary  Societies,  if 
properly  observed,  are  a  great  help  in  raising  the  General  Confe]>- 
ence  Budget. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Sheridan  reports  for  last  Easter, — "About  500  churches 
reported  to  my  office,  showing  that  2,225  persons  united  with  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  last  Easter  Sunday  morning."  "Thirty- 
two  churches  of  your  Conference  reported  to  my  office, — $983.49 
received  as  Easter  offering,  and  133  members  received  into  the 
churches^ — Other  churches  took  offerings  as  Mr.  Staley's  books  show 
that  your  Conference  sent  in  $1196.00  as  Easter  offerings  only  68 
of  your  224  churches  ordered  the  Easter  programs,  leaving  156  church- 
es that  did  not  order." 

I  suppose  that  about  this  same  ratio  holds  with  reference  to 
Children's  Day  and  Rally  Day.  Thus  many  of  our  churches  neglects 
one  of  the  best  means  of  helping  to  raise  the  General  Conference 
Budget. 

Rural  Church  Life 

The  rural  church  work  is  exceedingly  important  with  us,  because 
we  are  still,  at  least  70%  in  the  country.  This  matter  was  thoroughly 
and  we  believe  helpfully  discussed  at  our  last  Summer  Conference. 

Consolidation  of  rural  churches  in  a  few  instances  would  do 
much  good,  and  this  will  come  in  course  of  time,  but  it  must  come 
slowly.  The  Committee  on  "Consolidation  of  Rural  Churches"  should 
be  continued  that  the  matter  may  be  studied  well  and  carefully 
handled.

Church    Music 

It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  we  are  making  improvement  here. 
We  should  keep  working  at  this  until  through  us  God  leads  our 
people,  in  many  places,  into  a  more  worshipful  attitude  in  church 
music,  and  until  jazz  is  banished  from  all  our  churches. 

Literature 

Our  Church,  Literature  and  Sunday  School  Literature  is  as  good 
as  the  best,  and  far  better  for  us.  Wie  commend  it  most  heartily 
to  our  people. 

The  Methodist  Protestant,  The  Recorder,  The  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Herald,  and  The  Missionary  Record  are  our  own  church 
papers.  To  be  posted  with  reference  to  all  our  work  we  need  to 
read  all  four  of  these  papers.  A  campaign  for  the  increased  circu- 
lation of  both  the  Methodist  Protestant  and  the  Methodist  Prote&- 
tant  Herald  has  been  made  this  year.  We  trust  the  results  have  been 
good.  Agents  will  be  here  at  Conference  to  receive  your  subscrip- 
tions. Mrs.  J.  E.  Pritchard  of  Asheboro,  N.  C,  will  gladly  take 
subscriptions  for  th.e   Missionary   Record. 

Evangelism 

During  these  five  years  I  have  stressed, — 1st,  A  Spirit  of  Loyalty — 
2nd,  A  Spirit  of  Evangelism, — 3rd,  A  Spirit  of  Liberality.  My  obser- 
vation is  that  our  people  are  growing  in  the  graces  of  all  three. 
Some  splendid  meetings  have  been  held  this  year,  and  many  adults 
have  been  added  to  the  church.  But  the  faithful  worker  in  this 
day  knows  that  the  best  time  to  bring  people  into  the  church  is  in 
childhood.  We  build  churches,  pay  pastors,  run  Sunday  Schools  and 
the  other  organized  agencies  of  the  Church,  and  raise  budgets  to  build 
up  the  saved  and'  save  the  unsiaved. 

Methodist   Protestant   Centennial   Gratitude   Gift 

Thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
has  lived  and  prospered  for  a  hundred  years. 

We  are  meeting  in  our  One  Hundredth  Annual  Session,  and  dur- 
ing May  1928  our  General  Conference  meeting  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Baltimore,  Md.,  will  celebrate  the  One  Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the 
denomination  with  fitting  ceremonies.  One  of  the  features  of  that 
celebration  is  to  be  the  presentation  of  a  Gratitude  Gift  from  each 
Annual  Conference,  totalling  $100,000.  The  President  of  your  Con- 
ference and  Mr.  J.  D.  Ross  are  serving  on  the  Centennial  Committee, 
which  is  planning  for  this  celebration. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Straughn,  D.  D.,  of  Washington,  D.  C.  is  the  campaign 
director,  and  he  will  present  the  matter  to  this  Conference. 

This  Committee  has  held  two  meetings  and  is  planning  to  launch 
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the  Gratitude  Gift  Oampaign  in  this  Conference  as  early  as  may  be 
practical  following  the  close  of  our  Conference  session. 

A  letter  was  sent  to  each  pastor  by  this  committee,  asking  that 
favorable  sentiinent  be  created  among  our  people. 

The  new  President  of  the  Conference  elected  today  will  take  my 
place  on  both  the  General  Conference  Committee  and  the  Annual 
Conference  Committee. 

This  Gratitude  Gift  carries  with  it  no  thought  of  assessment 
to  either  conference  or  charges;  but  that  we  may  know  something 
of  what  is  expected,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  is  asked  to 
become  responsible  for  $12,000  of  the  $100,000  and  your  Conference 
Committee  will  at  the  proper  time  suggest  goals  for  each  charge. 

The  Pastor's  Summer  Conference,  meeting  in  the  College  in  July 
elected  a  Conference  Centennial  Committee  consisting  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Conference,  J.  D.  Williams,  J.  E.  Pritchard,  J.  D.  Ross, 
S.  S.  Coe,  and  J  M  Cutchin. 

Recommendations 

1.  Progress  is  being  made  in  church  finance.  Those  charges  which 
have  a  plan,  and  work  this  plan  succeed.  The  Every  Member  Canvass, 
and  the  Duplex  Envelope  System  is  by  far  the  best  plan  for  raising 
the  local  benevolences  and  the  budgets.  I  recommend  that  the 
Conference  insist  that  thiis  plan  be  tried  out  in  every  best  possible 
way,   on   each  charge. 

2.  February  has  come  to  be  known  as  Stewardship  Month.  I 
recommend  that  all  pastors  be  asked  to  continue  to  stress  the  Bible 
teaching  on  the  Stewardship  of  Self,  Service  and  Substance  during 
February. 

3.  I  recommend  that  this  Conference  heartily  endorse  the  Grati- 
tude Gift  Campaign,  and  that  we  pledge  to  our  committee  our  most 
hearty  co-operation  in  quickly  raising  the  amount  alloted  to  this 
Conference. 

4.  I  commend  to  you  again  "Annual  Conference  Day."  By  this 
we  mean,  one  Sunday  set  apart  during  the  year  to  Study  Annual 
Conference  Needs,  and  to  lead  our  people  to  pay  the  Annual  Con- 
ference Budget  in  full. 

5.  I  recommemd  that  much  be  made  of  the  Special  Days  for  the 
raising  of  the  General  Conference  Budget.  Our  people  are  doing 
better  from  year  to  year,  on  the  General  Conference  Budget;  but  in 
many  of  our  churches  they  have  not  yet  learned  to  count  this  an  obli- 
gation upon  the  church.  Every  possible  means  should  be  used  to 
teach  our  people  that  this  budget  affords  us  our  opportunity  of 
"Going  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth." 

6.  We  have  a  few  charges  whose  churches  cannot  well  be 
grouped  so  as  to  pay  a  pastor  a  living  salary.  I  am  asking  the  Confer- 
ence to  appoint  a  special  committee  to  study  these  charges  with  a 
view  to  helping  in  some  way.   This  Conference  should  do  something 
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to  give  relief  to  pastors  who  are  asked  to  serve  such  charges  on 
$800.00   or   less. 

7.  Mr.  C.  W.  Coghill  of  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C,  has  put  into  my 
hands  some  old  papers  which  are  of  interest  in  regard  to  the  early 
days  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  North  Carolina.  I  am 
placing  these  in  the  hands  of  the  High  Point  College  authorities  for 
preservation.  I  recommend  to  pastors  and  people  having  such  papers, 
which  will  be  of  special  interest  in  the  coming  years,  that  they  place 
such  papers  in  the  hands  of  the  President  of  the  High  Point  College 
for  safe  keeping.

The  life  of  a  Church  is  not  measured  entirely  by  dollars,  but 
what  is  given  to  Kingdom  purposes  does,  in  a  great  measure,  indicate 
the  development  of  God's  people.  The  above  figures  show  a  good 
increase  in  Church  and  Sunday  School  members,  a  fair  increase 
in  the  budgets,  and  a  rather  marvelus  increase  in  pastors,  salaries, 
Contributions  for  all  purposes,  and  in  the  increase  in  value  of 
Church  property. 

A   Summing   Up 

During  the  five  years  I  have  traveled  about  63,000  miles  in  my 
own  car  besides  many  miles  by  train  and  with  others  in  their  cars. 
Delivered  922  sermons  and  addresses 
Attended  over  200  Board  and  Commlittee  Meetings. 
Attended   156   Quarterly  Meetings. 
Sent  out  about  11,000  pieces  of  mail. 
Assisted  in  24  revivals. 

During  the  five  years  the  following  building  enterprises  have 
taken  place.  Grace  Church,  High  Point  First,  Fountain  Place  Sunday 
School  plant,  State  Street  Sunday  School  plant,  Chase  city  built, 
debt  paid  and  the  church  dedicated.  Pine  Hill  on  Davidson,  Mt.  Car-

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chased,  Rockingham  church  built,  paid  for  and  dedicated,  new  par- 
sonage at  Moriah,  parsonage  at  Thomasville  Community,  West 
Thomasville  built,  Spring  Hill  on  West  Thomasville,  North  Charlotte 
church  organized  and  lot  purchased,  Kannapolis  church  organized  and 
lot  with  parsonage  purchased.  South  Winston  new  church  organized 
and  a  lot  purchased.  Debts  were  paid  at  the  following  places  and  the 
churches  dedicated,  Asheville,  Charlotte,  Denton,  Spring  Valley, 
and  Level  Cross.    Sunday  School  rooms  were  built  at  Spring  Valley.

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REPORT    OF    SPECIAL    COMMITTEE    ON    CENTENARY 
GRATITUDE  FUND 

(REPORT  B) 
To  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 
Dear  Brethren: 

Your  special  committee  on  the  Centennial  Gratitude  Gift  desires 
to  report  as  follows: 

The  General  Conference  at  its  last  session  made  provision  for 
the  celebration  of  our  hundredth  anniversary  at  the  general  con- 
ference session  of  next  May  in  Baltimore.  A  centennial  committee 
was  appointed  and  has  in  process  at  this  time  the  preparation  of  a 
suitable  program.  A  part  of  this  anniversary  is  the  raising  of  a 
Gratitude  Gift  of  $100,000  for  distribution  among  the  Boards  of  the 
Church  with  a  view  of  starting  the  new  century  free  from  debts 
and  prepared  for  more  extensive  operations.  The  committee  has  made 
a  distribution  of  this  sum  among  the  various  annual  conference  and 
are  asking  our  conference  for  $12,000  as  an  appropriate  sum. 

Knowing  that  our  conference  would  be  meeting  somewhat  late 
in  the  year  the  president  of  the  conference  in  consultation  with 
various  members  of  this  body  decided  we  should  make  some  pre- 
liminary efforts  to  start  the  movement  in  North  Carolina  and  so 
invited'  Rev.  J.  H.  Straughn,  D.  D.,  Director  of  the  Gratitude  Gift, 
to  meet  with  our  Summer  Conference  at  High  Point  last  July.  Dr. 
Straughn  came  and  after  discussion  it  was  decided  to  name  a  com- 
mittee, which  while  it  was  not  authoritative,  might  study  the  whole 
situation  and  come  to  this  conference  prepared  to  make  definite 
recommendations.  The  Committee  has  had  two  meetings,  one  of 
them  with  the  Director. 

We  hail  this  Centennial  with  happy  hearts.  We  look  back  over 
these  one  hundred  years  and  m^arking  the  way  that  we  have  come 
lift  our  hands  in  profound  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for 
the  marvelous  providence  that  has  attended  us  and  to  Him  we 
give  our  deepest  love  and  devotion.  It  is  in  our  hearts  to  say 
with  the  psalmist,  "What  shall  we  render  unto  the  Lord  for  all  His 
benefits  towards  us." 

With  this  in  our  minds  we  feel  that  it  is  most  appropriate  that 
we  should  celebrate  this  great  moment,  that  we  ishall  review  the 
years  and  fix  definitely  in  our  minds  the  place  that  God  has  called 
us  to  occupy  in  the  great  family  of  the  church. 

We  recommend  therefore: 
1.     That  we  accept  the  apportionment  of  $12,000  asked  of  us  by 
the  Executive  Committee  and  commit  ourselves  to  the  joyful  task  of 
laying  this  sum  upon  the  altars  of  the  church  as  a  small  expression 
of  our  Gratitude  to  God  for  these  hundred  years. 
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2.  We  recommend  that  this  conference  raise  up  a  committee 
charged  with  the  promotion  of  this  Gift  within  our  conference,  with 
the  president  of  the  Conference  as  chairman.  That  this  committee 
shall  have  full  authority  in  the  premises  to  follow  such  methods  as 
may  seem  wise  and  expedient. 

3.  That  we  designate  the  month  of  February  as  the  time  when 
our  churches  shall  receive  the  gifts  of  our  people  for  this  purpose. 
That  the  time  between  the  adjournment  of  this  conference  and 
December  be  employed  in  the  dissemination  of  literature  and  infor- 
mation, the  holding  of  group  meetings,  and  the  pursuit  of  other 
such  methods  as  may  be  informing  and  stimulating. 

4.  That  each  of  our  churches  be  requested  to  appoint  Centen- 
nial committees  who  shall  cooperate  with  the  pastor  in  presenting 
the  matter  to  our  people.  That  the  pastors  be  expected  to  preach 
centennial  .and  denominational  sermons  and  in  every  way  prepare  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  their  members  for  this  presentation.  That  all 
our  churches  shall  use  this  great  occasion  for  mutual  inspiration  and 
the  quickening  of  love  and  devotion  for  the  church. 

5.  That  the  Conference  Committee  have  authority  to  appoint 
the  young  lady  who  shall  represent  our  conference  at  the  General 
Conference  and  shall  have  authority  to  decide  all  such  matters  as 
are  not  specifically  mentioned  in  this  report.

THE  METHODIST  PROTESTANT  HERALD 

(REPORT    D) 

Your  committee  believes  that  the  one  great  weakening  factor 
in  the  effectiveness  of  our  conference  organ,  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Herald,  is  the  fact  that  it  enters  so  few  of  our  homes.  When 
we  think  and  speak  of  the  paper  as  our  conference  organ  it  should 
mean  that  it  enters  the  homes  of  a  very  large  percent  of  our  people; 
but  instead  it  reaches  a  very  small  percent  of  our  people. 
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Our  problem  now  is  not  how  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the 
paper,  this  is  very  efficiently  taken  care  by  the  printers.  Nor  yet 
is  our  problem  how  to  improve  the  editorial  matter  in  appearing  in 
the  paper.  The  editor  having  been  released  from  the  responsibility 
of  the  mechanical  make  up  of  the  paper,  is  giving  us  editorials  that 
are  both  informing  and  stimulating  thought.  Our  problem,  and  it  is  a 
real  problem  that  can  be  and  ought  to  be  solved,  is  to  get  the  paper 
into  the  hands  of  our  people. 

One  worthy  reason  why  we  should  extend  the  subscription  list 
is  that  we  thereby  express  our  appreciation  of  the  improved  con- 
dition of  the  paper.  If  it  is  well  that  those  who  make  the  paper 
are  doing  better,  it  is  likewise  well  that  we  who  circulate  the  paper 
do  better. 

But  the  outstanding  reason  for  increasing  the  circulation  of 
the  paper  is  the  good  it  will  do,  if  it  has  a  chance,  in  the  upbulding 
of  the  church  and  in  Kingdom  service.  But,  to  place  the  paper 
into  only  part  of  the  homes  is  to  put  the  effectiveness  of  our  Con- 
ference organ  on  crutches.  It  is  as  though  you  take  an  able  bodied 
man  and  tie  one  of  his  hands  behind  him,  hobble  one  of  his  legs, 
blindfold  one  eye  and  send  him  to  his  work.  This  Conference  as  a 
body  should  say  to  the  individual  members  of  this  Conference  loose 
this  tied,  hobbled,  blindfolded  man  and  let  him  go. 

To  this  end  we  recommend  that  January  1928  be  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Herald  month,  and  that  the  pastor  and  delegate  to  this  con- 
ference of  each  charge  share  equally  the  responsibility  of  putting 
on  a  vigorous  campaign  during  January  in  an  honest  effort  to  put 
the  paper  into  every  Methodist  Protestant  home  in  the  entire  con- 
ference district. 

And  if  there  is  a  delegate  to  this  conference  or  a  pastor  who 
does  not  take  the  paper,  we  recommend  that  any  and  all  such  go 
to  the  mourners  bench  and  repent  heartily  of  his  sin  of  ommission 
and  bring  forth  fruit  for  repentance  by  subscribing  for  the  paper 
before  he  leaves  Conference. 

As  a  means  of  carrying  on  this  campaign  for  subscriptions  we 
recommend  that  a  quota  be  named  as  a  first  goal  for  each  pastoral 
charge,  and  that  all  subscriptions  on  that  field,  whether  old  or  new, 
count  in  reaching  the  goal.  We  suggest  that  during  the  campaign 
month  the  quota  as  suggested  below  be  kept  standing  in  the  pai>er 
and  that  a  parallel  column  show  from  week  to  week  the  number 
of  subscribers  already  procured. 

We  further  recommend  that  one  page  in  the  paper  each  week 
be  devoted  to  helps  on  the  Christian  Endeavor  topic  and  the  Sunday 
School  lesson  the  Board  of  Young  People's  work  to  furnish  the  mat- 
ter, giving  the  larger  space  to  Christian  Endeavor.

REPORT  OF  JOINT  COMMISSION 

(REPORT  E) 

The  Joint  Commission  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South, 
and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  in  North  Carolina,  submits 
the  following  report: 

1.  In  order  to  promote  fellowship  and  bring  mutual  benefit  to 
the  two  churches,  we  would  reiterate  the  recommendations  set  forth 
in  the  four  items  in  our  report  made  two  years  ago,  and  repeated 
in  our  report  one  year  ago,  namely,  that  there  may  be,  as  opportun- 
ity affords,  an,  interchange  of  pulpits  by  ministers  of  the  two 
branches  of  Methodism  and  an  interchange  of  preachers  in  revival 
work. 

Also  that  continuous  effort  be  made  for  readjustment  where  the 
two  Churches  overlap  in  rural  districts,  and  to  avoid  crowding  or 
overlapping  where  new  preaching  places  are  being  established  in 
towns  and  cities,  and  that  the  Presiding  Elder  involved  and  the 
President  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Conference,  together  with 
the  Committee  on  Rural  Church  Probiems,  constitute  a  Board  of 
Meditation  to  act  with  the  parties  interested  in  making  the  adjust- 
ment. 

2,  It  was  agreed  to  continue  the  committee  created  one  year 
ago,  composed  of  Dr.  W.  P.  Few  and  Revs.  A.  G.  Dixon,  M.  T. 
Plyler  and  R.  C.  Stubbins,  to  study  the  problem  of  co-operation  and 
re-adjustment  of  rural  church  work  in  territory  where  the  two 
Churches  overlap,  this  committee  to  report  to  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing  of  the   Joint   Commission,   making  recommendation   as   to   the 
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basis  of  operation.     This  committee  is  to  be  known  as  the  Committee 
on  Rural  Church  Problems. 

3.  Following  the  agreement  of  a  year  ago,  that  the  term  of 
office  of  two  members  of  the  Joint  Commission,  representing  each  of 
the  two  denominations,  should  expire  each  year,  Rev.  M.  T.  Plyler 
and  Rev.  J.  H.  Earnhardt  were  nominated  by  the  group  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  South,  for  election  by  their  respective  Con- 
ferences, the  North  Carolina  Conference  and  the  Western  North 
CaroliiBa  Conference.  The  matter  of  electing  two  members  by  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Conference  was  referred  to  the  nominating  com- 
mittee of  that  Conference.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    SUPERANNUATES 

(REPORT  G) 

The  Superannuates  of  this  conference  are  our  spiritual  fathers, 
and  we  today  are  the  heins  of  a  rich  heritage  which  they  have  made 
possible  for  us.  They  forged  ahead  when  progress  was  much  more 
difficult  than  it  is  now.  They  kept  the  faith  when  there  was  much 
less  to  encourage  them  than  we  have,  who  have  come  after  them. 
With  zeal,  wisdom,  and  faith,  they  labored,  and  we  have  entered 
into  their  labors.  Surely  our  hearts  are  tender  towards  them,  and  full 
of  profound  appreciation  tor  what  they  have  done  to  establish  our 
Zion,  and  to  exalt  him  who  is  our  great  Head.  Our  appreciation  of 
their  labors  shall  not  cease  and  our  affection  for  them  never  grows 
cold.  May  God  bless  them,  and  cause  his  face  to  shine  upon  them, 
and  give  them  peace. 

But  words  are  empty  things  with  which  to  pay  to  these  veterans 
of  the  Cross  our  debt  of  gratitude.  We  must  go  beyond  printer's 
ink  to  tell  them  our  appreciation  of  their  long  years  of  wise  and 
fruitful  service.  Words  may  cheer  their  spirits,  but  mere  words  can 
not  minister  to  their  material  necessities.  And  certainly  nothing 
short  of  this  is  an  adequate  acknowledgement  of  our  debt  to  them. 
We  recognize  this,  and  are  trying  to  prove  our  faith  by  our  works, 
but  what  we  are  doing  is  all  too  little.  Our  superannuates  are  worthy 
of  much  more  than  we  are  doing  for  them,  and  this  conference  should 
undertake  with  effective  earnestness,  to  provide  a  larger  fund  for 
their  benefit.    This  can  be  done,  and  should  be  done,  without  delay. 

Your  Conmaittee,  therefore,  wishes  to  make  the  following  recom- 
mendations: 

1.  That  a  sufficient  amount  be  raised  to  enable  the  Superannuate 
Fund  Society  to  make  the  minimum  annual  appropriation  not  less 
than  $500. 
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2.  That  this  conference  make  a  public  offering  to  the  Superan- 
nuate Pund  Society,  and  that  such  offering  be  taken  at  each  recur- 
ring annual  conference.  Your  Committee  would  suggest  that  this 
offering  be  taken  at  the  Conference  Memorial  Service.  That  this 
offering  be  substituted  for  the  assessment  on  pastors  salary  of  one 
per  cent,  as  provided  in  the  1926  Conference.  And  that  fund  be 
for  immediate  distribution.  We  further  insist  that  the  assessment 
on  pastors  salary  for  permanent  fund  for  this  year  be  paid  by  each 
pastor. 

3.  That  the  assessment  on  the  various  charges,  as  provided 
in  the  conference  of  1926,  be  continued  provided  that  one  half  of  the 
amount  raised  through  this  assessment  be  available  for  annual  dis- 
tribution; the  remainder  to  go  to  the  permanent  fund. 

4.  We  recommend  that  this  be  handled  through  the  conference 
treasurer. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  persistent  effort  will  result  in  a 
worthwhile  increase  in  superannuate  fund,  and  that  the  conference 
should  push  this  matter  until  our  minimum  appropriation  is  not  less 
than  $500.  H.  S.  B.  THOMPSON,  Chairman.

Your  Committee  recommends 
that  this  Annual  Conference  require  all  pastors  to  observe  these 
requirements  of  our  Discipline.

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REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    CHURCH    MUSIC 

(REPORT  L) 

Conscious  of  the  vital  part  that  music  plays  in  the  secular 
and  religious  life  of  us  all,  we,  your  committee  on  Church  Music 
feel  that  this  subject  is  by  no  means  unimportant,  though  one  which 
is  often  given  little  consideration  in  our  church  services.  No  relig- 
ious service  is  complete  without  music.  No  worship  program  fulfills 
its  purpose  without  music.  And  no  music  is  of  the  right  kind 
unless  it  expresses  the  reaching  of  the  soul  after  God,  and  inspires 
the  worshipper  with  His  presence.  Therefore,  we  need  better  music 
in  our  church  services,  and  need  to  use  it  to  better  advantage. 

To  enhance  the  value  of  music  in  our  services,  we  recommend 
that  pastors  spend  more  time  before  the  service  in  selecting  suitable 
hymns  for  the  theme  of  the  hour.  Should  he  not  understand  the 
art,  he  may  call  to  his  assistance  some  one  who  does. 

Since  so  many  cheap  publications  are  placed  on  the  market  by 
publishing  houses  wihose  chief  aim  seems  to  be  to  enlarge  their 
profits,  regardless  of  the  detrimental  effect  upon  the  users  of  their 
books,  we  recommend  that  great  care  be  exercised  in  the  selection 
of  hymn  books  for  use  in  our  Sunday  School,  Christian  Endeavor, 
and  church  services. 

The  Methdist  Protestant  Book  Concern,  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, is  in  business  to  serve  Methodist  Protestant  churches.  The 
agent,  Mr.  Charles  Reiner,  Jr.,  a  musician  himself,  will  gladly 
furnish  any  pastor  or  lay  member  with  a  catalogue  of  reputable 
hymn  books,  or  even  send  returnable  samples.  We  recommend 
the  use   of   our  publishing  house  for  this  kind   of  service. 

The  book  of  all  hymn  books  that  should  be  foremost  in  use 
by  Methodist  Protestant  churches  is  THE  METHODIST  PROTES- 
TANT HYMNAL.  It  may  not  suit  the  taste  of  the  jazz-inclined, 
but  it  will  serve  to  perpetuate  the  established  hymns  of  the  chris- 
tian church  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  children,  and  those  who 
appreciate  their  true  worth.  We  recommend  that  a  carefully  pre- 
pared campaign  of  two  weeks  be  launched  in  January  by  the 
new  music  committee,  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  as  many  churches 
as  possible  to  purchase  a  quantity  of  our  hymnals  for  use  of  the 
congregation. 

In  many  of  our  churches,  the  choir  or  a  few  other  members 
who  delight  to  sing  God's  praises,  constitute  the  small  proportion  of 
those  who  join  in  this  form  of  worship.  Often  the  cause  can  be 
traced  to  the  inadequate  supply  of  books.  We  recommend  that  an 
effort  be  made  by  each  pastor  to  have  a  sufficient  number  of  repu- 
table hjrmn  books  purchased  to  supply  his  average  congregation.

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EVANGELISM 

(REPORT  M) 

Nothing  is  more  clearly  taught  in  the  Scriptures  than  that  the 
all-absorbing  work  of  the  church  is  evangelism.  The  purpose  for 
which  Jesus  came,  as  declared  my  Himself,  was  to  seek  and  to  save 
the  lost."  His  parting  command  to  his  disciples  was  a  command 
to  evangelism:  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel 
to  every  creature."  Only  God  Himself  can  measure  the  compassion 
of  Jesus  for  the  salvation  of  souls.  By  precept  and  by  example,  he 
sought,  with  divine  pow/er,  to  bum  this  passing  into  the  hearts  of 
these  men  he  would  send  forth  with  the  message  of  redeeming  love. 
I  nobedience  to  His  orders,  they  went  everwhere  preaching  the  cross 
and  the  ressurection,  and  pleading  with  sinners  to  be  reconciled 
to  God  though  the  atoning  blood  of  His  Son.  To  these  early  dis- 
ciples, nothing  was  paramount  to  the  saving  of  souls.  Men  were 
lost,  and  God  had  provided  a  way  by  which  they  may  be  found. 
They  had  been  commissioned  to  go  forth  With  the  good  news  and 
with  their  own  hearts  bearing  glad  testimony  to  the  saving  truth 
of  the  gospel,  they  must  bring  others  under  its  power.  To  save 
sinners  was  their  mission,  because  it  was  the  mission  of  their  Lord, 
and  into  this  heaven  appointed  work  they  put  the  full  measure  of 
their  lives. 

It  must  still  be  so.  To  the  minister  of  Jesus  Christ  is  given 
the  good  news  of  the  gospel,  and  his  mission  is  to  carry  this 
message  of  hope  and  deliverance  to  a  sin-cursed  wbrld.  About  him 
everywhere  are  those  who  are  in  the  bondage  of  sin,  he  must  go  to 
them  with  a  message  of  freedom;  about  him  are  those  who  are  in 
darkness;  he  must  go  to  them  with  a  message  of  light;  about  him 
are  those  who  are  dead  in  trepasses  and  sins;  he  must  go  to  them 
with  a  message  of  spiritual  resurrection.  His  own  heart  like  the 
heart  of  his  Master,  must  bum  with  a  passion  for  souls.  He  must 
preach  the  gospel  in  the  confidence  that  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation  to  every  one  that  believeth,  and  that  sinners  must  accept 
it  or  be  forever  lost. 

The  church  of  God  has  never  had  a  greater  mission  than  the 
mission  of  evangelism.  It  will  never  have.  Its  very  heart  and  soul 
is  in  its  passion  for  sinners,  that  they  may  be  saved.  When  the 
church  loses  this  passion  it  loses  its  inspiration,  its  power,  and  its 
influence.  God  will  not  own  the  church  that  does  not  do  what  His  Son 
came  to  do — seek  and  save  the  lost.  When  that  ceases  to  be  at 
the  very  center  of  our  church  programs  and  can't  be  put  there,  we  had 
just  as  well  close  up  and  sell  out;  for  without  this,  we  can't  do  busi- 
ness for  God. 

The  church  needs  a  new  consciousness  of  this  truth.  Evangelism 
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is  not  receiving  the  attention  that  it  merits,  and  that  it  must 
have  of  God  is  able  to  save  sinners  through  his  church.  A  study 
of  church  statistics  and  church  programs  give  strength  to  this  state- 
ment. The  number  of  converts  per  church  is  disparagingly  small. 
.In  some  of  the  large  denominations  it  is  less  than  seven  converts 
per  church  for  a  conference  year.  With  the  number  of  our  conver- 
sions reduced  by  reclamations,  our  own  conference  would  hardly 
m,ake  a  better  showing.  And  the  reports  of  either  conference  is  our 
connection  are  no  better,  and  parhaps  not  quite  so  good.  And  if 
we  will  examine  our  Church  programs,  we  will  find  that  the  em- 
phasis is  not  put  on  evangelism.  It  is  astounding  to  know  what  a 
small  place  the  saving  of  souls  has  in  the  all-year  program  of  the 
church.  And  yet  Jesus  said  that  was  the  express  purpose  for  which 
He  came  to  the  world. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  a  reportion  evangelism 
should  not  be  the  measure  of  our  responsibility  to  this  problem.  Un- 
less our  interest  in  i.  matter  so  great  a&  this  can  go  beyond  a  formal 
conference  report,  our  spirit  of  evangelism  will  continue  to  flo>^• 
at  low  ebb,  and  the  church  will  have  but  little  power  to  seek  and 
to  save  the  lost. 

We  suggest  that  this  year  be  a  year  of  prayer  for  the  quickening 
of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  church,  and  for  fanning  into  stronger 
flame  the  fires  of  evangelism;  that  the  matter  be  kept  constantly 
before  our  people;  that  it  be  urged  in  our  Sunday  Schools,  C.  E. 
Societies,  and  all  the  other  organizations  of  the  church;  that 
pastors  emphasize  it  in  sermons,  visitations  and  personal  life;  and  that 
conference  be  called  by  the  president  of  the  conference  if  necessary 
for  discussion  and  the  making  of  such  plans  as  will  help  in  inten- 
sifying the  spirit  of  evangelism  throughout  the  conference,

REPORT  OF  THE  PARSONAGE  COMMITTEE 

(REPORT  N) 

We  are  gratified  to  know  that  every  year  gives  evidence  that 
our  people  are  becoming  more  and  more  interested  in  providing 
suitable  homes  for  the  pastors.  During  the  past  five  years  great  im- 
provement has  been  made  on  our  charges  along  this  line.  But  we 
regret  that  in  many  instances  very  little  if  any  interest  has  been 
manifested.  Some  parsonages  are  badly  located,  and  some  charges 
have  made  no  provision  for  a  house  for  the  pastor  and  his  family 
to  live  in. 

No  charge  should  require  a  pastor  to  live  among  the  members 
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if  they  fail  to  provide  a  house  for  him  to  live  in.  And  no  pastor 
should  be  required  to  live  in  a  house  that  does  not  compare  favorably 
with  the  other  homes  in  the  community.  When  a  pastor  is  required 
to  do  this  it  often  brings  about  unpleasantness,  and  in  some  instances 
may  causie  a  discord  between  pastor  and  people.  Why  should  a  pastor 
and  his  family  be  required  to  live  under  conditions  that  the  members 
of  his  charge  would  not  think  of  living  under?  Can  we  hope  to 
find  pastor  and  family  content  and  happy  when  they  look  around  and 
see  members  of  his  charge  living  in  homes  that  are  better  located, 
and  better  planned  than  the  preacher's  home? 

We  recommend  that  the  Conference  carry  out  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Parsonage  Committee  of  1925-'26,  namely: 

"We  recommend  that  the  Trustees  of  the  District  Parsonage  be 
authorized  to  sell  the  present  property  and  to  purchase  property 
in  the  city  of  High  Point,  so  the  President  and  his  family  will  be 
located'  near  our  College."  Action  on  this  was  deferred  until  the 
Conference  of  1926.  Your  Committee  fails  to  find  where  any  action 
was  taken.  We  recommend  that  this  item  be  taken  up  by  this  Con- 
ference, and  disposed  of.

MISSIONARY   SOCIETY   REPORTS 

(REPORT  0) 

Woman's    Foreign    Missionary    Society. 

The  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  has  cause  to  feel  encouraged  over  its  success  during  the 
past  year.  While  progress  has  seemed  slow,  new  members  have 
been  added  to  our  auxiliaries;  Societies  have  been  organized  in  some 
places  where  years  of  effort  had  been  expended,  and  special  services 
have  been  held  in  many  churches  that  had  no  missionary  organi- 
zation. 

One  of  the  most  important  and  far  reaching  things  accomplished 
was  helping  to  secure  Dr.  Fleagle  to  teach  missions  in  our  Young 
People's  Summer  Conference.  We  are  striving  to  emphasize  the 
work   of  interesting  and   educating   our  young  people   in  Missions. 

The  scope  of  our  work  has  covered  the  entire  program  of  our 
Board.  Wie  would  call  special  attention  to  the  Student  Loan  Fund. 
We  believe  there  are  loung  women  in  our  church  who  are  willing 
to  go  to  the  Foreign  Field,  but  are  not  properly  equipped.  We  are 
assisting  two  young  women  from  this  fund.  We  contribute  to  the 
Birthday  Offering  or  Missionary  Retirement  Fund ;  we  support  nine 
scholarships  and  four  Bible  women  on  the  foreign  field  as  well  as 
one  medical  missionary.  Dr.  Fleagle.  We  have  a  growing  list  of 
tithers  and  intercessors  among  our  women.  This  means  progress 
and  is  the  key  to  advancement  along  all  other  lines. 
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In  addition  to  these  things,  we  have  made  two  special  gifts 
outside  of  our  own  work.  We  have  given  a  scholars;hip  to  the  daugh- 
ter of  one  of  our  missionaries  in  Japan  and  more  than  a  hundred 
dollars  to  the  young  son  of  another  missionary. 

We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  do  these  things,  and  thankful  indeed 
that  God  has  called  us  to  render  service  in  this  great  wfork  of  His 
Kingdom  and  our  beloved  church. 

We  are  praying  that  more  of  our  women  and  girls  will  realize 
that  they  also  are  called  to  be  co-workers  with  God  in  carrying  the 
light  of  the  Gospel  to  the  world's  dark  places. 

We  appreciate  the  increasing  interest  and  helpfulness  of  our 
pastors  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  and  again  we  would 
ask  for  your  prayers  and  cooperation  in  the  great  cause  of  the 
Women's  Foreign   Missionary   Society. 

As  it  is  always  helpful  and  pleasant  to  report  progress,  we  here- 
with give  the  tabulated  results  for  the  year:

The 
Lord  has  wonderfully  blessed  us  in  our  efforts.  We  have  increased 
in  membership  and  offerings.  The  North  Carolina  Branch  is  especial- 
ly interested  in  Our  Children's  Home,  Bethel  Home,  and  the  Loan 
Fund  for  Students  in  High  Point  College,  having  helped  eleven 
students  through  this  fund.    In  addition  to  the  paying,  many  of  our 
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Auxiliaries  send  boxes  of  useful  articles,  such  as  clothing,  bag  and 
table  linen,  towels,  toilet  articles,  etc.,  to  Pine  Ridge,  Bethel  Home, 
Childr'en's  Home,  Pittsburg  Mission  and  the  Ohio  work.  Our  work 
at  all  these  points  is  doing  well. 

The  Father  is  wonderfully  blessing  us,  and  may  we  respond 
to  His  blessings  in  a  Bigger,  Better  Service. 

We  have  65  Auxiliaries  with  a  miemibership  of  1090,  and  23 
Young  People's  Societies. 

We  thank  you  the  ministers  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  for  your 
co-operation  in  our  work  and  ask  of  you  even  more  for  next 
year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  CHILDREN'S 

HOME 

(REPORT  R) 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Friends  of  the  Children's  Home: 
I  came  to  the  Home  on  March  3rd  to  assume  the  responsibilities 
of  Superintendent,  to  succeed  Rev.  E.  G.  Lowdermilk  who  had  prev- 
iously resigned,  he  and  his  wife  having  faithfully  served  this  capac- 
ity for  two  years.  During  this  short  period  of  time  we  have  had 
many  new  experiences,  and  have  tried  to  work  them  out  to  the  best 
of  our  ability,  asking  Divine  Guidance,  we  realize  it  is  a  great  oppor- 
tunity to  train  young  lives  for  future  usefulness. 

Health   of   The   Home 

In  March  we  had  an  epidemic  of  Measles,  otherwise  the  general 
health  of  the   Children  has  been  very  good. 

On  April  10th  our  splendid  record  of  not  having  lost  a  child 
by  death  in  the  history  of  the  Home  was  broken  in  a  very  tragic 
manner,  when  a  car  in  which  several  of  our  boys  were  coming  home 
from  church  collided  with  another  car.  They  were  all  injured  to 
some  extent,  and  little  Homer  Finch,  twelve  years  of  age,  was  killed. 
This  cast  a  shadow  over  our  Home. 

Drs.  Coe  and  Austin,  our  efficient  Physicians,  very  successfully 
performed  10  Tonsil  and  Adenoid  operations  in  September.  These 
good  Doctors  have  a  very  fine  way  of  showing  their  deep  interest 
in  these  Children  by  giving  their  services  to  them. 
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Drs.  Clayton  and  McManus  also  contribute  their  Dental  serv- 
ices. These  things  mean- much  to  the  Home,  and  to  them  we  are 
very  grateful,  ^ 

Children    Received    and    Dismissed 

During  the  year  eleven  have  been  admitted  and  five  have  been 
dismissed. 

Since  March  1st  we  have  had  100  applications  for  admission. 
You  can  readily  see  what  percent  we  are  able  to  consider,  some  of 
which  are  pathetic  appeals. 

We  trust  that  in  the  near  future  we  may  in  some  way  be 
enabled  to  care  for  more  of  these  children  who  so  much  need  help. 

We  now  have  78  children  in  the  Home,  and  if  this  great  enter- 
prise of  our  Methodist  Protestant  Denomination  is  to  grow,  we  must 
have  more  room. 

Schools 

We  are  trying  a  new  experiment  in  our  school  system  this 
year,  in  sending  the  High  School  Students  to  Jamestown,  and  we 
believe  it  is  going  to  prove  satisfactory. 

We  have  two  efficient  teachers  in  the  Grammer  grades;  the 
Children  are  very  much  interested,  and  their  report  cards  show  they 
are  doing  good  work. 

Farm 

Our  crops  were  fairly  good,  but  not  as  good  as  last  year, 
however  we  raised  quite  a  nice  lot  of  vegetables,  about  150  bushels 
of  wheat,  400  bushels  of  com  and  200  bushels  of  potatoes,  65 
bushels  of  Irish  potatoes  and  have  made  112  gallons  of  molasses 
and  about  2000  quarts  of  canned  fruits  and  jelly. 

A  nice  lot  of  rough  feed  and  the  Silo  most  full  of  ensilege  for 
winter  use. 

Two  good  cows  have  been  added  to  the  herd,  all  of  which  are 
doing   splendidly.    We   have    50    hogs    (including   large   and    small) 
which  will  make  our  meat  for  this  year  end  enough  left  for  next 
years  meat. 

We  have  recently  completed  a  Sanitary  Dairy  Barn,  with  Silo 
in  connection,  at  a  cost  of  more  than  $2,000.00  which  we  consider 
a  very  fine  improvement. 

Donations 

We  will  mention  a  few  of  the  gifts,  as  space  will  not  permit 
them  all.  Mr.  J.  R.  Thomas,  of  Greensboro  made  is  possible  for  us 
to  own  a  7  passenger  Cadillac  Sedan,  at  almost  the  price  of  a  Ford 
by  personal  donation;  this  was  a  very  great  need  supplied. 

The  Montgomery  Peach  Company  of  Candor,  gave  us  sixty  bus- 
hels of  peaches.  Mr.  George  Ross  gave  us  twenty-eight  bushels  of 
peaches,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  L.  Douglas  one  hundred  and  fifty  ever- 
bearing strawberry  plants.    A  great  many  classes,  societies,  Vacation

Dr.  J.  W.  Swain  of  Asheboro,  and  brother-in-law  gave  us  two 
good  second  hand  sewing  machines. 

Mr.  W.  F.  Grabs,  in  his  usual  good  manner  has  remembered  us 
with  several  bushels  of  apples,  these  with  many  other  useful  contri- 
butions have  been  received  which  means  much  to  us  in  a  financial 
way  and  otherwise.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE 

(REPORT  T) 

In  submitting  my  third  report  to  this  conference,  I  am  pleased  to 
state  that  there  have  registered  this  semester  316  students  in  the 
various  departments.  Forty-four  Seniors,  39  Juniors,  79  Sophomores, 
100  Freshmen,  33  in  the  Commercial  department  and  21  special 
students.    This  is  an  increase  over  last  fall  of  113  students. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  announce  that  the  deficit  in  running 
expenses  this  year  will  be  less  than  any  year  since  operations  began. 
We  are  grateful  for  the  contributions  made  by  the  various  churches 
in  this  conference  and  express  the  desire  that  for  the  present  year 
the  total  amount  laid  on  the  district  may  be  collected. 

Last  year  the  State  Board  of  Education  promised  us  that  if 
there  could  be  provided  by  the  Church  an  amount  equal  to  the  interest 
on  $500,000  at  5  per  cent,  $25,000,  and  if  we  should  have  the  heads  of 
our  deparments  holding  Master's  degree,  having  met  all  other  con- 
ditions, that  there  would  be  no  further  question  about  our  A-grade 
rating.  These  conditions  have  been  met  and  we  feel  confident  that 
if  this  conference  together  with  the  General  Conference  will  continue 
to  fulfill  their  pledge  of  $5,000  each  to  us  that  this  plan  may  be 
operated  until  the  amounts  are  secured  in  permanent  endowment 
without  further  question. 

W)e  are  also  pleased  to  announce  that  the  Committee  appointed 
some  time  ago  to  liquidate  the  indebtedness  is  going  about  the  task 
with  earnest  hearts  and  great  faith,  and  we  believe  they  will  succeed 
before  a  great  while. 

A  Business  School  has  been  established  and  is  making  splendid 
progress,  in  fact,  we  believe  this  department  will  pay  for  the  running 
expenses  this  year. 
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There  are  thirteen  young  men  here  at  the  present  time  preparing 
for  the  Christian  ministry,  and  two  young  ladies  who  are  preparing 
for  definite  all-time  I'eligious  service. 

At  the  present  time  all  of  our  class  rooms  are  in  use  and  it  will 
be  necessary  to  finish  the  third'  floors  in  the  two  dormitories  if  there 
is  any  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  resident  students  next 
year.  The  grounds  are  being  now  prepared  for  sowing  grassi,  through 
the  kindness  of  Brother  R.  M.  Cox,  who  has  donated  the  seed  and  the 
ifertilizer  and  Bro.  Geo.  T.  Penny  who  is  furnishing  the  labor  for 
planting  the  same.  The  material  is  also  being  assembled  for  the 
erection  of  the  Memorial  Gate  by  the  Senior  Class.  This  will  be  a 
beautiful  gate,  conforming  in  istyle  of  architecture  with  the  buildings. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  it  was  decided  to 
adSmit  any  student  who  came  from  a  North  Carolina  Orphanage,  hav- 
ing finished  the  high  school  subjects,  to  High  Point  College,  the  same 
giving  his  or  her  note  for  the  expenses  of  the  course  or  courses  taken 
while  here,  to  be  paid  after  he  or  she  leaves  college. 

As  is  generally  know,  all  ministerial  students  and  sons  daughters 
of  ministers  are  given  full  tuition  together  with  those  young 
people  who  come  from  orphanages.  And  at  this  time,  we  are  offering 
aid  of  this  type  to  between  thirty  and  forty  students.  We  are  glad 
to  render  this  service,  but  you  can  see  by  a  glimpse  at  our  financial 
situation  that  we  are  poorly  able  to  do  it.  Therefore,  we  believe 
you  can  appeal  to  our  people  for  greater  liberality  toward  the  college 
because  of  this  service  we  render  to  worthy  young  people. 

In  conclusion,  permit  us  to  say  that  while  we  have  passed  through 
some  trying  hours  and  we  do  not  feel  that  at  the  present  time  we 
have  yet  arrived  on  solid  ground  where  we  can  rest  and  be  pleased 
with  ourselves,  still  if  the  members  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  will  support  this  institution  with  its  means  and  will  send 
their  children  to  it,  we  feel  confident  that  the  church  will  receive 
within  the  next  quarter  of  a  century  a  contribution  of  young  life, 
trained  for  service,  that  will  make  a  wonderful  impression  for  good 
upon  the  world.  We  therefore,  appeal  to  every  loyal  mentiber  to 
give  us  their  unstinted  support  dtiring  these  trying  years.

REPORT  OF  BUDGET  COUNCIL 

(REPORT  Y) 

To  the  members!  of  the  Conference: 

At  the  time  this  report  is  written,  figures  are  not  at  hand  for 
a  comparison  of  this  year's  receipts  with  those  of  last  year,  but  our 
impression  is  there  has  been  a  gain  not  only  in  receipts  but  in  the 
number  of  churches  and  charges  that  have  contributed  to  the  Budgets. 
This  in  itself  is  hopeful.  But  we  need  to  press  on  until  every  church 
on  every  charge  assumes  its  responsibility  for  the  raising  of  the 
entire  budget. 

Last  year  the  per  centages  alloted  to  each  interest  of  the  General 
Conference  Budget  was  printed  in  the  Journal — see  Journal  1926, 
page  75 — with  the  amount  to  be  raised  for  each.  The  Conference 
Treasurer's  report  will  show  what  we  have  done  or  failed  to  do 
toward  reaching  the  full  amount.  We  have  probably  fallen  far 
short. 

It  seems  to  be  the  custom  in  some  of  our  churches  to  credit  all 
that  the  Missionary  Societies  raise  on  the  General  Conference  Budget, 
the  W.  F.  M.  S.  is  given  only  12  per  cent;  the  W.  H.  M.  S.  only  six 
per  cent  of  the  total.  If  the  Societies  raise  more  than  this  and  it  is 
credited  on  the  Budget,  but  still  applied  on  the  Missionary  interests, 
by  whom  and  for  whom  it  is  raised,  and  other  items  of  the  Budget 
must  suffer  a  proportionate  loss. 

If  we  will  think  of  the  General  Conference  Budget  as  a  wheel, 
the  hub  being  the  local  church,  the  spokes  the  various  interests  to 
which  we  contribute,  and  the  rim  representing  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church  as  a  whole,  we  will  see  the  importance  of  each  local 
church  contributing  its  full  share  to  every  general  interest.  If  some 
of  the  spokes  are  missing,  or  made  weak  from  lack  of  support,  the 
wheel  must  collapse.  The  Budget  Conucil  would  suggest  that  the 
churches  make  an  earnest  effort  to  give  every  interest  that  which  is 
due  that  there  be  no  lack  in  carrying  forward  the  whole  program 
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of  the  church.    Not  less  for  missions,  but  more  for  all  the  enterprises 
in  which  the  Church  is  engaged. 

The  suggestion  was  made  last  year  that  the  rural  churches  adopt 
"the  Lord's  Acre  Plan"  for  raising  the  [finances  in  the  country 
church.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  a  number  of  the  churches  have 
adopted  the  plan  this  year.  Some  of  them  are  reporting  more  raised 
on  the  Budgets  than  ever  before.  We  would  suggest  that  the  pastors 
on  these  charges  relate  their  experience  in  this  regard  and  so  inspire 
other  churches  to  undertake  the  plan. 

One  of  the  outstanding  needs  of  our  churches  iisi  a  better  financial 
plan  for  the  raising  of  church  finances.  Your  committee  does  not 
attempt  to  set  forth  a  scheme  because  conditions  are  different  in 
different  churches.  But  we  would  suggest  that  the  Board  of  Stewards 
in  each  church  study  the  methods  that  have  been  successful  in  other 
churches,  and  try  to  work  the  plan  that  seems  practicable  for  their 
local  conditions.  We  are  suggesting  that  each  church  get  a  plan,  or 
make  one — and  work  it. 

We  would  suggest  to  the  president  the  advisability  of  having 
some  charts  prepared  that  will  set  forth  the  facts  as  to  our  finances, 
and  that  he  give  a  short  talk  on  the  charts  as  he  makes  his  rounds. 
A  number  of  business  concerns  are  using  this  method  of  salesman- 
ship. We  who  are  the  children  of  light  might  sell  the  interests  of 
the  Kingdom  in  the  same  way. 

The  Financial  Statement  in  the  Herald  the  past  year  has,  we 
think,  been  of  great  help  in  stimulating  our  people  to  give  to  the 
Budgets.    We  suggest  that  this  be  continued  during  the  present  year. 

The  President  of  the  Conference  was  instructed  to  study  the 
field  with  a  view  to  a  more  equitable  apportionment  of  the  Budgets 
to  the  various  charges.  He  has  laid  before  usi  a  list  for  our  approval. 
With  certain  changes,  we  are  submitting  the  list  to  you.  After 
struggling  with  this  matter  for  several  years,  we  confess  to  our 
inability  to  find  a  solution  that  will  be  satisfactory  to  all.  The 
General  Conference  apportionment  must  be  accepted  in  full,  and  the 
needs  of  the  Annual  Conference  are  great;  so  the  amount  to  be  raised 
must  be  placed  where  there  is  the  largest  possibility  of  the  money 
being  raised.  We  cannot  take  two  charges  with  the  same  number 
of  members  and  under  every  condition  expect  them  to  raise  the  same 
amount.  Not  all  charges  are  equally  willing;  not  all  charges  are 
equally  able.  So  we  cannot  lay  down  hard  and  fast  rules,  as  much 
as  such  rules  might  seems  to  be  desirable.  We  have  done  our  best, 
having  in  mind  the  necessity  of  raising  the  largest  possible  amount, 
to  be  fair  to  each  charge,  and  to  put  upon  it  no  greater  task  than 
it  can  perform.

REPORT  OF  THE   COMMITTEE   ON   YOUNG   PEOPLE'S   WORK 

(REPORT  BB) 

Passing  the  first  centenial  mile-stone,  and  starting  hopefully 
toward  the  second,  it  is  our  aim  and  determination  to  improve  upon 
the  achievements  of  the  past,  as  commendable  as  they  have  beei. 
Hence,  since  this  is  an  era  of  intense  interest  in  young  people's 
activities,  we  are  ambitious  to  keep  abreast  with  the  times,  and  we 
desire  the  best  for  the  young  people  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church. 

We  commend  most  highly  the  work  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Young  People's  Work,  Rev.  Lawrence  Little,  as  well  as 
that  of  Fred  W.  Paschall,  President  of  the   Conference  Board   for 
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their  untiring  labors  ana  efficient  service,  and  we  pledge  them  our 
hearty  support. 

The  following  recommendations  are  submitted  for  your  ap- 
proval : 

1.  That  the  Conference  Board  prepare  a  form  of  requirements 
to  be  signed  by  those  who  attend  the  Summer  Conference  in  order 
that  it  may  be  primarily  a  training  school,  and  not  merely  a  recrea- 
tional center. 

2.  That  the  Summer  Conference  next  year  be  held  the  same 
week  as  the  Pastor's  Conference,  with  the  exception  that  it  being  on 
Saturday  and  close  the  following  Saturday.  This  will  permit  dele- 
gates to  return  home  inmiediately  after  the  awarding  of  the  cer- 
tificates on  the  closing  day. 

3.  That  the  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  salary,  and  $200  for 
traveling  expenses,  be  continued;  and  that  Fred  W.  Paschall  be 
elected  Field  Secretary,  Also,  that  the  Conference  appropriate  $600 
for  the  use  of  the  Young  People's  Board  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Summer  Conference. 

4.  That  the  assessment  at  the  rate  of  two  cents  per  member, 
with  a  minimum  of  $2.00  for  each  Sunday  School  and  Young  Peo- 
ple's Society,  and  $1.00  for  each  Intermediate  and  Junior  Society, 
be  continued.  Further,  that  the  names  of  the  Schools  and  Societies 
paying  this  assessment  be  reported  to  the  Summer  Conference. 

5.  That  we  concur  in  the  effort  of  the  Board  of  Young  Peo- 
ple's Work  to  raise  the  standard  of  our  Summer  Conferencs  to  equal 
that  of  other  denominations,  by  making  them  Standard  Schools  of 
Religious  Education,  in  accordance  with  the  rating  of  the  Interna- 
tional Council  of  Religious  Education. 

6.  That  where  feasible,  the  pastors  foster  the  Vacation  Bible 
Schools  or  Schools  of  Week-day  Religious  Education  in  their  respec- 
tive churches  or  communities. 

7.  That  the  Conference  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  inaugu- 
rate the  operation  of  Schools  of  Methods  during  the  winter  months 
in  several  centers  in  the  Conference  District,  conducting  them  the 
required  length  of  time  to  give  credits  for  the  work  completed,  as 
at  the  Summer  Conference. 

8.  That  each  church  send  at  least  one  delegate  to  the  Summer 
Conference,  and  provide  for  the  expense  of  the  same  if  necessary. 

9.  That  an  intense  effort  be  made  throughout  the  Conference 
during  the  ensuing  year  to  grade  the  young  people's  work  in  all 
the  churches,  the  C.  E.  Societies  according  to  the  standards  of  the 
International   Council. 

10.  That  stewardship  and  Missions  be  especially  stressed  this 
year,  and  that  clases  in  one  or  both  of  these  subjects  be  conducted 
during  the  year. 

11.  That  the  President  of  the  Annual   Conference  appoint  two

representatives,  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Young  People's 
Work  appoint  three,  to  constitute  a  committee  to  consider  the  advisa- 
bility of  supporting  a  missionary  to  the  foreign  fields',  said  commit- 
tee to  report  at  the  Summer  Conference  for  action. 

12.  That  the  young  people's  organizations  of  the  churches  co- 
operate with  the  interdenominational  unions,  councils,  etc.,  and  that 
representatives  be  sent  to  the  meeting  whenever  possible. 

13.  That  this  Conference  elect  one  minister  and  one  layman  to 
represent  the  denomination  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  N.  C. 
Sunday  School  As'sociation,  provided  it  is  in  accord  with  the  policy 
of  said  association. 

15.  That  the  Sunday  Schools  observe  the  Special  Days  of  the 
denomination  with  appropriate  programs,  preferably  those  prepared 
by  our  several  Boards,  and  emphasize  the  need  of  liberal  contributions 
to  the  fields  which  the  boards  represent. 

15.  That  our  gratitude  be  expressed  to  the  Editor  and  the  pub- 
lishers of  the  Herald  for  the  liberal  space  given  to  publications 
relative  to  the  young  people's  work.

REPORT  OF  THE   PRESIDENT  OF  THE   BOARD  OF  YOUNG 
PEOPLE'S  WORK 

(Report  CC) 

The  work  of  greatest  interest  which  the  Board  of  Young  People's 
Work  has  accomplished  during  the  past  year  is  that  of  the  Young 
People's  Summer  Conference.  These  conferences  are  of  untold  value 
to  the  church  which  is  dearest  to  our  hearts,  and  to  which  we  have 
pledged  our  allegiance  and  faithfulness.  As  members  of  the  church 
we  should  ever  strive  to  advance  every  phase  of  her  work  so  that 
our  beloved  Zion  may  be  as  effective  and  as  efficient  as  possible  in 
kingdom  service.  The  individual  who  supports  these  conferences 
and  gives  of  his  time  and  effort  to  make  them  successful,  is  con- 
tributing in  a  very  real  way  to  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom. 
Every  local  church  has  her  problems,  and  the  situation  becomes  dis- 
tressing sometimes  due  to  lack  of  leaders.  The  sole  aim  of  these 
conferences  is  to  counteract  this  situation  by  developing  leaders  who 
know  how  to  handle  the  problems. 

The  enrollment  of  the  conference  this  year  was  not  as  large  as 
that  of  the  past  year,  but  some  figures  will  show  some  things  of 
interest:  One  hundred  seven  young  people  registered  for  the  courses. 
One  hundred  two  of  this  number  received  certificates.  Of  those  re- 
ceiving certificates,  only  one  received  one  credit,  only  seventeen 
received  two  credits,  while  eighty-four  received  three  credits,  which 
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means  that  eighty-four  took  the  full  course  offered  this  year  by  the 
summer  conference.  On  decision  night  fifty-nine  young  people  re- 
sponded to  the  stirring  appeal  for  part  time  or  whole  time  service. 
These  facts  show  the  interest  of  our  youth  in  seeking  for  a  solution 
to  the  problems  of  the  local  church  and  their  endeavor  to  bring  into 
the  hearts  of  the  people  the  Kingdom  of  God,  which  is  the  kingdom 
of  righteousness,  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost."

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS 
(REPORT  DD) 

Your  committee  believes  with  you  that  the  missionary  interest 
of  the  church  is  the  supreme  interest  of  the  church.  It  is  the  Master's 
command:  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature."  It  is  difficult  to  understand  how  a  church  can  claim  to  be 
a  christian  church  and  not  believe  in  missions.  It  is  equally  difficult 
to  understand  how  any  individual  can  claim  to  be  a  Christian  and 
not  believe  in  mission.  But  surely  we  do  believe  in  missions.  Then 
let  us  show  our  faith  by  our  works. 

What  is  the  great  problem  in  North  Carolina  with  respect  to  the 
missionary  enterprise?  Money?  No,  not  money,  but  the  lack  of 
interest  and  conviction.  Our  people  need  missionary  information, 
and  with  that  will  come  interest  and  conviction,  and  with  the  interest 
and  conviction  will  come  the  needed  money  to  adequately  finance  our 
missionary   program. 

How  is  this  information  to  be  gotten  to  our  people?  How  is  this 
interest  to  be  aroused?  How  is  this  conviction  concerning  missions 
to  be  gotten  into  the  hearts  of  our  people?  In  an  effort  to  bring 
about  this  desirable  condition  in  our  Conference  your  committee 
recommends : 

First,  That  our  people,  both  pastors  and  people,  be  urged  to 
read  our  own  missionary  literature  and  other  missionary  literature  of 
a  general  character. 

Second,  We  recommend  and  urge  that  our  pastors  encourage  the 
organization  of  missionary  societies  in  the  churches  they  serve. 
These  societies  will  do  two  needed  things:  First,  they  will  cultivate 
the  missionary  spirit;  and,  second,  they  will  assist  in  raising  the 
General   Conference   Budget. 

Third,  We  recommend  that  all  our  churches  endeavor  to  observe 
the  special  Easter  and  Children's  Day  services,  using  the  helps  pre- 
pared by  the  Secretaries  of  the  Board  that  benefit  by  the  offering 
taken;  and,  of  course,  take  an  offering  at  these  services.  The  proper 
observance  of  these  special  days  will  considerably  enlarge  our  giving 
to  the  finances  of  the  General  Conference,  and  will  add  greatly  to  the 
missionary  spirit. 
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In  the  Fourth  place,  We  recommend  that  our  church  members 
should  not  be  content  to  allow  the  women  of  the  missionary  societies 
to  raise  all  that  is  paid  on  the  General  Conference  Budget.  Each 
member  needs  to  realize  that  there  is  an  individual  responsibility  in 
regard  to  the  missionary  cause.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 
OF  THE  METHODIST  PROTESTANT  CHURCH,  INC. 

The  ch,arter  of  the  Board  of  Education  has  expired  by  limitation. 
After  discussion  of  the  matter  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  it 
would  be  well  to  reorganize  the  Board,  increasing  the  number  of 
members  to  twenty-one,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  President  of  the 
Annual  Conference,  ex-officio.  The  plan  of  operation  of  the  old 
Board  was  found  to  be  very  satisfactory,  and  it  is  believed  advisable 
to  have  the  same  form  of  organization  for  the  new  Board,  which  is 
to  be  known  as  The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  in  North  Carolina,  Incorporated.  While  it  has  been  thought 
by  many  that  eventually  both  Boards'  should  be  merged  into  the 
college  corporation,  for  the  present  it  seems  advisable  to  continue  the 
two  Boards.  One  especial  reason  for  this  is  that  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, as  a  separate  corporation,  must  guarantee  to  the  college  a 
sufficient  income,  or  a  sufficient  amount,  to  make  its  income  equivalent 
to  $25,00  a  year,  in  order  to  obtain  the  A  rating. 

We  therefore  ask  your  approval  of  the  re-organization  of  the 
Board  as  above  outlined. 

We  have  found  the  income  from  subscriptions  insufficient  to 
meet  the  interest  payments  on  the  mortgage  and  the  life  insurance 
premiums,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  to  secure  an  additional 
loan  of  $50,000  from  the  Jefferson  Standard  Life  Insurance  Company, 
the  security  given  being  a  second  mortgage  on  the  property  of  the 
Board  in  both  Greensboro  and  High  Point.  When  past  due  interest 
and  insurance  premiums  have  been  paid,  the  life  insurance  will  have 
a  cash  value  which  will  more  than  equal  the  amount  of  the  new 
loan.  It  is  needless  to  say,  however,  that  there  is  a  very  genuine 
need  for  liberal  contributions,  as  additional  borrowings  offer  but 
temporary  relief. 

Messrs.  George  T.  Penny  and  J.  M.  Millikan,  who  agreed  to  act 
as  financial  agents  for  the  college,  have  secured  subscriptions  to  the 
amount  of  $75,000.  No  general  canvass  has  yet  been  made,  but  no 
doubt  the  church  at  large  will  in  due  time  be  asked  to  supplement  its 
former  contributions  with  an  amount  sufficient  to  place  the  college 
upon  a  sound  financial  footing. 
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The  treasurer  has  set  up  upon  his  books  a  depreciation  account 
covering  furnishings  and  equipment.  No  account  has  yet  been  set 
up  for  depreciation  of  buildings.  This  will  be  done  during  the  coming 
year. 

It  has  been  thought  advisable  to  increase  the  valuations  of  the 
property  over  that  at  which  it  has  been  carried  on  the  books,  and  it 
has  been  done  in  accordance  with  an  appraisal  made  by  those  who 
are  entirely  competent  to  judge  of  the  true  value  of  the  property. 
We  are  showing  also  the  amount  of  the  new  pledges  secured  during 
the  year,  for  most  of  which  we  hold  notes  of  the  contributors.  We 
have  not,  however,  placed  upon  the  books  any  of  the  old  pledges; 
these  are  reported  as  they  are  paid. 

During  the  year  Mr.  H.  A.  Garrett  has  contributed  $5,000.00  upon 
the  annuity  basis.  Under  this  plan  Mr.  Garrett  and  wife,  should 
she  survive  him,  receive  interest  during  their  life-time,  after  which 
the  amount  becomes  an  unconditional  gift  to  the  college.  Mr,  Garrett 
has  generously  offered  to  accept  interest  at  the  rate  of  5  %  per  cent. 
As  6  per  cent  is  received  on  the  investments,  this  gives  the  college 
the  advantage  of  the  difference  in  rate.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   SOCIAL   REFORM 

(REPORT  GG) 

To  say  that  our  social  fabric  needs  many  reforms  is  an  axiom. 
One  only  needs  to  casually  look,  and  he  may  see  on  all  sides  a  ten- 
dency toward  all  kinds  of  evil  among  a  great  many  of  our  people  such 
as   intemperance,    Sabbath   desecration,    drunkenness.     Drunkenness 
even  among  some  of  the  young  women  of  our  state.  The  divorce  evil 
seems  to   be   on   the  increase.     Reliable   statistics   disclose  the   fact 
that  out  of  every  fourteen  marriages  in  the  state  there  is  one  divorce. 
The   trouble   is   not   that  we  do   not   have   divorce    laws,    but   that 
the  laws  are  not  strict  enough.     If  the  divorces  were  granted  only 
because  of  the  violation   of  the  law  laid  down  by  our  Saviour,  as 
it  should  be,  there  would  be  fewer  of  them.     Sometime  ago  there 
were  as  many  as  thirteen  cases  in  one  of  our  country  courts  during 
the  first  day  session.       There  are  many  other  evils  too  multitudin- 
ous for  your  committee  to  mention.     Therefore  it  is  obvious  that 
Reforms  are  necessary.     The  question  naturally  arises,  how  are  they 
to  be  brought  about?     And  we  believe  that  the  only  answer  to  the 
question  is.  Reform  the  would-be  Reformer.     By  this  we  mean  the 
person  needing  to  be  reformed  must  be  made  a  new  creature  himself 
before  a  reformation  can  possibly  take  place  in  his  life  and   con- 
duct.    Our  Lord  Jesus  has  given  us  the  only  remedy,  viz.,  "Make 
the  tree  good   and  his  fruit  good   or  else  make  the  trees  corrupt 
and   his  fruit   corrupt."      We    cannot  blame   a   sinner  for   sinning. 
He  can  but  sin  though  he  may  be  blamed  for  being  a  sinner.     He 
cannot,  being  evil,  live  a  good  life;  neither  can  he  work  a  moral 
reformation  in  his  own  heart;  nor  can  any  man  or  any  institution 
made   by   man   do  this  for  him.     The  transforming  power   of   the 
Gospel  of  Christ  alone  can  bring  about  a  condition  of  heart  that  will 
make  every  believer  a  new  creature   and   consequently  reform  the 
whole  trend  of  his  life  by  reforming  his  spiritual  life.     To  this  end 
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we  insist  that  the  members  of  all  our  churches  use  every  righteous 
means  to  bring  those  that  need  to  reform  under  the  influences  and 
power  of  the  Gospel.  We  would  urge  each  member  of  every  chur^^h 
to  invite  their  unsaved  friends  to  join  their  Sunday  School  and 
Christian  Endeavor  Society  and  especially  to  attetid  the  preaching 
of  the  Word  and  to  insist  on  the  unconverted  as  well  as  others 
to  remain,  for  preaching  and  if  possible  break  them  away  from  the 
wicked  habit,  thiat  some  seem  to  have,  of  not  remaining  for  the 
preaching  service   after   Sunday   School  is   ever. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  the  Church  alone  has  the  remedy  \ 
to  make  society  just  what  our  Lord  would   have   it  be,   so   permit 
us  to  insist  that  we  give  God  a  chance  to  do  for  our  social  order  j 
what  He  alone  can  do;  the  one  thing  society  needs  most  is  Spiritual  ' 
Life.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION  AND  LITERATURE 

(REPORT  HH) 

Since  Literature  is  both  a  product  and  a  maker  of  men's  minds, 
its  importance  may  be  more  easily  seen.  For  a  people  is  known 
by  the  literature  it  produces,  as  well  as  by  the  literature  it  uses. 
So  sequentially,  we  must  have  an  educated  people  before  we  can 
have  good  literature  from  that  people.  For  while  an  ignorant  people 
makes  history,  no  illiterate  people  ever  produces  good  literature. 
Therefore,  education  precedes  good  literature. 

A  religious  denomination  ought  to  produce  good  literature  and 
it  ought  also  to  read  good  literature.  Or,  to  state  it  differently,  a 
denomination  will  produce  literature  peculiar  to  its  own  tenets  and 
a  denomination  that  is  loyal  to  the  standards  its  leaders  have  set 
up  will  use  the  literature  which  its  headquarters  produce.  Especially 
is  this  true  of  the  church  papers  and  Sunday  School  literature  pro- 
duced by  a  denomination.  These  are  published  for  the  members 
of  the  church,  and  unless  they  are  used  by  them  will  hardly  be  used 
by  others  to  any  great  extent. 

We  call  upon  our  people  to  support  loyally  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant, of  Baltimore;  the  Mefthodist  Recorder,  of  Pittsburgh;  and 
our  own  Methodist  Protestant  Herald,  of  Greensboro.  Either  the 
Methodist  Protestant  or  the  Methodist  Recorded  should  accompany 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  on  a  weekly  visitation  to  every  Meth- 
odist Protestant  family  in  the  North  Carolina  conference.  We 
believe  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  these  papers  should  a  goal  be 
set  for  them  by  this  conference.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the 
goal  for  new  subscriptions  for  the  Herald  be  800;  for  renewals 
1800.  That  the  goal  for  new  subscriptions  for  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant be  250,  and  the  goal  for  renewals  250,  or  that  there  should

be  at  least  500  copies  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  coming  to  our 
conference  next  year.  And  that  the  goals  for  the  Recorder  sub- 
scriptions be  100.  We  believe  that  if  the  publishers  of  these 
papers  could  see  their  way  clear  to  offer  either  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant or  the  Recorder  with  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  for 
$3.00  for  the  year  to  the  same  subscriber,  it  would  increase  the 
number  of  subscriptions.  We  know  that  this  has  been  d^one  in  the 
past,  but  we  are  not  sure  that  it  is  being  done  at  the  present  time.  Our 
goal  for  our  Sunday  School  literature  should  be  our  own  literature 
in  every  Sunday  School  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

Our  Collefres 

There  are  just  three  colleges  in  our  denomination  offering  four 
full  year  courses  toward  graduation,  known  as  A-Grade  institutions. 
Westminster  College  is  a  Junior  College.  We  do  not  have  informa- 
tion as  to  the  enrollment  of  these  out-of-state  institutions,  but  our 
own  High  Point  College  has  increased  its  enrollment  this  year  over 
last  fall's  enrollment  by  113 — that  is,  our  present  enrollment  is  316, 
the  enrollment  last  fall  was  203. 

There  has  been  open  this  year  at  High  Point  College  a  Business 
Department  or  School,  which,  while  it  entailed,  considerable  addi- 
tional expense,  is  proving  to  be  very,  very  popular  and  we  believe 
will  be  one  departm-ejnt  that  pays  its  way.  Every  class  room 
in  Roberts  Hall  is  now  in  use  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide 
additional  dormitory  room  next  year  if  there  is  to  be  any  substantial 
increase  over  the  present  enrollment.  We  are  greatly  in  need  of  a 
gymnasium,  and  a  library  building.  These  two  buildings  are  essen- 
tial for  the  best  organized  activities  in  physical  education  and  for 
study  while  students  are  at  the  college  buildings. 

It's  quite  a  disconcerting  fact  to  know  that  while  we  have  only 
four  colleges  in  the  denomination,  as  stated  above,  we  do  not  have 
as  many  as  800  members  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in 
these  institutions.  Last  year  there  was  800,000  students  in  the 
colleges  of  the  United  States,  making  a  general  average  for  the 
country,  according  to  the  population  of  115,000,000,  of  one  student 
in  college  for  every  143  people;  yet  in  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  we  have  only  one  student  in  college  for  every  225  persons. 
When,  as  a  fact,  a  church  should  have  more  people  per  capita  in 
college  than  the  general  masses  of  the  nation  as  a  whole.  For,  if 
the  masses  should  send  one  student  to  college  for  every  143  mem- 
bers of  its  body,  the  church  certainly  ought  to  do  as  well,  if  not 
better.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RURAL  CHURCH 

(REPORT  JJ) 

Every  Methodist  Protestant  should  be  interested  in  our  Rural 
Church  and  their  progress.  We  are  told  that  more  than  80  per  cent 
of  our  people  are  Rural.  Our  town  and  city  churches  to  a  large  extent 
are  composed  of  people  formerly  from  the  country.  Therefore  city 
church  should  be  directly  concerned  about  the  kind  of  recruits  they 
are  constantly  receiving. 
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But  we  as  Pastors  and  Laymen  are  interested  in  those  things  that 
will  keep  our  people  in  the  country.  Your  committee  wishes  to  men- 
tion a  few  aids  to  this  end. 

Good  roads  and  schools  boost  our  country  district.  If  our  rural 
people  can  get  their  children  in  good  consolidated  country  or  village 
schools,  one  of  the  greatest  desires'  for  the  city  Avill  be  removed. 
Good  roads  are  necessary  for  truck  conveyance  to  schools. 

In  the  second  place,  we  must  be  able  to  compete  with  the  city 
churches  in  equipment  and  service.  We  would  not  want  to  send  our 
children  to  a  day  school  where  eight  to  twelve  teachers  taught  in 
one  room.  Modern  churches  built  for  service  would  be  the  greatest 
appeal  to  our  country  people.  Good  churches  and  schools  will  greatly 
aid  in  keeping  our  church  leaders  in  the  country. 

Another  aid  to  holding  our  Rural  people  is  the  community  play 
ground  properly  supervised  by  the  leaders  of  the  community. 

In  the  fourth  place,  we  should  make  our  church  and  school 
grounds  attractive  by  sowing  lawn  grass  and  planting  flowers  and 
shrubery.  Some  churches  are  not  financially  able  to  build  modern 
churches,  but  all  can  make  their  church  grounds  more  attractive. 

In   the   fifth   place,   good   pastors   and   leaders   are  very   essential 
to  the  progress  of  our  Rural  Churches. 

We  also  believe  that  the  organization  of  pig  and  poultry  clubs 
among  the  boys  and  canning  or  sewing  clubs  among  the  girls  would 
be  helpful. 

Again,  Pastor  and  People  should  boost  the  good  in  our  country 
districts  and  do  all  they  can  for  their  welfare. 

Your  committee  wishes  to  make  the  following  recommendation: 

First:  That  the  Commission  on  Methodist  Co-operation  be  con- 
tinued and  that  it  function  at  every  point  possible,  where  the  "two 
denominations   are  concerned. 

Second:  That  this  committee  endorses  and  recommends  the  recom- 
mendation of  Dr.  A.  G.  Dixon  that  the  Committee  on  Rural  Church 
be  continued.  We  believe  that  as  opportunities  arise  and  as  people  are 
willing  to  co-operate  some  of  our  country  churches  should  be  con- 
solidated.

I  certify  that  I  have  carefully  examnied  the  books  and  records  of 
Rev.  S.  W.  Taylor,  Treasurer  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  for  the  Conference  years 
of  1924  and  1925,  and  find  them  correct  as  to  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments and  otherwise.  All  disbursements  have  been  made  by  check, 
and  the  books  show  the  true  record. 

In  making  the  Audit,  I  have  discovered  that  the  Conference  has 
$312.84  on  deposit  with  the  Wachovia  Bank  &  Trust  Co.,  of  High 
Point,  N.  C,  which  has  been  there  since  Conference  1925.  This  is  due 
to  error  in  the  bank  of  listing  a  check  of  $316.00  as  $3.16.  The 
error  was  discovered  by  the  bank,  and  proper  credit  given,  but  they 
failed  to  notify  Mr.  Taylor  of  this,  therefore,  it  was  not  brought  to 
light  until  audit  was  made  of  the  books. 

Mr.  Taylor's  report  to  the  Conference  of  1925  was  based  on  his 
bank  account  with  the  First  National  Bank  of  Burlington,  to  which 
the  Wachovia  Bank  &  Trust  Co.  account  was  transferred  before  the 
error  was  discovered.

And  we  also  hereby  declare  that  we  do  not  wish  to  have 
men  come  into  our  midst  and  take  our  best  charges,  who  have  no 
intention  of  staying  with  us  and  serving  poorer  charges  as  the 
stationing  authorities  may  direct. 

THEREFORE   BE  IT  RESOLVED 

First,  That  no  Minister  or  Preacher  not  a  member  of  the  North 
Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
shall  at  any  time  during  the  interim  of  Conference,  become  a  pastor 
of  any  church  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  district,  without 
having  first  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  President 
of  the  Conference  and  at  least  five  membrs  of  the  Conference  Fac- 
ulty.

Second,  That  no  Minister  or  Preacher  not  a  member  of  the

Resolved,  That  this  Conference,  representing  twenty-eight  thou- 
sand members,  declare  that  it  is  unequivocally  opposed  to  the 
nomination  and  election  of  any  candidates  for  any  legislative,  judi- 
cial or  administrative  office  either  state  or  nation,  who  favir  re- 
pealing, modifying  or  nullifying  the  18th  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  or  who  are  opposed  to  its  strict 
enforcement; 

Resolved,  That  we  call  upon  all  of  our  citizens  to  attend  prim- 
aries and  conventions  in  an  effort  to  nominate  the  best  men  possible 
for  all  public  offices  from  the  President  of  the  United  States  down 
to  the  humble  office  of  a  constable,  thereby  making  impossible  the 
nomination  of  any  man,  who,  if  elected,  would  not  respect  and  en- 
force our  laws,  especially  those  laws  safe-guarding  our  nation 
against  the   damnable   liquor  traffic.

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OBITUARIES 


REV.  D.  A.  HIGHFILL 

Drewery  Alson  Highfill,  son  of  Jeremiah  and'  Permelia  Moore 
Highfill  was  bom  near  Summerfield,  Guilford  County,  North  Caro- 
lina October  23rd,  1847.  The  oldest  of  a  family  of  nineteen  (19) 
children. 

His  Maternal  grandmother  was  Cornelia  Lanier.  The  Lanier's 
were  French  Hug'enots  that  immigfrated  to  this  country  and  settled 
in  Virginia.  Henry  Lanier,  a  great-great  grandfather  of  D.  A. 
Highfill,  settled  at  Speedwell  Iron  Works,  and  on  the  night  of  the 
battle  of  Guilford  Court  House,  he  fed  General  Green  and  his  en- 
tire army. 

Brother  Highfill  is  second  cousin  to  Sidney  Lanier,  the  Georgia 
poet.       Also,  a  first  cousin  to  Rev.  T.  J.  Ogbum. 

Brother  Highfill  united  with  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
at  Flat  Rock  Church,  now  Flat  Rock  Circuit,  July  1866,  under  the 
pastorate  of  Rev.  A.  W.  Lineberry,  D.  D.  Was  licensed  to  preach 
by  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference  of  Haw  River  Circuit,  October 
28th,   1871. 

He  joined  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  M.  P.  Church,  De- 
cember 1871,  at  Salem  Church,  near  Saxapahaw,  N.  C.  Was  ordained 
Deacon  December  1873,  and  was  ord'ained  Elder  December  6th, 
1874  at  Enfield,  North  Carolina. 

Brother  Highfill's  first  field  was  Tabernacle  Mission  (lafer 
LaGrange  Mission,  and  later,  LaGrange  Circuit — ^now  extinct.) 
in  1872,  and  his  last  Buncombe  Circuit,  1919.  Here,  his  health 
made  it  necessary  for  him  to  resign  about  the  middle  of  the  year. 
According  to  the  best  information  available,  he  was  transferred  to 
the  superannuated  relation  in  1909.  He  sustained  the  active  rela- 
tion to  the  conference  for  thirty-eight  (38)  years.  There  were 
a  few  years  during  this  time  that  he  was  "without  appointment  at 
his  own  request."  As  a  complete  record  of  the  charges  he  served, 
and  the  years  in  which  he  served  each,  is  not  available,  we  simply 
give  names  of  charges,  so  far  as  known: 

Tabernacle  Mission,  Buncombe,  Surry,  Cedar  Falls,  Randolph, 
Orange,  Granville,  Alamance,  Guilford,  Saxapahaw,  Chatham,  New 
Garden,  Mocksville,  Greensville,  Richland,  Denton.  Of  some  of  these 
he  was  pastor  more  than  one  term,  viz.,  Buncombe,  Guilford,  Orange, 
and  Saxapahaw.  Some  he  served  after  being  superannuated,  viz., 
Mocksville,  Greensville,  Richland,   Denton,  and'  Buncombe,  his  last. 

Brother   Highfill  was  one   time   member  of   the   General    Con- 
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ference,  and  for  a  number  of  years  a  member  of  the  Superannuated 
Fund  Society.  For  a  number  of  years  he  served  as  Publishing  Com- 
mittee, to  publish  the  Conference  Minutes,  and  often  served  on  im- 
portant committees.  He  was  one  of  our  most  loyal,  dependable, 
conservative  men.  His  preachng  was  of  a  high  order,  sound  and 
orthodox  to  the  core.  He  had  no  patience  with  sensationalism  and 
modernism. 

He  was  helpful  to  the  young  preacher  as  a  counselor,  when  he 
most  needed  help,  and  when  superannuated,  he  was  not  sour  nor 
sullen,  but  always  sweet  in  spirit  and  helpful  to  the  pastor,  faithful 
in  the  Sunday  School,  and  as  teacher  had  few  equals. 

Brother  Highfill  was  married  November  4th,  1879,  to  Miss 
Emily  Homey,  who  survives  him.  To  this  union  were  bom  two 
sons  and   three  daughters,   who   survive  him. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  itinerant  labors,  and  results, 
of  Brother  Highfill  for  50  years,  in  his  own  handvmting: 

"Salary  received  about  $12,000.00.  Average  yearly  salary  re- 
ceved,  about  $259.00.  Sermons  preached,  about  3,500.  Number 
of  conversions,  1,200.  Accessions  to  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  over  800.  Seven  (7)  young  men  entered  the  ministry 
under  his  administration.  Traveled  about  7000  miles  by  private 
conveyance  and  on  foot." 

Brother  Highfill  was  taken  when  the  call  was  made  for  the 
17  year  old  boys  during  the  Civil  War,  in  the  fall  of  1864,  and 
served  to  the  close  in  1865.  He  was  in  the  Battle  of  Bentonsville, 
Johnson  County,  North  Carolina,  in  March,  1864,  between  Sherman 
and  Johnson — a  hotly  contested  battle. 

Brother  Highfill  was  a  modest,  unassuming  man,  but  with 
strong  convictions,  having  the  courage  to  stand  by  and  maintain 
them.  As  has  been  said,  in  theology  he  was  sound.  Armininian, 
Methodistic  to  the  core.  You  always  knew  where  to  find  him.  He 
was  well  acquainted  with  such  Methodist  standards  as  Wesley, 
Clarke,  Watson,  and'  others.  He  had  no  time  for  experiments.  He 
knew  his  Bible  and  knew  his  God — ^was  sure  of  his  Divine  call  to 
the  Christian  Ministry.  He  was  a  man  of  one  work,  and  unhappy 
when  not  engaged  in  it.     May  his  mantle  fall  on  someone. 

Onie  June  8th,  he  attended  the  revival,  which  was  then  in  pro- 
gress at  Liberty,  assisted  in  the  services  and  was  unusually  bright. 
He  went  home  and  in  a  short  time  was  stricken,  and  after  all  had 
been  done  for  him  that  human  hands  could  do,  the  next  morning 
he  was  discharged  from  the  earthly  conflict,  and  entered  into  that 
rest  that  remains  to  the  people  of  God.  True  and  faithful  to  the 
last  hour. 

The  funeral  was  held  the  following  day  (June  9th.,  1927)  in 
the  Liberty  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  and  at  his  request  was 
conducted'  by  W.  F.  Ashburn,  and  W.  M.  Pike,  assisted  by  Rev.  F. 
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L.  Gibbs,  Pastor,  Dr.  A.  G.  Dixon,  President,  N.  C.  Conference  and 
Dr.  J.   D.  Williams. 

As  evidence  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  was  held,  the 
church  could  not  hold  the  congriegation.  Twenty  five  of  is  brethren, 
in  the  ministry,  were  present  to  pay  their  loving  tribute  to  one 
who  had  been  so  true  and  served   so  well. 

He  wias  laid  to  rest  in  Fairview  Ctmetery  to  await  the  glorious 
resurrection  of  the  saints  of  Godi. 

"But  though  earth's  fairest  blossoms  die

Martha  Jane  Bryant  Braswell  was  born  June  17th,  1851,  in 
Anson  County,  North  Carolina.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel 
and  Elizabeth  Bryant.  On  October  27th,  1872,  she  was  married 
to  D.  A.  Braswell.  To  them  nine  children  were  born,  three  of  them 
preceded  her  to  the  grave.  The  six  children  surviving  are  as  follows: 
J.  T.  Braswell,  of  Hamlet,  N.  C,  J.  S.  Braswell,  of  Rockingham,  N. 
C,  Mrs.  Lucy  Eudy  of  Hamlet,  N.  C,  Mrs.  S.  O.  Bundy,  Mrs.  F.  C. 
Garmon,  and  Mrs.  B.  F.  Waddell  of  Concord,  N.  C.  She  also  leaves 
twenty-six    (26)    grandchildren  and  eight    (8)    great  grandchildren. 

She  was  converted  and  united  with  Hopewell  M.  E.  Church,  with 
her  husband,  about  45  years  ago.  About  five  years  later  both  with- 
drew from  the  M.  E.  Church  and  united  with  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church.  In  1904,  when  conference  sent  Rev.  D.  A.  Braswell. 
to  Concord,  Mrs.  Braswell  brought  her  letter  and  joined  there. 
With  the  exception  of  a  couple  of  years,  she  has  been  a  member 
of  that  church  ever  since. 

She  was  faithful  and  loyal  in  attendance  when  her  health 
would  permit.  She  was  a  god  wife  and  mother.  For  many  years 
she  labored  with  her  husband  for  the  church,  in  strange,  new  fields 
they  went — ^working,  sacrificing,  building  churches  in  weak  places 
that  the  cause  of  Zion  might  go  forward. 
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For  several  years  Mrs.  Braswell  had  been  a  great  suflFerer.  All 
that  physicians  and  laving  hands  could  do  was  done  for  her,  but 
could  not  stay  the  hand  of  death  which  claimed  her  on  January 
23rd,  1927. 

On  the  following  day,  January  24th,  the  funeral  was  held  in  the 
home,  conducted  by  Rev.  G.  H.  Hendry,  assisted'  by  Dr.  A.  G,  Dixon, 
President,  N.  C.  Conference,  Rev.  N.  G.  Bethea,  Rev.  A.  Ridge,  Rev. 
H.  F.  Surratt,  and  Rev.  Lawrence  C.  Little,  after  which  the  remains 
were  carried  and  laid  to  rest  in  the  Concord  Cemetery,  to  await  the 
first  resurrection. 

"It  is  sown  in  corruption;  it  is  raised'  in  incorruption : 
It  is  sown  in  dishonor;  it  is  raised  in.  glory: 
It  is  sown  in  weakness;  it  is  raised  in  power: 
It  is  sown  a  natural  body;  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body," 

"Then    shall    be    brought   to    pass    the    saying    that    is    written, 
Death  is  swiallowed  up  in  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 
"Give  her  of  the  fruit  of  her  hands;  and  let  her  own  work  praise 
her  in  the  gates."

JOHN  HENRY  STOWE 

John  Henry  Stowe  was  born  in  Township  No.  10,  Cabarrus 
County,  N.  C.  February  1,  1853.  He  lived-  more  than  74  years, 
passing  out  of  this  life  in  High  Point,  N.  C,  on  September  18,  1927. 

He  may  be  described  as  a  man  who  thought  for  himself  and 
lived  and  labored  for  others. 

He  was  brought  up  on  a  farm,  spending  part  of  the  time  in 
school.  His  educational  career  brought  him  to  the  rank  of  Fresh- 
man in  North  Carolina  College,  a  Lutheran  institution  in  Carbarrus 
County. 

At  the  age  of  21  he  was  married  to  Miss  Margaret  Elizabeth 
Long,  of  Union  County,  whom  he  found  toi  be  a  real  helpmeet. 

He  was  converted  at  the  age  of  thirty,  at  home.  This  fact 
reveals  a  leading  characteristic  of  the  man^ — a  disposition  to  think 
things  through  for  himself  and  then  act  from  well  grounded  con- 
viction. This  sometimes  made  him  seem  slow,  but  because  of  it 
he  was  more  likely  to  be  right  in  his  decisions  and  persistent  in  his 
courses  of  action. 

He  first  joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South.  Before 
he  was  licensed  to  preach  he  did  some  remarkable  religous  work  at 
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Bothel  Church,  Clear  Creek  Circuit.  He  organized  a  men's  prayer 
meeting  after  the  order  of  a  Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 
This  meeting  grew  rapidly  in  numbers  and  in  interest.  Later  he 
was  elected  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  at  that  church, 
and  awakened  great  interest  in  the  work  of  the  school.  Many  came 
from  Rocky  River  Presbyterian  Church,  from  Bogar's  Chapel,  from 
a  Baptist  Church,  and  from  other  places. 

Leaders  of  song  were  scarce  in  those  days  in  that  community, 
and:  Brother  Stowe  had  to  pitch  the  tunes  in  his  church  services. 
Yet  he  had  only  meager  endowment  in  music,  being  able  to  follow  a 
tune  only  a  few  notes.  In  this  predicament  he  managed  by  having 
Mrs.  Stowe  drill  each  week  in  the  first  lines  of  the  songs  to  be  sung 
the  next  Sunday.  When  he  had  started  on  the  first  line  the  congre- 
gation would  fall  in  and  carry  oni  after  the  leader  had  fallen  by  the 
way. 

It  was  natural  that  he  should  be  thought  of  for  religious  work 
in  a  larger  sphere,  and  at  the  age  of  35  he  was  licensed-  to  preach 
as  a  local  preacher  in  the  M.  E.  Church,  South.  After  a  few  years 
in  this  relationship  he  decided  to  enter  the  itinerant  ministry  and 
also  decided  to  enter  the  service  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 
After  he  had  reached  this  decision  there  was  no  turning  back  and 
there  is  no  evidence  so  far  as  we  have  heard  of  any  regret  or  hesi- 
tation. He  entered  upon  the  work  of  a  minister  of  our  Annual  Con- 
ference and  continued  in  the  work  without  interruption  until  the 
failure  of  his  health  forced  his  retirement  in  1921.  His  full  term 
of  service  as  an  itinerant  minister  was  31  years.  The  following 
were  his  fields  of  service  as  pastor:  Peedee  Mission,  3  years;  Ashe- 
boro  Circuit,  now  Richland,  3  years;  Winston  Circuit,  4  years;  Guil- 
ford Circuit,  2  years;  Haw  River  Circuit,  3  years;  Richland  Circuit, 
4  years;  Guilford  Circuit,  1  Year;  Why  Not  Circuit,  5  years;  Richland 
Circuit,  1  year. 

The  following  comments  by  some  of  those  associated  with  him 
in  his  work  for  our  church  indicate  the  kind  of  impression  he  made 
upon  those  in  a  position  to  know  him  well. 

A  layman  on  one  of  the  charges  he  served  for  a  long  period 
writes  of  him:  "He  wias  loved  by  all  who  knew  him.  He  was  faithful 
to  the  teachings  of  the  Master,  abounding  in  the  spirit  of  Christ." 

A  minister  thus  expresses  himself  regarding  thei  character  and 
work  and  influence  of  Brother  Stowe: — 

"Brother  Stowe  was  a  real  man,  genuinely  honest,  sincere-, 
truthful,  frank.  He  never  praised  to  please;  any  praise  he  offered 
was  to  encourage  and  to  commend  that  which  is  worthy.  As  a  man 
as  a  preacher,  as  a  pastor,  he  exercised  splendid  judgment.  He  was 
not  as  quick  to  speak  or  act  as  some;  but  when  he  did  speak  or  act 
as  some;  but  when  he  did  speak  or  act  what  he  said  or  did  was  in 
accord  with  wisdom. 
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"Brother  Stowe  was  a  father  of  the  people  he  served  as  pastor 
and  a.l&o  to  preachers  who-  chanced  to  be  thrown  with  him  in  special 
meetings  and  otherwise.  This  was  my  experience  as  one  of  the 
preachers  of  our  Conference;  and  as  I  went  with  him  in  and  out 
among  the  people  he  served  as  pastor  I  was  impressed  that  they 
regarded  him  as  a  father  to  them.  He  might  have  been  appropriately 
called  'Father  Stowe.' 

"He  was  a  prince  among  preachers.  As  a  practical  preacher  I 
think  he  scarcely  had  a  superior.  I  never  heard  h'm  preach  a  poor 
sermon  or  even  a  mediocre  sermion.  His  thought  was  such  as  to 
interest  and  edify  people  of  thought;  yet  it  was  such  and  expressed 
in  such  a  way  as  to  interest  and  edify  people  of  immature  minds.  He 
both  expressed  and  impressed  truth.  He  preached  a  great  gospel  in 
a  great  way.     Brother  Stowe  was  truly  a  great  preacher." 

Another  minister  long  associated  with  Brother  Stowe  writes 
thus  of  him:  "Brother  Stowe  was  a  man  of  a  logical  mind,  a  real 
preacher  of  the  gospel;  had  the  gift  to  cause  his  hearers  to  under- 
stand the  word  of  God.  He  loved  the  people  and  preached  to  them 
that  they  might  be  saved.  He  was  a  man  that  made  friends  by 
showing  himself  friendly.  The  world  is  better  because  he  lived  in 
it.  Doubtless  he  has  met  with  many  in  Heaven  saved  through  his 
ministry." 

These  ministers  and  this  layman  express  the  thought  of  many. 
All  our  older  ministers  and  many  of  the  people  to  whom  Brother 
Stowe  ministered  are  aware  of  the  greatness  of  the  loss  the  church 
suffered  when  he  was  taken  away.  All  who  felt  the  touch  of  his 
kindly,  Christian  spirit  will  agree  that  the  world  is  better  because 
he  lived  in  it  and  worked  for  it. 

As  we  think  of  the  great  vacancy  he  left  and  are  sad,  and  as  we 
sympathize  with  their  bereavement,  let  us  comfort  our  hearts  and 
theirs  with  the  thought  of  the  much  larger  and  better  place  Brother 
Stowe  fills  today.  From  that  high  place  in  the  glory  world,  he 
perhaps  looks  down  upon  us  with  hope  in  his  heart  that  we  too  may 
be  faithful  to  the  end  of  our  course  and  then  be  caught  up  to  share 
with  him  the  joys  of  our  Lord  in  the  life  celestial.

MRS.  J.  H.  BOWMAN 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Bowman,  nee  Miss  Dora  Greeson  was  born  Septem- 
ber 1867,  hers  was  a  glad,  happy  childhood  and  girlhood,  not  only 
because  she  was  raised  by  Christian  parents  and  from  infancy  knew 
of  her  loving  Savior,  but  early  in  her  childhood  she  surrendered  her 
life  to  Him,  and  her  trust  was  so  complete  and  her  face  so  beautiful 
that  He  filled  her  days  with  song;  and  hers  was  that  kind  of  life, 
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practically  from   its   beginning,   beautifully  decribed   in   the   verse, 
"The  Lord  will  joy  over  thee  with  song." 

On  January  13,  1886,  Miss  Greeson  was  married  to  Rev.  J.  H. 
Bowman  and  went  out  unafraid  from  her  happy  girlhood  home  to 
face  life,  a  co-worker  with  her  husband  in  the  ministry  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church.  To  them  was  given  forty  and  a  half 
golden  years  of  service  together.  Her  husband  preceded  her  to  the 
Glory  World  by  eight  months. 

To  this  union  was  bom  four  children  three  of  whom  survive 
her,  and  one  William  T.  Bowman  who  was  swept  out  into  the  Glory 
World  through  that  tragic  death  that  we  all  remember  so  vividly 
just  a  few  weeks  before  his  mother  went  home.  Those  living  are 
J.  T.  Bowman,  living  on  the  old  home  place  near  Liberty,  Mrs.  L. 
W.  Causey  of  Liberty,  and  Mrs.  Plato  Frutrell  of  Jamestown;  she 
is  also  survived  by  six  grandchildren  all  of  w'hom  she  loved  with  a 
deep  affection  and  for  whom  she  cherished  the  fondest  ambitions. 

On  April  13,  1927,  while  playing  with  a  group  of  children  in  the 
yard  methinks  Mrs.  Bowman  heard  the  Father  say,  "Child,  come  up 
with  me  to  my  other  room."  With  a  glad  surprise  she  slipped  her 
hand  in  His,  and  went  to  Him  where  the  mansions  are  prepared 
for  those  who  love  Him. 

Mrs.  Bowman  went  willingly  and  uncomplainingly  with  her  hus- 
band from  place  to  place  through  the  years  of  his  ministry.  Some  one 
said  that  back  of  every  great  man  is  a  good  woman.  And  this  good 
woman  labored  side  by  side  with  her  noble  husband  to  win  souls  for 
the  Master  and  to  establish  His  kingdom  in  the  communities  to 
which  his  church  called  him  to  serve. 

In  the  sunset  years  of  his  life  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Bowman  lived 
in  their  own  home  near  Pleasant  Union  Methodist  Protestant  church. 
From  the  community  come  beautiful  tributes  to  her  fine  Christian 
character,  her  helpful  associations  in  the  community  and  community 
activities,  and  her  gracious  hospitality  that  opened  wide  her  doors  to 
young  and  old.  Condensed,  these  tributes  may  be  summed  up  in 
this  sentence,  "We  all  loved  Mrs.  Bowman  dearly,  and  we  miss  her 
so  much."  Missed  from  her  church,  from  her  Sunday  school  class, 
from  her  missionary  activities,  and  from  her  community.  Missed 
by  her  pastor,  by  her  neighbors,  as  "Grade  Mother"  by  Grade  Eleven 
of  Nathaniel  Green  Consolidate  School  near  her  home;  but  missed 
most  of  all  from  her  home  group  by  her  children,  their  husbands 
and  wives  and  the  grandchildren. 

Her  pastor.  Rev.  G.  F.  Millaway,  pays  this  beautiful  tribute: 
"Sister  Bowman  was  truly  a  mother  in  Isreal.  She  loved  children, 
delighted  to  help  them.  She  was  helpful  in  the  church  in  all  its  work. 
She  was  helpful  to  the  preacher  when  he  was  preaching,  often  giving 
her  approval  by  a  nod  of  the  head.  She  was  always  pleasant,  cheer- 
ful, kind." 

A  member  of  the  community  has  this  to  say :   "  'There  are  joys 
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not  luimixed  with  pain.'"  Such  is  the  feeling  in  regard  to  the  life 
and  death  of  Mrs.  Bowman.  Leading  a  quiet,  unselfish  life,  trying 
to  make  the  children  happy,  the  end  came  as  quietly  as  her  life  had 
been. 

"We  held  Mrs.  Bowman  as  one  of  the  best  mothers  in  our 
community.  The  doors  of  her  home  were  ever  open  to  her  friends 
who  were  many,  and  there  was  always  something  uplifting  in  the 
atmosphere.  From  boyhood  until  the  end  came  I  have  been  a  fre- 
quent visitor  in  her  home,  and  I  always  found  her  the  same.  The 
example  of  her  life  will  ever  be  outstanding  in  the  Pleasant  Union 
community." 

Rev.  J.  E.  Pritchard  says  of  her:  "It  has  been  my  hig'h  privilege 
to  know  Mrs.  Bowman  since  about  1900,  and  I  always  regarded,  her 
as  a  very  high  type  of  Christian  woman  and  mother.  Being  a  very 
close  friend  of  her  husband,  it  was  my  privilege  to  be  in  the  home  a 
good  many  times.  When  I  was  a  student  at  Liberty,  I  often  went  to 
her  home  to  spend  the  week  end  and  I  always  found  her  to  be  the 
same  kind,  congenial  hostess.  In  fact  she  seemed  very  much  like  a 
mother  to  me,  and  I  always  regarded  it  as  a  great  privilege  to  be  in 
her  home  and  to  know  her.  In  all  of  my  acquaintance  with  her  I 
never  remember  her  saying  anything  against  any  one.  She  was 
deeply  interested  in  the  work  of  her  husband,  and  often  went  with 
him  to  his  appointments.  The  people  on  the  charges  he  served  were 
fond  of  her,  and  were  always  glad  to  see  her  come  to  their  homes. 
She  was  quiet  and  inoffensive  in  her  manner,  and  exercised  to  a 
large  degree  the  Christ  spirit  in  her  life.  The  world  is  better  because 
of  such  mothers  in  Isreal,  and  we  would  do  well  to  pray  that  God 
would  give  us  more  such  ones.  He  life  was  a  benediction  to  all  with 
whom  she  came  in  contact.     Blessed  be  her  memory!"

MRS.  DAVID  I.  GARNER 

Sarah  Elizabeth  Hughes,  the  daughter  of  Sandy  and  Angeline 
Hughes,  was  bom  near  Haw  River,  Alamance  County,  October  29, 
1890,  and  died  September  2,  1927. 

Being  brought  up  in  a  home  of  economy,  industry  and  thrift  she 
there  learned  to  appreciate  these  gifts  and  learned  to  apply  them 
to  her  own  life.  This  home  was  a  christian  home  and  there  she  was 
given  the  encouragement  that  led  her  to  be  a  devoted  Christian. 
She  attended  the  schools  of  her  community  and  there  received  what 
training  she  could  to  fit  her  for  life. 

In  early  life  she  became  a  christian  and;  joined  Haw  River  Metho- 
dist Protestant  Church.  She  was  a  true  consistent  christian  and  a 
loyal  member  of  the  church.  She  loved  her  church.  Pastors  as  well 
as  her  many  other  friends  well  remember  the  faithfulness  of  Sarah 
Hughes  in  the  Haw  River  church.     It  was  the  unusual  thing  for  her 
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to  be  absent  from   a   service  and  when   she  was   it  was  understood 
that  it  was  unavoidable  on  her  part. 

On  April  12,  in  the  Burlin^on  Methodist  Protestant  parsonage, 
she  was  married  to  David  L  Garner.  For  some  time  after  marriage 
she  and  Brother  Gamer  heard  and  heeded  the  call  to  the  Gospel 
ministry.  She  put  her  heart  and  life  into  this  great  work,  sharing 
with  pleasure  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  that  which  goes  with 
the  ministry.  In  1921  Brother  Gamer  feeling  the  need  of  further 
preparation  for  his  life's  work  went  as  a  student  to  Westminster 
Theological  Seminary.  Here  his  good  companion  kept  the  home  while 
he  persued  his  studies.  When  Brother  Garner  came  back  to  this 
state  and  became  an  honored  member  of  this  conference  she  entered 
into  the  work  of  a  pastor's  wife  and  did  what  she  could  to  be  a 
blessing  to  her  home  and  the  people  they  served.  Some  one  has 
well  said  that  the  best  thing  that  God  ever  did  for  a  devoted  minister 
is  to  give  him  a  loving  and  consecrated  wife. 

There  was  born  to  brother  and  sister  Garner  two  loving  children, 
one  son  and  one  daughter.  The  little  daughter  perceeded  her  mother 
in  death  while  the  little  son  still  survives.  This  little  son,  the  hus- 
band, the  father  and  mother,  one  sister  and  a  great  number  of  loving 
friends  mourn  her  going. 

The  host  of  friends  as  well  as  the  members  of  this  conference  ex- 
tend our  deepest  sympathies  and  tenderest  love  to  these  dear  ones 
who  realize  most  keenly  the  passing  of  this  good  woman.  We  would 
like  to  comfort,  we  would  like  to  talk  all  sorrow  away.  But  how 
weak  and  how  empty  our  words  of  sympathies  are  to  the  heart  that 
is  torn  and  bleeding  because  of  the  loss  of  one  we  love  so  much.  And 
yet  there  is  comfort  to  be  found  in  the  same  Christ  that  has  visited 
so  many  sorrowing  hearts.  The  same  Christ  is  ready  to  sustain  in 
this  trying  hour.  His  love  and  sympathy  for  us  will  drive  away  the 
tears  and  enable  us'  to  see  light  even  in  the  darkest  moment. 

"Jesus,  while  our  hearts  are  bleeding 
O'er  the  spoils  that  death  has  won, 
We  would  at  this  solemn  meeting.

Sister  Gamer  for  a  number  of  years  suffered  great  afflictions  and 
her  going  was  not  death  but  a  release  from  afflictions  and  a  transla- 
tion into  the  land  of  health,  happiness  and  joy,  "At  evening  time  it 
shall  be  light."

The  funeral  was  conducted  in  the  Haw  River  church.  The  church 
in  which  she  had  in  other  days  consecrated  her  life  to  God, — the 
church  she  always  loved.  The  writer  of  this  paper,  a  former  pastor 
and  Rev,  O.  B.  Williams,  the  pastor  of  the  church,  had  charge  of  the 
funeral  services.  Rev.  S.  W.  Taylor,  Rev.  D.  R.  Williams  and  Rev. 
T.  A.  Williams  were  present  and  assisted  in  the  services.  After  the 
funeral  the  body  was  tenderly  laid  to  rest  in  the  family  lot  of  the 
Graham  cemetary.  The  large  attendance  at  the  funeral  and  the 
many  beautiful  floral  contributions  which  formed  a  blanket  for  her 
grave  indicated  the  great  love  and  high  esteem  in  which  she  was 
held  by  her  many  friends.

THE  BUDGET 


The  amount  apportioned  by  the  Finance  Committee  as  the 
assessment  for  each  charge  is  divided  into  two  parts — ^the  General 
Canference  budget  and  the  Annual  Conference  Budget. 

The  General  Conference  Budg-et  includes  all  the  money  that  is 
to  be  used  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  denomination,  and  in- 
cludes Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Education,  Young  People's 
Work,  Old  People's  Home  and  whatever  other  interests  may  be  de- 
cided on  by  the  General  Conference. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Conference  it  was  decided  to 
apply  to  the  Budget  all  the  money  raised  by  the  churches  through 
Children's  Day,  Easter,  Rally  Day  and  programs.  In  the  Budget 
is  to  be  included  also  money  raised  by  the  Woman's  Home  and  For- 
eign Missionary  Societies.  In  fact,  all  money  raised  in  any  way 
for  the  general  work  of  the  church  is  a  part  of  the  Budget  and  the 
local  church  may  have  credit  for  it  on  its  assessment.  All  that  is 
required  is  that  the  particular  interest  for  which  it  is  raised  be 
specified  by  the  remitter. 

The  Annual  Conference  Budget  includes  all  the  money  raised  for 
Annual  Conference  Work — see  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

All  money,  whether  for  General  Conference  or  Annual  Confer- 
ence Budget,  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Annual  Conference  Treasurer,  Mr. 
V.  W.  Idol,  High  Point,  N.  C.  He  will  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Conference  whatever  monies  belong  to  him.  In  sending 
money  for  spec'als,  such  as  Children's  Day  or  Easter,  be  sure  to  tell 
the  Treasurer  what  it  is  for.  Otherwise  you  will  fail  to  get  credit 
for  it  on  the  part  of  the  Budget  assessed  to  your  charge. 

If  any  money  is  sent  to  the  Branch  Treasurers  of  the  Missionary 
Societies,  ask  for  a  receipt,  and  when  the  pastor  makes  up  his  report, 
be  sure  he  is  informed  of  the  amount. 
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ELECTION    LAW    OF    THE    NORTH    CAROLINA    CONFERENCE 

The  second  quarterly  conference  of  each  pastoral  charge  shall 
nominate  double  the  number  of  laymen  to  which  the  charge-circuit 
ov  station — is  entitled  as  delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference.  Tne 
pastor  shall  announce  from  each  pulpit  the  names  of  nominees,  and 
appoint  a  day,  which  shall  be  that  on  which  his  appointment  shall 
fall  at  each  church  if  practicable,  for  taking  the  vote  by  ballot  for 
the  number  to  which  the  charge  may  ibe  entitled ;  the  ballot  cast  by 
members  over  eighteen  years  of  age  to  be  received  by  class  leaders 
and  stewards,  under  the  supervision  of  the  pastor,  and  by  them  to 
be  counted,  and  the  count  forwarded  to  the  third  quarterly  con- 
ference, to  be  compared  by  that  body.  The  nominee  receiving  the 
plurality  of  vote  shall  be  declared  duly  elected,  and  the  pastor  im- 
mediately on  receipt  of  Delegate's  Credential  Cardi — not  later  than 
September  1 — shall  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference the  delegate  elected,  and  such  certified  list  shall  constitute 
the  lay  roll  of  this  Conference. 

The  alternate  delegate  shall  be  elected  by  the  fourth  quarterly 
Conference. 

Only  qualified  members^ — those  wiho  are  twenty-one  years  of 
age  or  over — shall  be  allowed  to  vote  to  purchase,  build,  repair, 
lease,  sell,  rent,  mortgage,  or  otherwise  procure  or  dispose  of 
church  property.

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A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  CONFERENCE 
READ  AT  THE  ONE  HUNDREDTH  ANNUAL  SESSION 

By  J.  E.  Pritchard 

In  presenting  to  you  this  paper  at  our  One  Hundredth  Annual 
session,  I  am  reminded  of  a  remark  made  by  the  late  Rev.  J.  H. 
Bowman  when  presenting  the  claims  of  the  Twentieth  Century 
Thank  Offering  in  1900.  After  explaining  the  matter  he  said,  Now 
be  just  as  liberal  as  you  can  and  I  will  promise  you  this,  I  will  never 
ask  you  for  another  such  offering.  How  true  the  statement 
was!  And  as  we  celebrate  the  founding  of  our  church  and  a  hun- 
dred years  of  its  history  we  'are  deeply  conscious  of  the  fact  that 
before  another  hundred  years  go  by  every  one  of  us  shall  pass  on 
to  give  an  account  of  his  stewardship.  A  hundred  years!  How 
long  is  a  hundred  yearsi?  When  compared  to  the  centuries  gone 
by  it  seems  but  a  brief  spajn  and  yet  when  we  remember  that  some 
of  the  oldest  people  that  have  ever  been  in  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  have  been  bom,  lived  their  lives  of  usefulness,  have  gone 
to  their  last  sleep  since  our  church  came  into  existence,  then  it  seems 
a  long  time. 

In  this  paper  I  shall  be  able  to  present  only  a  few  facts  con- 
cerning the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference.  The  facts  which 
might  be  presented  are  so  many  and  so  varied  that  one  hardly 
knows  where  to  begin  and  where  to  end. 

The  question  is  often  asked,  What  is  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church.  Many  people  say  they  never  heard  of  it.  Some  of  these 
people  are  sincere  and  have  a  right  to  know.  But  before  attempting 
to  answer  their  question  I  would  like  to  say  that  this  is  an  age  of 
peace  and  co-operation  and  I  have  not  disposition  to  revive  any  of 
the  controversies  of  other  days.  In  fairness  to  our  Mother  church 
I  will  say  that  the  conditions  that  obtained  a  hundred  years  ago 
can  be  found  nowhere  in  the  world  today.  In  so  far  as  I  know 
among  all  the  denominations  it  is  considered  a  perfectly  legitimate 
thing  to  discuss  the  government  of  the  church  and  to  suggest  any 
changes  desired.     But  it  was  not  always  so. 

And  now,  in  answer  to  the  question.  What  is  The  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  let  me  say  that  the  first  Methodist  Protestants 
were  first  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Early  in 
the  nineteenth  century  there  was  a  fierce  controversy  going  on  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  concerning  the  rights  of  the  Local 
Preachers  and  the  Laymen.  When  that  denomination  was  organized 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth  century  the  government  of  the 
church  was  placed  largely  in  the  hands  of  the  Itinerant  ministers. 
As  a  means  of  furthering  the  discussion  for  a  more  equal  represen- 
tation of  the  ministry  and  the  laity  in  the  M.  E.  Church  in  America, 
there  was  started  in   1821   the  publication  known  as  the   Wesleyan 
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Repository.  William  S.  Stockton  was  the  editor  and  Phiadelphia 
was  the  place  of  publication.  In  1824  this  publication  was  changed 
to  the  Mutual  Rights  of  the  ministry  and  Laity  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  the  office  of  publication  was  changed  to 
Baltimore,  Md. 

So  far  as  my  part  of  the  story  goes  the  scene  now  shifts  to 
North  Carolina.  For  the  next  few  years  the  controversy  waxed 
warm.  As  a  means  of  fellowship  among  those  who  wanted  the 
government  of  the  church  changed  and  to  promote  the  discussion 
for  equal  rights  there  was  organized  what  was  known  as  the  Union 
Societies  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  In  North  Carolina 
the  principal  battlegrounds  were  Whitakers  Chapel  andi  Bradford's 
Church  in  Halifax  County,  Plank  Chapel  in  what  was  then  Granville 
County,  now  Vance  and  Moriah  Church  in  Guilford  County.  Of 
course  there  were  other  places  but  the  ones  I  have  mentioned  are  the 
most  prominent.  In  these  churches  many  members  were  brought  to 
trial  for  what  they  called  inveighing  against  the  doctrines  and  polity 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Many  members  of  the  churches 
were  tried  and  expelled  from  the  church  by  the  pastors  in  charge. 
Others,  when  they  were  told  they  must  either  quit  reading  the  Mutual 
right  and  give  up  membership  in  the  Union  societies  or  be  turned  out 
all  their  lives.  These  Methodists,  these  friends  of  reform,  these  who 
loved  their  Lord  and  had  loved  their  church,  now,  finding  themselves 
without  a  church  met  the  friends  of  reform  from  other  states  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  November  12,  1828,  and  organized  themselves  into 
what  was  known  as  The  Associated  Methodist  Church,  retaining  the 
doctrines  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  but  with  important 
changes  in  its  government.  Those  who  were  present  at  this  first  meet- 
ing provided  for  another  meeting  in  Baltimore  in  1830,  which  meeting 
was  held  and  the  name  changed  to  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

After  the  meeting  in  1828  Annual  Conferences  were  organized 
in  rapid  succession.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  which  is  the 
oldest  conference  in  the  denomination  was  organized  at  Whitakers 
Chapel  in  Halifax  County,  about  six  miles  from  the  town  of  Enfield 
on  December  19,  1928.  Rev.  E.  B.  Whitaker  was  elected  the  first 
president  and  Rev.  Miles  Nash  was  elected  secretary.  The  confer- 
ence was  composed  of  eigh;  ministers,  five  licensed  preachers  and 
twelve  laymen.  The  notice  given  concerning  the  plans  to  organize  was 
so  brief  that  those  churches  in  Granville  County  did  not  have  time  to 
elect  delegates,  so  all  of  the  members  of  th3  first  North  Carolina 
Conference  were  from  what  was  known  as  the  Roanoke  Distrct.  The 
ministers  present  in  that  first  Conefrence  were,  Rev.  James  Hunter, 
Rev.  E.  B.  Whitaker,  Rev.  William  Bellamy,  Rev.  Henry  Bradford, 
Rev.  Miles  Nash,  Rev.  William  Price,  Rev.  W.  W.  Hill  and  Kev.  Ai- 
britton  Jones.  I  was  unable  to  obtain  the  names  of  the  licensed 
preachers  and  the  laymen. 

From  this  time  on  events  moved  quickly.     Churches  sprang  up  in 
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various  sections  of  the  State,  among  the  most  notable  example  being 
Moriah  in  Guilford  County  which  church  came  over  in  a  body  into 
the  new  organization,  with  the  exception  of  two  members.  Bethel 
and  Liberty  churches  in  Guilford  County  were  quickly  organized  and 
the  new  movement  spread  to  the  various  parts  of  the  state.  Among 
those  who  played  an  important  part  in  organizing  Methodist  Protestant 
Churches  in  its  early  days  were  many  intellectual  giants.  Perhaps 
foremost  of  these  was  the  Rev.  Alson  Gray.  When  the  Associated 
Methodist  Church  was  organized  he  was  a  local  preacher  in  the 
M.  E.  Church  but  soon  came  over  into  the  new  fold.  He  was  a  man 
of  unusual  ability  and  through  his  efforts  many  churches  were  or- 
ganized and  established,  many  revivals  were  held  and  hundreds  were 
swept  into  the  kingdom.  There  were  many  other  strong  men  who 
played  an  important  part  in  the  work  of  establishing  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  but  I  cannot  mention  them  now. 

For  the  first  few  years  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  North 
Carolina  grew  rapidly.  From  reading  the  record  of  those  early  days 
one  would  conclude  that  soon  the  entire  state  would  be  brought  under 
the  dominion  of  the  new  organization,  but  like  most  great  movements 
there  were  obstacles  to  be  overcome  and  its  progress  was  slow. 
However,  in  this  slow  but  steady  growth  there  was  ample  time  for 
studying  the  needs  of  the  new  organization  and  for  correcting  any 
thing  that  needed  to  be  corrected. 

One  thing  which  the  leaders  of  the  church  in  North  Carolina 
realized  almost  from  the  beginning  was  that  if  the  church  is  to  be 
efficient  it  must  have  trained  leaders.  With  this  in  view  Education  be- 
came one  of  the  important  words,  in  the  conference  sessions.  Even 
in  the  early  days  the  leaders  began  to  plan  for  schools,  however  as 
their  numbers  were  few  and  their  finances  limited  they  did  not  ac- 
complish things  as  rapidly  as  they  desired  to  do.  The  minutes  of  the 
twenty-seventh  session,  held  in  Fayetteville,  November  12,  1952,  con- 
tain this  reference:  "Brother  Walser  addressed  the  Conference  in 
reference  to  a  Seminary  of  Learning  proposed  to  be  located  in  the 
County  of  Davie."  The  minutes  of  the  twenty-eighth  session  held 
at  Fairfield  Church  in  Guilford  County,  November  11,  1853,  say: 
"The  Committee  appointed  at  the  previous  session  to  locate  a  Seminary 
reported  that  they  had  agreed  to  a  location  in  Davidson  County,  eight 
miles  west  of  Lexington  and  three  miles  east  of  the  Yadkin  River, 
on  the  lands  of  Thomas  C.  Crump  and  Henry  W;alser,  they  agreeing  to 
convey  ten  acres  of  land  for  said  purpose,  said  the  said  Henry  Walser 
agree  to  pay  five  hundred  dollars  toward  the  building  and  support  of 
the  institution."  The  minutes  of  the  thirty-first  session,  held  at 
Moriah  church  in  Guilford  County,  November  5,  1856,  have  this  to 
say:  "Yadkin  Institute  is  now  in  operation,  Geo.  W.  Nego  being  prin- 
cipal, he  paying  us  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  the  benefit  of 
the  school  for  five  years."     This  was  the  beginning  of  an  institution 
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that  was  destined  to  play  a  large  part  in  the  development  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference.  It  is  true  that  the  school  was  located  away  from 
town,  never  had  a  large  student  body  and  never  was  adequately 
financed,  yet  no  man  can  measure  the  influence  of  that  institution, 
for  the  leadig  ministers  of  our  denomination  in  this  state  for  a  genera- 
tion received  their  instruction  at  this  institution.  And  not  only  the 
leading  ministers  but  many  of  our  leading  laymen  received  their  train- 
ing and  their  inspiration  there.  Some  may  say  that  Yadkin  College 
died,  but  I  say,  Not  until  it  had  lived  a  glorious  life. 

Also  at  the  Conference  of  1856  a  proposition  was  brought  for- 
ward looking  to  the  building  of  a  Seminary  for  Young  Women  at 
Jamestown.  The  proposition  was  accepted  and  a  Board  of  Trustees 
was  appointed  to  have  oversight.  One  of  these  trustees  was  the  Rev. 
Calvin  H.  Wiley.  The  plan  agreed  upon  was  that  the  conference  be 
relieved  of  all  financial  obligation  in  regard  to  the  school  but  that  the 
Trustees  were  to  proceed  with  the  work,  with  such  means  as  they  could 
raise.  The  building  was  erected  and  named  Logan  Seminary,  after- 
wards changed  to  Jamestown  Female  College.  This  institution  con- 
tinued to  do  good  work  for  some  years  but  finally  was  destroyed  by 
fire  and  was  never  rebuilt.  After  some  years  the  church  ceased  to 
operate  Yadkin  College  and  there  was  no  institution  of  higher  learn- 
ing that  we  could  call  our  own  within  the  bounds  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference. 

In  the  year  1894  Rev.  J.  F.  McCulloch  returned  to  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  and  started  the  church  paper  known  as  Our 
Church  Record,  afterwards  changed  to  Methodist  Protestant  Herald, 
with  the  view  of  arousing  interest  among  our  people  in  regard  to  an 
educational  institution.  Dr.  McCulloch  was  untiring  in  his  efforts 
and  would  not  let  us  forget  our  obligation  to  educate  our  own  young 
people. 

To  this  suggestion  there  was  some  response  and  some  effort  was 
put  forth  on  the  part  of  others  but  still  the  institution  did  not 
materialize.  The  Burlington  Conference  of  1904  took  a  decided  step 
forward  by  putting  Rev.  A.  G  .Dixon;  in  the  field  to  collect  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  with  which  to  build  and  equip  a  college,  the 
opinion  prevailing  at  that  time  that  that  amount  would  be  sufficient. 
Brother  Dixon  did  his  best  and  traveled  from  the  mountains  to  the 
sea.  He  presented  the  claims  of  education  with  vigor  and  enthusiasm 
but  still  the  goal  was  not  reached.  But  while  the  college  was  not  built 
then,  the  effort  was  not  in  vain  for  sufficient  money  was  raised  to 
encourage  our  people  to  keep  up  the  fight.  A  Board  of  Education  was 
created  who  should  have  charge  of  the  College  enterprise.  Another 
thing  which  added  considerable  interest  to  the  movement  for  a  school 
was  the  gift  of  ten  thousand  dollars  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Roberts  of  Kerners- 
ville  to  be  used  in  building  a  college,  with  the  provision  attached  that 
if  the  college  were  not  built  by  1920  the  money  was  to  be  used  for 
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educating  young  men  for  the  ministry  in  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference. While  the  college  was  not  built  in  time  to  use  the  money 
for  that  purpose  yet  the  gift  inspired  others  to  do  some  things  which 
they  perhaps  otherwise  would,  not  have  done.  The  money  is  being 
used  now  as  a  loan  fund  for  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry. 
But  still  the  college  question  would  not  die,  Some  one  said  the  move- 
ment was  bom  of  God  because  it  could  not  be  killed.  Finally  at  the 
Enfield  Conference  of  1920  Rev.  R.  M.  Andrews,  D.  D.,  who  was  at  that 
time  President  of  the  Conference  recommended  in  his  annual  report 
that  we  either  build  the  college  or  quit  talking  about  it.  But  the  con- 
ference was  not  willing  to  quit  talking  about  it.  In  fact  the  Con- 
ference was  getting  ready  to  act.  At  that  same  Conference  the  Board 
of  Education  asked  the  Conference  to  appoint  a  committee  consisting 
of  three  members  who  should  confer  with  the  Board  of  Education 
relative  to  the  matter  of  building  a  college.  This  committee  consisted 
of  Rev.  L.  W.  Gerringer,  Mr.  A.  M.  Rankin  and  the  writer  of  this 
paper.  This  committee  met  with  the  Board  of  Education  and  the 
entire  question  of  a  college  was  discussed,  whereupon  it  was  decided 
that  the  time  had  come  when  we  must  go  forward,  and  a  campaign 
Committee  was  appointed  to  launch  the  drive  for  the  finances.  This 
committee  consisted  of  Rev.  R.  M.  Andrews,  D.  D.,  Rev.  L.  W.  Ger- 
ringer and  the  writer.  This  committee  visited  the  churches  and  a 
great  deal  of  enthusiasm  was  aroused.  When  the  campaign  was  put 
on  in  the  churches  in  June,  1921,  more  than  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars  was  pledged,  but  still  the  goal  was  not  reached.  But  enough 
had  been  pledged  to  justify  the  Board  of  Education  in  going  forward 
with  plans  for  the  institution.  About  this  time  three  cities,  Burlington, 
Greensboro  and  High  Point  came  forward  with  propositions  for  lo- 
cating the  college  in  their  midst,  each  agreeing  to  give  a  site  and  at 
least  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  money.  High  Point's  offer  of 
sixty  acres  of  land  and  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  money  was 
accepted  and  two  fine  dormitories  and  an  administration  building  were 
erected  and  the  college  opened  in  the  fall  of  1924  with  Rev.  R.  M. 
Andrews,  D.  D.,  as  the  president,  and  an  enrollment  of  more  than 
one  hundred.  From  time  to  time  the  enrollment  has  increased  until 
at  the  present  time  it  is  more  than  three  hundred.  Last  May  the 
first  graduating  class  went  out,  numbering  thirteen.  In  this  long 
struggle  many  have  given  largely  of  their  time  and  means.  It  has 
meant  a  real  sacrifice  to  them.  If  I  may  be  pardoned  for  mentioning 
one  and  not  mentioning  others  I  would  say  that  no  man  has  done  more 
for  our  college  than  Mr.  J.  Norman  Wills  of  Greensboro,  who  has  not 
only  given  largely  but  has  carried  a  considerable  part  of  the  finan- 
cial burden.  There  are  others  who  ought  to  be  mentioned  but  if  I 
begin  where  shall  I  end.  There  is  this  one  consolation,  Our  Father 
above  has  the  names. 

A  history  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  would  not  be  com- 
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plete  without  some  reference  to  our  Children's  Home  at  High  Point. 
In  the  year  1910  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  decided  to  start  an  orphanage.  An  old  building  in 
the  town  of  Denton  was  secured  and  the  Home  opened  to  receive 
children.  After  a  period  of  about  two  years  it  was  decided  to  move 
the  institution  to  High  Point.  The  women,  realizing  the  magnitude 
of  the  task  decided  to  ask  the  Conference  to  share  the  responsibility 
with  them,  so  a  Board  of  Tioistees  was  appointed,  a  campaign  for 
funds  was  planned  and  put  into  operation.  A  considerable  sum  of 
money  was  raised  and  the  splendid  building  which  housed  all  the 
children  admitted  for  several  years  was  erected  and  openedi  in  1913. 
Several  years  later  the  Penny  Brothers  of  High  Point  and  Greens- 
boro offered  to  pay  half  the  cost  up  to  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the 
erection  of  a  modern  building  for  the  boys.  .This  building  was  erected 
and  is  being  used.  The  home  has  grown  until  now  it  cares  for  about 
eighty  children.  While  the  Home  was  start-^d  by  the  Home  Mis- 
sionary society  and  later  became  more  of  an  Annual  Conference 
institution  it  also,  in  a  way,  belongs  to  the  General  Denomination  and 
is  in  the  Budget  of  the  General  Conference,  though  the  amount  con- 
tributed by  the  General  Conference  has  never  been  large.  And  let 
me  say  here  that  the  Children's  Home  and  the  College  have  been 
great  blessings  to  the  Conference  as  they  have  been  concrete  objects 
around  which  the  Conference  could  rally. 

Still  another  institution  which  deserves  some  consideration  at 
the  hands  of  the  historian  is  Bethel  Home  at  Weaverville,  N.  C. 
Several  years  ago  Rev.  Homer  Casto  came  to  North  Carolina  from 
West  Virginia  in  search  of  health,  being  afflicted  with  what  is 
generally  thought  of  as  ?n  incurable  disease.  After  spending  some 
time  in  sanitoriums  in  the  Carolinas  and  finding  conditions  in  such 
institutions  far  from  ideal  for  Christian  young  men,  he  decided  to 
establish  a  home  for  tubercular  young  men  where  they  could  go  at 
a  minimum  cost  and  at  the  same  time  have  Christian  surroundings. 
Finally  he  purchased  a  house  and  lot  on  the  side  of  Hamburg  moun- 
tain near  the  town  of  Weaverville  in  Buncombe  County,  North  Caro- 
lina. For  some  years  Mr.  Casto  ran  the  home  with  his  own  money 
and  such  money  as  was  sent  him  by  friends  who  had  heard  about 
the  home.  In  about  1920  Mr.  Casto  made  a  proposition  to  the  North 
Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  whereby 
they  would  assist  in  enlarging  the  Home  and  raising  finances  for 
its  support  with  the  understanding  that  some  day  the  management 
would  be  entirely  with  the  North  Carolina  Branch.  This  proposition 
was  accepted  and  since  then  the  women  have  raised  a  considerable 
sum  each  year  for  the  home  and  the  institution  has  been  enlarged 
from  time  to  time  until  npw  it  has  a  capacity  for  several  patients. 
These  sick  people  go  there  and  in  so  far  as  possible  wait  on  them- 
selves and  live  as  one  big  family,  each  contributing  his  share  of  the 
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expense.  In  some  cases  it  is  necessary  to  have  nursing  and  other 
services,  which  services  are  provided  if  possible.  This  institution 
has  grown  in  favor  until  now  it  is  very  dear  to  the  heart  of  all  those 
who  know  about  it. 

Looking  back  over  the  year  we  ask  what  changes  have  the 
years  wrought  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference?  Perhaps  the 
greatest  change  is  that  of  our  attitude  toward  the  city.  There  was 
a  time  when  the  Conference  was  almost  exclusively  rural  and  in  a 
large  measure  we  are  still  a  rural  people,  however,  we  are  changing. 
The  charge  has  been  brought  against  us  that  we  were  afraid  of  the 
city.  And  for  may  years,  if  we  did  go  to  the  city  we  built  our 
church  on  some  back  alley  and  lost  a  good  opportunity.  But  now, 
in  the  language  of  Dr.  Lyman  E.  Davis,  "we  march  right  up  to  the 
city  and  build  our  magnificent  structure  on  the  comer  of  Diamond 
Avenue  and  Gold  Street." 

And  now,  lest  this  paper  should  be  too  long  I  must  close.  And 
before  closing  let  me  say  that  I  am  deeply  conscious  of  the  fact  that 
my  omissions  have  been  more  than  my  inclusions.  I  have  not  even 
mentioned  The  Central  Protestant  which  was  published  as  a  Con- 
ference organ  by  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Michaux,  D.  D.,  of  Greensboro.  I 
have  not  mentioned  the  fact  also  that  we  once  had  churches  in 
Wilmington,  Raleigh  and  Fayettsville  and  that  Annual  Conference 
sessions  were  once  held  in  these  towns  that  are  now  almost  unknown 
to  Methodist  Protestants.  I  have  not  had  the  space  to  tell  about  our 
heroes,  such  as  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Wills,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Wills,  the 
Rev.  John  Paris  the  Historian  to  whom  I  am  endebted  for  a  great 
many  of  the  facts  presented  in  this  paper;  the  Rev.  J.  R.  Ball,  the 
Rev.  C.  F.  Harris,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Lineberry,  D.  D.,  the  Revs. 
J.  L.  and  R.  R.  Michaux  and  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Bunch  who  is  often 
referred  to  as  the  finest  executive  officer  the  conference  ever  had, 
and  a  host  of  others.  These  have  all  died  in  the  faith  and  are  now 
around  the  great  white  throne,  arrayed  in  white  robes  with  palms 
of  victory  in  their  hands.  Surely  our  heritage  is  a  glorious  one  and 
we  ought  to  be  proud  of  it. 

What  of  the  future.  It  is  unbelievable  that  this  great  conference 
which  numbers  more  than  twenty-eight  thousand  church  members, 
which  claims  225  churches,  and  which  churches  have  in  them  some  of 
the  salt  of  the  earth,  which  has  more  than  a  hundred  preachers,  which 
has  its  own  college  and  its  own  Children's  Home,  which  has  a  church 
paper  as  its  own,  which  has  property  amounting  to  millions,  will 
cease  to  go  forward. 

And  now,  for  the  mercy  that  has  brought  us  to  the  one  hundredth 
annual  sessions  we  ascribe  honor  and  blessing  and  glory  unto  The 
Father  and  to  the  Son  and  The  Holy  Ghost.     Amen.

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RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  At  2  o'clock  on  the  opening  day  of  Conference,  the  order 
shall  be  reading  of  the  President's  Annual  Report. 

2.  At  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  oh  the  first  day  of  the  session,  the  officers  of 
the  Conference  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

3.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
Conference  adjourned  and  call  the  Conference  to  order. 

4.  Each  morning  session  shall  be  opened  by  reading  a  portion  of 
the  Scripture  and  prayer,  under  direction  of  the  President. 

5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shall  read 
the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  correct  and 
prepare  them  for  registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  mem- 
ber, to  call  any  brother  to  order  who  may  indulge  in  personal  reflec- 
tions or  irrelevant  debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Conference,  which  appeal  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

8.  All  the  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member 
to  the  Chair. 

10.  The  President  shall  vote  on  no  question,  except  in  case  of 
a  tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from 
his  seat  and  respectfully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr,  President," 
and  being  recognized  by  the  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
question,  except  by  unanimous  permission  of  the  Conference. 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speak- 
ing, or  interrupt  the  speaker,  except  by  permission  to  explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufficiently 
loud  to  disturb  the     Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or 
for  the  purpose  ojf  retiring.

PROCEEDINGS 


The  101st  annual  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Confer- 
ence of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  convened  in  the  Liberty 
Street  Church,  in  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  Rev.  J.  H.  Moton,  Pas- 
tor, on  Wednesday  morning,  October  31,  1928,  at  10.00  o'clock. 
Rev.  S.  W.  Taylor,  of  Greensboro,  President  of  the  Conference, 
called  the  conference  to  order,  and  conducted  a  devotional  ser- 
vice, consisting  of  Scripture  reading,  prayer,  the  responsive  read- 
ing, and  the  singing  of  hymns. 

The  Conference  Roll  was  called.  The  President  called  J.  R. 
Hutton  to  the  chair,  and  began  the  reading  of  his  report.  (Re- 
port A).  On  completion  of  the  reading,  a  motion  prevailed  to 
refer  the  report  to  the  Committee  on  President's  Report,  and  the 
President's  official  character  was  passed. 

The  President  resumed  the  chair,  and  asked  all  ministers  and 
preachers  to  stand.  These  being  seated,  all  the  laymen  were  asked 
to  stand. 

On  motion,  the  names  of  G.  W.  Andrew  and  C.  M.  Compher, 
who  had  been  given  transfers  during  the  year,  were  ordered 
stricken  from  the  roll.  The  names  of  D.  A.  Braswell  and  J.  F. 
Dosier,  ministers  of  this  conference  who  died  during  the  year,  were 
ordered  transferred  to  the  Roll  of  the  Honored  Dead. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  make  the  main  auditorium  the  bar  of 
the  Conference.  The  Conference  Programs  were  distributed.  The 
Secretary  stated  that  the  form  of  the  program  was  the  result  of 
a  suggestion  from  the  Iowa-Missouri  Conference.  On  motion  the 
program  was  adopted,  subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  Conference  sermon  was  preached  by  J.  E.  Pritchard,  pas- 
tor of  the  Asheboro  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  on  the  subject, 
"Worship,"  from  the  text  found  in  John  4:  13-36.  It  was  a  splen- 
did and  timely  discourse. 

Following  the  sermon.  Conference  engaged  in  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  Lord's  Supper.  The  service  was  in  charge  of  Geo. 
R.  Brown,  assisted  by  some  of  the  older  brethren  in  point  of 
service:  T.  F.  McCulloch,  J.  H.  Moton,  A.  L.  Hunter,  and  J.  R. 
Hutton. 

The  President  being  called  out  of  the  room  on  business,  Geo. 
R.  Brown  announced  the  reassembling  of  conference  at  1.45.  Con- 
ference was  dismissed. 
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Wednesday  Afternoon 

1.45.  The  Secretary  called  the  roll.  A  motion  prevailed  that 
the  roll  be  called  only  once  a  day  hereafter. 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations,  Geo. 
R.  Brown,  read  the  names  of  the  other  members  of  the  Commit- 
tee, and  asked  that  all  who  should  be  introduced  to  the  confer- 
ence be  made  known. 

Rev.  H.  L.  Feeman,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  President  of  Adrian  Col- 
lege, and  Miss  Mary  Whitney,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Church  in  Indiana,  a  teacher  in  Chowan  College,  were  in- 
troduced. 

N.  G.  Bethea,  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Faculty,  presented 
a  partial  report,  submitting  the  transfer  of  Roy.  I.  Farmer  from 
the  Ohio  Conference  to  this  Conference.  On  motion  the  transfer 
was  accepted,  and  his  name  was  ordered  placed  on  the  Conference 
Roll.  Brother  Farmer,  who  is  now  pastor  of  the  First  Church, 
High  Point,  was  introduced. 

A  letter  was  read  concerning  the  Centennial  Volume.  On 
motion  H.  L,  Isley  was  appointed  to  handle  the  books.  L.  W. 
Gerringer  made  a  statement  concerning  the  General  Conference 
Journal. 

The  first  in  a  series  of  devotional  addresses  was  delivered 
by  H.  L.  Feeman,  D.  D.,  the  subject  of  this  address  being,  "Jesus 
and  Temptation." 

At  3.00  o'clock  it  was  the  order  of  the  day  for  the  election 
of  officers.  The  President  appointed  E.  P.  Sharpe,  E.  G.  Cowan, 
C.  S.  Summers,  and  C.  E.  Phillips,  tellers. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  unani- 
mous ballot  of  Conference  for  the  election  of  S.  W.  Taylor  as 
President  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  ballot  was  cast,  and  S.  W. 
Taylor  was  declared  elected.  Brother  Taylor  made  some  remarks 
expressing  his  appreciation. 

On  motion  the  Assistant  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
unanimous  ballot  for  C.  W.  Bates  for  Secretary.  The  ballot  was 
cast,  and  he  was  declared  elected.  On  motion,  the  Secretary  was 
authorized  to  appoint  his  own  assistant,  which  he  did  in  the  per- 
son of  F.  W.  Paschall. 

Rev.  G.  W.  Haddaway,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, of  our  Church,  and  Rev.  C.  C.  Weaver,  Pastor  of  Centenary 
M.  E.  Church,     South,  of  this  city,  were  introduced. 

Mr.  V.  W.  Idol,  the  present  Treasurer,  was  nominated  to  suc- 
ceed himself.  Brother  Idol  stated  that  his  business  affairs  would 
not  permit  him  to  serve  longer,  and  tendered  his  resignation.  On 
motion,  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  Brother  Idol  for  his 
efficient  service  as  Conference  Treasurer. 
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A  motion  prevailed  that  the  President  appoint  a  Committee  of 
three  to  nominate  a  Treasurer  for  the  Conference.  The  follow- 
ing committee  vi^as  named:  G.  L.  Curry,  R.  C.  Stubbins,  T.  0. 
Pender. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Broomfield,  D.  D.,  President  of  the  General  Con- 
ference, was  introduced. 

H.  L.  Isley  was  nominated  for  the  office  of  Statistical  Sec- 
retary. On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
unanimous  ballot  for  his  election.  The  ballot  was  cast  and  he 
was  declared  elected. 

Rev.  L.  B.  Hayes,  pastor  of  West  End  M.  E.  Church,  South, 
this  city,  was  introduced. 

The  following  were  nominated  as  the  lay  members  of  the 
Stationing  Committee:  J.  H.  Allen,  T.  0.  Pender,  Dr.  R.  V.  Yoke- 
ley.  The  tellers  distributed  the  ballots  and  a  vote  was  taken. 
The  Secretary  announced  that  there  was  no  election.  On  motion, 
J.  H.  Allen,  who  had  received  the  largest  number  of  votes,  was 
elected  by  the   casting  of  the   unanimous  ballot  by  the   Secretary. 

R.  M.  Cox,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  High  Point 
College,  was  introduced  to  the  Conference. 

The  following  were  nominated  and  elected  to  constitute  the 
Committee  on  Appeals:  T.  O.  Pender,  A.  L.  Hunter,  R.  V.  Yoke- 
ley,  G.  W.  Holmes,  E.  G.  Cowan. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  unani- 
mous ballot  for  Prof.  Paul  S.  Kennett  as  Permanent  Historian 
of  the    Conference. 

V.  W.  Idol,  Conference  Treasurer,  was  on  motion,  made  an 
honorary  member   of  the    Conference. 

Mr.  Chas  Reiner,  Jr.,  Agent  of  the  Baltimore  Book  Concern, 
was  introduced. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Broomfield,  President  of  the  General  Conference, 
addressed  the  Conference  setting  forth  his  plans  for  the  present 
quadrennium. 

Conference  adjourned   with  prayer  by  E.    G.   Lowdermilk. 

Wednesday   Night 

7.30.  Rev.  L.  W.  Gerringer  had  charge  of  the  devotional  ser- 
vice. 

The  first  part  of  the  service  was  given  over  to  a  welcome 
service.  Rev.  J.  E.  DeGaff"erelley,  President  of  the  Ministerial 
Association  of  the  city,  made  an  address  welcoming  the  Confer- 
ence on  behalf  of  the  churches.  Mr.  H.  F.  Dwire  followed  with 
an  address  of  welcome  on  behalf  of  the  business  interests  of  the 
city.  These  addresses  were  responded  to  by  Geo.  R.  Brown,  pas- 
tor of  the  Reidsville  Church.

The  order  of  the  day,  the  submission  of  pastors'  reports,  was 
entered  into.  The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  charges,  and  the 
brethren  handed  in  their  reports  to  the  proper  officers. 

Hon.  J.  Bibb  Mills,  Superintendent  of  the  Alabama  Anti-Sa- 
loon League,  was  introduced  and  made  a  few  remarks. 

On  motion,  the  order  of  the  day  was  deferred  to  hear  W. 
F.  Kennett,  one  of  the  superannuates,  and  R.  M.  Andrews,  Presi- 
dent of  High  Point  College.

On  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  when  Conference  adjourns 
tomorrow  afternoon,  it  adjourn  to  meet  in  the  R.  E.  Lee  Hotel 
at  5.30. 

The  Secretary  made  a  statement  concerning  the  Conference 
Journal. 

The  order  of  the  day  was  to  hear  J.  H.  Straughn,  D.  D.,  Pro- 
motional Secretary  of  the  General  Conference,  and  Treasurer.  The 
President  informed  the  Conference  that  Dr.  Straughn  was  de- 
layed, and  that  in  his  stead  Rev.  G.  W.  Haddaway,  D.  D.,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Missions,  would  speak.  Dr.  Haddaway  ad- 
dressed the  Conference. 
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A  motion  prevailed  fixing  the  hour  for  reassembling  at  2.00 
o'clock  instead  of  1.45  this  afternoon. 

On  motion  the  President  w^as  instructed  to  appoint  a  com- 
mitete  to  consider  a  paper  on  Interracial  Relations.  The  follow- 
ing constitute  the  committee:  A.  G.  Dixon,  R.  J.  Tamblyn,  P.  A. 
Burns. 

On  motion,  L.  W.  Gerringer  was  relieved  from  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  Nominations.  R.  A.  Hunter  was  nominated  and 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Committee. 

After    committee    announcements,    Conference    stood    adjourned. 

Thursday    Afternoon 

2.00.     The  devotional  service  was  in  charge  of  D.  R.  Williams. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  yesterday's  sessions.  M. 
C.  Henderson  was  granted  leave  of  absence  to  conduct  a  funeral. 

On  motion,  J.  H.  Allen,  the  lay  member  of  the  Stationing 
Committee  was  relieved  of  the  chairmanship  of  the  Committee  on 
Parsonages,  and  A.  A.  Hill,  delegate  from  First  Church,  High  Point, 
was  nominated  and  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

P.  W.  Mock,  delegate  from  South  Winston,  was  excused  to 
attend  a  funeral. 

On  motion,  the  overtures  sent  down  by  the  General  Confer- 
ence were  adopted.     (See  Overtures). 

Dr.  J.  C.  Broomfield  gave  the  second  address  in  the  series 
on  Evangelism. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  defer  the  order  of  the  day  to  hear  A.  G.

The  order  of  the  day,  a  meeting  in  the  interest  of  the  Women's 
work  in  the  conference,  was  deferred  through  their  courtesy,  un- 
til the  recommendations  in  the  President's  report  could  be  dis- 
posed of. 

On  motion,  the  month  of  April,  designated  as  "Stewardship 
Month,"  had  added  to  it,  "and  Sign-Up  Month."  The  report  was 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

Rev.  C.  M.  Short,  Pastor  of  Birkhead  Church,  South,  this  city, 
was  introduced.  Floy  Rogers,  delegate  from  First  Church,  Bur- 
lington, was  excused.  The  Conference  Trustees  asked  to  be  ex- 
cused from  the  Conference  room. 

The  meeting  in  the  interest  of  the  women's  work  was  held. 
Mrs.   Geo.  R.   Brown,  Mrs.  W.   C.  Hammer,  and  Mrs.   C.  W.  Bates, 
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spoke.  The  reports  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  and  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Branches  in  the  State  were  read.  (Reports  F 
and  G). 

Bishop  Edwin  Rondthaler,  of  the  Moravian  Church,  was  in- 
troduced, and  made  some  kindly  remarks  concerning  his  associa- 
tion with  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  The  Conference  Presi- 
dent responded.  Dr.  Howard  Rondthaler  was  introduced  and  spoke 
briefly. 

P.  W.  Mock,  delegate  from  South  Winston,  spoke  concerning 
his  relations  with  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  during  the  last 
half  century. 

At  4.00  a  meeting  of  the  Conference  Brotherhood  was  held. 
Conference  reassembled.  The  Secretary  was  in  the  chair.  After 
announcements.  Conference  adjourned  to  meet  in  the  Robrt  E. 
Lee  Hotel  at  5.30. 

At  this  hour  Conference  enjoyed  a  lunch  as  the  guests  of 
Brother  R.  N.  Hauser  and  R.  M.  Cox.  J.  Norman  Wills,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education,  presided  and  stated  the 
purpose  of  the  meeting.  R.  M.  Andrews,  President  of  the  College, 
read  his  report.  Mr.  Wills  called  on  the  following  for  three-minute 
speeches:  Rev.  J.  H.  Straughn,  D.  D.,  Promotional  Secretary  of  the 
General  Conference;  Rev.  H.  L.  Feeman,  D.  D.,  President  of  Adrian 
College;  Rev.  H.  L.  Elderdice,  D.  D.,  President  of  Westminster  Treo- 
logical  Seminary.

7.45.  The  service  was  given  over  to  a  missionary  rally,  pre- 
sided over  by  J.  C.  Auman,  a  returned  missionary  from  Japan,  and 
a  member  of  this  Conference.  R.  J.  Tamblyn,  pastor  of  Grace 
Church,  Greensboro,  had  charge  of  the  devotions.  The  following 
made  addresses:  J.  C.  Auman,  J.  F.  Minnis,  and  Dr.  J.  C.  Broom- 
field. 

Following  these  addresses,  Conference  entered  into  a  busi- 
ness session.  The  following  reports  were  read  and  adopted;  Final 
report  of  the  Committee  on  President's  Report,  (Report  B)  ;  Mis- 
sions, (Report  H)  ;  Church  Extension  and  Survey,  (Report  J)  ; 
Church  Music,  (Report  K).  A  letter  was  read  from  W.  F.  Mc- 
Dowell, a  supernumerary  of  this  conference.     T.  M.  Johnson,  Chair- 
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man   of  the   Committee   on   Social   Reform,   read  the  report  of  the 

Committee.     The  report  was  adopted  by  a  rising,  unanimous,  vote. 

Conference  adjourned  with  benediction  by  W.  T.   Totten. 

Saturday,   November  3 

9.00.     The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  read  and  approved. 

On  motion,  the  apportioning  of  the  Budgets  was  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  New  Century  Service  Commission,  assisted  by  the 
Special  Committee,  for  action  immediately  after  the  adjournment 
of  Conference.

Blessed  be  God,  even  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Father  of  mercies,  "through  whose  abounding  mercies  we  have 
been  called  into  the  fellowship  of  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord, 
and  have  been  permitted  to  begin,  to  continue  in,  and  to  end  this 
ONE  HUNDRED  AND  FIRST  year  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual 
Conference  of  our  beloved  church. 

We  have  assembled  here  to  take  an  inventory  of  what  we  have 
done  during  the  year,  and  to  plan  for  the  work  that  is  yet  ours 
to  do.  Our  investigation  of  the  year's  work  will  reveal  much  that 
is  pleasing  and  heartening,  we  trust;  on  the  other  hand  it  will  be 
wanting,  no  doubt,  in  much  that  we  have  desired,  and  striven  to 
realize.  Whatever  may  be  the  tabulated  reports,  there  will  still 
remain  much  that  can  not  be  shown  on  paper.  A  part  of  this 
will  be  the  inner  assurance,  I  trust,  that  we  have  been  faithful 
to  the  tasks  committed  to  us  twelve  months  ago.  With  this  inner 
testimony,  we  can  be  fully  assured  that  the  year  can  not  be  one 
of  much  spiritual  fruitage 

As  indicated  by  the  last  quarterly  report,  the  year  for  most 
pastors  has  been  a  normal  one;  with  some  it  appears  to  have  been 
more  than  normal  because  of  the  happiness,  satisfaction,  and  suc- 
cess in  the  work.  Our  hearts  have  gone  out  in  tender  solicitude  for 
a  few  of  our  members  both  of  the  ministry  and  of  the  laiety — 
who  have  found  the  year  unusual  because  or  affliction  and  death. 
May  the  "God  of  all  comforts"  be  their  unfailing  help.  Upon 
the  whole,  I  suppose  the  year  has  been  one  of  normal  experiences, 
both  for  pastors  and  people.  The  work  has  gone  on  about  as  it 
has  in  previous  years.  The  problems  have  been  as  they  usually 
are.  The  success  and  the  failures  have  been  much  like  those  to 
which  we  are  accustomed.  The  material  and  spiritual  phase  of 
the  conference,  as  shown  by  the  reports  that  have  come  to  us  from 
the   ninety-two    charges,    reveal   nothing   to    set   the    year   apart   in 
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distinction  from  other  years,  save  perhaps,  the  gratitude  gift. 
This,  of  course,  is  unusual,  not  so  much  in  the  amount  of  money 
raised,  as  in  the  fact  that  it  was  our  first  opportunity  to  make 
a  centennial  offering  to  the  church.  The  readiness  with  which 
many  of  our  churches  responded  to  this  privilege  was  highly  pleas- 
ing; and  the  total  amount  of  our  allotment  was  not  quite  raised, 
yet  when  we  consider  all  the  circumstances  in  which  we  worked 
in  this  special  endeavor,  the  results  were  highly  gratifying. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  year  has  been  one  of  progress  and 
just  the  kind  of  progress  that  we  expect  each  succeeding  year  to 
show — not  fitful  and  unsuitable,  but  steady  and  dependable. 

For  your  speaker,  the  year  has  been  one  of  schooling.  We 
have  not  traveled  through  trackless  fields,  of  course.  In  many 
important  particulars  the  paths  have  been  blazed  for  our  feet,  and 
unmistakable  sign  posts  have  pointed  for  us  the  way.  However,  we 
have  had  to  go  with  our  own  individuality  into  these  paths  and 
how  to  do  that  in  safety,  and  with  due  regard  to  the  honor  and  • 
success  of  the  conference,  has  been  a  leading  process.  How  apt 
we  have  been  and  how  well  we  have  learned,  is  yet  to  be  deter- 
mined. But  on  one  point  there  is  certainty;  we  have  been  a  dili- 
gent pupil. 

It  is  to  be  admitted,  we  suppose,  that  there  is  not  an  ex- 
cess of  difficulty  in  following  o  path  that  has  already  been  blazed 
and  smoothed  for  one's  feet,  and  that  in  a  large  measure,  safety  and 
success  lies  in  the  way  of  the  "old  paths".  However,  the  simple 
going  is  not  all  for  one  charged  with  the  responsibilities  of  this 
office.  Old  paths  must  be  straightened  and  widened  and  lengthened, 
and  new  trails  must  be  opened  for  the  growing  and  expanding  life 
of  the  Church. 

This  is  our  justification  for  not  being  hasty  in  trying  new 
things,  but  confirming  ourselves  in  the  main  if  the  course  with  excep- 
tions in  details  of  work,  to  the  well  established  ways  of  the  con- 
ference. Our  predecessors  have  labored  wisely  and  well,  and  it  is 
with  a  full  sense  of  appreciation  of  their  good  works,  that  we  en- 
ter into  their  labors. 

Official  Acts 

On  November  16,  Rev.  George  W.  Holmes  was  assigned  pas- 
tor of  Haw  River  Mission.  He  entered  promptly  upon  the  duties 
incident  to  the  work,  and  has  served  the  charge  faithfully  and 
well  during  the  year. 

On  the  10th  of  December,  Rev.  J.  P.  Pegg,  a  student  at  Duke 
University,    was    assigned    to    the    pastorate    of    Flat    Rock    charge. 
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Shortly  thereafter  he  removed  to  the  charge,  and  has  rendered 
acceptable  and  efficient  service. 

January  13,  Rev.  J.  B.  O'Brien  was  appointed  pastor  of 
Chase  City  charge,  and  served  the  work  well  since  that  time. 

Rev.  D.  M.  Dew,  a  candidate  for  the  ministry  of  the  M.  E. 
Church,  South,  and  a  student  of  Rutherford  College,  was  assigned 
to  the  Connelly  Springs  charge  for  all  or  a  part  of  the  year.  This 
assignment  was  made  February  12.  He  continued  with  the  work, 
and  rendered  acceptable  service  until  the  first  of  September,  when 
a  change  in  his  school  program  made  it  necessary  for  him  to  re- 
sign the  field.  On  the  16th  of  August,  Brother  Charlie  Grant, 
a  ministerial  student  at  Piedmont  High  School,  and  a  member 
of  our  conference  course,  was  appointed  to  this  charge  to  fill  out 
the  year.     He  has  given  to  the  work  his  best  services. 

Upon  the  death  of  Brother  D.  K.  Braswell  and  Brother  J. 
S.  Dosier,  Committees  were  promptly  appointed  in  accordance  with 
the  practice  of  the  conference. 

The  last  annual  conference  ordered  that  the  president  appoint 
a  committee  of  two,  to  form  a  committee  with  three  other  persons 
to  be  nominated  by  the  president  of  The  Board  of  Young  People's 
Work.  The  purpose  of  which  was  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
the  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  unless  taking  the  support  of 
a  ministry  of  foreign  fields. 

Mrs.  Henry  Nicholson  and  Rev.  C.  W.  Bates  were  surly  ap- 
pointed by  your  President. 

"Wherefore  I  call  upon  you  this  day  to  bear  witness  that  I 
am  pure  from  the  blood  of  all  men,  for  I  have  not  shunned  to  de- 
clare unto  you  all  the  counsel  of  God." 

This  brethren,  must  be  our  testimony  and  our  challenge  upon 
the  close  of  every  conference  year  as  we  commend  our  pastors 
for  their  spiritual  and  denominational  integrity  and  for  the  earn- 
estness with  which  they  have  devoted  themselves  to  the  task  as- 
signed them  by  this  conference.  We  rejoice  with  them,  also  in 
whatever  measure  of  success  has  crowned  their  labors. 

We  must  remain,  then,  too,  of  the  ever  increasing  demand 
for  efficiency  in  service.  Whether  we  agree  with  this  demand 
or  not,  it  is  upon  us,  and  we  must  adjust  ourselves  to  it.  Eternal 
vigilence  on  the  part  of  pastors  is  the  price  of  this  efficiency.  We 
must  "study  to  show  ourselves  approved"  as  teachers  of  the  work, 
as  representatives  of  the  denomination,  and  as  an  administrator 
of  the  affairs  of  the  church.  The  pastor  will  be  informed  upon 
every  phase  of  the  work  committed  to  his  care,  and  in  many  par- 
ticulars, he  must  be  a  specialist.  And  above  all,  the  touch  of  God 
must  be  upon  him.  No  man  is  fit  to  be  a  pastor  who  does  not 
bear  about  in  his  body  the  marks  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  Many  im- 
perfections  and   failures   will   be    overlooked   and   excused   but   not 
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this  one.     We  may  not  be  great:  we  can  be  good,  and  neither  God 
nor  man  will  excuse  this  in  a  pastor. 

'"Tis  not  a  charge  of  small  import 
The  pastor's  care  demands; 
But  what  might  fill  an  angel's  heart, 
And  filled  a  Saviour's  hand." 

Some  of  our  pastorates  are  entirely  too  large,  both  for  the 
strength  of  the  pastor,  and  for  any  hope  of  developing  the  work. 
Every  church  should  have  preaching  service  at  least  on  two  Sun- 
days each  month  but  with  so  many  churches  as  some  pastors  are 
serving,  this  is  impossible.  One  serious  difficulty  in  breaking  up 
these  large  charges  is  pastoral  support.  There  is  no  merit  in  break- 
ing up  charges  and  forming  new  ones  unless  the  new  charges  can  be 
made  sufficiently  strong  to  maintain  a  pastor.  The  chief  hope 
seems  to  be  consolidation.  With  good  roads  and  means  of  rapid 
travel,  this  is  feasible  now  as  it  was  not  years  ago.  When  we 
catch  up  with  this  idea  of  church  consolidation,  the  problems  of 
some  of  our  large  fields  can  easily  be  solved. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  some  of  our  pastors  find  it  neces- 
sary to  devote  more  or  less  of  their  time  to  work  outside  the  pas- 
torate. This  should  be  avoided  just  as  far  as  possible.  We  know, 
of  course,  that  pastors  must  live,  and  if  the  churches  they  serve  do 
not  provide  an  adequate  support,  they  must  find  it  elsewhere.  How- 
ever, we  believe  that  this  should  be  the  last  resort,  and  when  it 
becomes  necessary,  it  should  be  done  by  the  sanction  of  the  charge 
and  of  the  President  of  the  conference.  It  is  encouraging  to  note 
that  the  tendency  in  the  conference  is  toward  more  services  for 
each  church,  and  a  better  support  for  each  pastor. 

And  let  us  make  this  suggestion:  The  charge  that  gets  the 
best  service  from  the  pastor  is  the  charge  that  recognizes  his 
leadership.  He  is  not  to  "lord  it  over  God's  heritage,"  but  he  is 
the  shepherd  of  the  flock,  and  to  recognize  that  relationship  is 
the  surest  way  of  getting  the  most  and  best  service  that  a  pastor 
can  give.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  leadership  is  not 
a  thing  that  can  be  commanded  by  the  mere  virtue  of  an  office; 
it  must  be  won  by  the  merit  of  commending  service. 

Finances 

Business  men  have  told  us  that  this  has  been  a  hard  year  to 
make  collections.  To  use  a  business  phrase,  "Money  has  been  tight." 
This  fact  has  been  reflected  in  the  church  throughout  the  year. 
It  is  our  hope,  however,  that  the  final  count  may  show  but  slight 
shortage  in  our  total  receipts,  and  especially  will  this  be  true  of 
the   General   Conference   Budget.      We   regret  that   this   is   so,   and 
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we  hope  it  may  not  be  to  any  great  extent.  We  believe  that  it 
should  be  said  in  justice  to  the  people  that  many  in  our  various 
churches  give  all  that  they  are  able  to  give.  It  should  also  be 
said  that  a  great  host  do  not.  Our  problem  is  to  awaken  in  these 
a  fuller  sense  of  their  obligation  to  God  in  the  matter  of  their 
money.  And  this  takes  time  and  patience.  It  is  largely  a  matter 
of  training  and  development,  and  all  such  processes  require  time. 
However,  we  do  have  cause  to  "Thank  God  and  take  courage." 
What  we  contribute  now  for  all  phases  of  church  work  is  so  large, 
as  compared  to  what  we  did  a  few  years  ago,  that  we  would  be 
amazed  by  it  but  for  the  fact  that  recent  world  conditions  suddenly 
took  our  thinking  out  of  terms  of  hundreds  and  thousands,  and 
set  us  to  thinking  in  terms  of  millions.  We  are  growing  ti  the 
grace  of  liberality,  but  we  shall  have  to  content  ourselves  with 
a  steady  and  sure  growth  in  the  years  ahead,  rather  than  expect 
the  sporatic  advances  that  characterized  the   past   decade. 

And  I  believe,  too,  brethren,  that  we  need  a  financial  safely 
valve,  even  for  the  church.  It  is  possible  for  us  to  become  so 
heavily  involved  in  church  matters  that  all  our  vigor  and  work 
is  spent  in  devising  plans  for  paying  church  debts.  A  church 
debt,  within  the  range  of  ability,  is  a  stimulus;  beyond  that,  it 
is  a  hindrance.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  speaker  that  "caution" 
here  would  be  a  safe  watchword. 

It  appears  to  us,  however,  that  our  scheme  for  financing  the 
church  is  seriously  defective,  and  that  this,  in  part,  accounts  for 
our  difficulty  in  raising  our  budgets.  For  a  number  of  years  we 
have  put  considerable  emphasis  upon  the  "Every  Member  Canvass," 
and  rightly  so,  I  think,  as  a  means  of  giving  to  our  people  proper 
training  in  church  finances,  and  securing  from  them  the  largest 
response  to  the  financial  necessities  of  the  church.  I  most  heartily 
subscribe  to  the  principal  of  voluntary  pledging,  and  I  should  re- 
gard any  departure  from  this  as  a  backward  step.  In  some  form 
it  should  be  kept  active  in  the  church.  However,  it  is  not  working 
among  us  in  any  degree  of  satisfaction,  so  far  as  reaching  the  masses 
of  our  people  are  concerned.  We  have  some  few  churches  where 
it  is  being  worked  with  a  fair  degree  of  success,  but  they  are  the 
exceptions.  I  doubt  if  there  is  a  church  in  the  conference  that  has 
the  church  budget  covered  by  pledges,  voluntarily  made,  or  laid 
upon  the  membership — and  I  think  that  is  a  conservative  estimate — 
have  no  assessment  whatever.  They  do  not  assess  themselves,  and 
they  are  not  assessed  by  the  church  to  which  they  belong. 

To  me,  this  seems  a  serious  defect  in  our  scheme.  If  the 
church  is  under  the  necessity  of  passing  this  budget  in  stipulated 
allotments  to  the  annual  conference — and  it  is  of  the  annual  con- 
ference must  allot  this  budget  to  the  local  charges — and  it  must, 
then  by  some  token,  the  local  church  must  pass  this  budget  out  in 
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stated  allotments  to  the  individual  member.  Until  this  is  done,  our 
financial  scheme  will  remain  defective,  and  results  will  be  reflected 
in  our  budget  receipts.  What  the  individual  member  does  with  it, 
is  his  responsibilty;  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  church,  it  seems 
to  me,  to  allot  it. 

I  would  not  be  misunderstood  here.  The  church  is  no  col- 
lecting agency  with  power  to  foreclose  unless  payments  are  forth- 
coming. Any  scheme  or  attempt  that  would  leave  that  impression 
would  be  most  unfortunate  indeed.  We  can  not  compel  peo- 
ple to  pay  to  the  church,  and  it  would  not  be  right  to  do  it  if  we 
had  the  power.  That  is  not  God's  way,  neither  is  it  the  way  of 
the  church.  Paul  has  given  us  the  cue:  "I  beseech  you,  therefore, 
brethren,  by  the  mercies  of  God."  It  is  in  this  spirit  that  we  are 
to  go  with  these  budgets  in  definite  allotments  to  the  individual 
member  of  the  church.  If  he  will  not  respond  to  this  spirit,  then 
he  certainly  will  not  be  persuaded  by  any  effort  at  coercion.  But 
he  will  respond.  The  same  spirit  of  interest,  loyalty  and  co-op- 
eration that  has  brought  us  thus  far  is  with  us  still,  and  surely 
by  a  sympathetic  effort  there  can  be  an  allotment  of  our  budgeCt, 
to  our  people. 

The  law  enacted  at  the  last  general  conference  lays  a  specific 
obligation  upon  the  pastor  in  regard  to  the  budgets.  If  his  charge 
fails  to  raise  the  budget  in  full,  he  must  explain  the  failure  satis- 
factorily to  the  conference.  If  he  fails,  he  must  explain  for  three 
years,  and  if  not  able  to  give  satisfactory  explanation  to  the  con- 
ference, the  law  requires  that  he  be  left  without  an  appointment 
for  one  year.  The  conference  has  110  choice  but  to  begin  con- 
forming to  this  lew  next  year. 

Our   Superannuates 

We  have  now  six  superannuated  ministers,  and  the  wives  of 
eleven  deceased  ministers  who  participate  in  our  superannuate 
fund,  A  worthy  movement  was  started  at  our  last  conference 
looking  toward  an  increased  contribution  for  this  purpose.  We 
should  surely  have  a  minimum  of  at  least  $500.00  for  these  breth- 
ren who  have  given  the  strength  of  their  lives  to  the  church  and  at 
salaries  all  to  meager  for  their  needs.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  our 
laymen  interested  in  this.  Only  recently  a  prominent  member  of 
one  of  our  leading  churches  expressed  an  earnest  concern  in  re- 
gard to  this  matter.  We  trust  that  there  may  be  no  let  up  in 
our  efforts  until  this  goal  is  fully  realized.  We  are  grateful  for 
the  preservation  of  the  health  of  most  of  these,  so  far  as  we  are 
informed,  who  make  up  this  honored  list.  Some,  however,  are  de- 
clining in  strength;  these  have  the  assurance  of  our  sympathy  and 
our  prayers.

We  suggest  that  pastors  call  upon  these  superannuates  when 
they  want  their  people  to  have  the  benefit  of  a  good  sermon.  And 
at  all  times,  let  it  be  our  fixed  practcie  to  remember  tenderly  and 
with  brotherly  solicitude  those  who  make  up  the  esteemed  roll  of 
our  superannuates. 

Departed 

We  have  been  called  upon  this  year  to  give  up  two  of  our 
brethren  who  were  claimed  by  death — Brother  D.  A.  Braswell, 
and  Brother  J.  F.  Dosier.  For  many  years  they  were  accustomed 
to  sit  with  us  in  our  annual  sessions  and  to  share  with  us  the  bless- 
ings of  their  fellowship.  We  shall  miss  them  here,  but  in  the  church 
triumphant  they  have  their  places  where  death  never  takes  toll  of 
conference  members. 

Obituary  committees  have  been  appointed,  and  a  memorial  ser- 
vice will  be  held  in  honor  of  these  brethren  Sunday  at  2:30  P.  M. 

Gratitude  Gift 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  up  to  May,  the  absorbing 
aspect  of  our  conference  program  was  the  "Centennial  Gratitude 
Gift."  The  conference  committee,  headed  by  Mr.  J.  D.  Ross,  did 
persistent  and  efficient  work,  and  the  response  by  many  of  our 
churches  was  enthusiastic  and  generous.  However,  the  total  amount 
of  our  allotment  of  $12,000  made  it  impossible  to  get  the  appeal 
before  our  people.  Our  committee  felt  that  this,  the  oldest  con- 
ference in  the  connection,  could  not  afford  to  go  up  to  the  general 
conference  and  report  a  shortage.  A  group  meeting  of  ministers 
and  laymen  was  called  together  to  advise  with  the  committee.  This 
meeting  was  held  in  Grace  Church,  Greensboro,  and  was  fairly  well 
attended.  After  due  deliberation,  the  opinion  of  the  meeting  was 
that  the  committee  should  borrow  whatever  was  lacking  to  make 
up  our  full  quota  of  $12,000,  believing  that  the  church  would  en- 
dorse this  action,  and  would  contribute  the  balance  when  there  was 
time  enough  to  get  the  matter  before  the  people.  Accordingly, 
$2,700  was  borrowed  to  take  care  of  $2,000  which  was  unpledged 
and  $700  of  pledges  that  were  not  paid  up  to  the  meeting  of  the 
general  conference  in  May. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Ross,  the  chairman  of  the  conference  Centennial 
Committee,  negotiated  this  loan,  and  this  conference  will  be  asked 
to  make  plans  for  meeting  this  obligation. 

Statistics 

The  following  statistics  are  taken  from  pastors'  reports  for 
last  quarter  of  72  charges. 
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conversions 


The  number  of  conversions  reported  is  1,412.  Twenty-six 
charges  report  over  20  and  up  to  40;  four  report  over  40,  and  up 
to  50;  six  report  over  40,  and  up  to  50;  and  up  to  seventy;  the 
largest  number  reported  by  any  charge  is  150. 

Additions 

The  number  of  additions  reported  is  1,069.  The  standing  of  the 
charges  follows:  Twenty-nine  have  added  from  1  to  10;  nineteen 
from  10  to  25;  twelve  from  25  to  50;  the  largest  number  added 
by  any  one  charge  is  72. 

Pastoral  Visits 

Sixty-two  pastors  report  25,526  pastoral  visits.  The  report 
as  analyzed,  reveals  the  following:  Six  pastors  have  made  over 
1,000  visits;  Eleven  have  made  over  00  each;  Sevent5een  have 
made  over  400  each;  Twenty-eight  fall  under  400.  As  would 
be  expected,  those  who  report  the  largest  number  of  visits,  are 
stationed  pastors,  however,  some  rural  rank  close  up  to  the  top. 
One  reports  1,000  visits;  two,  600  and  four  400  and  over. 

Building   Projects 

The  report  shows  that  8  new  churches  have  been  completed, 
or  are  now  vinder  construction;  thirty-five  churches  have  been  re- 
paired or  added  to  in  furnishings,  five  new  parsonages  are  reported 
to  be  completed  or  are  in  process  of  construction;  twelve  parson- 
ages have  been  repaii'ed;  a  lot  for  another  parsonage  has  been 
purchased  at  a  cost  of  $1,500,  all  of  which  has  been  paid;  four 
hundred  dollars  has  been  paid  on  the  indebtedness  of  another  par- 
sonage. The  cost  for  new  churches  for  the  year  is  $79,000,  for 
the  new  parsonages  $21,770.  The  cost  for  repairing  churches  has 
amounted  to  $12,348;  for  reparing  parsonages,  $1,963.  Other 
building  projects  are  on  the  conference,  but  reports  of  these  have 
not  reached  us. 

Budgtes  and  Salaries 

This,  of  course,  is  subject  to  changes  made  by  last  hour  pay- 
ments. Some  deficits  are  indicated,  but  we  trust  that  the  final 
count  may  show  revision  downward  in  these,  and  we  are  hopeful 
that  this  will  be  the  case. 

Fifty -four  charges  will  pay  pastor's  salary  in  full;  fourteen 
will  pay  budget  receipts  in  full;  nineteen  charges  report  an  in- 
crease in  budget  receipts.  The  indications  are  that  the  college 
will  receive  an  increase  in  maintenance  fund. 
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Recommendations 

1.  That  this  conference  instruct  the  conference  trustees  to 
advise  the  conference  at  its  next  session  in  regard  to  what  dis- 
position, if  any,  should  be  made  of  the  old  Yadkin  College  build- 
ing and  lot. 

2.  That  the  conference  adopt  a  simple  but  dignified  form 
of  installation  to  be  used  in  our  churches  in  installing  churches 
officers,  and  that  the  following  committee  of  three  be  appointed 
by  the  conference  to  prepare  such  a  form,  and  to  report  it  to  the 
conference  for  ratification:  A.  G.  Dixon,  J.  H.  Allan,  George  L. 
Curry. 

3.  That  the  conference  require  all  charges  to  apportion  to 
the  individual  member  all  conference  assessments,  in  full  amount  of 
such  assessments,  including  pastor's  salary,  and  that  such  assess- 
ment be  made  voluntary  subscriptions,  by  the  old  assessment  sys- 
tem, or  by  both. 

4.  That  the  conference  meet  next  year  one  week  later,  out  of 
deference  to  business  men  who  cannot  well  be  away  from  their 
business  on  the  first  Saturday  in  the  month,   or  the  first  Monday. 

5.  That  an  assessment  of  $10,000  be  laid  upon  the  confer- 
ence for  college  maintenance,  and  that  the  conference  set  up  a 
program  for  raising  this   amount   during   the  month   of   November. 

6.  That  the  conference  lay  an  assessment  on  the  various 
charges  to  the  amount  of  $2,700  to  cover  what  was  borrowed  to 
make  up  the  total  of  our  Gratitude  Gift  allotment  of  $1'2,000,  less 
whatever  amount  has  been  paid  on  this  loan. 

7.  That  the  Third  Sunday  in  May  be  designated  as  "High 
Point  College  Day,"  the  purpose  being  to  boost  the  college  among 
our  people  and  to  foster  and  enlarge  interest  in  the  institution. 

8.  That  the  apportionment  for  the  Board  of  Young  People's 
Work  be  taken  out  of  the  budget,  and  that  we  undertake  to  fi- 
nance the  Board  through  voluntary  contributions  from  Sunday 
Schools  and  Christian  Endeavor  Societies.  An  average  contribu- 
tion of  S3. 00  per  school  and  society  would  give  the  Board  nearly 
$1,000,  which  is  considerably  more  than  is  being  received  now 
through  the  budget.  If  this  plan  can  be  made  effective,  it  will 
release  for  Superannuates  and  Church  Extension  what  we  are 
now  appropriating  to  the  Board,  and  what  we  get  from  the  Sunday 
Schools  and  Christian  Enedavor  Societies  will  be  an  excess  that  we 
would  not  otherwise  realize. 

9.  That  April  be  designated  as  "Stewardship  Month,"  and  that 
pastors  be  urged  to  preach  on  this  in  all  of  their  churches,  and  as 
far  as  possible,  to  supply  their  people  with  reading  matter  on  the 
subject.  We  further  suggest  that  the  "Herald"  devote  much  space 
to  the  subject  during  "Stewardship  Month." 
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10.  A  full-time  pastorate  is  one  of  the  essentials  of  growth 
and  development  for  all  of  our  charges.  We,  therefore,  recom- 
mend that  pastors  secure  the  approval  of  the  charges  and  the  en- 
dorsement of  the  President  of  the  conference  before  engaging  in 
other  work  while  holding  an  appointment  from  the  conference. 

Personal 

I  have  kept  no  detailed  account  of  miles  traveled,  letters 
written,  sermons  preached,  charges  visited,  quarterly  conferences 
held,  et  cetera,  et  cetera;  not  that  such  details  are  out  of  place 
in  such  a  report  as  I  am  giving,  but  because  there  have  been  so 
many  necessary  details  that  I  have  not  attempted  to  tax  myself 
with  these. 

I  began  my  work  with  a  meeting  of  the  conference  Board  of 
Education  on  the  next  day  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  con- 
ference, and  have  been  steadily  engaged  with  the  work  of  the  church 
up  to  this  hour.  The  few  days  vacation  planned  for  the  summer 
were  unexpectedly  and  unavoidably  taken  up  with  other  matters, 
so  that  there  has  been  but  little,  if  any,  breaking  of  the  strain 
during  the  year.  So  much  in  the  "care  of  all  churches"  has  de- 
manded our  teetntion  that  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  go  in 
high  gear  most  of  the  time,  and  then  much  that  we  wanted  to 
do  has  been  unaccomplished.  Some  few  charges  have  not  been 
visited  because  it  was  a  physical  impossibility  to  reach  them. 
Others  were  not  visited  because  there  seemed  no  special  need 
for  our  services.  We  have  tried  to  give  what  benefit  this  office 
could  afford  to  charges  where  the  need  seemed  greatest.  When 
we  consider  that  our  92  charges  reach  from  Murphy  to  Manteo, 
and  across  the  state  into  South  Carolina  on  one  sde,  and  up  into 
Virginia  on  the  other,  it  is  easy  to  see  the  tremendous  amount  of 
traveling  that  is  necessary  in  visiting  the  various  charges.  And 
when  we  add  to  this  the  multitudinous  duties  comprehended  in 
committee  meetings,  correspondence,  examination  of  reports,  keep- 
ing the  work  before  the  church  through  the  Herald,  and  a  multi- 
tude of  other  things  that  "no  man  can  number",  it  is  easy  to  un- 
derstand that  the  work  of  this  office  is  no  "pleasant  dream." 

But  who  wants  an  easy  job?  And  where  could  one  be  found, 
either  in  the  pastorate  or  serving  the  church  in  some  other  ca- 
pacity?    Soft  places  are  for  weaklings,  and  not  for  real  men. 

"Go  labor  on;  spend  and  be  spent — 
Thy  joy  to  do  the  Father's  will; 
It  is  the  way  the  Master  went. 

Should  not  the  servant  tread  it  still?" 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  work  has  been  steady  and  arduous,  it 
has   been   pleasant  and   fascinating.      Pastors  have   been   courteous 
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and  kind  people  have  been  thoughtful  and  considerate  of  our 
welfare  and  comfort;  and  by  both  pastor  and  people  there  has 
been  an  encouraging  appreciation  of  our  labors.  Every  phase  of 
the  conference  and  denominational  programs  and  institutions  have 
had  our  support  and  prayers.  We  have  tried  to  create  an  in- 
tensified denominational  appreciation  and  loyalty,  as  well  as  se- 
cure the  fullest  measure  of  support  to  our  own  conference  pro- 
grams. Prayerfully  and  earnestly,  and  we  trust,  humbly,  we  have 
gone  in  and  out  among  the  churches,  sparing  neither  time  nor 
strength  in  trying  to  do  what  we  believed  the  conference  sent  us 
out  to  do.  We  have  not  realized  the  measure  of  our  desires  in 
service,  either  in  the  amount  of  service  rendered  or  the  efficiency 
with  which  it  has  been  done.  However,  we  have  never  lost  sight 
of  the  responsibility  entailed  upon  us  by  this  office;  and  now  that 
we  have  finished  our  course,  if  it  cannot  be  said  that  we  have  "fought 
a  good  fight,"  it  can  at  least  be  said,  we  trust,  that  we  "have  kept 
the  faith." 

We  wish  here  to  give  assurances  of  our  grateful  apprecia- 
tion of  what  has  been  done  for  us  by  pastors  and  people  in  their 
desires  to  further  our  purposes,  and  their  efforts  to  minister  to 
our  comfort.  We  doubt  not  that  we  have  been  oft  in  your  prayers, 
as  you  have  been  daily  in  ours.  It  has  been  through  your  sympa- 
thetic co-operation,  pastors  and  people,  that  we  have  been  able  to 
press  the  work  and  to  accomplish  whatever  measure  of  success 
attaches  to  our  labors.  Paul's  expression  of  his  affection  for  the 
church  at  Phillipi  is  quite  descriptive  of  my  feelings  toward  you: 
"I  have  you  in  my  heart." 

And  lastly,  and  above  all,  is  gratitude,  and  praise,  and  honor, 
and  glory,  due  unto  Him  Who  is  our  Great  Head,  for  His  unfail- 
ing benedictions  upon  us,  individually,  and  upon  the  conference, 
during  the  year. 

"Not  unto  us,  O  Lord,  not  unto  us,  but  unto  thy  name  give 
glory,  for  thy  mercy  and  for  thy  truth's  sake."

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PASTORAL  WORK 

(REPORT  D) 

So  much  has  been  said  and  written  on  pastoral  work  that 
it  is  difficult  to  say  anything  that  would  be  helpful,  for  the  things 
that  we  have  heard  so  many  times  become  a  weariness  to  the 
flesh,  especially  if  we  have  not  put  it  into  practice,  hence  reitera- 
tion of  what  has  been  said  in  past  reports  seems  inevitable. 

There  are  many  opinions  as  to  what  constitutes  a  pastoral 
visit.  Some  times  we  hear  pastors  saying  that  this  part  of  our 
work  is  over-emphasized.  This  statement  usually  comes  from  some 
one  who  has  failed  to  do  the  thing,  for  as  pastors  we  know  that  we 
hardly  ever  hear  complaint  from  the  folks  that  have  done  their 
duty   in   regard   to   any   interest.      It   is   hard   work,    but   it   is   one 
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of  the  things  needed  where  one  can  make  his  service  serviceable. 
It  is  a  great  way  to  be  helpful  and  it  is  better  to  have  the  name  of 
being  helpful  than  of  being  original.  A  passion  for  the  true  is 
better  than  a  passion  for  the  new.  We  want  to  be  original  in  our 
thinking  and  preaching  but  when  pastoral  visiting  is  neglected  in 
order  to  get  the  name  of  this,  the  work  that  is  done  does  not  al- 
ways compensate  for  the  work  that  is  neglected.  It  is  true  that 
one  may  gad  about  for  folks  and  to  see  folks,  until  he  may  be- 
come a  pillow  upon  which  the  pillars  of  the  church  may  rest. 

Pastoral  visiting  worthwhile  helps  to  arrest  the  attention  of 
the  folks  who  might  be  arrested  for  other  things  not  so  helpful 
if  not  arrested  by  the  right  thing.  It  is  harder  to  fill  a  heart  than 
a  pew,  but  it  is  better.  Pastoral  visiting  causes  one  to  be  popular, 
but  he  may  lose  his  power  if  he  does  it  in  the  wrong  way,  for  proper 
contact  is  necessary  to  be  effiective  for  the  Kingdom.  We  may  not 
be  able  to  get  the  crowd  by  being  spiritual  in  our  contact  with 
folks  but  it  is  better  to  be  Christ  givers  than  crowd  drawers. 

What  then,  must  we  do  in  our  visiting?  What  must  we  talk 
about  to  make  it  the  most  helpful  to  the  individual  or  the  family 
and  yield  the  largest  results  for  the  Kingdom  of  God?  There  are 
men  today  who  have  the  name  of  being  great  preachers  on  their 
charges  who  never  succeed  in  getting  their  folks  interested  in  the 
finances  of  the  church.  Some  times  such  men  are  held  up  in  scorn 
in  other  charges  because  they  never  do  anything  for  the  needy 
causes,  such  as  missions,  church  extension,  superannuates,  etc. 
Is  a  preacher  really  great  who  does  not  develop  his  people  in  the 
things  that  expand  the  soul  as  well  as  the  Kingdom?  How  about 
trying  to  interest  folks  in  the  work  of  enlarging  the  Kingdom  out- 
side their  own  field.  If  you  do  not  know  enough  about  it  to  talk 
intelligently,  better  get  acquainted  with  your  work,  for  a  pastor 
owes  his  first  duty  to  the  conference. 

The  church  paper  is  a  good  subject  to  bring  up  in  some  places. 
Call  attention  to  some  good  article  if  the  member  takes  it,  if  not 
a  reader,  try  to  show  the  help  that  comes  in  interest  for  other  causes 
outside  the  local  church.  Why  in  some  charges  where  some  of  us 
have  been,  there  are  men  who  hold  high  places  on  the  charge  that 
not  even  subscribe  to  the  Herald,  much  less  the  general  organs 
of  the  church.  We  have  a  great  opportunity  as  a  church  and  our 
folks  need  to  be  awakened  to  their  privilege  as  well  as  their  duty. 
There  are  not  many  shells  so  hard  but  what  could  be  pene- 
trated to  some  depth  at  least,  by  an  interesting  stoi-y  of  our 
opportunities  to  enlarge  our  borders.  Even  in  our  own  state  the 
needs  are  great  and  if  our  people  only  knew  perhaps  there  would 
be  a  great  awakening. 

A  good  pastoral  visit  is  not  only  an   expressed  interest  in  the 
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one  visited,  but  trying  to  get  that  person  interested  in  some  one 
else  even  beyond  the  nanrow  limits  of  their  own  church  neighbor- 
hood.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SUPERANNUATES 

(REPORT  E) 

We,  your  committee  on  Superannuates  wish  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

1.  We  heartily  endorse  all  the  good  things  which  have  been 
said  about  our  Superannuates,  in  these  reports  in  the  years  past. 

2.  We  are  glad  that  this  conference  has  already  gone  on  re- 
cord as  favorable  to  the  prospective  of  paying  our  Superannuates 
not  less  than  $500.00  each  per  year. 

3.  We  rejoice  in  the  fact,  that  we  are  nearing  the  point  when 
this  can  be  done  basing  our  hopes  on  last  year's  income  and  dis- 
tribution and  possible  income  and  claims  for  this  year  as  fol- 
lows: Possible  income.  Rents  $400.00,  Int.  $420.00,  Specials  $140.00, 
V2%  on  charges  $340.00.  A.  C.  B.  $2,600.00;  Total,  |3,900.00. 
Possible  distribution:  Six  Superannuates  $3,000.00,  Others  $1,500.00. 
Total  $4,500.00  With  these  figures  in  mind  we  face  a  possible 
Deficit  of  $600.00.  The  amount  $1,500.00  for  all  other  claimants 
is  180  in  excess  of  amounts  proportioned  for  these  last  years. 

4.  The  real  problem  seems  to  be  to  supply  the  $600.00  pos- 
sible deficit.     Perhaps  this  will  not  be  fully  realized  at  once. 

5.  If  the  $5,000.00  placed  in  A.  C.  B.  for  this  purpose  could 
all  be  collected  the  problem  would  be  solved. 

Recommendations 

1.  That  the  $5,000.00  still  be  kept  in  the  budget  for  this  pur- 
pose and  desperate  effort  be  put  forth  to  collect  the  full  amount. 

2.  That  offering  at  Memorial  Service  be  contributed. 

3.  That  1%  of  pastors'  salary  G.  C.  B.  A.  C.  B.  and  Colleges 
be  continued.  One-half  of  this  to  go  to  the  permanent  fund,  one-half 
to  be  distributed. 

4.  We  believe  in  strengthening  the  permanent  fund,  therefore, 
we  recommend  that  pastors  be  urged  to  contribute  to  this  fund  as 
follows :

Below  $600.00  Two  dollars  per  year, 

$  601.00  to  $1,000.00  Three  dollars  per  year.

$2,001.00  to   $3,000.00   Six  dollars  per  year.

If  we  would  comply  with  the  last  two  recommendations  we 
would  add  each  year  approximately  $700.00  to  the  permanent  fund, 
and  in  two  years  this  fund  would  grow  to  the  point  where  the  in- 
terest on  this  fund  would  pay  one  of  our  Superannuates  the  full 
$1,500.00.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  MISSIONS 

(REPORT  H) 

From  the  Gospel  writers  we  learn  that  the  last  thought  of 
our  Lord  was  of  missions.  Surely  a  subject  so  near  to  the  heart 
of  Christ  should  demand  the  sympathy  and  the  cooperation  of  every 
Christian.  We  note  with  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  that  at  the 
recent  General  Conference  all  our  different  Mission  Boards  were 
merged  into  the  Board  of  Missions.  In  the  future,  our  thinking 
regarding  our  missions  without  the  human  labeling  of  home  and 
foreign.  The  General  Conference  in  keeping  with  the  New  Testa- 
ment interpretation  of  the  idea  has  sought  to  do  away  with  those 
organizations  which  seem  to  divide  this  great  interest  of  the 
Church. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  Dr.  Broomfield,  President  of  the 
General  Conference,  who  for  twenty  years  has  been  connected 
in  a  vital  way  with  our  missions  interests,  to  address  us  at  this 
conference. 

We  are  glad  to  have  had  Dr.  G.  W.  Haddaway,  the  new  Ex- 
ecutive Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  with  us,  and  to  explain 
the  missionary  program  of  the  church. 

We,  your  Committee  feel  that  the  attention  of  the  conference 
should  be  called  to  the  fact  that  along  with  Dr.  Haddaway,  the 
Executive  Secretary,  has  been  elected  an  associate  Secretary,  in 
the  name  of  Mrs.  Marie  Thompson,  who  enters  the  work  with  a 
wealth  of  experience. 

From  the  General  Conference  Journal  we  learn  that  there  are 
twenty-five  missionaries  working  in  other  lands,  and  at  the  same 
time  with  a  number  doing  missionary  work  in  the  home  land.  The 
Church  is  fortunate  in  having  this  splendid  company  of  consecrated 
men  and  women  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields. 

The  unsettled  conditions  continue  in  China.  Therefore,  we 
regret  that  our  work  there  is  more  or  less  at  a  stand  still.  The 
reports  from  Japan  and  India  show  that  while  our  work  is  not 
growing  by  leaps  and  bounds  yet  progress  is  reported  in  every 
department.      It   is    unfortunate    that    our    Missionaries    have    been 
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handicapped  by  lack  of  finances,  yet  we  are  happy  to  know  that 
seldom  has  retrenchment  been  found  in  any  field. 

We  note  with  pride  the  splendid  work  being  done  by  the  women 
of  our  conference,  and  recommend  that  our  pastors  encourage  and 
cooperate  with  the  women  in  their  missionary  efforts. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  all  our  missionary  interests  are  suffer- 
ing from  the  lack  of  finances,  and  due  to  the  fact  that  seventy- 
three  per  cent  of  all  money  raised  for  the  General  Conference  Budget 
is  for  missions;  we  recommend  that  if  found  practical  the  con- 
ference Faculty  so  change  the  conference  Course  of  Study  to  in- 
clude a  course  in  church  finances. 

We  further  recommend  that  all  pastors  make  an  effort  to 
organize  mission  study  groups  in  their  churches. 

We  recommend  that  this  conference  go  on  record  as  requir- 
ing all  pastors  to  preach,  at  least  one  sermon  on  missions  during  the 
year. 

We  recommend  that  greater  attention  and  interest  be  given  to 
the  Easter  and  The  Children's  Day  programs. 

To  avoid  any  possible  misunderstanding  and  friction  in  car- 
rying out  the  new  program  of  the  General  Conference,  we  recom- 
mend that  all  pastors  acquaint  themselves  with  the  details  of  the 
program  so  as  to  instruct  the  people  in  the  new  plan.

The  President,  Brother  Taylor,  asked  each  member  that  made 
the  trip  to  make  a  personal  report  to  him  as  to  the  impression  at 
Kannapolis.     This  we  think  was  done. 
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On  this  trip  a  short  business  session  was  called  at  which  Rev. 
N.  G.  Bethea  was  elected  secretary  of  the  committee. 

On  March  26th,  the  following  members  of  the  committee: 
Suits  and  Williams,  met  with  President  Taylor,  the  pastor  of  South 
Winston  and  others,  and  went  over  the  situation  there.  We  ad- 
vised them  to  sell  their  lot  and  purchase  another  on  the  paved 
street  for  the  location  of  their  proposed  church. 

The  outlook  here  seems  to  be  good  for  a  thriving  Church  if 
properly  located.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   CHURCH   MUSIC 

(REPORT  K) 

Oftimes  the  process  of  constant  agitation  is  necessary  to  ac- 
complish a  desired  and  desirable  purpose.  So  it  seems  with  respect 
to  church  music.  And  it  seems  to  devolve  upon  the  Music  Committee 
to  assume  the  role  of  Conference  Agitator,  for  that  appears  to  be 
all  the  committee  has  been  able  to  do  year  after  year.  We  still  need 
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better  music  in  many  of  our  churches,  not  only  during  the  services 
of  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  but  in  Sunday  School,  Christian  Endeavor 
and  Prayer  Meeting  as  well. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference,  your  Music  Committee  made  an  attempt, 
though  feeble  it  may  have  been,  to  conduct  a  two-weeks'  campaign  to 
interest  our  pastors  and  churches  in  the  purchase  of  Methodist  Prot- 
estant hymnals.  Through  the  usual  courtesy  of  our  kind  editor  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Herald,  articles  were  written  by  members  of 
the  committee,  urging  the  purchase  and  use  of  our  hymn  books.  We 
had  no  way  of  "checking  up"  to  ascertain  the  results  of  the  effort. 
It  may  be  added,  to  the  credit  of  the  committee,  that  one  of  its  mem- 
bers presented  the  subject  to  the  Pastor's  Conference  this  past 
summer. 

We  would  respectfully  offer  the  following  recommendations, 
some  of  which  in  substance  are  a  reiteration  of  those  of  last  year, 
but  which  we  humbly  believe  are  worthy  of  re-emphasis : 

First — That  our  own  Methodist  Protestant  Hymnal  occupy  the 
paramount  place  in  the  churches  of  our  Conference  District. 

Second — That  another  campaign  of  two  weeks,  preferably  the 
latter  part  of  January,  be  conducted  for  the  purpose  of  interesting 
pastors  and  people  in  the  purchase  of  our  hymnals. 

Third — That  the  advice  of  our  book  agent,  Mr.  Charles  Reiner, 
Jr.,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  be  sought  in  the  selection  of  other  hymn  books, 
and  that  they  be  purchased  through  our  own  publishing  house. 

Fourth — That  the  Program  Committee  of  the  Pastors'  Confer- 
ence be  requested  to  again  have  adequate  place  on  its  program  for 
next  summer  for  the  discussion  of  church  music,  led  by  someone  who 
is  a  good  authority  on  the  subject.

COMMITTEE   ON   SOCIAL  REFORM 

(REPORT    L) 

That  our  social  life  needs  improvement  is  easily  apparent. 
Since  social  life  is  the  sum  total  of  the  lives  of  individuals,  the 
social  life  can  be  improved  only  as  the  lives  of  individuals  are 
improved.  Then,  too,  the  life  of  any  community  can  be  brought 
to  a  higher  level  only  as  public  sentiment,  the  soul  of  the  community, 
becomes  more  and  more  determined  for  political,  civic  and  social 
righteousness. 

We  believe  that   our  sacred  institutions,  as  the  home  and  the 
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Sabbath,  and  certain  moral  practices,  as  social  purity  and  temper- 
ance, may  be  kept  inviolate  only  as  a  wholesome  public  sentiment, 
crystalized  into  law,  is  thrown  as  a  wall  of  protection  around 
these.  We  believe  such  laws  should  be  strict  and  strictly  enforced, 
and  that  all  law  should  be  of  such  a  nature  and  administered  in 
such  manner  as  to  make  it  easy  to  do  right  and  hard  to  do  wrong. 

We  believe  that  proper  enforcement  is  possible  only  when 
men  are  in  office  who  are  at  heart  in  sympathy  with  the  purpose 
and  intent  of  the  law  to  be  enforced. 

We  are  unalterably  opposed  to  the  weakening  of  our  divorce 
laws,  laws  against  Sabbath  desecration,  laws  against  social  evils, 
or  laws  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  alcoholic  liquor 
as  a  beverage.  Specifically  we  are  opposed  to  any  change  in  the 
Eighteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 
We  are  opposed  to  any  weakening  of  the  Volstead  Act  or  of  our 
state  laws  for  concurrent  enforcement.  We  are  uncompromisingly 
opposed,  now  and  forever,  to  the  election  to  office,  national,  state 
or  local,  of  any   candidate  known  to  be  wet.

These  expirations  are  in  accordance  with  the  old  charter,  though 
it  has  been  found  that  the  order  prescribed  by  the  charter  has  not 
been  followed  strictly  in  the  election  of   Trustees  for  some  time. 

The  Conference  Trustees  hold  the  title  to  three  pieces  of 
property,   one,  a  house  and  lot  in  Rocky  Mount,  which  was  turned 
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over  to  the  Board  a  number  of  years  ago  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Rocky  Mount  Church.  This  property  was  mortgaged  for  $1,000. 
and  the  last  of  this  debt  has  just  been  paid. 

The  second  is  a  house  and  lot  in  Greensboro,  bequeathed  to 
the  Trustees  by  the  late  Milton  Coble,  for  the  use  of  Superannuates. 
The  house  is  now  vacant  and  is  badly  in  need  of  repairs.  The 
Treasurer  believes  it  is  advisable  to  make  these  repairs  and  to 
use  for  that  purpose  the  income  for  the  Conference  year  1928-9 
be  used  or  so  much  of  it  as  may  be  needed  for  the  purpose.  After 
the  improvements  have  been  made  it  is  believed  the  house  can  be 
rented  for  a  much  larger  sum  than  formerly. 

The  third  piece  of  property  is  a  cottage  and  lot  bequeathed 
to  the  conference  by  Mrs.  T.  M.  Johnson  for  the  use  of  Superan- 
nuates. The  income  from  this  cottage  has  been  paid  direct  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Superannuate  Fund.

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BOARD  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK 

(Report  Q) 

The  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  has  engaged  in  the  following 
activities  during  this  conference  year. 

The  year  1928  being  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  our 
Church,  a  special  effort  was  made  to  hold  a  Young  People's  Convention 
with  a  program  that  was  in  keeping  with  the  growth  and  development 
of  our  Church  through  one  hundred  years.  To  aid  in  putting  on  such 
a  convention  the  Young  Peoples  Board  of  Unions  in  each  conference 
was  asked  to  secure  a  certain  number  of  registrations,  the  fee  being 
fifty  cents  per  registration.  The  campaign  was  begun  during  the 
Christmas  holidays  by  Rev.  F.  L.  Gibbs.  He  did  a  splendid  piece  of 
work  in  just  a  few  days.  Rev.  J.  Elwood  Carroll  worked  nobly  and 
completed  the  campaign.  Under  the  leadership  of  these  two  men  the 
campaign  was  a  great  success  and  more  than  three  hundred  regis- 
trations were  secured. 

At  the  last  session  of  our  Annual  Conference  the  Committee  on 
Young  Peoples  Work  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Young  Peoples 
Work  secure  some  one  to  write  Sunday  School  and  Christian  Endeavor 
notes  and  have  these  notes  published  in  the  Herald.  The  Board  in 
complying  with  the  Sunday  School  notes  and  Rev.  F.  L.  Gibbs  to 
write  the  Christian  Endeavor  notes.  These  notes  have  been  well 
written  and  the  Board  is  sincerely  grateful  to  the  above  named 
persons  for  their  splendid  work  and  to  the  Editor  of  the  Herald  for 
space  in  our   Church  paper. 

The  Board  of  Young  People  work  decided  that  it  would  be  a  fine 
thing  and  a  feature  that  would  mean  much  to  the  cause  of  Christ  in 
our  conference  if  some  competent  person  could  be  secured  to  conduct 
several  Vacation  Church  Schools  in  our  conference  during  the  summer 
months.  After  some  discussion  of  this  matter  Rev.  L.  W.  Gerringer 
was  asked  to  see  Miss  Mary  Will  McCulloch  and  find  out  if  she  would 
supervise  these  schools.  Miss  McCulloch  agreed  to  do  this  and  she 
supervised  several  schools  during  the  summer.  Miss  McCulloch  is  to 
be  highly  commended  for  her  splendid  and  efficient  work. 

The  Leadership  Training  School  (formerly  known  as  the  Young 
People's  Summer  Conference)  was  probably  the  best  in  the  history 
of  our  adequate  curriculum  were  some  features  contributing  to  the 
success  of  years.  Eighty-nine  young  people  enrolled  as  students, 
fifty-two  taking  subjects  ofl'ered  in  the  Courses  for  Young  People  and 
thirty-seven  taking  one  of  the  four  subjects  offered  in  the  Standard 
Courses.  On  Decision  Night  forty  young  people  came  forward  to 
dedicate  their  lives  to  part  or  full  time  christian  service. 

During  the  Commencement  Exercises  of  our  Leadership  Training 
School  a  young  lady  made  a  very  strong  appeal  to  the  end  that 
something  be  done  about  a  distressing  situation  found  in  some  of  our 
rural  Churches.     This  young  lady  had  never  attended  a  Leadership 
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Training  School  before  and  she  was  agreeably  surprised  at  the 
splendid  work  being  done  in  the  school.  She  was  of  the  opinion  that 
some  "key  man"  or  somebody  should  get  this  information  into  a 
number  of  rural  churches  especially  those  Churches  that  really  do 
not  know  the  Value  and  benefit  of  such  a  School.  It  is  the  sincere 
wish  of  the  Board  that  in  this  session  of  our  Annual  Conference 
something  may  be  done  about  this  matter.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PARSONAGES 

(Report  R) 

We  are  very  grateful  for  the  many  reports  of  good  and  con- 
venient well  planned  parsonages,  and  note  with  much  interest  and 
satisfaction  the  steps  being  taken  for  the  erection  of  more  new  and 
modem  homes  for  the  housing  and  accommodation  of  our  pastor. 

Our  High  Point  First  Church  has  approved  and  have  under  way 
plans  for  the  erection  of  a  modern  home  for  their  pastor. 

No  charge  can  hope  to  secure  a  pastor  or  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  Master  efficiently  without  first  providing  a  comfortable  home 
in  which  to  live.  No  pastor  wants  to  do  less  than  his  best,  and  to 
do  this  he  must  have  the  warm  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  those 
whom  he  serves,  and  in  no  other  way  can  they  express  more  fully 
their  appreciation  of  their  pastor  and  his  work. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  all  those  charges  not  having  com- 
fortable convenient  housing  for  their  pastorate  get  busy  at  an  early 
date  and  secure  such  homes. 

"Do  unto  others  as  they  would  have  you  do  unto  them." 

We  find  after  investigation  that  25  to  30  per  cent  of  the  charges 
have  no  parsonages.  We  urge  that  the  people  of  these  charges  put 
forth  a  special  effort  to  select  sites  centrally  located,  with  modem 
buildings  erected  upon  them  and  that  they  provide  suitable  furniture 
for  them.

Your  Committee  on  the  M.  P.  Herald  makes  the  following  report: 
The  M.  P.  Herald  is  now  one  among  the  outstanding  religious  publi- 
cations of  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  The  Editor,  Dr.  J.  F. 
McCulloch,  is  recognized  as  the  able  and  efficient  editorial  writer  of 
this  paper. 

While  we  recognize  the  worth  of  our  General  Church  organs,  the 
Methodist  Protestant  published  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  Methodist 
Recorder  published  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  We  know  according  to  the 
act  of  our  last  General  Conference  these  two  organs  are  in  process 
of  consolidation.  And  while  a  larger  number  of  our  people  are  wait- 
ing for  the  consumation  of  this  merger  before  renewing  their  sub- 
scriptions, it  makes  it  the  more  necessary  that  our  Conference  paper 
should  increase  its  circulation. 

The  reports  of  the  pastors  of  this  Conference  show  that  the  most 
progressive  and  successful  charges  are  those  charges  where  the 
largest  number  of  the  church  paper  is  taking  and  we  also  find,  that 
those  individual  members  who  read  our  church  paper  are  those,  upon 
the  pastor  rely  for  co-operation  and  support  in  carrying  ;0ut .  th^ 
program  of  this  conference  and  local  charges.

That  each  pastor  furnish  the  editor  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Herald  a  list  of  the  members  of  his  charge  who  are  not  subscribers 
to  the  paper,  but  whom  he  believes  might  become  regular  subscribers 
and  that  sample  copies  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  be  sent 
to  address  furnished  by  pastors  and  that  this  be  followed  by  direct 
appeal  for  subscriptions  by  pastors,  each  in  his  own  field.

REPORT  OF  PRESIDENT,  HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE 

(Report  T) 

The  erection  and  the  running  of  a  college  is  a  work  of  faith,  the 
same  vital  force  which  has  been  the  inspiration  of  the  great  explorers 
of  all  times  functions  in  the  prosiac,  drab,  task  of  keeping  the  doors 
of  a  denominational  college  open,  and  of  keeping  its  classes  going. 
While  the  going  forth  of  Abraham  into  a  country  he  knew  not  of, 
and  the  sailing  of  Christopher  Columbus  upon  the  high  seas  beyond 
the  range  known  by  navigators  stand  out  today  as  illustrious  examples 
of  faith.  They  are  also  a  part  of  the  great  fabric  of  which  our  most 
commonplace  acts  belong.  For  life  itself  is  a  pilgrimage,  a  program 
of  life  of  the  most  commonplace  individual  calls  for  the  same  sort  of 
faith  that  moved  Abraham  and  Moses  and  every  other  great  leader 
in  world  affairs. 

The  establishment  of  High  Point  College  was  most  assuredly  a 
work  of  faith.  Beginning  without  funds,  without  teachers,  without 
students,  and  without  experience,  in  a  day  when  other  institutions 
were  supplies  with  ample  endowment,  when  they  had  students  to 
boost  them,  alumni  to  support  them,  traditions  to  aid  them,  and  a 
constituency  to  back  them.  High  Point  College  came  into  existence 
with  none  of  these  things.  Empty  in  hand  and  almost  friendless  in 
our  commonwealth,  its  founders  sought  to  establish  it  in  order  to 
render  a  service  to  our  church. 

For  the  college  was  established  to  supply  what  its  founders 
believed  to  be  a  well-recognized  and  deeply  felt  need  in  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  All  of  us 
doubtless  saw  the  need  of  more  and  better  trained  leaders  in  our 
church.  We  felt  that  our  lay  leaders  should  be  trained  in  our  own 
denominational  institutions  and  that  we  should  have  more  ministerial 
leaders  who  are  alert  to  every  opportunity  and  better  trained  to 
preach  the  gospel  of  Christ  as  well  as  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the 
denomination.     And  besides  all  this,  we  felt  that  we  needed  a  better 
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educated  membership  to  inspire  these  leaders  and  to  support  these 
leaders  in  their  activities. 

The  founders  of  High  Point  College  believe  our  Church  was  in 
need  of  all  of  this.  And  the  task  of  supplying  it  all  was  known  in 
the  outset  to  be  a  prodigious  one,  the  accomplishment  of  which  was 
not  only  to  be  a  hard  one,  but  a  long  and  hard  one.  For,  it  was  not 
the  thought  of  these  leaders  that  the  erection  of  buildings  would 
supply  all  our  needs.  We  needed  more  than  buildings.  And,  so 
the  project  has  advanced  inch  by  inch,  rather  than  step  by  step 
through  the  persistent  efforts  and  unfailing  faith  of  those  who  have 
carried  it  on.  Their  hope  has  been  that  when  the  work  of  the 
institution  was  seen  and  appreciated,  and  then,  when  its  needs  were 
manifest,  the  church  would  support  it  by  sending  their  sons  and 
daughters  to  it  and  by  giving  of  their  means  for  its  mantenance.  We 
have  now  reached  this  stage  of  progress.  The  college  is  entering  on 
its  fifth  year.  It  has  graduated  sixty-one  students  with  a  Bachelor's 
Degree,  and  thirteen  students  have  received  their  diplomas  from  the 
business  school.  There  have  matriculated  during  these  five  years 
1180  students.  The  income  from  all  sources  last  year  was  $85,924.53 
the  total  operating  expenses  were  $97,263.81,  leaving  an  operating 
deficit  of  $11,389.28. 

This  deficit  has  been  underwritten  by  the  N.  C.  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  M.  P.  Church,  but  it  has  not  been  able  to  meet  its  obliga- 
tions. Last  year  we  received  from  it  only  $5,000.00  on  our  operating 
deficit.  So,  we  have  taken  care  of  this  deficit  by  borrowing  from  the 
bank  and  from  other  friends  of  the  institution. 

The  time  has  come  when  the  N.  C.  Conference  must  furnish  us 
more  money.  The  President  in  his  report  has  recommended  that  the 
college  be  given  $10,000  in  the  coming  year.  So,  we  are  asking  of  you 
that  this  entire  amount  be  raised  and  in  order  that  it  be  done,  the 
Board  of  Education  is  making  a  request  through  us  to  you  to  lend 
us  six  men  whom  we  have  selected,  who  are  to  go  into  the  field 
immediately  after  conference  and  raise  this  money.  In  another  report 
the  names  of  these  men  will  be  given  to  you,  together  with  the  pro- 
posed organization  of  certain  committees. 

Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  North  Carolina  stands  third  or  fourth  in  the 
payment  of  the  income  and  internal  revenue  taxes.  It  is  fourth  or 
fifth  in  the  value  of  agricultural  products,  but  we  are  forty-fourth 
from  the  top  in  the  literacy  ladder.  The  North  Carolina  Conference 
owes  a  debt  to  the  commonwealth  in  the  reduction  of  this  illiteracy. 
Certainly,  we  must  stand  ready  to  do  our  part  for  our  own  people  in 
affording  them  an  opportunity  to  be  educated  in  our  own  schools. 
Last  year  as  well  as  previous  years  we  have  given  to  every  ministerial 
student,  to  the  sons  and  daughters  of  ministers  and  those  who  are 
preparing  for  missionary  work,  free  tuition.  The  total  amount  thus 
given  runs  into  tens  of  thousands.     And,  besides  this,  we  have  been 
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aiding  quites  a  number  of  our  students  by  furnishing  them  work 
whereby  they  may  greatly  reduce  the  cost  of  their  college  education. 
We  want  you  to  know  that  we  are  making  these  contributions  to  the 
church  and  we  feel  that  upon  that  ground,  we  can  ask  of  the  church 
to  at  least  let  us  have  the  amount  requested  by  the  President  of  the 
conference  which  is  to  be  applied  on  the  running  expenses  of  your 
institution. 

Trusting  that  we  shall  receive  as  heretofore  your  cordial  support 
and  your  earnest  prayers,  we  respectfully  submit  this  report.

REPORT    OF    THE    SUPERINTENDENT    OF    THE    CHILDREN'S 

HOME  TO  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

OF   THE    METHODIST    PROTESTANT    CHURCH 

(REPORT  W) 

My  Dear  Brethren  and  Friends: 

On  September  19,  1928,  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Children's 
Home  met  in  regular  session  to  transact  the  business  pertaining 
to  the  Board  controlling  that  Home.  At  this  meeting  Dr.  E.  F. 
Allman  tendered  his  resignation  as  Superintendent  of  the  Home. 
His  resignation  was  accepted  and  a  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered 
him  and  his  wife  for  their  services. 

The  Trustees  then  elected  me  to  that  position,  and  rather  in- 
sistently requested  that  Mrs.  Dixon  and  I  take  charge  at  once. 

Dr.  Allman  had  made  his  plans  to  leave  the  first  day  of  Oc- 
tober, and  having  a  funeral  that  day,  we  were  unable  to  reach 
the  Home  before  he  left.  However,  we  went  in  on  the  evening 
of  October  1st  and  taak  charge  of  the  Home  with  its  children,  its 
farm,  its  machinery  and  everything  pertaining  to  the  running  of 
the  Home  with  its  Community  life  and  with  the  care  of  a  family  of 
about  eighty-five. 
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We  have  not  been  in  charge  long  enough  to  give  such  a  re- 
port as  we  would  like  to  make. 

The    Farm 

On  the  same  day,  September  19th,  my  brother,  J.  A.  Dixon, 
was  elected  to  take  charge  of  the  Home  farm.  He  accepted 
the  position,  wound  up  his  business  as  speedily  as  possible  and 
moved  into  the  Boys'  Dormitory  on  the  10th  of  October. 

His  presence  there  means  much  to  the  boys  and  it  also  means 
a  greater  yield  in  produce  from  the  farm.  The  farm  has  not  yielded 
as  it  should  have  done  this  year,  and  for  this  reason  the  most  of 
our  supplies  for  the  Winter  will  have  to  be  purchased  from  the 
market. 

The  people  of  the  Peach  Orchards  and  also  Mr.  W.  F.  Grabbs 
have  kindly  donated  lots  of  fruit.  This  was  canned  and  stored 
away  for  Winter  use.  We  are  milking  ten  good  cows,  and  have 
fourteen  fine  porkers  to  kill.  These  will  amount  certainly  to  3,500 
pounds  of  meat. 

The   Opportunity 

The  call  to  us  into  service  of  this  kind  was  one  of  the  most 
unexpected  we  have  ever  received;  but  it  came  to  us  with  such 
unanimity  and  insistance  that  we  were  afraid  to  refuse  lest  we 
turn  down  the  call  of  the  Lord. 

We  have  only  been  permitted  to  spend  a  part  of  one  month 
there,  having  to  wind  up  the  work  on  the  pastoral  charge  of  Liberty- 
Siler  City  during  the  last  month  of  the  Conference  year.  But 
during  that  short  month  we  have  found  that  one  of  the  finest  op- 
portunities for  beautiful  Christian  service  lies  right  there  in  the 
Home,  which  is  the  pride  of  the  Conference,  and  which  is  responded 
to  so  nobly  by  so  many  of  our  people  throughout  the  Conference. 
Gifts  of  Money,  Produce  and  Service 

Many  of  the  Sunday  Schools  and  Churches  throughout  the 
Conference  have  responded  from  month  to  month  with  their  gifts 
of  money,  produce,  clothing,  bed-clothing,  and  other  materials 
for  use  in  the  Home.  Others  have  very  generously  contributed  of 
their  skilled  service  for  the  benefit  of  the  health  and  well-being  of 
the  children.     All  of  these  have  our  most  hearty  thanks. 

The  Needs  of  the  Home 

The  greatest  immediate  needs  of  the  Home  are:  first,  winter 
clothing  and  shoes  for  the  children.  Second,  some  much  needed 
repairs  on  buildings  and  equipments  which  must  be  done  at  once. 
Much  of  the  clothing  we  are  buying  at  wholesale  prices  and  will 
thus  save  quite  a  bit.     The  repairs  we  are  getting  done  at  the  best 
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possible   figures,   but   we   need   your   help   in   paying  the   bills,;,  and 
we  thank  you  in  advance  for  that  help,        _.     .,..j   ;,..„,.  ,1...  ^ .,     _ 

Thanksgiving 

This  leads  us  to  begin,  even  now,  our  Thanksgiving  appeal. 
It  was  our  own  J.  M.  Millikan,  Chairman  of  our  Board  of 
Trustees,  who  suggested  some  years  ago  that  all  our  people  be' 
asked  to  contribute  one  day's  income  to  the  Home,  on,  or  about,'- 
Thanksgiving  Day.  The  Children's  Home  Association  of  the  State 
have  taken  up  the  thought,  and  each  year  the  people  of  North 
Carolina  are  asked  to  contribute  one  day's  income  to  the  Orphan 
Child  at  Thanksgiving.  We  are 'going  to  ask  you  to  respond  very 
heartily  to  this  request  this  year  to  help  us  over  a  very  tight 
place  financially.  The  Home  stands  in  great  need  of  it,  and  wheri' 
our  people  know  there  is  a  pressing  need  there  then  we  are  sure 
they  will  respond  liberally  to  that  need.  " 

The  Object  of  the   Home 

The  real  purpose  of  the  Home  is  to  feed  and  clothe  and  train  ' 
boys  and  girls  into  real  Christian  manhood  and  womanhood.     Fail- 
ing in  this  we  fail  in  everything,  and  would  better  not  be  running 
such  a  Home.     So  that  is  our  chief  business  there.     We  shall  hus-i- 
band  the  resources.     We  shall  endeavor  to  take  the  very  best  care,, 
of  the  property  and  machinery;  but,  after  all,  we  are  there  chiefly 
to  train  those  boys  and  girls  into  manhood  and  womanhood.     That 
we   may  do  this  well  we   crave   your   prayers   and   your   co-opera-  . 
tion.     The  good  of  the  child  shall  be  the  law  of  that  Home.

One  day  last  week  Mrs.  P.  C.  Futrell,  a  daughter  of  the  late 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Bowman,  brought  to  the  Home  a  splendid  oil- 
painting  of  Miss  Millie  L.  Bowman,  Matron  and  Bible  teacher  in 
the  Home  for  some  eleven  years.  This  was  presented  by  the  neph- 
ews and  nieces  of  Miss  Millie,  and  will  be  placed  at  some  appropriate 
place  in  the  Home. 

Now,  Brethren,  I  do  not  know  just  why  I  am  at  the  Home  as 
its  Superintendent.  The  call  of  my  Church  has  always  been  the 
call  of  the  Lord  to  me,  and  this  came  in  such  a  way  that  it  seemed 
a  call  of  the  Lord.

it;     For  the  sake  of  the  Orphan  Child  we  undertake  it.     The  work  '

Your  committee  wishes  to  commend  most  heartily  the  gen- 
eral Board  of  Young  People's  Work,  led  by  our  Lawrence 
Little,  for  the  splendid  achievements  of  the  last  year.  We  are 
thinking  of  that  great  and  inspiring  gathering  of  Methodist  Pro- 
testant young  people  that  assembled  in  the  Centennial  Young 
People's  Convention  in  Baltimore  last  May.  We  are  thinking  of  the 
large  number  of  Leadership  Training  Schools  held  during  the  sum- 
mer throughout  the  borders  of  our  church,  in  which  more  than 
400  young  people  were  led  to  give  themselves  in  part  or  wliole 
time  definite  religious  service.  Truly  new  heights  have  been 
reached  and  new  history  made  in  the  Young  People's  Work  of 
our  church. 

We  want  also  to  commend  our  Conference  Board  of  Young 
People's  Work  for  the  work  accomplished  huring  the  year.  Led 
by  our  President,  Fred  W.  Paschall,  our  Board  conducted  one  of 
the  best  young  people's  Leadership  Training  Schools  yet  held  by 
the  board.  Besides  this,  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Mary  Wills 
McCulloch,  who  was  employed  by  the  board  for  a  few  weeks  dur- 
ing the  summer,  a  number  of  successful  vacation  church  schools 
were  conducted.  We  take  note  also  of  the  helpful  Sunday  School 
and  Christian  Endeavor  notes  written  for  the  Herald  by  two  of 
our  young  ministers.  These  notes  have  doubtless  filled  a  need  with 
our  Sunday  school  and  Christian  Endeavor  workers.

In  view  of  the  achievements  of  both  the  General  and  Confer- 
ence Boards  a  vote  of  appreciation  and  a  pledge  of  co-operation 
is  the  least  that  this  conference  can  offer  our  young  people's  boards. 

For  your  consideration  and  approval  we  offer  the  following 
recommendations : 

1.  That  our  Conference  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  at- 
tempt to  set  up  in  each  district  an  organization  similar  to  our 
conference  Board,  and  that  through  this  organization  endeavor 
to  get  across  the  Board's  program  to  every  local  church. 

2.  That  the  Board  endeavor  to  induce  more  young  people  to 
offer  themselves  for  whole-time  service,  even  though  it  be  only 
for  the  summer  months.  We  are  thinking  of  a  great  number  of 
school  teachers  who  might  with  great  spiritual  profit  to  themselves 
and  to  the  churches  be  employed  by  some  of  our  stronger  pastoral 
charges. 

3.  That  the  Sunday  school  and  Christian  Endeavor  notes  be 
continued  in  the  Herald,  and  that  the  writers  of  these  notes  and 
the  editor  and  publishers  of  the  Herald  have  our  thanks  for  their 
valuable  services. 

4.  That  pastors  and  churches  be  encouraged  to  hold  Va- 
cation Church  Schools. 

5.  That  an  appropriation  of  $500  be  made  from  the  annual 
conference  budget  to  the  conference  Board  of  Young  People's 
Work. 

6.  In  order  that  our  young  people's  work  may  be  further 
and  adequately  financed,  we  recommend  that  our  Board  be  per- 
mitted to  call  upon  our  Sunday  schools  for  an  annual  contribu- 
tion of  at  least  two  cents  per  member  with,  a  minimum  of  $5.00 
from  each  school,  and  that  each  Christian  Endeavor  Society  be 
asked  to  make  a  pledge  to  this  work. 

With  reference  to  the  item  of  the  annual  conference  Presi- 
dent's report  referred  to  this  committee,  we  recommend  that  this 
conference  adopt  recommendation  number  5  of  this  report  as  a 
substitute    for    the    conference    President's    recommendation. 

Believing  that  the  future  of  every  organization  and  insti- 
tution of  our  church  depends  upon  our  attitude  toward  the  young 
life  of  the  church,  we  therefore  urge  upon  this  conference  that 
we  give  to  our  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  our  hearty  co- 
operation and  support.

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REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    OFFICIAL   CHARACTER 

(REPORT   BB) 

We,  your  committee,  beg  to  report,  that  we  find  nothing 
against  the   official   Character   of   any  member   of  this   Conference. 

The  official  reports  of  pastors  which  came  into  our  hands 
show: 

1.  That  several  pastors  did  not  report  quarterly  to  the  presi- 
dent. We  feel  that,  since  the  president  takes  the  pains  to  pre- 
pare and  mail  to  the  brethren  quarterly  blanks,  all  pastors  should 
fill  in  and  return  these  blanks. 

2,  Several  pastors  reported  having  administered  the  Lord's 
Supper  only  three  times  at  some  of  their  churches,  and  two  pas- 
tors reported  that  it  was  administered  only  twice  at  each  one  of 
their  churches.     We  urge  the  importance  of  this  sacrament. 

,  3.  In  response  to  the  question — Has  the  every  member  can- 
vass been  made,  we  found  these  excuses — "some  people  object." 
"Workers  unwilling,"  "no  interest,"  "due  to  financial  depression," 
"impossible."  The  Conference  has  urged  this  for  years  and  we 
again  urge  pastors  to  push  it. 

4.  Some  of  the  charges  reported  pitifully  low  on  the  budgets. 
Some  of  these  same  charges  paid  pastors  salaries  in  full.  When 
pastors'  salaries  are  paid  in  full  we  feel  that  certainly  a  reason- 
able amount  should  be  paid  on  the  budgets. 

5.  We,  also  regret  to  see  that  a  few  charges  which  have  for 
years,  pai-d  budgets  in  full  have  reported  defeat  this  time.

COMMITTEE    ON    INTER-RACIAL    RELATIONS 

(Report  HH) 

"Exhibit  A"  Believing  in  the  Fatherhead  of  God  and  the 
brotherhood  of  man,  and  in  the  teachings  of  Jesus,  and  in  the  Church 
of  Christ  as  the  interpreter  and  instrument  of  these  truths,  we 
hold  that,  as  a  body  of  Christian  believers,  we  owe  a  particular  duty 
to  the  problems,  individual  and  collective,  that  effect  the  realization 
of  these  truths.  Many  problems  do  confront  us,  among  them  being 
that  of  the  proper  adjustment  of  the  relationships  between  the 
white  and  negro  races.  In  the  long  history  of  the  contact  of  those 
two  races  in  our  nation  and   in  our   state,   many  serious   difficulties 
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have   arisen.     To  recite  these   difficulties  is   unnecessary   here.     We 
recognize  their  existence  and  our  responsibility  to  them. 

The  negro  constitutes  one-third  of  the  population  of  our  state. 
His  life  is  inextricably  interwoven  with  the  life  and  the  history  of 
this  state.  He  is  a  human  being.  He  is  here  to  stay.  He  has  rights 
and  duties  and  privileges.  There  are  differences  in  race  and  inheri- 
tance and  experience  that  have  produced  grave  problems  in  his 
contact  with  the  white  race.  As  Christian  and  as  church  men,  we  owe 
it  to  ourselves  our  church  and  our  fellowmen  and  to  the  furtherance 
of  our  religion  to  face  these  difficulties  in  a  christian  spirit.  We 
believe  that  the  teachings  of  Jesus  are  a  sufficient  guide  to  us  in  this 
situation  as  in  all  others.  If  we  but  work  in  the  Christian  spirit, 
there  will  be  no  uncertainty  as  to  the  outcome  of  our  efforts.  Gratify- 
ing progress  has  already  been  made  in  our  state.  Probably  nowhere 
in  the  United  States  are  the  inter-racial  conditions  quite  so  satisfac- 
tory as  in  North  Carolina.  A  degree  of  good  will  and  harmony 
prevails  that  is  very  remarkable.  This  is  the  testimony  of  negro 
leaders  as  well  as  white.  The  world  wide  attention  that  is  being 
given  to  inter-racial  problems  indicates  that  we  have  an  opportunity 
in  America  and  in  North  Carolina  to  set  an  example  to  the  whole 
world  of  dealing  with  this  situation  in  the  most  satisfactory  way. 
It  is  a  marvelous  opportunity  that  confronts  us.  We  would  recog- 
nize the  good  work  that  has  already  been  done  by  our  church  along 
these  lines.     However,  this  is  but  an  earnest  of  what  we  should  do. 

Recognizing  that  problems  do  exist,  and  recognizing  our  duty  as 
Christians,  and  desiring  to  promote  in  all  legitimate  and  proper  ways 
the  progress  and  welfare  of  the  Negro,  and  to  promote  the  com- 
pletest  understanding  and  good  will  between  the  white  and  negro 
races,  and  desiring  to  aid  particularly  in  the  religious  progress  of 
the  Negro. 

Be  it  resolved,  by  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  Winston  Salem,  N.  C,  November, 
1928. 

1.  That  we  assure  the  negroes  of  North  Carolina  of  our  Chris- 
tian fellowship. 

2.  That  we  rejoice  in  their  progress  and  the  happy  relations 
now  existing  between  them  and  the  white  race. 

3.  That  we  pledge  our  efforts  to  a  continuance  and  further 
advance  of  these  pleasant  relations. 

4.  That  we  pledge  our  co-operation  to  the  Southern  Commission 
on  Inter-Racial  Co-operation,  a  body  which  is  composed  of  earnest 
Southern  Christian  men  and  women,  who  are  conducting  a  remark- 
able adventure  in  good  will." 

5.  That  we  pledge  our  co-operation  to  the  North  Carolina  Com- 
mission on  Inter-Racial  Co-operation,  composed  of  men  and  women 
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of  both   races  who   are   devoting   their  efforts   to   the   promotion   of 
understanding  and  good  will. 

6.  That,  in  the  furtherance  of  these  ideas  and  purposes,  this 
Conference  appoint  a  commission  of  two  men,  Rev.  S.  W.  Taylor  and 
Rev.  C.  W.  Bates,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  co-operate  with  the 
Southern  Commission  on  Inter-Racial  Co-Operation,  for  the  further- 
ance of  this  work. 

7.  That,  as  far  as  possible  and  practicable,  we  recommend  that 
Race  Relations  Sunday  shall  be  observed  each  year  in  our  churches. 

8.  That  we  recommend  that  where  it  is  wise  and  practicable 
there  be  an  exchange  of  pulpits  with  ministers  of  other  churches. 

9.  That  we  recommend  that  the  inter-racial  work  be  called  to 
the  attention  of  our  ministerial  associations. 

10.  That  Mission  Study  Classes  and  other  study  classes  in 
Interracial  Relations  be  organized. 

11.  That  our  church  press  and  publications  carry  constructive 
material  both  editorial  and  in  the  news  column,  concerning  inter- 
racial work.  1 

r"  12.  That  it  is  understood  that  no  church  or  person  be  asked  or 
I  expected  to  participate  in  any  of  this  work  against  his  own  preference 
\or  desire.

REPORT  OF  JOINT  COMMISSION 

(Report  II) 

The  Joint  Commission  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  North  Carolina,  submit  the 
following  report: 

1.  We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  sending  of  Fraternal  Messengers 
from  the  Conference  of  one  denomination  to  those  of  the  other  has 
brought  about  a  better  understanding  between  the  denominations,  and 
has  also  aided  in  creating  a  closer  christian  fellowship.  So  far  so 
good.  But  your  committee  feels  that  the  time  has  come  when  these 
two  denominations  operating  in  the  same  territory,  fighting  a  common 
foe,  and  striving  in  the  same  way  to  build  up  a  kingdom  of  Jesus 
Christ  in  North  Carolina,  should  begin  a  closer  and  more  active 
co-operation  in  a  few  communities  in  this  state.  This  we  believe  can 
be  done  to  the  glory  of  God  and  to  the  advancement  of  His  Kingdom. 

We  believe  that  in  a  f-'^w  communities  like  Liberty,  Siler  City, 
Gibsonville,  Osipee-Altamahaw,  West  Burlington,  Graham,  Haw 
River,  Mebane  and  other  like  communities  where  there  is  a  Methodist 
Episcopal   Church,   South,  and  a  Methodist  Protestant   Church,  and 
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where  pastors  of  these  churches  are  serving  on  salaries  ranging  from 
$400  to  $1500  that  in  such  communities  surely  God  would  have  us 
exercise  business  judgment  and  common  sense  and  religion  sufficient 
to  begin  to  work  out  a  plan  which  one  Methodist  pastor  may  serve 
each  one  of  these  communities,  instead  of  two  pastors  as  we  now  have. 
At  present,  pastors  in  such  communities  are  having  to  serve  on  salaries 
which  are  scarcely  living  salaries,  and  the  communities  are  some- 
times hard  pressed  to  pay  the  two  salaries  when  they  could  pay  one 
decent  salary,  and  in  some  cases  have  a  resident  pastor  where  there 
is  no  resident  pastor.  We  recommend,  therefore,  that  this  scheme 
be  tried  out  definitely  in  certain  carefully  selected  communities. 

We  suggest  the  following  plan  of  operation  for  the  beginning  of 
the  co-operation  in  the  communities  which  may  be  chosen,  and  we 
express  the  hope  that  the  plan  will  work  so  well  that  many  similar 
communities  will  soon  be  thus  co-operating. 

The  plan: 
(1.)      When    two    communities    have   been    chosen    the    Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  shall  appoint  a  pastor  to  one  of  the  com- 
munities, and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  shall  appoint  a  pastor 
to  the  other  one. 

(2).  The  pastor  when  thus  appointed  shall  preach  one  Sunday 
in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  in  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  the  next  Sunday.  Thus  alternating,  and  thus 
giving  half  time  to  each  church  for  the  entire  year.  And  he  shall 
be  the  pastor  of  all  the  Methodists  represented  in  the  membership 
of  both  churches  in  the  community  to  which  he  has  been  assigned. 
And  his  salary  shall  be  paid  jointly  by  the  two  congregations.  And 
it  shall  be  the  pastors'  duty  to  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
laid  down  in  the  Discipline  of  each  church  in  holding  Quarterly  Con- 
ferences, and  in  making  report  of  his  work,  and  of  the  money  raised 
to  the  two  conferences  he  is  thus  serving. 

(3).  The  Sunday  School  in  the  two  churches  shall  continue  at 
present,  and  the  pastor  shall  divide  his  time  equally  between  the  two. 

(4).  The  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  and  the  Women's  Missionary 
Societies  shall  also  continue  as  at  present,  or  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  of  their  own  church. 

(5).  The  pastor  may  hold  midweek  prayer  services  in  each  church, 
or  he  may  hold  a  union  midweek  prayer  service  as  per  agreement  with 
the  congregation  concerned. 

(6).  The  pastor  may  hold  two  revival  services  or  one  union 
revival  service  for  the  two  churches  as  per  agreement  with  the  con- 
gregations concerned. 

(7).  The  property  of  each  church  in  the  respective  communities 
shall  be  held  just  as  it  is  now  held. 

2.     We  commend  most  heartily  the  effort  to  wisely  consolidate 
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rurar  churches  where  it  can  be  done  to  the  advantage  of  Kingdom 
interests.  (Conference  voted  to  take  matter  under  consideration  for 
one  year.) 

3.  We  recommend  to  the  Annual  Conference  that  an  invitation 
be  extended  to  the  Christian  Church  (the  O'Kelly  branch)  to  elect 
six  members  to  co-operate  with  this  commission.  This  invitation  to 
be  extended  through  the  Commission  on  Methodist  Co-operation  when 
sanctioned  by  respective  Annual  Conferences.  (Conference  did  not 
concur  until  negotiations  with  Congregational   church  is  concluded.) 

4.  Following  the  agreement  of  a  year  ago,  that  the  term  of 
office  of  two  members  of  the  Joint  Commission,  representing  each  of 
the  two  denominations,  should  expire  each  year,  Rev.  C.  B.  Culbreth 
and  Fred  N.  Tate  were  nominated  by  the  group  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  for  the  election  by  their  Conferences, 
respectively,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  and  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference.  The  matter  of  electing  two  members  by  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Conference  was  referred  to  the  Nominating 
Committee  of  that  Conference.

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REPORT  ON  COMMITTEE  ON  LITERATURE  AND  EDUCATION 

(Report  KK) 

Literature  and  Education  are  the  handmaids  of  religions.  The 
best  literature  of  every  age  is  that  which  has  grown  out  of  the  relig- 
ious life  of  its  people;  and  wherever  there  is  religious  growth,  a 
religious  literature  is  found  at  its  base.  Literature  is  one  of  the 
major  instruments. of  education;  and  education  is  the  process  used  for 
life  development.  Religious  education,  in  its  truest  sense,  is  the 
process  used  for  Christian  growth  and  development.  The  founder 
of  our  Christian  faith,  the  greatest  Teacher  of  every  age,  went 
frequently  to  the  ancient  synagogue  to  read  the  sacred  literature  of 
His  day.  He  employed  the  educational  process,  and  used  it  throughout 
the  whole  of  His  ministry.  Literature  and  education  are  essential 
elements  of  the  Christian  religion. 

Good  Literature  in  Church  and  Home 

Since  the  type  of  literature  read  by  old  and  young  alike,  is  an 
important  factor  in  determining  the  equipment  and  direction  of  the 
mind  and  the  attitudes  of  both  the  heart  and  mind,  we  recommend: 

First,  That  through  the  pulpit  and  press,  we  encourage  the  use 
of  the  highest  type  of  literature  in  the  homes  of  our  people,  and  on 
the  library  shelves  of  our  churches. 

Second,  That  we  provide  book  and  magazine  lists  of  desirable 
literature  for  our  constituency. 

Denominational   Literature 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  our  Church  is  for  a  denominational 
consciousness.  This  can  be  developed,  partially  at  least,  through  the 
reading  and  use  of  denominational  literature  in  church  and  home.  Be 
it  therefore,  recommended,  that  we  actively  encourage  the  reading  of 
at  least  three  of  our  four  denominational  papers,  namely:  The 
Methodist  Protestant  Herald,  our  own  Conference  organ,  The  Metho- 
dist Protestant,  the  denominational  organ  for  this  section  of  the 
Church,  the  Methodist  Recorder,  the  other  of  our  general  church 
papers,  the  Missionary  Record,  the  organ  of  our  Board  of  Missions. 

Sunday    School    Literature 

Since  it  is  possible  to  secure  the  best  types  of  Sunday  School 
literature  through  our  own  publishing  houses,  the  Improved  Uniform 
lessons,  the  Group  Graded  lessons,  the  New  Closely  Graded  lessons, 
and  the  special  textbook  courses,  we  recommend  that  all  literature  for 
use  in  our  Sunday  Schools  be  purchased  from  our  own  publishing 
houses,  and  that  we  discourage  the  use  of  an  inferior  type  of  Sunday 
School  literature. 
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The  Minister's  Literature 

In  the  past  we  were  asked,  "Where  were  you  educated?"  but  now 
they  ask  us,  "Where  are  you  being  educated?"  One  of  the  perils  of 
the  pulpit  is  the  limitation  of  the  pastor's  library.  Young  men  of 
the  ministry  should  conscientiously  build  into  his  workable  library 
the  best  in  current  and  historical  literature.  Ministers  of  more 
matured  experience  need  to  safeguard  his  library  from  stagnation. 
The  periodic  purchasing  and  reading  of  highly  endorsed  literature, 
and  the  writing  into  the  minister's  budget  an  adequate  amount  for 
library  upkeep  is  hereby  recommended  to  the  men  of  the  ministry. 

Developing   an    Educational    Consciousness 

As  a  church,  care  must  be  taken  to  preserve  our  evangelistic 
point  of  view.  Along  with  this,  however,  we  must  more  and  more 
seek  to  develop  among  our  constituent  members  an  educational  point 
of  view,  and  particularly  a  religious  educational  point  of  view.  As 
a  church  we  must  develop  an  educational  consciousness.  Therefore 
we  recommend: 

First,  That  pastor  and  church  leaders  create  opportunities  for 
public  and  private  presentation  of  education  as  an  ideal  and  goal 
in  life. 

Second.  That  Education  Day  be  made  an  integral  part  of  the 
year's  program  of  every  church. 

Third, — That  we  seek,  through  the  pulpit,  training  classes,  and 
institutes  to  develop  among  our  constituents  members  with  a  religious 
education  point  of  view. 

Our   Denomination — Educational    Institutions 

Inasmuch  as  planting  schools  and  colleges,  and  filling  them  with 
earnest  young  people  is  a  worthy  achievement  for  any  church;  and 
inasmuch  as  the  success  of  our  church  is  dependent  upon  the  mainten- 
ance and  strengthening  of  our  denominational  educational  institu- 
tions, we  therefore,  recommend: 

First.  That  we  give  our  earnest  and  unreserved  efforts  in  the 
interest  of  our  own  denominational  educational  institutions  as  fol- 
lows: 

(1)  High  Point  College,  High  Point,  N.  C,  the  A  grade  college 
of  our  own  creation  in  the  bounds  of  our  own  conference. 

(2)      Western    Maryland    College,    Westminster,    Md.,    the    largest 
school  of  our  denomination  in  America. 

(3)  Adrian  College,  Adrian,  Mich.,  which  ministers  to  the  educa- 
tional needs  of  that  section  of  our  church. 

(4)  Westminster  College,  Tehuacana,  Texas,  our  Junior  college 
of  the  Southwest. 

(5)  Theological  Seminary,  Westminster,  Md.,  our  own  institu- 
tion for  ministerial  theological  training.

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Second,  That,  since  High  Point  college  is  the  denominational 
school  in  our  own  territory,  and  the  school  for  our  very  own  young 
people,  that  we  pledge  to  it  our  first  loyalty  in  terms  of  financial 
support,  students,  loans,  and  student  attendance.  That  we  continue 
to  make  our  college  an  object  of  daily  prayer;  that  we  give  it,  its 
faculty,  its  administrators,  and  its  student  body  our  best  encourage- 
ment. That  we  endorse  the  program  of  the  college  to  raise  additional 
funds  for  maintenance  and  endowment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

(Report  MM) 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  charter  had  expired  by  limitation, 
it  was  necessary  to  secure  a  new  charter.  The  Board  was  re-incor- 
porated with  a  ^slight  change  of  name,  it  now  being  "The  Board  of 
Education  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  North  Carolina, 
Incorporated." 

For  convenience,  the  following  members  secured  the  charter  and 
took  the  necessary  steps  to  organize  the  corporation :  J.  F.  McCul- 
lough,  J.  Norman  Wills,  R.  F.  Williams,  R.  M.  Anderson,  J.  S.  Pickett, 
T.  M.  Johnson,  S.  W.  Taylor. 

Those  being  elected  as  additional  members  are  the  following: 
F.  R.  Harris,  L.  L.  Wrenn,  R.  H.  Brooks,  C.  W.  Bates,  W.  R.  Goley, 
J.  H.  Allen,  H.  A.  Moffitt. 

In  securing  this  charter,  the  plan  of  the  old  corporation,  which 
has  operated  so  successfully,  was  followed,  the  members  being  elected 
for  life,  but  anyone  ceasing  to  be  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Church,  or  removing  from  the  State  for  permanent  residence, 
automatically  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board,  and  his  place  must 
be  filled  by  the  Board.  All  elections  are  subject  to  confirmation  by 
the  Annual  Conference,  and  the  above  names  are  now  submitted  to 
you  for  consideration  and  action. 

Under  the  plan  of  organization,  the  Board  of  Education  holds 
title  to  all  the  real  estate  of  High  Point  College,  and  is  also  owner  of 
the  principal  part  of  the  equipment,  though  the  college,  as  a  separate 
corporation,  is  competent  to  acquire  and  hold  property. 

The  Treasurer's  financial  statement  is  submitted  herewith.  It 
will  be  observed  that  a  considerable  allowance  has  been  made  for 
depreciation  of  buildings,  and  also  of  furnishings.  An  allowance  for 
depreciation  of  furnishings  was  set  up  a  year  ago,  but  this  is  the 
first  time  the  item  of  depreciation  of  buildings  enters  into  the  account. 
This  has  been  done  at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Stephenson,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  General  Board  of  Education,  and  is  in  accordance 
with  approved  business  practice.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  if 
sufficient  money  is  expended  to  keep  the  buildings  in  good  repair  that 
the  actual  depreciation  will  be  but  little.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RURAL  CHURCH  LIFE 

(REPORT  NN) 

A  very  large  percent  of  the  ministers  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  are  country  born  and  bred.  The  largest  percent  of  our 
ministers  and  our  churches  and  our  people  are  now  to  be  found 
in  the  country.  Our  people  who  are  now  living  in  the  cities  and 
towns,  the  large  percent  of  them  came  from  the  country.  Our 
conference  from  the  beginning,  one  hundred  years  ago,  has  been 
more  largely  rural  than  otherwise.  For  these  reasons  our  con- 
ference should  be  very  much  interested  in  country  life.  There 
was  a  time  in  the  not  long  ago  when  we  were  urged  most  emphati- 
cally to  care  for  our  needs  of  the  city  and  town.  We  have  re- 
sponded to  this  call  and  our  achievements  have  been  most  sat- 
isfactory. The  city  and  town  work  should  be  continued  as  vigor- 
ously as  ever,  but  we  should  just  as  vigorously  care  for  the  pres- 
ent needs  and  demands  of  the  country. 

Country  people  need  and  deserve  just  as  good  as  any  people. 
They  should  have  as  good  churches  and  they  should  have  as  good 
preachers.  Their  children  should  receive  training  as  good  as  any 
people.  They  are  providing  for  themselves  good  homes.  They 
have  their  expensive  automobiles.  They  have  roads  equal  to  streets 
of  the  city.  Large  and  well  equipped  school  plants  are  being  built 
and  operated  all  over  our  country  districts.  These  schools  are 
being  operated  by  well  equipped  and  experienced  teachers.  These 
advantages  are  none  too  good  for  our  country  people,  but  they  should 
have  just  as  good  in  church  and  religious  advantages.  Children 
of  the  country  need  to  be  trained  in  good  schools  but  they  should 
have  no  less  advantages  in  church  training. 

The  many  present  day  advantages  of  the  country  are  to  be 
appreciated  but  it  is  easy  to  be  seen  how  they  might  be  used 
as  a  detriment  to  church  life  rather  than  a  good.  To  give  country 
children  and  young  people  advantage  of  the  modern  well  equipped 
school  for  five  days  of  the  week  and  then  expect  them  to  be 
content  with  church  facilities  and  activities  of  the  by-gone  fifty 
years  ago,  is  to  expect  that  which  will  not  be  realized.  They  will 
not  stand  for  such  a  program.  They  will  either  go  where  they  can 
find  something  equal  to  that  which  they  are  accustomed  to  in  the 
school  house  or  they  will  neglect  the  church  altogether.  The  auto- 
mobile and  good  roads  are  great  advantages  to  country  people  and 
should  take  their  part  as  advantages  to  country  church  activities, 
but  they  may  be  used  as  great  disadvantages.  If  desired  facilities 
are  not  found  in  the  nearby  church,  it  is  easy  with  the  automobile 
and  the  good  roads  to  go  where  they  may  be  found.  This  means 
that  we  might  expect  the  more  progressive  people  to  go  to  the  town 
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churches,  thus  leaving  the  country  churches  all  the  more  impover- 
ished. 

It  is  very  evident  that  to  solve  the  situation  we  need  good, 
strong,  well  equipped  churches  in  the  country,  especially  at  such 
centers  as  are  found  the  largest  consolidated  school.  But  this 
idea  brings  its  problems.  Our  country  people  are  as  able  to  bring 
about  these  needed  conditions  as  they  have  proved  themselves  able 
to  make  improvements  that  have  come  in  the  last  few  years.  But 
they  are  slow  to  move  and  invest  their  money.  They  are  tied  to 
their  old  ideas.  They  love  the  old  places  where  their  parents  wor- 
shipped and  where  many  of  their  loved  ones  are  buried.  Many  of 
our  country  churchs  are  in  great  need  of  efficient  leadership.  As 
the  minister  is  always  a  key  man,  the  country  certainly  needs  well 
equipped  ministers,  trained  to  handle  this  situation  with  patience, 
love,  discretion  and  wisdom.  A  minister  is  needed  that  will  keep 
in  close  touch  with  all  country  activities  and  at  the  same  time 
occupy  a  position  that  will  draw  the  people  upward  and  God- 
ward.  The  country  people  must  be  trained  and  we  see  no  better 
way  for  it  to  be  done  than  by  the  ministers.  They  are  not  apt  to 
go  higher  than  the  pastor.

OVERTURES 

To  the  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
Greetings  in  the  Lord: 

The  General  Conference  sends  down  to  the  Annual  Conference 
for  their  action  the  following  Overtures  for  changes  in  the  Con- 
stitution : 

ARTICLE  IV,  PARAGRAPH  THREE,  PAGE  20: 

"Each  church  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  build,  lease,  sell, 
rent,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  church  property  for  the  use  and  bene- 
fit of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  when  authorized  by  the 
affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  qualified  members  of  the  church; 
provided  that  said  vote  shall  be  given  in  person  at  a  meeting  pub- 
licly called  for  the  purpose  four  weeks  in  advance,  or  any  adjourn- 
ment from  time  to  time  thereof." 

Page  28: 

Under  paragraph  which  speaks  of  station  and  Circuit  Stewards, 
place  the  following: 

"Treasurers. 

"Each  church  shall  elect  a  treasurer  who  shall  have  charge  of 
the  funds  of  the  local  church,  and  who,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  quarterly  conference. 

"Where  two  treasurers  are  needed,  one  may  hold  the  funds 
of  the  local  church  while  the  other  may  care  for  the  benevolences."

ELECTION    LAW    OF    THE    NORTH    CAROLINA    CONFERENCE 

The  second  quarterly  conference  of  each  pastoral  charge  shall 
nominate  double  the  number  of  laymen  to  which  the  charge-circuit 
or  station — is  entitled  as  delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference.  The 
pastor  shall  announce  from  each  pulpit  the  names  of  nominees,  and 
appoint  a  day,  which  shall  be  that  on  which  his  appointment  shall 
fall  at  each  church  if  practicable,  for  taking  the  vote  by  ballot  for 
the  number  to  which  the  charge  may  be  entitled;  the  ballot  cast  by 
members  over  eighteen  years  of  age  to  be  received  by  class  leaders 
and  stewards,  under  the  supervision  of  the  pastor,  and  by  them  to 
be  counted,  and  the  count  forwarded  to  the  third  quarterly  con- 
ference, to  be  compared  by  that  body,  "^he  nominee  receiving  the 
plurality  of  vote  shall  be  declared  duly  elected,  and  the  pastor  im- 
mediately on  receipt  of  Delegate's  Credential  Card — not  later  than 
September  1 — shall  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference the  delegate  elected,  and*  such  certified  list  shall  constitute 
the  lay  roll  of  this  Conference. 

The  alternate  delegate  shall  be  elected  by  the  fourth  quarterly 
Conference. 

Only  qualified  members — those  who  are  twenty-one  years  of 
age  or  over — shall  be  allowed  to  vote  to  purchase,  build,  repair, 
lease,  sell,  rent,  mortage,  or  otherwise  procure  or  dispose  of 
church  property.

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NEW  CENTURY  SERVICE 
An  Outline  of  Promotional  Activity  Suggested  to  Annual  Conferences 

To  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

Dear  Brethren: 

The  last  session  of  the  general  conference  set  up  a  new  depart- 
ment by  combining  the  office  of  treasurer  with  that  of  an  executive 
secretary  in  charge  of  the  promotional  work  of  the  church.  That 
means  of  course  an  effort  to  stimulate  the  benevolent  and  missionary 
v;ork  of  the  denomination  through  financial  plans  and  the  extension 
of  stewardship. 

All  of  us  have  felt  that  the  church  is  capable  of  a  larger  ser- 
vice than  we  have  been  rendering  and  while  the  secretary  for  this 
new  field  of  endeavor  has  been  chosen  and  is  at  work  we  feel  the 
task  is  that  of  the  whole  church,  the  business  of  us  all. 

Without  question  the  big  business  of  the  church  is  to  win  people 
for  Christ  Jesus,  The  second  great  endeavor  is  to  keep  people  saved 
after  they  have  made  the  great  confession.  The  field  of  service  is 
large,  many  kinds  of  things  to  be  done  and  ample  room  for  all.  But 
the  major  expression  of  that  service  is  through  the  stewardship  of 
property  when  once  the  stewardship  of  life  is  acknowledged;  that 
through  it  the  lives  of  christians  reach  out  in  far  places,  and  pro- 
viding a  God-blessed  opportunity  for  the  church  to  keep  faith  with 
Christ.  The  General  Conference  budget  is  the  principal  medium  for 
the  combined  or  group  activity  of  our  people.  The  needs  of  the 
church's  undertakings  requires  our  fullest  measure  of  support. 

To  this  end  we  have  been  laying  our  plans  and  ask  of  the  church 
its  completest  cooperation. 

1.  Our  new  slogan  for  the  $500,000  budget  is  "New  Century 
Service." 

2.  The  office  at  516  N.  Charles  St.,  Baltimore,  Md.,  is  pre- 
pared to  assist  pastors  and  churches  in  making  their  plans,  furnish- 
ing posters,  literature,  speakers,  and  the  like. 

3.  We  want  the  annual  conference  to  raise  up  a  "New  Cen- 
tury Service  Commission"  of  three  or  five  members  which  shall  have 
charge  of  the  promotional  activities  within  the  conference  and  to 
cooperate  with  the  general  office.  We  shall  through  this  Commis- 
csion  work  along  these  lines:

a.  Ask  each  church  to  establish  a  "New  Century  Service  Com- 
mission" with  three  departments,  or  committees,  the  pastor  of  the 
church  being  the  chairman;  Educational  Committee,  Stewardship 
Committee,  Finance  Committee.  This  Commission  to  be  appointed 
by  the  quarterly  conference  and  to  work  under  its  supervision. 

b.  The  creation  of  a  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  every  church  which 
shall  put  itself  behind  the  entire  "New  Century  Service"  program 
of  the  church. 

c.  A  survey  of  the  conference  which  shall  reveal  the  actual 
financial  conditions  and  responses  of  the  churches,  and  that  through 
charts  each  church's  record  may  be  made  clear. 

d.  The  holding  of  a  series  of  group  or  district  meetings  over 
i.he  conference  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  to  bring  actively  and  in 
detail  further  provisions  and  implications  of  this  program. 

Admittedly,  this  program  is  not  final.  It  is,  however,  a  very 
definite  step  towards  a  fuller  realization  of  our  task  and  has  in  it 
a  certain  promise.  To  this  end  the  conference  is  asked  to  adopt  this 
procedure  that  we  may  make  it  uniform  throughout  the  church. 
And  further,  this  office  pledges  itself  to  the  most  loyal  service.

4.  Each  morning  session  shall  be  opened  by  reading  a  portion  of 
the  Scripture  and  prayer,  under  direction  of  the  President. 

5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shall  read 
the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  correct  and 
prepare  them  for  registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  mem- 
ber, to  call  any  brother  to  order  who  may  indulge  in  personal  reflec- 
tions or  Irrelevant  debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Conference,  which  appeal  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

8.  All  the  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member 
to  the  Chair. 

10.  The  President  shall  vote  on  no  question,  except  in  case  of 
a  tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from 
his  seat  and  respectfully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr.  President," 
and  being  recognized  by  the  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
question,  except  by  unanimous  permission  of  the  Conference. 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speak- 
ing, or  interrupt  the  speaker,  except  by  permission  to  explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufficiently 
loud  to  disturb  the     Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  retiring. 

16.  Members  are  required  to  vote  in  all  cases,  unless  excused 
therefrom  by  the  Conference. 

17.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  or  debated  until  the  same 
shall  be  seconded. 

18.  All  motions  and  resolutions  made  and  seconded  shall  be  open 
for  debate,  except  the  previous  question,  the  motion  to  adjourn,  and 
to  lay  on  the  table,  which  questions  shall  be  decided  without  debate.

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PROCEEDINGS'^' 102nd  ANNUAL  SESSION 


The  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Church  convened  in  its  102nd  annual  session  in  Calvary 
Church,  Greensboro,  Rev.  C.  W.  Bates,  pastor,  on  the  sixth  day  of 
November,  1929,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  morning.  The  President,  Rev. 
S.  W.  Taylor,  D.  D.,  was  in  the  chair.  He  made  a  brief  statement 
in  explanation  of  the  change  of  place  for  holding  the  Conference 
session,  and  expressed  appreciation  of  the  response  of  Calvary 
Church. 

The  following  devotional  services  was  entered  into:  Hymn  428, 
"And  Are  We  Yet  Alive."  Responsive  reading,  Selection  19.  The 
Gloria.  Scripture  lesson,  Romans  12:  1-21.  Prayer.  Hymn  461, 
"Jesus  the  Name  High  Over  All." 

The  president  made  some  remarks  calculated  to  help  the  Confer- 
ence in  its  work  through  the  week.  W.  F.  Kennett  lead!  the  Con- 
ference in  prayer. 

Conference  voted  to  defer  organization  until  later  in  the  session. 
The  Secretary  made  some  remarks  as  host  to  the  Conference. 

The  order  of  the  day  was  the  Conference  sermon.  Hymn  137, 
"Hail  to  the  Lord's  Annointed,"  was  sung.  The  Scripture  lesson 
was  Luke:  10,11.  The  Conference  sermon,  an  inspiring  and  helpful 
message,  was  preached  by  N.  G.  Bethea,  on  the  subject,  "Continuing 
the  Angel's  Message. 

Following  the  sermon,  the  Secretary  called  the  Roll  of  the 
Honored  Dead,  and  Conference  entered  into  the  Communion  Service, 
The  service  was  in  charge  of  A.  G.  Dixion,  assisted  by  R.  M.  And- 
rews, L.  W.  Gerringer,  B.  M.  Williams,  and  Roy  I.  Farmer.  The 
service  concluded  the  morning  session. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

1.45.  The  afternoon  session  opened  with  the  devotional  service 
in  charge  of  H.  F.  Fogleman. 

On  motion  the  bar  of  Conference  was  fixed  to  include  the  audi- 
torium, excepting  the  five  rear  seats. 

The  program  was  distributed,  and  on  motion  made  the  program 
of  the  Conference,  subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  2.00  was  the  reading  of  the  President's 
Report.  The  President  announced  that  the  Secretary  was  in  the 
chair,  and  proceeded  to  the  reading  of  his  official  report.      (Report  A) 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading,  Conference  voted  to  refer  the 
report  to  the  Committee  on  President's  Message.  It  was  likewise 
voted  to  pass  his  official  character,  which  the  Conference  did  by  stand- 
ing. 
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The  Conference  Faculty  submitted  a  partial  report  recommend'r 
ing  that  J.  C.  Russell  be  received  into  membership  by  transfer  from 
the  Maryland  Conference,     Conference  so  voted. 

The  following  were  Introduced  to  Conference:  Rev.  Milo  S. 
Hinckle,  pastor  of  the  Asheboro  St.,  Friends  Church;  Rev.  G.  A. 
Stamper,  pastor  of  Centenary  M.  E.  Church,  South,  both  of  this  city; 
Rev.  F.  W.  Stephenson  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education;  Rev.  J.  R.  Russell,  pastor  of  Liberty-Siler  City  Charge. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  3.00  o'clock  was  the  election  of  officers. 
The  president  appointed  the  following  to  act  as  tellers:  Geo.  R. 
Brown,  J.  M.  Morgan,  C.  E.  Ridge,  L.  W.  Gerringer,  H.  F.  Fogleman, 
J.  A,  Burgess. 

The  ballot  as  cast  and  counted.  The  Secretary  announced  that 
the  present  encumbent,  S.  W.  Taylor,  had  been  elected  to  succed  him- 
self. On  motion  the  election  was  made  unanimous.  The  other 
officers  were  re-elected  by  the  casting  of  the  unanimous  ballot.  They 
are  as  follows:  C.  W.  Bates,  Secretary;  Geo.  R.  Brown,  Treasurer; 
H.  L.  Isley,  Statistical  Secretary;  J.  L.  Trollinger,  Reporter.  The 
Secretary  chose  F.  W.  Paschall  to  succeed  himself  as  Assistant  Secre- 
tary, 

The  ballot  was  distributed  for  the  election  of  the  Lay  Member 
of  the  Stationing  Committee.  The  ballot  was  counted  and  H.  A. 
Garrett  was  declared  elected. 

Dr.  W.  R.  Goley,  L.  F.  Ross,  E.  L.  Douglas,  G.  L.  Curry,  L.  W. 
Gerringer,  were  elected  the  Committee  on  Appeals. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  pastors  shall  not  send  odd  cents 
when  remitting  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

A.  G.  Dixon,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Home,  stated 
that  figures  showing  the  amount  contributed  by  charges  could  be 
secured  from  J.  Elwood  Carroll, 

The  order  of  the  day  at  4.00  o'clock  was  a  concert  given  by  the 
Choral  Society  and  Orchestra  of  High  Point  College.  R.  M.  Andrews, 
President  of  the  College,  introduced  Professor  E.  B.  Stimson,  con- 
ductor of  the  program  and  head  of  the  Music  Department  of  the 
College. 

Following  an  excellent  program,  the  President  asked  Confer- 
ence to  stand  in  appreciation. 

Conference  adjourned  with  benediction  by  Rev.  J.  H.  Straughn, 
Promotional  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  General  Conference.

7.30,  The  program  for  the  evening  session  was  in  charge  of  the 
Board  of  Young  People's  Work.     The  President  of  the  Board,  F.  W.

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

(REPORT  A) 

Tc  the   North   Carolina   Annual    Conference   of   the    Methodist 
Protestant  Church,  Assembled  in  Calvary  Church,  Greensboro,  N.  C, 
November  6,  1929. 
Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren: 

"Mercy  unto  you,  and  peace  and  love  be  multiplied." 

History  holds  for  us  in  its  eternal  keeping  our  ONE  HUN- 
DRED and  SECOND  conference  year.  Like  our  first  conference 
year,  and  all  the  others  that  have  intervened,  it  has  been  short,  as 
the  swift  cycles  of  time  go;  but  not  short  when  measured;  by  oppor- 
tunity, responsibility,  successes  and  failures,  and  by  the  joys  and 
sorrows  incident  to  the  passing  years.  Measured  by  these  things, 
this  year,  like  all  years,  is  a  long  one.  In  his  good  Providence,  God 
has  brought  us  through  it;  and  despite  the  fact  that  there  may  have 
been  some  days  with  no  sun,  most  of  us,  no  doubt,  have  been  made  to 
feel  that  the  "lines  had  fallen  to  us  in  pleasant  places,  and  that  ours 
was  a  goodly  heritage." 

We  are  here  to  both  retrospect  and  prospect.  We  must  look  back 
on  what  we  have  done  to  determine  how  well  we  have  done  it — ^whether 
we  are  to  be  marked  "D.  D." — duty  done,  or  "D,  N." — duty  neglected. 
(Credit  to  Dr.  McCulloch  for  these  initials.)  And  then  we  are  here 
to  study  the  future  and  to  plan  for  the  tasks  that  still  await  us.  The 
year  that  is  closing  must  be  viewed  through  the  tabulated  reports 
that  are  to  be  submitted  to  this  conference.  There  is  much  thought 
that  has  gone  into  the  year's  work  that  can  not  be  summed  up  in 
this  way.  Spiritual  qualities  an'dl  attainments  can  not  be  tabulated. 
However,  these  reports  are  significant,  and  we  trust  that  they  may 
reveal  to  the  conference  facts  and  conditions  that  will  inspire  us  to 
"thank  God  and  take  courage." 

The  few  charges  left  unsupplied  at  the  last  conference  were  sup- 
plied early  in  the  year,  and  the  work  throughout  the  district  has 
gone  on  with  the  usual  regularity  and  harmony. 

The  year,  however,  has  been  unusual  in  the  number  of  special 
financial  campaigns,  all  of  which  has  been  necessary.  Immediately 
upon  the  rise  of  the  1928  conference,  we  went  among  the  churches 
to  raise  the  ten  thousand  dollars  assessed  for  the  maintenance  of 
High  Point  College.  Following  this  was  a  special  effort  to  raise  the 
Gratitude  Gift  deficit  of  |2,400.  In  the  early  spring.  Dr.  Straughn, 
assisted  by  Dr.  Haddaway,  Dr.  Stephenson,  and  Rev.  F.  L.  Gibbs,  made 
an  educational  itinerary  of  the  conference  in  the  interest  of  New  Cen- 
tury Service.  During  July  and  the  first  week  in  August  we  were  in  a 
campaign  to  raise  $50,000  for  High  Point  College.  Fifty-two  charges 
and   eighty-nine   churches  were   visited   in   this   effort.     In   addition 
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to  these  special  activities,  the  work  has  gone  forward  along  the  lines 
that  usually  characterize  the  activities  of  a  conference  year,  and  re- 
sults will  not  be  disappointing,  we  trust,  to  our  expectation  in  prog- 
ress. 

DEATHS 

We  have  been  sadden  during  the  year  by  the  passing  of  some  of 
our  number.  On  June  23  Rev.  J.  H.  Motonwent  triumphantly  to 
his  place  in  the  Conference  above.  Brother  W.  P.  Martin  followed 
on  the  sixth  of  July. 

Besides  these  brethren,  who  were  members  of  the  conference, 
we  have  lost  during  the  year  three  licensed  preachers.  One  of  these, 
Brother  W.  C.  Hall,  was  active  in  the  work,  being  pastor  of  Mecklen- 
burg charge  at  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred!  June  30.  Brother 
J.  F,  'Alexander,  who  had  been  unable  to  take  work  for  some  time, 
owing  to  decline  health,  passed  to  his  reward  April  30.  Brother 
H.  D.  Garmon,  a  licensed  preacher  of  Connelly  Spring  charge,  and 
who  had  served  to  a  ripe  old  age  in  that  capacity,  was  released  from 
the  flesh  July  23. 

Besides  these,  the  following  wives  of  our  ministers  have  died 
during  the  year:  Sisters  W.  W.  Amick,  L.  S.  Helms,  and  W.  T. 
Totten.  These  all  died  in  the  faith.  We  shall  miss  them,  but  we  take 
comfort  in  the  good  works  that  follow  them,  and  in  their  places  of 
triumph  at  the  right  hand  of  God. 

In  addition  to  these  who  are  immediately  ours,  we  share,  with 
the  rest  of  the  church,  a  distressing  loss  in  the  passing  of  two  men 
who  belong  to  all  of  us — Dr.  Benson  and  Dr.  Lewis.  We  unite  with 
our  entire  denominational  family  in  mourning  the  loss  of  these  two 
men.  And  yet  again  there  is  occasion  to  rejoice;  for  in  life  and  in 
death,  they  magnified  the  power  of  the  gospel  to  save  and  to  keep 
unto  the  uttermost. 

To  the  families  of  these  loved  ones,  who,  of  all  others,  will  feel 
most  keenly  their  passing,  we  extend!  our  brotherly  sympathy,  and 
pray  that  the  benedictions  of  the  "God  of  all  comfort"  may  be  upon 
them. 

Proper  obituaries  will  be  prepared  and  due  tribute  paid  in  our 
memorial  service  Sunday,  to  these  who  have  gone  from  us. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS 

On  November  13,  Brother  E.  B.  Wood,  by  agreement,  was  re- 
leased from  his  assignment  as  pastor  of  Spencer  charge.  On  the 
nineteenth  of  the  same  month  Brother  W.  F.  Ashburn  was  assigned 
to  the  charge. 

Dr.  P.  E.  Lindley  was  assigned  to  Gibsonville  charge  November 
24,  and  Rev.  H.  L.  Powell  to  the  First  Church,  Thomasville,  on  the 
26th. 

On  January  10,  Rev.  J.  B.  O'briant  was  assigned  to  Vance  charge. 
Brother  J.    C.    Russell   transferred   from   the    Maryland    Conference 
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January  28,  and  was  assigned  at  once  to  the  Liberty-Siler  charge. 

At  his  request,  and  by  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  charge, 
Rev.  E.  G.  Lowdemiilk  was  released  from  Fairfield  church  February 
22,  and  on  April  3,  Brother  F.  R.  Love  was  assigned  to  this  church. 

Brother  T.  J.  Whitehead  was  released  from  Mt.  Pleasant  and 
Mt.  Zion  churches.  West  Thomasville  charge,  April  11,  and  Rev.  G. 
L.  Reynolds  assigned  at  once  in  his  stead. 

On  April  2  a  special  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  was  called 
to  sit  in  the  Asheboro  church,  April  10,  at  2  P.  M.  This  meeting  was 
called  at  the  request  of  the  Presidtent  of  the  college  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  matters  vital  to  the  financing  of  the  institution. 

On  May  ninth,  I  attended  the  meeting  of  conference  presidents 
and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Convention  in  Pittsburgh. 

At  his  request,  and  by  the  consent  of  the  charge,  Brother  C.  E. 
Phillips  was  released  from  the  Pageland  work.  May  21,  and  Brother 
T.  Glenn  Madison  was  assigned  there  May  27,  to  serve  until  his 
return  to  the  Seminary  September  24. 

Immediately  upon  the  death  of  Dr.  Lewis,  I  anticipated  what  I 
thought  would  be  the  wish  of  the  conference,  and  conveyed  to  the 
bereaved  family  assurance   of  our  prayerful   sympathy. 

RULINGS   ON  QUESTIONS   OF  LAW 

1.  May  a  licentiate  represent  his  charge,  as  delegate,  in  the 
Annual  Conference?     Answer,  He  may. 

2.  Does  a  member  of  the  quarterly  conference,  who  has  two  or 
more  offices  in  the  local  church,  have  more  than  one  vote  in  the 
quarterly  conference?       Answer,  He  has  one  vote  only, 

3.  Owing  to  their  inability  to  carry  out  their  plans  for  a  new 
church  building  in  Concord  this  year,  the  brethren  there  decided  that 
they  could  not  entertain  the  conference,  as  they  had  hoped  to  dc,  and 
so  notified  us  officially.  I  then  referred  the  matter  to  the  District 
Committee,  and  the  invitation  of  Calvary  church  was  promptly  and 
gratefully  accepted,  and  official  notice  given  at  once  of  the  change 
of  the  seat  of  conference. 

THE  SOUTH  CAROLINA  CONFERENCE 
At  the  ninetieth  session  of  the  South  Carolina  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  held  November  15,  1928,  formal  action 
was   taken,    proposing  a   union   between   that   conference    and    ours. 
The  President  of  the   Conference,   Rev.  J.  W.   Hudson,   Rev.   E.   W. 
Clark  and  Mr.   C.   M.   Stokes  were  appointed   a   committee  to  open 
negotiations  with  us  at  this  conference.     They  have  been  invited  to 
be  present,  and  have  been  assured  that  they  would  receive  brotherly 
consideration  by  us.     I  have  not,  however,  anticipated,  in  any  way, 
what  your  wishes  would  be  regarding  the  proposed  union. 
PASTORS'  FEDERATIONS 
During  the  year  an  organization  has  been   effected,  which  has 
been  designated  "The  Pastor's  Federation."  Three  divisions  of  the  or- 
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ganization  have  been  made — one  in  the  east;  one  in  the  west;  and  a 
central  division.  So  we  have  the  Eastern  Federation,  the  Central 
Federation,  and  the  Western  Federation.  The  purpose  of  this  organ- 
ization is  to  bring  our  pastors  and  ministers  together  periodically. 
The  idea  is  to  meet  at  least  once  a  quarter,  and  oftener  as  the  pastors 
may  choose.  The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  fellowship,  and  dis- 
cussion of  matters  that  concern  conference  and  denominational  work, 
and  such  other  matters  as  the  pastors  may  el^t  to  make  a  part  of 
their  meeting  programs.  The  organization  is  to  be  perfectly  loose, 
so  far  as  constitutions  and  by-laws  are  concerned.  There  is  to  no 
membership  fees,  and  but  few  offices.  The  only  requirement  of  mem- 
bership and  attendance  is  that  of  interest,  and  a  sense  of  the  need  of 
fellowship  and  of  the  information  and  inspiration  that  comes  from 
such  gatherings.  So  far,  the  organization  has  functioned  well.  Pas- 
tors and  ministers  have  taken  a  splendid  interest  in  it,  and  we  are 
encouraged  to  believe  that  it  will  fully  prove  its  worth. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  A  full-time  pastorate  an  every  charge,  and  pastoral  main- 
tenance large  enough  to  make  full-time  service  possible. 

2.  The  regrouping  of  churches,  where  this  is  necessary  to  pro- 
vide for  a  full-time  pastorate. 

3.  That  money  raised  by  the  churches  and  Schools  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Children's  Home,  and  also  the  North  Carolina  Budget 
of  the  women's  work,  be  shown  in  the  totals  of  the  Treasurer's  re- 
port. 

4.  That  the  remainder  of  the  Gratitude  Gift  Deficit  be  alloted  to 
charges  that  did  not  pay  their  quotas  of  last  year,  and  collections  be 
pressed  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

5.  That  the  president  of  the  conference,  together  with  the  stand- 
ing committee  on  evangelism,  consider  the  advisability  of  holding  one 
or  more  revival  meetings,  or  at  least  fifteen  days  duration,  in  rural 
churches  suited  by  location  and  size  for  such  meetings. 

6.  That  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  be  permitted  to  hold  its 
regular  annual  meeting  within  ten  d^ays  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
conference,  and  not  during  the  conference  session.  And  that  the 
repoi-t  of  the  Board  be  given  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  in 
time  to  be  published  in  the  Journal.  This  recommendation  seems  to 
be  justified  by  the  rush  of  conference  business  that  makes  it  impos- 
sible for  the  Board  to  give  proper  deliberation  to  matters  upon  which 
it  must  pass. 

7.  That  the  Sunday  schools  and  Christian  Endeavor  societies 
of  the  conference  be  asked  to  finance  the  Board  of  Young  People's 
Work,  through  voluntary  contributions,  to  the  amount  of  $500.  In 
case  there  is  a  shortage  in  this  amount,  we  recommend  that  it  be 
made  up  out  of  the  budget,  in  case  the  Board:  needs  it. 
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8.  That  $100,  or  as  much  of  this  amount  as  is  needed,  be  allotted 
from  the  budget  to  the  Pastor's  Summer  Conference. 

9.  That  the  allottment  of  $6,000  for  High  Point  College  main- 
tenance, accepted  by  the  special  session  at  Asheboro,  be  continued  by 
this  conference,  and  that  it  be  apportioned  to  the  various  charges  as 
a  separate  item. 

10.  That  the  Third  Sunday  in  May  be  continued  as  High  Point 
College  Day. 

11.  That  April  tie  designated  as  Stewardship,  Sign-up  and  Pay- 
up  month. 

12.  That  October  be  designated  as  Tithing  Month. 

13.  That  the  Second  Sunday  in  October  be  Annual  Conference 
Sunday. 

14.  That  the  Second  Sunday  in  June  be  designated  as  "Men- 
For-The-Ministry  Sunday." 

15.  That  a  Pastor's  Training  School  be  held  in  connection  with 
the  Pastors'  Summer  Conference,  the  school  to  run  concurrent  with 
the  conference. 

16.  That  a  church  membership  Honor  Roll  be  tried  in.  local 
churches,  such  rolls  to  contain  the  names  of  all  members  who  pay 
their  church  dues  in  full.  We  recommend  further,  that  such  roll 
be  read  from  the  pulpit,  posted  in  the  church,  or  published  in  the 
church  bulletin. 

17.  We  ^ain  recommend  that  the  church  budget,  including 
pastor's  salary,  be  apportioned  to  the  entire  membership  of  the 
church. 

18.  We  recommend  that  more  stress  be  put  on  evangelism  in 
the  Sunday  school,  and  that  the  Superintendent,  in  conjunction  with 
the  pastor,  consider  the  advisability  of  giving  over  designated  Sun- 
day school  hours  to  evangelistic  efforts. 

That  the  conference  districts,  laid  off  as  a  working  basis  for  this 
year  by  your  executive,  be  ratified  by  this  conference,  with  such 
changes  as  the  conference  may  think  necessary. 

OUR  SUPERANNUATES 

With  the  weight  of  years  comes  the  loss  of  vitality,  so  necessary 
to  the  daily  and  arduous  tasks  of  life.  The  minister  has  no  exemp- 
tion from  this  law  of  nature.  He  too  succumbs  to  the  inevitable  as 
the  cycles  of  time  moves  him  on  far  down  the  western  slope  of  life. 

When  this  experience  overtakes  our  brethren,  it  is  our  custom 
to  honor  them  with  the  superannuated  relationship  to  the  conference. 
We  take  off  of  their  shoulders  the  heavy  weight  of  a  pastorate  that 
those  younger  and  stronger  in  body  may  bear  these  burdens.  But  we 
do  not  cease  to  love  them  because  they  are  no  longer  active  in  the 
work;  rather  our  affection  for  them  becomes  all  the  more  tender. 
Nor  do  we  absolve  ourselves  of  obligations  to  them  in  the  matter  of 
their  material  care,  because  they  are  not  on  the   pay-roll   of   some 
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conference  assignment.  They  are  our  Fathers  in  Israel,  there  is  with 
us  an  abiding  sense  of  our  obligation  to  them  as  such.  It  is  our  de- 
sire, and  our  plan  to  make  provision  for  their  care  in  a  time  of  life 
when  they  need  it  most.  Our  regret  is  that  we  cannot  do  more  for 
them.  If  we  could  realize  the  desire  of  our  hearts  as  expressed  in  our 
conference  allotment,  we  would  do  more.  However,  we  shall  con- 
tinue to  work  on  behalf  of  these  veterans  of  the  Cross  whom  we  love, 
and  to  whom  we  are  so  much  indebted,  with  the  earnest  hope  that 
the  day  may  yet  dawn  when  our  annual  appropriation  to  them  shall 
be  a  minimum  of  $500. 

We  now  have  seven  superannuated  ministers,  and  the  wives  of 
thirteen  others.  Two  of  our  aged  brethren  passed  on  this  year  to 
where  superannuate  apportionments  are  not  needed.  Eternally  they 
are  in  the  Father's  house.  May  the  Lord  greatly  bless  those  who  are 
still  with  us. 

PERSONAL  ACTIVITIES 

I  cannot  recount  in  detail  my  activities  during  the  year.  Much 
of  this  information  is  already  in  your  possession,  as  it  has  been  re- 
counted from  week  to  week  through  the  Herald.  Suffice  it  to  say 
here,  that  we  began  otir  work  on  the  day  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
last  conference,  and  have  continued  in  "labors  abundant  to  this  hour." 
Our  only  surcease  was  a  brief  vacation  during  the  month  of  August. 
Thanks  to  a  gracious  Providence,  there  has  been  but  little  interfer- 
rence  of  our  work  because  of  physical  infirmities.  Once  or  twice  we 
had  slight  ailments  which  necessitated  the  cancelling  of  a  very  few 
engagements.  With  these  exceptions  we  have  given  ourselves  un- 
sparingly to  the  work  incident  to  this  office.  This  has  necessitated 
much  traveling,  much  speaking,  much  office  work,  many  conferences 
with  individuals,  committees,  and  churches.  We  have  been  confronted 
with  many  problems,  andi  much  thinking  and  planning  have  been 
necessary  in  prosecuting  the  work.  We  have  not  been  able  to  visit 
all  of  the  charges;  though  conditions  have  required  repeated  visits 
to  some.  Where  it  has  been  possible,  we  have  attended  the  special 
assemblies  of  the  church,  as  district  rallies,  the  Yoting  People's  Train- 
ing School,  and  Pastor's  Summer  Conference.  We  have  preached  a 
few  times  in  revival  meetings,  and  presided  at  numbers  of  quarterly 
conferences.  The  whole  program  of  the  church  has  been  my  pro- 
gram, and  through  pulpit  and  press,  I  have  persistently  tried  to 
stress  it.  Our  pastors,  our  churches,  otir  institutions,  our  denomina- 
tional interests  and  leaders,  have  been  constantly  in  our  prayer.  "As 
much  as  in  me  is,"  I  have  striven,  with  all  the  resources  at  my  dis- 
posal, to  do  the  work  which  you  gave  me  to  do,  and  above  all,  to 
magnify  Him  whose  we  are  and  whom  we  delight  to  serve.  We  have 
made  no  claim  to  infalibility.  The  usual  mistakes  of  human  limita- 
tion and  human  imperfection,  are  chargeable,  we  suppose,  to  us.  But 
with  it  all,  an  attitude  of  earnest  faithfulness  has  been  maintained, 
and  we  trust  that  our  labors  have  not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 
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FINALLY 

Our  purpose  in  this  message  has  been  to  present  a  summary  of 
the  year's  work,  thus  giving  to  the  conference  the  benefit  of  such  in- 
formation as  we  have  acquired  by  intimate  contact  with  various  fields. 
Whether  or  not  this  has  been  properly  done  is  a  matter  for  your  de- 
cision. We  have  felt  constrained  to  stay  within  the  bounds  of  proper 
brevity,  and  at  the  same  time  we  have  been  impelled  by  the  scope  of 
the  field  to  be  covered',  and  by  the  dignity  that  it  is  rightfully  ex- 
pected by  such  a  report.  If  there  is  more  here  than  should  go  into 
the  Journal  you  will  exercise  your  right  in  eliminating  such  portions 
as  you  think  should  be  omitted. 

The  report  reflects  the  wisest  judgment  of  my  head,  and  the  best 
impulses  of  my  heart.  I  submit  it  in  the  confidence  that  "in  a  multi- 
tude of  counselors  there  is  wisdom."  I  can  trust  you,  therefore,  to  ap- 
prove whatever  is  wise  in  the  message,  and  to  reject  any  part  that 
your  combined  judgment  may  disapprove. 

I  should  be  untrue  to  myself  and  ungrateful  to  them  if  I  did  not 
express  here  my  grateful  appreciation  to  our  pastors  and  laymen  for 
their  support  in  my  efforts  to  carry  out  the  program  of  the  confer- 
ence. P.astors  and  people  have  been  kind  toward  me,  as  a  co-laborer 
with  them  in  the  work  of  the  Kingdom.  To  this  attitude  and  this 
support,  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  whatever  success  has  attended  my 
labors.  And  above  all,  I  am  indebted  to  Him  who  is  our  great  Head, 
for  his  unfailing  blessings  upon  you,  upon  all  the  conference,  and 
upon  myself.  He  has  preserved  our  health;  he  has  spared  our  lives; 
he  has  given  to  us  food  and  raiment  and  shelter;  he  has  owned  us 
as  His  servants  and  prospered  the  labors  of  our  hands. 

"Blessings,  and  glory,  and  wisdom,  and  thanksgiving,  and  honor, 
and  power,  and  might,  be  unto  our  God  forever  and  ever."

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REPORT  OF  PRESIDENT  OF  BOARD  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S 

WORK 

(REPORT  C) 

The  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  of  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference has  experienced  a  very  successful  year.  The  Board  has  re- 
ceived splendid  cooper.ation  and  it  is  due  to  this  fact  that  the  Board 
has  been  able  to  achieve  its  success. 

The  Board  has  sponsored  and  endeavored  to  carry  out  success- 
fully two  vital  and  important  projects : 

1.  A  Leadership  Training  School.  The  school  this  year  was  most 
successful.  One  of  the  leading  ministers  in  our  conference  and  a  man 
who  has  been  vitally  interested  in  and  connected  with  our  Young 
People's  Work  ever  since  he  has  been  in  the  Conference  said  to  me 
at  the  close  of  the  school:  "I  have  attended  each  summer  gathering 
of  young  people  since  the  custom  began,  and  this  is  the  best  yet."  In 
these  schools  we  offer  two  groups  of  courses,  (a)  Courses  in  the 
Standard  Curriculum.  These  courses  are  designed  especially  for 
those  who  are  leaders  in  some  phase  of  church  work.  In  the  school 
this  year  fifty-nine  people  received  credit  for  one  or  more  of  the 
various  courses  offered  in  the  Standard  Curriculum,  (b)  Courses 
for  young  people.  These  courses  are  designed  for  young  people  who 
may  not  be  leaders  in  the  local  church  at  present,  but  are  looking 
forward  to  that  privilege.  In  the  school  this  year  fifty  young  people 
received  credit  in  these  courses. 

2.  The  second  project  which  the  board  has  endeavored  to  carry 
through  successfully  is  a  project  which  is  far  reaching  and  most 
vital  to  the  growth  of  our  church.  Under  the  supervision  of  Miss 
Bettie  Brittingham,  of  Salisbury,  Maryland,  the  Conference  Board 
of  Young  has  sponsored  several  Vacation  Church  Schools.  Great 
numbers  did  not  attend  these  schools  but  each  school  was  most  suc- 
cessful.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    PASTORAL    WORK 

(REPORT  D) 

Pastors  differ  as  to  pastoral  work.  Some  think  this  part  of  the 
work  over  emphasized.  It  is  generally  from  those  who  have  failed 
to  do  their  duty,  for  it  is  not  often  we  hear  complaint  from  those  who 
have  done  their  full  duty  in  any  cause.  To  make  your  services  ser- 
viceable requires  hard  work  but  a  thing  worth  while  calls  for  OTir 
best  effort.  We  want  to  be  original  in  our  thinking  and  work  but 
when  ve  neglect  pastoral  work  for  this,  the  work  that  is  done  does 
not  coTapensate  for  the  work  that  is  neglected. 
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A  pastor  should  not  spend  all  his  time  visiting  to  the  neglect  of 
prayer,  study  and  preparation  of  his  sermons.  The  pastoral  visit 
brings  him  face  to  face  with  people  whom  he  could  not  reach  from 
the  pulpit.  It  gives  him  a  close  personal  touch  which  draws  the  people 
to  him,  after  which  he  may  reach  them  by  his  sermons  and  win  them 
for  the  Kingdom."  We  may  not  get  the  crowd  by  being  spiritual  in 
our  contact  with  folks  but  it  is  better  to  be  Christ-givers  than  crowds- 
drawers." 

"What  then,  must  we  do  in  our  visiting?  What  must  we  talk 
about  to  make  it  the  most  helpful  to  the  individual  or  family  and 
yield  the  largest  results  for  the  Kingdom  of  God?  There  are  men 
today  who  have  the  name  of  being  great  preachers  on  their  charges 
who  never  succeed  in  getting  their  folks  interested  in  the  finances 
of  the  church.  Sometimes  such  men  are  held  up  in  scorn  on  another 
charge  because  they  never  do  anything  for  the  needy  causes,  such 
as  missions,  church  extension,  superannuates,  etc.  Is  a  preacher 
really  great  who  does  not  develop  his  people  in  the  things  that  ex- 
pand the  soul  as  well  as  the  Kingdom?  How  about  trying  to  interest 
folks  in  the  work  of  enlarging  the  Kingdom  outside  their  own  field? 
If  you  do  not  know  enough  about  it  to  talk  intelligently,  better  get 
acquainted  with  your  work,  for  a  pastor  owes  his  first  duty  to  the 
Conference." 

The  pastor  should  not  do  all  the  work  in  conjunction  with  him 
in  helping  to  church  the  unchurched  and  in  getting  out  to  the  ser- 
vices the  indifferent  part  of  the  membership. 

In  his  visits  to  the  homes  he  has  a  fine  opportunity  to  increase 
the  circulation  of  our  church  papers.  In  many  instances  members 
who  are  recognized  as  leaders  of  their  local  church  do  not  subscribe 
to  a  single  church  paper. 

A  pastoral  visit  in  the  right  spirit  not  only  helps  the  family 
visited  but  the  community.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIAL  REFORM 

(REPORT  E) 

When  God  created  man  and  placed  him  in  the  garden  he  said: 
"It  is  not  good  for  man  to  be  alone;  I  will  make  for  him  a  help 
mate."  This  he  did  and  Adam  and  Eve  became  social  beings.  From 
that  day  to  this  present  time  man  has  given  evidence  of  social  qual- 
ities. It  is  true  that  these  relationships  have  in  many  ages  been  of 
a  very  low  type,  and  even  in  this  "church  age"  there  are  many  things 
the  Christian  church  should  condemn. 
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We,  your  committee  on  Social  Reform,  therefore,  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following : 

First:  We  urgently  request  all  parents  to  look  carefully  after 
the  home  training  of  their  children,  making  the  home  a  place  of 
social  comradeship,  rather  than  a  place  merely  to  eat  and  sleep. 

Second:  That  our  churches  make  ample  provision  for  the  social 
life  of  our  young  people  so  that  they  will  not  be  forced  to  lo'ok  to 
the  world  for  directions  in  their  social  development. 

Third:  That  we  regard  playing  for  prizes  at  the  bridge  table, 
matching  coins  at  the  cold  drink  stands  and  elsewhere,  as  gambling 
in  embryo;  we  also  denounce  the  modern  dance  and  all  other  amuse- 
ments that  lead  to  vice  and  immorality. 

Fourth:  We  further  denounce  buying  and  selling  on  Sunday, 
except  in  cases  of  absolute  necessity. 

Fifth:  We  urgently  ask  all  christians  to  vote  as  they  pray.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EVANGELISM 

(REPORT  F) 

No  right  thinking  student  of  God's  word  but  what  knows  and 
sees  the  necessity  of  a  more  earnest  effoTt  along  evangelistic  lines. 
But  those  who  would  limit  you  in  your  plans  for  evangelistic  work 
will  raise  the  question.  What  is  evangelism? 

There  is  no  problem  in  a  straight  line  unless  it  be  how  to  keep 
it  straight.  The  nearest  way  to  any  given  point  is  the  straight  line. 
The  nearest  way  to  any  soul  is  the  Christ  way.  The  Christ  way  is 
the  way  of  compassion,  and  the  spirit  of  compassion  comes  by  fellow- 
ship with  Jesus  in  His  mission  to  save  men  and  the  only  way  to  be- 
come acquainted  with  that  spirit  is  to  spend  much  time  in  Gethsemane. 
This  cannot  be  done  when  there  is  such  a  rush  required  on  the  part 
of  pastor  to  do  his  visiting  and  be  lined  up  with  every  program  in  the 
community  where  he  lives  in  order  that  he  may  be  popular  and  know 
the  folks.  It  is  possible  that  we  are  trying  to  know  folks  so  much  in 
all  these  agencies  that  we  know  God  less?  Your  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  this  is  one  of  our  troubles  in  not  winning  men  for  Christ 
as  much  as  it  our  privilege  to  do. 

Therefore  we  recommend :  First,  that  we  study  more  the  best  way 
to  reach  the  unsaved  of  our  community  beginning  with  the  children. 
The  Sunday  School  and  the  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  are  a  fine 
field  for  this  kind  of  work. 
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That  in  communities  where  there  are  several  churches  on  a 
charge,  that  instead  of  holding  five  or  six  meetings  of  four  or  five 
days  each,  that  one  or  two  meetings  be  held  at  a  central  point  for 
two  or  three  weeks  duration.  In  doing  this  the  spirit  of  cooperation 
might  lead  to  consolidation  which  is  needed  so  much  on  many  of  otir 
charges. 

That  the  Conference  enlarge  this  Committee  on  Evangelism 
both  in  number  and  the  scope  of  its  duties  to  confer  with  pastors  who 
neeed  such  assistance  to  arrange  that  consolidated  meetings  be  held  in 
places  where  feasible  and  also  to  arrange  for  the  leader  in  such  work, 
and  further,  that  where  a  leader  is  selected  by  such  committee  that 
the  charge  that  he  is  serving  be  asked  to  release  him  for  such  evan- 
gelistic campaigns.  Said  committee  to  be  under  the  leadership  of  the 
President  of  the  Conference,  or  such  as  may  be  designated  by  him. 

Beginning  early  in  the  year,  we  urge  that  in  all  our  churches 
special  prayer  be  made  for  the  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  of  God  upon 
us  in  our  evangelistic  efforts,  whether  in  the  home,  in  the  Sunday 
School,  our  decision  day  services.  Christian  Endeavor  Societies,  re- 
vivals, or,  wherever  these  efforts  are  put  forth. 

We  understand  that  the  Commission  on  Evangelism  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  is  planning  a  program  whereby  our  denornination  will 
cooperate  with  the  plans  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of 
Christ  in  America,  relative  to  the  celebration  of  the  nineteen  hun- 
dredth anniversary  of  Pentecost.  The  proposed  observance  of  this 
anniversary  carries  with  it  the  extension  of  the  usual  period  of  def- 
inite, aggressive  evangelism  from  Easter  to  Pentecost,  which  means 
fifty  days  later.  We  recommend  that  this  conference  pledge  its  co- 
operation in  all  the  plans  of  our  General  Conference  Commission  re- 
lating thereto.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS 

(REPORT  I) 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  reports  from  many  charges  in  the 
Conference  of  the  merging  of  the  various  woman's  organizations  into 
one  organization,  known  as  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  of  the 
splendid  work  being  done  by  these  auxiliaries.  We  believe  that  this 
has  meant,  and  will  continue  to  mean,  more  for  the  cause  of  missions 
than  anything  that  has  taken  place  for  many  years.  Through  this 
plan,  according  to  reports,  more  of  our  women  are  becoming  inter- 
ested and  actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  church,  and  especially 
the  work  of  missions,  than  ever  before.  This  new  interest  is  not 
confined  to  the  women  only  but  the  men  as  well,  seem  to  have  caught 
the  spirit  of  the  movement  and  many  of  them  are  giving  more  liberally 
to  the  cause  than  heretofore.  We  urge  all  churches  that  have  not 
yet  perfected  such  an  organization  to  do  so  at  the  earliest  possible 
date. 

Realizing  that  the  best  way  to  get  otir  people  interested  in  mis- 
sions is  to  get  to  them  information  about  our  missionary  work,  at 
home  and  abroad,  we  recommend  that  everything  possible  be  done 
by  our  pastors  and  other  leaders  to  get  members  to  subscribe  to 
and  read  the  Missionary  Record. 

We  recommend  further,  that  every  pastor  help  to  keep  the  spirit 
of  missions  alive  on  his  charge  by  preaching  on  this  vital  subject 
often,  and  by  encouraging  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  with 
his  presence  at  their  monthly  meetings  and  District  Rallies. 

We  also  recomend  that  pastors  and  Sunday  school  superinten- 
dents arrange  to  have  the  cause  of  missions  presented  to  the  entire 
school  at  least  quarterly  by  some  teacher  in  the  school  or  some  mem- 
ber of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

We  urge  our  peo-ple  everywhere  to  pray  often  and  earnestly  for 
our  Board  of  Missions  and  for  our  workers  on  the  fields  and  to  back 
up  these  prayers  with  liberal  gifts  of  money  that  the  work  may  go 
forward  as  rapidly  as  possible.

Of  the  liabilities  listed  it  should  be  noted  that  |6,450  consists  of 
Annuity  Bonds,  which  are  offset  by  investments  of  the  same  amount, 
and  are  not  to  be  included  in  the  debts  of  the  Board ;  likewise,  $4,000 
has  been  assumed  by  one  of  our  members,  who  will  provide  for  its 
payment.  Deducting  this  amount  we  have  $286,314.55  as  the  total 
obligations  of  the  Board. 

The  foregoing  statement  does  not  include  the  indebtedness  of 
High  Point  College  which  at  the  time  of  the  audit  on  August  8 
amounted  to  $48,888.85,  according  to  the  figures  submitted,  and 
making  the  combined  indebtedness  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  of 
the  college  $335,203.40.  The  situation  by  reason  of  this  indebtedness 
is  very  serious,  and  deserves  the  best  thought  of  this  Conference. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  due  to  the  sale  of  the 
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publishing  house  and  the  cutting  off  of  income  from  that  source  the 
treasurer  has  been  unable  to  pay  the  appropriation  to  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Herald  in  full,  there  being  $600  still  due;  also  that  the 
Board  is  unable  at  this  time  to  see  its  way  clear  to  make  an  appro- 
priation for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Board,  however,  recognized'  its 
obligation  to  the  Herald,  which  it  regards  as  indispensable  to  the  life 
and  progress  of  the  church,  and  hopes  that  this  Conference  will  be 
able  to  devise  some  means  by  which  its  obligation  may  be  met  and 
its  continuance  assured. 

We  report  the  resignation  of  R.  F.  Williams  as  a  member  of  the 
Board.     This  leaves  the  Board  consisting  of  14  members.

REPORT  OF  JOINT  COMMISSION 

(REPORT  N) 

The  Joint  Commission  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  of  North  Carolina,  submits  the 
following  report: 

1.  We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  sending  of  Fraternal  Messen- 
gers from  the  conference  of  one  denomination  to  those  of  the  other 
has  brought  about  a  better  understanding  between  the  denominations, 
and  has  also  aided  in  creating  a  closer  Christian  Fellowship.  So  far, 
so  good.  But  your  committee  feels  that  the  time  has  come  when  these 
two  denominations  operating  in  the  same  territory,  fighting  a  common 
foe,  and  striving  in  the  same  way  to  build  up  the  Kingdom  of  Jesus 
Christ  in  North  Carolina,  should  begin  a  closer  and  a  more  active 
cooperation  in  a  few  communities  in  this  state.  This,  we  believe,  can 
be  done  to  the  glory  of  God  and  to  the  advancement  of  His  Kingdom. 

After  careful  consideration  at  two  meetings  of  this  Joint  Com- 
mission, it  was  agreed  to  recommend  to  our  respective  conferences  the 
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elimination  of  one  Methodist  group  in  communities  where  each  of 
the  churches  represented  on  this  commission  has  a  small  following, 
and  where  neither  can  have  satisfactory  growth.  If  this  plan  should 
not  be  acceptable,  then  we  recommend  a  cooperative  effort  in  keeping 
with  the  plan  proposed  a  year  ago. 

The  plan  of  this  elimination  is  for  one  group  to  join  the  other, 
and  the  church  thus  demembered  to  be  closed  and  the  property  dis- 
posed of  in  harmony  with  the  law  of  the  church  involved. 

We,  furthermore,  recommend  that  this  plan  be  triedi  out  in  two 
communities  where  similar  conditions  maintain,  and  that  this  com- 
mission, together  with  the  Presiding  Elder  involved  and  the  President 
of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Conference,  be  authorized  to  choose  these 
communities,  and  to  put  the  plan  into  operation. 

We,  also,  recommend  that  with  the  approval  of  this  plan  by  the 
Conferences,  the  Commission  proceed  in  the  communities  selected  to 
make  effective  the  plan  proposed. 

The  Commission  understands,  of  course,  that  full  cooperation  is 
hardly  to'  be  expectedi  in  the  local  churches  where  the  plan  may  be 
tried.  There  will  be  those  with  strong  local  and  denominational  at- 
tachments, who  perhaps,  will  not  be  able  to  adjust  themselves  to  this 
new  order.  The  Commission  understands,  too,  that  Church  member- 
ship is  not  a  matter  in  which  coercion  can  or  should  be  used.  Each 
individual  has  a  right  to'  settle  this  for  himself.  If  some  prefer  to 
go  into  other  Methodist  Churches  in  other  communities,  they  would 
have  that  privilege.  Others,  perhaps,  would  elect  to  join  the  churches 
of  other  denominations;  they  would  be  perfectly  free  to  follow  that 
course.  However,  it  is  our  hope  that  the  majority  of  our  members 
would  join  the  merger.  Though,  in  any  event,  it  is  our  opinion  that 
we  would  be  better  off  in  the  end  with  only  one  Methodist  church  in 
these  communities  than  we  are  or  can  be  under  the  present  conditions. 

The  Commission  proposed  a  fair,  and  equitable,  and  Christian 
adjustment  between  the  two  denominations  in  working  out  this  scheme. 
If  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  yields  the  territoTy  in  one 
community  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  will  give  way  in  another 
community  of  equal  strength  and  opportunity.  There  will  be  no 
scheming  for  advantage.  The  aim  will  be  to  promote  the  interest  of 
each  church ;  and  above  all,  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom. 

In  this  spirit,  and  as  the  result  of  our  deliberations  and  best 
judgment,  and  in  obedience  to  what  we  understand  to  be  the  purpose 
of  this  Commission,  we  submit  this  proposal  to  our  respective  con- 
ferences for  their  deliberation,  and  we  do  it  with  the  earnest  prayer 
that  their  conclusions  may  be  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  and  purpose 
and  glory  of  Him  who  is  the  great  Head  of  the  Church. 
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2,  We  commend  most  heartily  the  effort  to  wisely  consolidate 
rural  churches  where  it  can  be  done  to  the  advantage  of  Kingdom 
interests. 

3.  Following  the  agreement  of  a  year  ago,  that  the  term  of 
office  of  two  members  of  the  Joint  Commission,  representing  each 
of  the  two  denominations  should  expire  each  year  were  nominated 
by  the  group  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South  for  the  elec- 
tion by  their  conferences,  respectively,  the  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence and  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference.  The  matter  of 
electing  two  members  by  the  Methodist  Protestant  Conference  was 
referred  to  the  Nominating  Committee  of  that  conference.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON    SUPERANNUATES 

(REPORT  0) 

We  your  Committee  on  Superannuates  beg  to  submit  the  follo'w- 
ing  report: 

1.  When  we  attempt  to  express  our  appreciation  to  that  group 
of  our  Conference  known  as  Superannuates  we  fail  to  find  words  to 
convey  all  or  a  very  great  part  of  what  we  are  sure  every  member 
of  this  Conference  feels.  These  brethren  and  their  good  help  mates 
have  labored  long  and  well  in  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  and 
since  they  have  reached  that  place  where  they  are  unable  to  carry 
on  as  active  Pastors  we  want  them  to  know  that  they  are  still  ap- 
preciated and  held  in  the  highest  esteem  and  love  by  this  body.    , 

2.  That  it  is  the  desire  of  this  body  that  plans  be  made  to 
secure  additional  funds  for  the  benefit  of  the  Superannuates  as 
rapidly  as  sources  of  revenue  can  be  found. 

3.  That  $4,000  be  placed  in  the  Annual  Conference  Budget  for 
Superannuates  and  desperate  effort  be  put  forth  to  raise  the  full 
amount. 

4.  That  there  be  apportioned  to  each  charge  a  Special  for 
Superannuates  equal  to  one  per  cent  of  the  total  of  Pastors  Salary, 
Annual  Conference  Budget  and  General  Conference  Budget.  One- 
half  of  revenue  derived  from  this  source  to  be  distributed  by  recom- 
mendation of  the  Supera^nnuated  Fund  Society  at  the  close  of  the 
Conference  year,  and  one-half  be  added  to  the  Permanent  Fund  for 
Superannuates. 

5.  That  we  endorse  the  recommendation  made  to  the  Annual 
Conference  one  year  ago,  whereby  the  Ministers  were  urged  to  con- 
tribute to  the  Permanent  Fund  on  the  basis  of  Salaries  received  as 
follows : 
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Below  |600,  Two  dollars  per  year. 
$601,  to  $1,000,  Three  dollars  per  year. 
$1,001  to  $1500,  Four  dollars  per  year. 
$1501  to  $2,000  Five  dollars  per  year. 
$2,001  to  $3,000,  Six  dollars  per  year. 
$3,001  to  $3,500,  Eight  dollars  per  year. 
Above  $3,500,  Ten  dollars  per  year.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RURAL  CHURCH 

(REPORT  P) 

We  are  living  in  an  age  of  invention  and  progress.  Many  of  our 
rural  people  are  enjoying  modern  homes  and  farm  improvements. 
A  number  of  their  schools  have  been  consolidated  and  w^ell  equipped. 
In  all  these  modern  improvements  we  rejoice  with  them.  But 
is  the  church  keeping  pace  with  this  progress?  In  many  rural  dis- 
tricts their  churches  and  methods  are  those  of  fifty  years  ago. 

Goals   to   Attain 

1.  Better  church  buildings  and  equipment;  2.  Better  trained 
leaders  in  the  local  church  and  ministry;  3.  The  spirit  of  evangelism. 

In  the  first  place  we  believe  that  proper  location  and  consoli- 
dation of  our  rural  churches  will  help  attain  these  goals.  It  will  aid 
them  in  building  modern  churches  with  an  educational  department 
and  equipping  it  for  service.  It  will  also  develop  a  community  spirit 
that  will  aid  in  training  and  securing  better  leaders.  We  also  be- 
lieve that  this  unifying  of  our  people  will  aid  in  the  evangelistic 
spirit  so  much  needed.  But  patience  and  care  should  be  exercised 
in  leading  our  people  to  make  these  consolidations  where  they  are 
needed. 
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Another  great  need  of  our  rural  people  is  information.  Our 
church  papers  should  go  into  every  home  for  the  information  and 
inspiration  they  give.  We  also  recommend  the  Layman  tithing 
literature  to  train  our  people  in  giving.  Again  we  suggest  that  pas- 
tors or  some  intelligent  layman  take  a  few  minutes  at  most  every 
service  to  give  information  on  some  phase  of  our  general  church 
work. 

We  should  also  encourage  our  rural  young  people  to  attend 
the  High  Point  Young  People's  Leadership  Training  School,  and 
similar  schools  in  the  conference  district. 

We  endorse  Rally  Day  and  suggest  Charge  Rallies.

REPORT  OF  PRESIDENT  OF  HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE 

(REPORT  R) 
Dear  Brethren: 

Five  years  ago  last  September  High  Point  College  opened  its 
doors  to  its  first  student  body,  enrolling  one  hundred  and  twenty 
students. 

Ninety-nine  students  have  been  graduated  from  here  since  that 
time.  The  present  senior  class  is  composed  of  fifty-four  young  men 
and  young  women;  this  being  eight  more  than  the  largest  class  we 
have  yet  graduated. 

Of  these  graduating  last  year,  nineteen  are  teaching  in  the 
public  schools  of  North  Carolina,  one  is  teaching  in  college,  three 
are  doing  graduate  work  toward  their  masters  degree  in  univers- 
ities, and  two  are  in  medical  schools  preparing  for  the  practice  of 
medicine. 

The  present  student  body  is  a  fine  group  of  young  people,  and 
we  believe  they  will  give  a  good  account  of  themselves  when  they 
are  ready  for  their  life's  work.  While  both  last  year  and  the  pres- 
ent year  have  been  hard  years  financially,  attendance  was  held 
up  wonderfully  well;  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  for  the  fall 
semester  this  year  over  last. 

In  many  distinct  ways  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  is  re- 
ceiving large  benefits  from  High  Point  College.  There  are  one  hun- 
dred and  seventeen  Metholist  Protestant  girls  and  boys  enrolled 
here  this  year.  These  young  people  are  coming  from  those  com- 
munities where  the  church  needs  leadership  most,  and  the  majority 
of  them  will  go  back  to  their  home  communities  to  serve.  It  will 
be  by  this  influx  of  trained_ young  life  that  the  church  in  these  com- 
munities will  receive   an   impetus  that  will   send  it  out   of  the  old 
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ruts.  Already,  the  church  is  recognizing  the  benefits  of  the  train- 
ing some  of  these  young  people  have  received  for  religious  service. 
And  we  feel  confident  that  if  this  stream  of  youth  continues  to  and 
from  High  Point  College  back  into  the  church  from  whence  it  came 
with  the  training  for  definite  religious  work  which  many  of  them 
receive,  that  the  next  decade  will  reveal  a  new  church  in  North 
Carolina  by  the  name  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

Unfortunately,  or  fortunately,  whichever  it  may  be,  a  college 
education  has  to  be  paid  for  and  as  it  happens  the  students  do  not 
pay  for  all  they  get  at  the  colleges,  in  North  Carolina.  No  college 
pays  running  expenses  out  of  the  income  from  the  students,  of 
course  we  cannot.  Could  we  charge  just  one  hundred  dollars  more  of 
each  student  who  is  now  at  High  Point  College,  we  could  pay  the 
deficite  in  operating  the  college  with  all  ease.  In  other  words,  our 
present  charge  for  board,  room,  tuition  and  matriculation  is  exact- 
ly four  hundred  dollars  for  the  year.  The  day  student  pays  one 
hundred  and  forty  dollars  foT  tuition  and  matriculation.  While  it 
looks  like  it  might  be  an  easy  matter  to  increase  the  above  amounts 
one  hundred  dollars  and  collect  them,  it  will  be  almost  impossible 
to  do  it  so  long  as  other  colleges  in  the  state  did  not  charge  the 
same  amount,  and  furthermore,  it  would  work  a  hardship  on  many 
young  people  who  are  trying  to  get  a  college  education. 

It  might  interest  you,  however,  to  know  that  High  Point  College 
has  been  able  to  operate  since  it  was  opened  at  lower  overhead 
cost  than  any  other  college  we  have  gotten  the  exact  figures  from. 
And  yet,  we  have  run  with  a  deficit  ranging  from  eight  thousand  to 
nineteen  thousand  dollars  a  year.  While  the  other  four  year  col- 
leges in  the  state  have  had  an  endowment  fund  out  of  which  the 
operating  deficit  could  be  paid  High  Point  College  has  had  to  de- 
pend entirely  upon  the  gifts  of  the  people  and  the  collections  from 
the  church.  We  are  sorry  to  state  that  these  have  not  been  ade- 
quate. 

The  time  has  come  when  the  church  and  the  friends  of  the  col- 
lege must  get  underneath  the  financial  burden  of  the  institution 
and  carry  it  on  to  success  or  the  institution  must  suffer  by  such  a 
failure.  Last  year  an  assessment  of  ten  thousand  dollars  was  laid 
on  the  North  Carolina  district  for  the  college,  and  while  complete 
figures  have  not  come  to  me  as  yet,  what  has  been  reported  indi- 
cates that  only  about  fifty  per  cent  of  the  total  assessment  was 
raised.  While  this  percentage  may  compare  favorable  with  the  con- 
tributions for  other  causes,  the  college  cannot  live  upon  that  con- 
tribution. We  urge  that  definite  action  be  taken  by  this  conference 
to  put  the  operations  of  High  Point  College  upon  a  sound  basis  by, 
in  some  manner,  guaranteeing  the  deficit  of  such  operation.

REPORT  TO  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  CHILDREN'S 

HOME  TO  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

OF  THE  METHODIST  PROTESTANT  CHURCH 

(REPORT  T) 

Nov.  1st,  1928,  to  Nov.  1st,  1929. 

My  dear  Brethren  and  Friends: 

Under  the  smiling  providence  of  our  Heavenly  Father  the  Chil- 
dren's Home  has  passed  through  another  year  without  loss  of  life  or 
limb.  An  epidemic  of  influenza,  during  which  forty-eight  or  fifty 
of  our  children  were  sick,  is  the  most  serious  siege  through  which 
we  passed.  Dr.  S.  S.  Coe  was  prompt  and  faithful  in  service  and 
soon  had  them  up   and  going  again.     Three  broken   arms  were  set. 
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two  operations  for  appendicitis  were  performed,  and  a  serious  case 
of  illness  cared  for  by  Dr.  Coe  and  his  associates  at  the  Guilford 
Gejieral  Hospital  without  cost  to  the  Home,  except  for  room  and 
necessary  hospital  expences. 

Tonsils  and  adenoids  were  removed  from  the  throats  and  noses  of 
sixteen  children  during  the  month  of  July.  This  was  done  by  Dr. 
Coe  and  Dr.  J.  W.  Austin  free  of  charge.  Dr.  W.  F  Clayton  and 
his  associate,  Dr  J.  J.  Hamlin,  have  cared  for  the  teeth  of  our  chil- 
dren, and  Dr.  Austin  and  Dr.  0.  B.  Banner  have  examined  and 
treated  eyes  of  several.     These  all  have  our  deep  appreciation. 

Our  School 

Miss  Eloise  Beam  graduated  from  the  Jamestown  High  School 
in  May  and  entered  High  Point  College  in  September.  Ediward 
Kennedy,  being  eighteen  years  old,  we  sought  and  found  him  a  good 
home  with  Mr.  John  Patterson  in  Alamance  County.  George  Crick- 
more  was  also  eighteen,  but  because  of  the  peculiar  circumstances  we 
permitted  him  to  remain  in  the  Home  that  he  might  finish  his  High 
School  work  this  year. 

During  last  school  year  we  had  two  teachers,  for  the  seven  grades 
taught  in  the  home,  at  a  combined  salary  of  $1440  for  a  nine  months 
school.  They  did  their  best,  but  for  lack  of  proper  equipment  and 
because  one  teacher  must  teach  four  grades  and  the  other  three  the 
school  was  so  inefficient  that  we  sought  and  found  a  way  to  put  all 
our  children  of  school  age  in  the  Jamestown  School.  This  was  done 
through  the  Guilford  County  Board  of  Education  and  the  State 
Equalization  Board,  as  they  readily  agreed  to  assist  with  the  edu- 
cation of  our  children  as  per  the  State  law  pertaining  to  children 
in  such  homes.  The  county  furnished  a  school  bus  for  one  load 
each  way.  We  make  two  trips  per  day  with  our  own  bus  and  one 
with  a  car.  So  we  hope  to  save  a  bit  financially  and  yet  get  better 
schooling  for  our  children  by  the  change. 

The    Farm 

Mr.  J.  A.  Dixon,  the  farm  manager,  and  our  larger  boys  have 
been  faithful  and  dilligent  in  farm  labor,  and  have  gathered  in  a 
rather  remarkable  amount  of  produce  considering  the  rainy  season. 
This  is  our  showing  for  the  year:-

We  also  have  on  the  farm  at  this  time  six  stock  hogs,  thirteen 
hogs  to  kill,  and  our  herd  of  cattle  consists  of  seventeen  milk  cows 
and  eight  calves. 

We  have  purchased  this  year  a  Fifteen  Caterpillar  Tractor 
and  a  three  disk  plow  for  the  farm.  We  made  and  saved  lots  of 
corn  and  hay  that  we  could  not  have  made  without  the  tractor. 
The  Deep  River  Road 
Since  this  road  has  been  taken  over  by  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission we  have  very  high  hopes  of  being  able  to  get  this  road  re- 
moved from  between  our  dormitories  and  placed  east  of  the  Boys' 
dormitory. 

Automobiles 

Our  automobiles  and  the  school  bus  are  all  old,  so  with  all  the 
care  and  caution  we  can  exercise  the  bill  for  repairs  and  for  run- 
ning expenses  are  rather  high.  We  see  nothing  better  for  us  with 
the  cars  we  have.  We  very  greatly  need  a  new  school  bus,  and  a 
new  chassis  under  the  bus  body  we  now  have. 

Bequests 

We  received  $500  in  cash  during  the  year  from  the  Estate  of 
the  late  J,  S,  Lewis,  of  Asheboro.  Miss  Maggie  Willis,  of  Asheville, 
willed  the  Home  $50,  and  Mr,  B.  N,  Duke,  of  New  York,  willed 
us  $5000.  Neither  of  these  bequests  have  been  paid.  Also  Mr.  Enoch 
Ludford,  of  Plymouth,  N.  C,  left  us  a  part  of  his  estate  in  honor 
of  his  wife.  We  cannot  tell  the  amount  of  that.  Friends  of  the 
Home  will  do  well  to  remember  it  in  their  wills.  Their  money  will 
then  go  on  through  the  years  caring  for  orphan  children. 

Other   Gifts 

Many  gifts  of  varying  kinds  come  to  the  Home.  Some  of  the 
largest  of  these  during  the  year  have  been, — Mr.   C.   C.  Bennett,  of 
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Candor,  N.  C,  over  50  bushels  of  peaches;  Mr.  W.  F.  Grabs,  King, 
N.  C,  over  50  bushels  of  apples  besides  pears  and  grapes;  Mrs.  W. 
L.  Kivett,  High  Point,  over  30  bushels  of  apples.  One  continuous 
gift  comes  from  Mr,  Fred  McPherson,  of  High  Point.  He  is  doing 
our  heavy  laundry  for  us  each  week. 

Many  encouraging  letters  have  come  to  us  bearing  gifts  rang- 
ing from  $10  to  |500.  Two  business  men  recently  sent  us  their 
check  for  $100  with  request  that  their  names  be  withheld,  and  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Broomfield  recently  sent  us  a  check  for  $500  as  a 
Thank-offering.  That  offering  heads  our  list  for  Thanksgiving  of- 
fering to  the  Home  for  1929. 

The  Work  and  the  Workers 

We  are  doing  our  very  best  to  run  the  Home  wisely  and 
economically,  and  if  we  are  to  be  in  charge  for  another  year,  or 
for  a  term  of  years,  we  cannot  do  any  better  than  we  have  done, 
except  in  so  far  as  our  experience  will  help  us  in  future  transactions. 
We  buy .  at  factory  and  wholesale  prices  whenever  possible.  One 
year  ago  the  Home  was  paying  nine  workers,  counting  the  two 
school  teachers.  Today  we  have  only  four  paid  workers,  but  we 
must  add  two  workers  to  our  force  as  soon  as  practical.  Mother 
Dixon  has  organized  the  girls  into  working  groups  until,  under  her 
direction,  the  girls  are  doing  the  work  as  well,  if  not  better  than  it 
was  being  done.  And  besides,  doing  the  farm  work,  three  of  the 
larger  boys  help  with  the  cooking  at  the  boy's  building. 

Our    Immediate    Needs 

1.  To  pay  off  all  bills  soon,  so  we  may  go  on  a  cash  basis. 
This  would  mean  a  great  saving  to  the  Home. 

2.  A  good  team  of  mules  to  take  the  place  of  the  ones  we  have. 

3.  A  deal  of  fencing  must  be  done. 

4.  Many  repairs  to  building  and  equipment.

COMMITTEE  ON  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK 

(REPORT  X) 

One  of  the  oustanding  needs  of  our  Conference,  as  well  as  the 
entire  church,  is  a  better  trained  leadership.  This  leadership  must 
come  largely  from  our  young  people.  The  young  people  will  not 
assume  this  leadership  unless  they  catch  the  vision,  of  a  larger  King- 
dom service.  Information  relative  to  the  character  and  importance 
of  this  task  will  be  the  only  means  of  lifting  the  horizon  and  help 
our  youth  to  see  beyond  the  present  as  they  plan  their  lives  for 
future  service.  The  church  in  general  is  becoming  aware  of  the 
fundamental  nature  of  this  work  among  our  young  people  in  the 
life  and  growth  of  our  great  Church. 

Your  committee  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Confer- 
ence in  a  commendatory  way  to  the  splendid  achievement,  this  year, 
of  the  general  Board  of  the  Christian  Education,  inspired  and  di- 
rected by  Lawrence  Little  and  ably  assisted  by  Rev.  F.  L.  Gibbs. 
During  the  past  year  twenty-one  Leadership  Training  Schools  have 
been  held  within  the  bounds  of  our  church.  In  these  schools  more 
than  five  hundred  young  people  were  led  to  give  themselves  in  a 
definite  way  to  the  cause  of  Christ  in  the  world.  In  our  own  Con- 
fei'ence  the  general  board  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  F.  W.  Paschall, 
the  president  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Yoting  People's  Work, 
have  held  a  number  of  Leadership  Training  Schools,  principally  for 
the  training  of  local  leaders,  with  very  satisfactory  results. 

Our  own  Conference  Board  of  Young  People's  Work,  under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.  F.  W.  Paschall  has  made  this  year  a  great  contri- 
bution to  the  sum  total  achievements  made  in  the  interest  of  a 
better  trained  leadership.  The  Leadership  Training  School  held  in 
High  Point  this  year  far  exceeded  any  other  ever  held.  During  the 
summer  months  Miss  Bettie  S.  Brittingham,  of  Salisburg,  Md., 
was  employed  by  the  Conference  Board  to  conduct  Daily  Vacation 
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Bible   Schools.   Four   of   these    schools  were  held   with   very   pleas- 
ing results. 

In  conformity  with  the  action  of  the  last  Annual  Conference 
your  committee  urges  those  districts  which  have  not  already 
done  so,  to  organize  and  seek  in  this  way  to  bring  together  wher- 
ever possible  groups  of  our  leaders  and  young  people  in  places, 
centrally  located,  and  hold  Leadership  Training  Schools,  Stan- 
dard if  possible,  under  the  direction  of  the  Conference  Board  of 
Young  People's  Work. 

We  believe  that  there  is  definite  need  in  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference for  the  service  of  a  full-time  worker  in  the  field  of  re- 
ligious education.  The  financial  situation  in  the  Conference  does 
not  seem  to  warrant  the  employment  of  such  a  worker  at  the 
present  time.  Our  Committee  feels  however,  that  some  beginning 
should  be  made  at  the  present  time  and  in  spite  of  our  financiar 
strain,  that  will  make  some  field  supervision  possible.  It  has  been 
reported  to  our  committee  that  the  denominational  Board  of 
Christian  Education  is  ready  to  cooperate  with  Annual  Confer- 
ences in  the  development  of  their  progress  to  the  extent  of  as- 
sisting in  the  employment  of  directors  who  will  give  their  time 
jointly  to  work  in  Annual  Conferences  and  to  the  general  pro 
gram  of  the  denomination.  We  understood  that  tihe  Maryland 
Conference  has  recently  employed  a  director  who  will  give  part 
of  his  time  through  the  year  to  the  Maryland  Conference  pro- 
gram and  the  balance  to  the  work  of  the  Denominational  Board. 
After  conference  with  Rev.  Lawrence  Little,  we  believe  that  a 
similar  arrangement  can  be  made  for  our  Conference.  He  has 
suggested  for  the  present  year  it  might  be  possible  for  Rev.  F. 
L.  Gibbs,  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Religious 
Education,  to  give  part  of  his  time  to  the  work  in  our  Confer- 
ence and  that  the  office  details  might  be  cared  for  in  the  office 
of  the  denominational  Board.  Upon  such  an  arrangement,  our 
conference  would  be  responsible  only  for  part  of  the  salary  of 
Mr.  Gibbs  for  the  time  he  actually  spent  in  our  conference  work. 
We  recommend  therefore  that  the  Conference  Board  of  Young 
People's  Work  be  authorized  to  make  such  arrangement  with  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education,  if  possible,  and  that  the  sum  of 
1500,  as  suggested  in  the  report  of  the  President,  be  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  for  salary  and 
expenses  in  the  event  the  arrangement   can  be   made. 

Your  committee  recommends  for  consideration  and  adoption 
the  Constitution  of  the  Annual  Conference  Councils  of  Religious 
Education,  found  on   page   107  of  the   1928  Discipline. 

In  harmony  with  the  new  labeling  of  the  work  of  young  people, 
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namely  the  department  of  Religious  Education,  your  committee 
recommends  that  hereafter  this  committee  be  designated  as  the 
Committee    on    Religious    Education.

That  the  President's  recommendations  Nos.  11  and  12  be 
combined  to  read  as  follows:  "That  April  and  October  be  desig- 
nated as  Stewardship,  Sign-Up  and  Pay-Up  months.  The  word 
Stewardship  as  here  used  to  be  synonymous  with  the  word  Tithing." 

That  the  President's  recommendation  No.  15  pertaining  to  a 
PastoTs'-Training  School,  to  be  held  in  connection  with  the  Pastors' 
Summer  Conference,  be  referred  to  the  officers  of  the  said  Summer 
Conference. 

And  we  respectfully  suggest  that  to  the  President's  recommen- 
dation No.  16  there  be  added  the  words,  "And  that  each  pastor's 
annual  report  to  the  Conference  shall  give  the  number  of  non-  con- 
tributing members  on  his  charge." 

We  further  recommend  that  the  following  parts  of  the  Presi- 
dent's Message  be  printed  in  the  Methodist  Herald,  viz: 

Pages  1  and  2,  and  that  part  under  the  •  following  healings: 
"The  First  Work  of  the  Church,"  "Special  Days,"  "Church  Equip- 
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ment,"  "Consolidation,"  "Pastor  and  Pastoral  Charges,"  "Our 
Church  Papers,"  "Our  Sunday  School  Literature,"  "The  Work  of 
Our  Women,"  "Our  Young  People,"  "Our  Institutional  Work," 
"Our  Parsonage,"  "Our  Finances,"  and  "Our  Superannuates." 

We  recommend  that  the  part  of  the  President's  report  headed

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LITERATURE  AND  EDUCATION 

(REPORT  BB) 

It  is  an  accepted  fact  that  good  literature  and  a  wise  type  of 
education  are  of  great  importance.  Probably  no  one  would  dispute 
such  a  statement,  but  yet  the  attention  given  these  subjects  is  all 
too  scant.  In  order  that  they  may  have  more  consideration  we  re- 
commend toP  our  pastors  that  they  stress  these  subjects  both  in  public 
utterance  and  in  private  conversation. 

Particular  emphasis  should  be  laid  on  our  own  publications  and 
institutions.  We  are  glad  to  have  witnessed  the  union  of  The  Metho- 
dist Protestant  and  The  Methodist  Recorder  into  one  general  organ, 
The  Methodist  Protestant-Recorder.  This  paper  is  well  edited  and 
we  have  here  an  organ  giving  information  with  regard  to  all  our 
conferences.     The  special   departments  are  excellent. 

The  Board  of  Christian  Education  has  made  certain  suggestions 
in  which  we  concur.  These  include  setting  apart  the  Second  Sun- 
day in  June  as  "Men — For — The — Ministry"  Sunday;  and  another 
Sunday,  namely,  January  19,  as  a  day  of  prayer  for  our  colleges  and 
seminary.  These  institutions  are  now  doing  good  work  but  are  in 
need  of  support  and  united  prayer  should  be  made  for  them. 

We  concur  with  the  special  committee  on  Methodist  Protestant 
Herald  in  the  hope  that  suitable  provision  can  be  made  to  finance 
and  strengthen  it. 

The  Westminster  Theological  Seminary  merits  our  hearty  sup- 
port. The  Seminary  is  now  doing  better  work  than  ever  before  and 
it  is  expected  that  as  soon  as  the  endowment  is  furnished  additional 
teachers  will  be  elected  and  more  equipment  provided.  Our  pastors 
should  urge  young  men  who'  expect  to  enter  the  ministry  to  attend 
college  and  then  go  to  our  own  Seminary. 

High  Point  College  is  the  college  of  our  own  denomination 
located  within  our  own  bounds.     It  ought  to  receive  the  whole  hearted 
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support  of  every  Methodist  Protestant  in  North  Carolina  and  to 
render  the  most  complete  service  to  the  North  Carolina  conference. 
We  do  not  want  to  see  it  or  any  other  college  become  narrowly 
sectarian  but  do  believe  that  it  is  the  business  of  a  denominational 
institution  to  be  denominational.  To  that  end  we  feel  that  every 
effort  should  be  made  for  a  complete  correlation  between  the  church 
and  the  college.  In  this  connection  we  suggest  an  intensive  effort 
to  fill  our  institutions  with  Methodist  Protestant  students.  If  con- 
cessions are  to  be  made  they  should  be  made  to  that  group  from 
which  support  is  to  be  expected;  and  if  support  is  to  be  forthcoming 
it  must  come  from  those  who  feel  a  responsibility  and  an  interest. 
High  Point  College  was  not  founded  because  of  a  scarcity  of  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning  in  the  United  States  or  as  a  missionary 
venture.  It  was  founded  because  the  leader  of  this  conference  pro- 
fessed to  think  a  college  was  essential  to  our  denominational  success. 
If  this  feeling  was  well  founded  and  if  it  still  exists  it  is  time  to 
develope  a  clear  idea  as  to  our  denominational  rights  and  duties  and 
to  emphasize  a  denominational  consciousness  in  connection  with  this 
institution.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH  MUSIC 

(REPORT  CC) 

It  is  an  undeniable  fact  that  music,  both  instrumental  and  vocal, 
forms  a  vital  part  of  a  worship  program.  A  worship  program  which 
succeeds  in  lifting  the  spirits  of  the  worshippers  from  the  mundane 
things  of  our  earthly  existence  to  the  sublimity  of  a  heavenly  at- 
mosphere must  have  ample  place  for  music.  This  applies  to  the 
Sabbath  School  and  Christian  Endeavor  meetings  as  well  as  church 
services. 

Not  only  is  music  in  its  various  forms  essential,  but  it  is  neces- 
sary to  use  the  right  kind  of  music.  Jazz  music  at  the  beginning  of 
the  service  will  not  be  conducive  to  quieting  the  spirits  of  the  wor- 
shippers, whether  they  be  children  or  adults.  Songs,  the  words  of 
which  form  exaggerated  imagery  andi  the  music  intoxicating  syn- 
copation, have  no  place  in  the  service  for  the  worship  of  God. 

Therefore,  it  is  essential  that: — 

1.  A  reliable  hymn  book  be  used  in  all  of  our  church  services. 
We  recommend  primarily  oiar  own  Methodist  Protestant  Hymnal. 

2.  If  a  reputable  hymn  or  song  book  is  desired  other  than  our 
church  hymnal,  advice  should  be  sought  from  our  book  agent,  Mr. 
Chas.  Reiner,  Jr.,  or  members  of  the  Conference  Music  Committee. 
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3.  Insofar  as  is  possible,  the  members  of  our  churches  be  given 
some  training  in  worship  and  singing,  under  the  direction  of  a  com- 
petent musician  without  the  church,  if  one  is  not  available  among 
the  membership. 

4.  Pastors  and  other  leaders  use  greater  care  in  the  selection 
of  hymns  for  the  services  they  conduct,  using  those  most  suitable 
to  the  topic  or  subject. 

5.  Special  attention  be  given  the  subject  of  music  at  our  Pas- 
tors' Summer  Conference  and  Leadership  Training  School,  either  by 
an  authoritative  address  or  as  a  part  of  the  curriculum. 

These  we  respectfully  recommend.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  NORTH 

CAROLINA  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  OF  THE  METHODIST 

PROTESTANT  CHURCH,  INCORPORATED 

(REPORT  DD) 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  secure  a  renewal 
of  our  charter,  the  former  charter  which  was  granted  by  special  act 
of  the  Legislature  having  expired  by  limitation. 

It  was  also  necessary  for  the  old  corporation  to  deed  the  property 
held  by  the  Conference  Trustees  to  the  new  corporation. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  R.  M.  Robinson, 
attorney,  who  attended  to  all  the  legal  work  without  charge. 

The  Conference  Trustees  hold  the  title  to  three  pieces  of  pro- 
perty: 

First — a  cottage  and  lot  in  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C,  acquired  with  the 
Rocky  Mount  church  property. 

Second — A  house  and  lot  in  Greensboro,  bequeathed  to  the  Con- 
ference by  the  late  Milton  Coble  about  thirty  years  ago,  for  the 
benefit  of  superannuates. 

Third — a  cottage  and  lot  in  Greensboro,  bequeathed  to  the  Board 
by  the  late  Mrs.  T.  M.  Johnson,  for  the  benefit  of  superannuates. 

The  Rocky  Mount  property  was  improved  during  1927,  and  now 
brings  a  rental  of  §20  a  month,  less  5%  for  collection. 

The  Coble  house  had  become  very  much  in  need  of  repairs,  and 
on  this  account  was  paying  but  a  small  rental.  Our  tenant  moved 
out,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  extensive  repairs  and  im- 
provements, and  to  erect  a  garage,  in  order  that  the  property  might 
be  rented.     A  fire  occurred,  complicating  the  situation,  but  the  in- 
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surance  was  adjusted  promptly.  We  found  difficulty  in  renting  the 
house  after  repairs  were  completed,  but  we  now  have  a  good  tenant 
who  pays  $50  a  month.  We  borrowed  $2,000  from  the  Metropolitan 
Life  Insurance  Company  at  6%  interest,  and  beginning  December 
13%  must  be  repaid  on  the  principal  semi-annually.  We  think  the 
income  from  the  Rocky  Mount  property  will  practically  meet  both 
interest  and  payments  on  this  loan,  leaving  the  rental  from  the 
Coble  house  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  superannuates.  We  regret, 
however,  that  this  year  only  $70  can  be  used  for  superannuates. 

The  Johnson  cottage  is  not  in  good  shape.  During  the  year  it 
has  been  necessary  to  install  electric  lights  and  to  pay  for  street 
paving.  The  income  from  this  cottage  and  the  expense  of  repairs, 
street  paving,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Superannuated 
Fund  Society,  through  hereafter  it  will  be  included  in  the  report  of 
the  Conference  Trustees.  The  house  was  vacant  foT  a  short  while, 
so  that  the  income  has  been  practically  consumed.

The  ordinance  of  Baptism  should  be  administered  to  all  alike, 
children  as  well  as  adults.  Baptize  all  nations,  said  the  Saviour. 
Baptize  the  household,  said  the  apostles.  They  have  given  us  ex- 
amples of  this,  so  let  us  faithfully  observe  this  ordinance  which  we 
believe  to  be  an  outward  sign  of  an  inward  work.

NEW  CENTURY   SERVICE   PLANS — 1929-30 
FOR  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  APPROVAL 

Dear  Brethren: 

Last  year  I  submitted  to  you  a  general  scheme  of  New  Century 
Service  procedure  which  would  give  to  the  Denomination  a  uniform 
approach  to  our  general  benevolences.  This  procedure,  which  was 
approved  by  practically  every  Conference,  has  in  the  main  been 
carried  through.  The  year  has  been  marked  by  the  finest  coopera- 
tion in  every  direction  and  it  may  be  stated  in  all  fairness  that  we 
have  made  distinct  gains. 

Our  first  great  problem  is  to  get  "New  Century  Service"  as  an 
idea  fixed  in  the  thinking  of  the  Church.  The  phrase  itself  is  be- 
coming an  increasingly  natural  expression.  What  it  signifies,  as  in- 
volving a  particular  activity,  is  slower  of  realization,  but  we  have 
every  reason  to  suppose  we  shall  have  this  year  a  great  response — 
both  in  set-up  and  in  definite  results. 

The  main  thesis  of  New  Century  Service  is  the  creation  in  every 
church  of  a  definite  agency,  known  as  the  New  Century  Service  Com- 
mission, whose  sole  business  it  is  to  foster  New  Century  Service  in 
that  church  by  educational,  stewardship  and  financial  methods.  All 
our  plans  are  conditioned  on  the  presence  of  this  Commission.  I  feel 
I  cannot  over  emphasize  its  importance. 

Our  plans  for  the  year  therefore  are  submitted  to  you,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  as  follows: 

1.     To  follow  through  with  our  plans  of  last  year. 

a.  The  appointment  of  an  Annual  Conference  Commission 
with  the  same  instructions  as  of  last  year;  to  foster  and  project  the 
New  Century  Service  plan  within  its  own  boundaries. 

b.  The  setting  up  in  each  church  of  a  New  Century  Service 
Commission,  whose  sole  business  it  is  to  foster  New  Century  Service 
in  their  church. 
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c.  The  continued  Loyalty  appeals,  for  pastors  and  churches. 
We  feel  this  is  a  very  reasonable  request  and  that  it  lies  close  to  the 
heart  of  our  whole  problem. 

2.  To  approve  the  following  recommendations  arrived  at  in  a 
meeting  of  Annual  Conference  Treasurers,  May  1929. 

a.  The  use  of  uniform  report  blank  by  all  Conference 
Treasurers. 

b.  The  use  of  uniform  report  blanks  by  all  local  Church 
Treasurers  to  Annual  Conference  Treasurers. 

c.  The  use  of  financial  report  blanks  by  all  pastors  to  the 
Annual  Conference,  samples  of  which  are  here  for  distribution,  and 
the  corresponding  use  of  tables  in  the  printed  minutes.  There  is  at 
present  a  great  diversity  in  annual  conference  reports.  The  use  of 
this  blank  will  bring  the  whole  church  into  accord  in  its  printed 
records. 

d.  Churches  are  asked  to  report  to  the  Conference  Treas- 
urer, on  or  before  the  10th  of  each  month.  The  Conference  Treas- 
urer to  report  on  or  soon  after  the  15th  of  each  month. 

e.  Churches  and  pastors  to  report  in  even  dollars  only — 
no  pennies.  There  is  here  large  saving  in  clerical  labor,  likehood  of 
errors,  cost  of  printing  minutes. 

f.  All  monies  must  travel  through  the  usual  channels; 
first  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  thence  to  General  Conference 
Treasurer.  When  sent  otherwise,  it  will  be  endorsed  back  to  the 
proper  Treasurer.  Woman's  Auxiliary  monies  follow  their  own 
courses,  and  do  not  come  to  the  Annual  Conference  Treasurer.  When- 
ever missent  it  will  be  endorsed  back  to  the  Annual  Conference 
Branch  Treasurer. 

g.  Credits  on  New  Century  Service  will  not  be  allowed  for 
monies  sent  direct  to  beneficiaries.  The  only  credits  allowed  by 
Annual  Conferences  or  their  Treasurers  will  be  when  accompanied 
by  cash,  check  or  proper  vouches. 

h.  Create  an  honor  roll  of  Gold  Star  charges  and  pastors 
which  pay  their  benevolences  in  full,  reading  the  list  in  Annual  Con- 
ference session  and  printing  the  same  as  a  group  in  the  Minutes. 

3.  The    approval    of    April    as    Up-To-Date    and    Stewardship- 
Sign-Up-Month. 

4.  The  observance  of  New  Century  Service  day,  for  prayer  and 
presentation,  October  23rd  or  30th.

1.  That  this  Conference  regards  the  placing  of  High  Point 
College  upon  a  sound  financial  basis  a  matter  of  such  moment  that 
this  Conference  guarantees,  in  the  event  that  sufficient  money  can 
be  borrowed  to  refinance  the  obligations  of  the  College  and  of  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  North 
Carolina,  that  it  will  raise,  during  the  next  five  years,  the  sum  of 
$20,000  per  year,  with  which  to  supplement  the  income  of  the  Col- 
lege, and  to  provide  for  its  running  expenses;  and  that  the  proper 
officers  of  this  Conference,  or  of  the  Conference  Trustees,  be  auth- 
orized to  execute  notes,  in  proper  form,  as  evidence  of  this  obliga- 
tion. 

2.  That  this  Conference  pledges  itself  to  put  all  of  the  money 
raising  forces  of  the  Conference,  so  far  as  it  may  be  able  to  do  so, 
behind  the  effort  to  raise  the  said  $20,000  per  year,  and  that,  so  far 
as  possible,  all  other  interests  shall  be  held  in  abeyance  until  this 
annual  income  shall  be  assured. 

3.  That  this  Conference  further  pledges  itself  to  stand  behind 
the  effort  to  increase  the  amount  of  pledges  which  have  been  made 
until  they  shall  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  retirement  of  all 
obligations  of  the  College  and  of  the  Board  of  Education.

Mrs.  W.  T.  Totten,  formerly  Miss  Callie  White  Tarkington,  was 
born  in  Chowan  County,  near  Edenton,  N.  C,  July  8,  1872.  She 
was  the  oldest  of  six  children.  Her  early  life  was  spent  at  Cherry's 
P&int  near  Edenton.  She  received  her  education  at  Edenton  Academy. 
After  her  father's  death  her  mother  moved  to  Washington  County. 
As  a  young  lady  she  was  active  in  church  work  and  under  the  pas- 
torate of  Rev.  W.  T.  Totten  she  was  converted  and  became  a  member 
of  Rehoboth  Methodist  Protestant  church.

In  order  to  be  of  more 
service  and  to  be  more  efficient  in  this  noble  work  she  secured  a  posi- 
tion as  night  nurse  in  the  Home  of  the  Incurable  in  Baltimore  City. 
While  in  Baltimore,  aside  from  her  other  duties,  she  found  time  to 
attend  a  business  college  and  secure  a  business  education.  But  her 
desire  to  follow  the  profession  of  nursing  was  so  great  that  she  never 
allowed  herself  to  take  a  position  in  the  business  world.  But  on  the 
contrary  she  found  herself  being  trained  for  her  chosen  profession 
in  the  Florence  Critendon  Training  School  of  Washington,  D.  D., 
where  she  completed  the  course,  graduating  with  high  honors,  mak- 
ing children's  diseases  her  specialty.  Her  first  work  as  a  graduate 
nurse  was  superintendent  of  a  children's  home  in  Alexandria,  Va. 
Her  great  patience  and  love  for  children  contributed  quite  largely 
to  the  decided  success  she  enjoyed  in  this  work.  A  special  course 
in  Bible  Study  being  offered  to  her  by  a  friend  she  at  this  time  re- 
turned to  Washington,  D.  C,  to  pursue  this  work  which  she  did  in 
a  very  acceptable  manner.  Her  Bible  reading  was  as  helpful  and  full 
of  thought  as  most  ministers. 

For  a  number  of  years  she  was  Superintendent  of  the  Florence 
Crittendon  Home  of  Roanoke,  Va.  She  served  this  great  work  with 
all  its  responsibilities  with  great  satisfaction  for  which  she  was  held 
in  the  highest  christian  esteem.  At  a  fire  in  this  institution  her 
presence  of  mind  and  heroic  efforts  saved  the  building  and  all  the 
inmates,  but  was  herself  burned  and  badly  scared.  This  most  un- 
usual experience  was  such  a  shock  that  she  came  near  suffering 
nervous  prostration.  Patience  and  care  finally  meant  the  restora- 
tio   of  health  but   she   never   felt  able  to   again   assume   the  heavy 
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responsibilities  of  public  institutional  work,  but  retired  to  her 
former  home  to  be  with  and  care  for  her  mother  who  was  in  her 
declining  years.  She  occasionally  did  private  nursing  but  apart  from 
her  home  duties  her  chief  work  was  in  Rehoboth  church  where  for 
years  she  was  a  teacher  in  the  Sunday  School  and  a  leader  in  the 
various  activities  of  the  church  work.  She  was  untiring  in  her 
efforts  and  never  allowed  herself  to  be  discouraged  when  there  was 
not  the  ready  response  in  numbers  or  other  encouragement  she  would 
have  often  been  pleased  to  have  had. 

After  the  death  of  the  mother  and  when  other  members  of  the 
family  had  gone  to  other  parts,  she  ior  six  years  kept  the  old  home- 
stead and  graced  it  with  her  many  beautiful  virtues.  It  was  here 
that  the  tired  pastor  and  his  family  found  rest  and  hospitality; 
relatives  and  friends  were  graciously  entertained;  her  home  was  a 
place  for  frequent  community  prayer  services  and  her  doors  were 
always  open  to  the  young  people  where  she  beautifully  entertained 
them  in  their  social  gatherings  and  Christian  Endeavor  activities. 
Her  home  was  a  pleasant  retreat  and  she  kept  herself  busy  making 
possible  the  uplift  of  the  community. 

On  September  1,  1925  she  was  happily  married  to  Rev.  W.  T. 
Totten.  The  same  beautiful  virtues  that  had  graced  her  life  in 
other  days  and  in  other  walks  of  life  were  all  the  more  evident  as  a 
minister's  wife.  To  us  how  fitting  and  proper  it  would  have  been  for 
this  good,  loving  wife  to  have  remained  the  happy  and  helpful  com- 
panion of  this  our  good  brother  for  a  great  number  of  years.  But 
for  only  a  few  short  years  they  were  to  travel  life's  pathway  together 
for  on  April  7,  1929  the  Heavenly  Father  called  her  home  to  her 
eternal  rest. 

But    though    earth's    fairest    blossoms    die 

And  all  beneath  the  skies  is  vain. 

There  is  a  land,  whose  confines  lie 

Beyond  the  reach  of  care  and  pain. 

Her  funeral  was  conducted  by  her  pastor,  Rev.  R.  L.  Hethcox,  in 
Rehoboth  Church  where  she  had  so  faithfully  labored  as  a  church 
worker  for  a  great  part  of  her  life.  Years  before  she  had  expressed 
a  desire  to  be  buried  near  the  window  of  the  church  where  she  had 
for  so  long  taught  her  Sunday  School  class.  It  is  here  her  body 
now 'Sleeps  awaiting  the  glorious  resurrection  of  the  saints  of  God. 

Residing  are  her  loving  husband,  Rev.  W.  T.  Totten,  an  honored 
member  of  this  conference,  one  sister,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Clayton,  of  Port 
Norfolk,  Va.,  and  three  brothers,  Capt.  N.  W.  Tarkington,  of  Suf- 
folk, Va.,  Samuel  P.  Tarkington,  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  and  Cornelius 
Tarkington,  of  Baltimore,  Md.  These  with  many  other  loving  rela- 
tives and  friends  are  now  sad  and  mourning  because  of  her  going. 

The  going  of  our  friends  brings  sadness  ta  our  hearts  but  not 
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so  sad  when  we  know,  from  the  life  they  lived,  that  they  have  only 
arrived  at  that  happy  home  to  which  we  are  going.     Then  we  are 
reminded  that  Jesus  said  "I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life;  he  that 
believeth  on  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  he  shall  live." 
"There  is  no  death!  An  angel  form 

Walks  o'er  the  earth  with  silent  tread; 

He  bears  our  loved  things  away, 

And  then  we  call  them  dead."

JOHN  HAMILTON  MOTON 

John  Hamilton  Moton  was  born  April  4,  1854,  in  Athens,  Ga. 
His  family  moved  from  Georgia  to  South  Carolina  when  he  was  but 
a  small  boy.  After  the  death  of  his  elder  brother  he  took  the  place 
of  Father  to  a  widowed  mother.  In  the  seventies  the  family  moved 
to  Buncombe  County,  North  Carolina,  where  he  attended  Weaver- 
ville  College  and  at  his  conversion  at  the  age  of  nineteen  he  decided 
to  enter  the  ministry. 

Brother  Moton  did  quite  a  lot  of  work  as  a  local  preacher  and 
was  a  great  helper  to  his  pastor  in  this  way.  He  worked  in  revivals 
on  Pigeon  River  Charge  and  was  very  effective  as  a  revivalist.  His 
work  in  Western  North  Carolina  was  so  effective  that  he  was  known 
through  all  that  section  as  one  who  was  ever  ready  to  help  in  the 
forwarding  of  God's  Kingdom  in  leading  souls  to  the  cross. 

He  began  his  ministry  as  a  regular  pastor  on  Ivy  Charge  after 
working  for  ten  years  as  a  local  preacher. 

On  December  12,  1879,  he  was  happily  mairied  to  Miss  Rachel 
Priscilla  Brittain,  of  Weaverville.  She  proved  to  him  a  faithful  ani 
courageous  helper  in  all  the  changing  scenes  incident  to'  an  itinerant 
preacher's  life.  They  reared  a  large  family  of  children,  five  daughters 
and  three  sons,  all  of  whom  survive,  together  with  the  faithful  wife. 
They  are  as  follows:  Mrs.  Florine  Eller,  Weaverville;  Mrs.  J.  C.  Bo- 
denheimer,  Concord ;  Mrs.  Charles  Goodman,  Lynchburg,  Va. ;  Mrs.  M. 
A.  Honeycutt,  La  Grange;  Miss  Beulah  Moton,  High  Point;  Messrs. 
A.  C.  and  Elmer,  Washington,  D.  C;  C.  S.  Moton,  Albemarle. 
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For  46  years  he  served  as  regrilar  pastor  on  the  following 
charges:  Ivey,  Buncombe,  Ivey  second  pastorate,  Cleveland,  Buncombe 
second  pastorate,  Alamance,  Winston  circuit,  Lebanon,  Fallston, 
Albemarle,  Welch  Memorial,  St.  Paul,  English  Street  and  Winston 
Station.  Upon  all  these  charge  he  left  his  impress  in  such  a  way  as 
the  people  who  worked  with  him  or  were  led  to  Christ  by  him  as 
to  make  for  better  living  because  of  his  consecration  and  earnestness. 

After  a  life  of  faithful  service  to  his  Master  and  the  people  with 
whom  he  came  in  contact  he  went  home  June  23,  1929,  after  living 
here  for  75  years,  two  months  and  19  days. 

When  we  think  of  Brother  Moton's  faithfulness  and  the  irre- 
proachable character  which  he  possessed,  and  the  joy  that  always 
came  to  him  when  he  was  permitted  to  lead  a  soul  to  Christ,  we 
cannot  but  think  of  what  a  rejoicing  there  was  when  he  entered  the 
gates  of  the  Celestial  City;  for  doubtless  there  were  many  there  to 
join  in  the  triumphant  chorus  of  the  redeemed  coming  home,  and 
we  can  imagine  though  faintly  something  of  the  joy  of  his  enraptured 
soul  when  he  heard  Jesus  say:  "Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful 
servant,  enter  into  the  joy  of  thy  Loi-d."  Then  we  feel  sure  that 
there  were  many  there  to  say:  "He  led  me  to  accept  you,  dear  Mas- 
ter," and  this  of  course  added  to  his  crown  of  rejoicing,  for  he  was 
among  our  greatest  soul  winners  and  few  men  of  his  opportunity 
ever  led  so  many  sotils  to  the  foot  of  the  cross.

JOHN  F.  ALEXANDER 

Rev.  John  F.  Alexander  was  born  in  York  County,  South  Caro- 
lina, September  16,  1861;  departed  this  life  April  30,  1929.  His 
widowed  wife,  eleven  children,  twelve  grand-children,  one  brother, 
with  a  host  of  other  relatives  and  friends  are  left  to  mourn  their  loss. 
One  child  preceded  him  to  reward  at  11  years  of  age.  It  was  his 
happy  lot  to  live  to'  see  hi"?  other  six  sons  and  five  daughters  crowned 
in  manhood  and  womanhood.  It  was  an  impressive  scene  when  this 
large  off-spring  of  fine  men  and  women  marched  by  the  casket  to 
take  their  last  view  of  one  who  had  so  splendidly  finished  his  earthly 
task,  and  had  endeared  himself  to  such  a  large  circle  of  weeping 
friends. 

Brother  Alexander'?  father  died  when  he  was  but  a  small  lad. 
He  being  the  oldest  boy,  the  burden  of  caring  for  the  widowed  mother 
and  children  fell  upon  his  young  shoTalders.  To  this  task  he  heroically 
devoted  himself  until  he  was  twenty-four  years  of  age.  This  re- 
sponsibility, in  a  large  measure,  deprived  him  of  taking  advantage 
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of  the  small  school  opportunities  which  his  day  and  time  afforded. 
In  the  year  1885  he  came  to  North  Carolina,  locating  near  Harris- 
burg,  where  he  spent  the  major  part  of  the  remainder  of  his  life, 
farming,  merchandising,  and  was  for  seventeen  years  postmaster  of 
the  village.  His  business  was  conducted  in  a  splendid  manner,  and  is 
remembered  and  spoken  of  in  very  flattering  terms  by  many  to  this 
day. 

On  September  11,  1890,  five  years  after  coming  to  our  state,  he 
was  happily  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Cora  E.  Stafford.  She 
proved  to  be  a  sweet-spirited,  congenial,  helpful,  loving,  devoted  com- 
panion, standing  by  him  and  holding  up  his  hands  in  his  struggle  for 
the  mastery  until  the  day  of  his  triumphant  departure  from  labor  to 
reward.  At  the  funeral  this  noble  woman  was  remembered  with 
many  tributes  of  honor  by  intimate  pastors  who  knew  her  devotions. 
His  body  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  Harrisburg  Presbyterian  church 
burying  ground  in  the  presence  of  an  overflowing  congregation,  and 
beneath  a  bank  of  flowers  which,  in  a  measure,  bespoke  the  loving 
respect  and  high  esteem  in  which  he  was  held. 

Brother  Alexander  was  converted  in  early  life,  joined'  the  Pres- 
byterian church,  and  faithfully  served  it  in  many  ways  for  a  number 
of  years,  such  as  Sunday  School  organizer,  teacher,  superintendent, 
elder  and  deacon.  Later  he  felt  that  his  Heavenly  Father  wanted 
him  to  preach,  and  was  appointed  to  two  pastorates  in  Charlotte, 
after  which  he  secured  a  tent  and  went  out  holding  revival  meetings, 
establishing  many  Sunday  schools,  taking  the  oversight,  out  of  which 
grew  strong  churches  to  crown  his  efforts  and  bless  his  memory. 

God  so  blessed  him  in  these  meetings,  that  in  one  of  them  which 
he  held,  with  the  workers  of  Roberta  church  held  in  the  rural  district 
near  Concord,  there  were  ninety-nine  professions,  and  60  members 
were  received  in  Roberta  church  from  this  meeting. 

About  the  year  1912,  feeling  that  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  afforded  a  greater  field  of  service  for  his  Lord  and  Master, 
he  joined  our  church  at  Roberta,  of  which  he  remained  a  member  of 
value  in  many  ways  till  death.  He  received  his  first  appointment 
from  our  Conference  about  1915,  and  was  assigned  to  Midland 
charge  some  seven  times,  and  to  Roberta  and  Millgrove  once.  During 
his  pastorate  at  Midland  he  became  afflicted,  which  affliction  lasted 
for  five  years.  But  he  never  ceased  to  carry  on  so  long  as  he  was 
able,  though  sometimes  he  would  have  to  stand  on  one  foot  to  deliver 
the  message  to  his  waiting  congregation.  He  loved  to  tell  the  story 
of  redeeming  love,  but  ill  health  forced  him  to  retire  from  the  pulpit 
which  he  loved  so  much.  Humble  patience  characterized  his  suffer- 
ing, never  complaining,  but  often  expressing  the  desire  to  live,  if 
he  could  be  of  further  service  to  his  Redeemer,  but  was  resigned 
to  the  last  call  when  it  pleased  God  to  make  it. 
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Brother  Alexander  was  a  hard  worker  and  a  hard-worked  man. 
Aside  from  caring  for  a  large  family,  we  wonder  how  he  found  so 
much  time  to  devote  to  preaching  the  Word,  comforting  the  bereaved, 
lifting  up  the  fallen,  cheering  the  discouraged,  visiting  the  sick,  the 
distressed  and  dying.  In  the  consciousness  of  those  who  knew  him 
best  he  has  this  testimony:  He  was  a  sterling  citizen,  a  noble  chris- 
tian, a  friend  of  God  and  man.  He  was  meek,  quiet,  non-assuming. 
He  never  sold  for  what  he  was  worth;  he  never  sought  the  'lime- 
light' nor  pushed  himself  ahead.  He  uncompromisingly  stood  for 
the  right,  and  respected  the  convictions  of  others.  He  had  a  great 
love  for  young  people  and  children,  and  touched  their  lives  at  many 
points.  He  had  great  insight  into  human  nature,  and  never  indulged 
in  abuse  of  the  wayward.  He  made  it  easier  for  others  to  live  right 
when  associated  with  him.  The  officiating  minister  could  well  speak 
with  ease  and  very  little  reservation  at  the  funeral  of  such  a  man  as 
Uncle  John  was.  To  be  worthy  of  such  tributes  of  honor  at  our 
parting  is  prayerfully  and  earnestly  craved  by  your  committee.

WILLIAM  P.  MARTIN 
Rev.  William  Pinkey  Martin  was  bom  December  25,  1850,  in 
Burke  County  near  what  was  known  then  as  Meadows  Methodist 
Protesttant  Church  now  known  as  Burke's  Chapel,  and  was  reared 
in  that  community.  At  the  early  age  of  14  years  he  professed  faith 
•in   Christ   and   joined  the   Methodist   Protestant   Church  and   began 
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active  Christian  service.  His  was  a  fearless  service,  beginning  at 
home  in  his  father's  house  to  hold  prayer  meetings  and  carried  them 
into  almost  every  home  in  that  community.  His  ambition  was  to 
get  people  saved  and  as  a  result  of  these  prayer  meetings  many 
were  saved.  He  answered  the  call  to  the  ministry  at  the  age  of 
twenty  years  and  was  ordained  at  the  age  of  twenty-five  years.  He 
began  his  first  active  work  on  what  was  known  as  Caldwell  Mission^ 
now  known  as  Connelly  Springs  Circuit,  which  he  served  for  several 
years. 

His  next  appointment  was  at  Monroe,  the  dates  of  this  pas- 
torate being  unknown.  His  next  appointment  was  Caldwell  Circuit. 
He  served  the  Ivey  Circuit  three  years,  and  after  this  he  retired 
from  active  work  in  the  conference.  For  a  few  years  his  work  was 
local.  He  did  not  lose  interest  in  the  ministry.  He  preached  the 
gospel  and  urged  men  to  become  Christians.  Again  for  a  few  years 
he  was  on  the  active  list,  serving  the  Pageland  and  Connelly  Springs 
charges.  Brother  Martin  was  a  good  man  and  devoted  himself  to 
prayer. 

July  &,  1929,  he  passed  from  labor  to  reward.  The  three  last 
years  of  his  life  were  spent  in  reading  the  Bible  and  prayerful 
meditation  upon  the  glories  and  realities  of  the  Spirit  world,  to  which 
he  has  gone.

W.  C.  HALL 

Rev.  William  Clarence  Hall  was  born  December  8,  1888.  A  part 
of  his  life  was  spent  in  Kentucky  but  during  most  of  it  he  lived  in 
North  Carolina.  When  about  nineteen  years  of  age  he  gave  his 
heart  to  Jesus  Christ  his  conversion  taking  place  near  Ashboro.  Fcr 
some  time  he  held  his  membership  in  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church, 
later  transferring  to  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

Brother  Hall  was  married  on  October  1,  1913,  to  Miss  Maud 
Hulin,  daughter  of  Rev,  J.  W.  Hulin,  a  minister  of  his  conference. 
She  was  to  him  a  faithful  and  loving  wife  ever  ready  to  co-operate 
in  whatever  work  he  felt  God  would  have  him  do  or  whatever  sacri- 
fice He  would  have  him  make.  Five  children  were  born  to  them,  four 
of  whom  survive. 

God  called  this  man  to  preach.  He  had  no  doubt  as  to  the  call 
and  for  some  ten  years  he  did  preach  as  opportunity  presented  itself. 
His  education  was  limited  and  upon  the  opening  of  High  Point  Col- 
lege he  secured  a  position  as  Superintendent  of  Buildings  and 
Grounds  with  the  intention  of  taking  a  few  hours  of  class  work  each 
week  and  making  in  this  way  some  preparation  for  the  ministry. 
The  work,  however,  which  was  involved  in  his  position  required  long 
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hours  and  there  was  no  time  for  study.  At  last  he  gave  up  thought 
of  further  preparation  and  presented  himself  to'  the  conference  in 
1927  by  which  he  was  assigned  to  Mecklenburg  circuit,  the  only 
charge  he  ever  served.  He  was  happy  in  this  work  and  for  a  brief 
period  rendered  excellent  service  and  endeared  himself  to  his  people. 
A  constitution  none  too  strong  gave  way,  however,  and  after  some 
months  of  illness  he  passed  over  on  June  30,  1929.  He  was  buried  at 
Love  Joy  church,  the  funeral  service  being  conducted  by  Revs.  G.  L. 
Reynolds  and  P.  S.  Kennett. 

Brother  Hall  was  a  kind  and  generous  man.  He  was  also  a 
friendly  man.  His  own  work  was  never  so  pressing  that  he 
could  not  help  others  and  his  own  burdens  were  never  so  great 
that  he  could  not  offer  cheerful  encouragement  to  those  about 
him.  The  author  of  this  sketch  lived  near  him  for  three  years 
and  found  him  to  be  a  real  neighbor.  I  have  called  upon  him 
for  accommodation  both  by  day  and  by  night,  not  once,  but  many 
times  and  he  never  failed.  I  can  pay  him  no  greater  tribute  than  to 
say  he  was  my  friend.  He  loved  his  family  and  his  friends;  he  loved 
High  Point  College  and  his  church;  best  of  all  he  loved  God. 

The  span  of  his  life  was  short,  and  as  the  world  mea'sures  it  the 
accomplishments  were  not  great.  Better,  however,  to  go  from  faith- 
ful active  service,  humble  thought  it  was,  than  to  have  attained 
honors  and  authority  and  proved  unfaithful.  His  short  ministry  was 
not  in  vain.

JOHN  FRANKLIN  DOSIER 

(Omitted  from  1928  Journal) 

Rev.  John  Franklin  Dosier  was  born  July  3,  1855.  His  immortal 
spirit  left  the  broken  body  June  21,  1928.  His  age  was  72  years, 
eleven  months  and  eighteen  days.  Brother  Dosier  was  the  oldest  son 
of  Perry  Dosier,  deceased,  and  Roxanna  Dosier,  who  still  survives 
at  the  age  of  92  years.  Two  sons  and  two  daughters,  one  sister  and 
three  brothers  also  survive. 

Thirty-four  years  ago  Brother  Dosier  was  united  in  marriage  to 
Miss  Mamie  Norman,  who  survives  and  mourns  the  passing  of  him 
whom  she  loved  long  since  and  has  lost  for  a  while. 

The  foregoing  was  read  by  Reverend  W.  H.  Neese  at  the  funeral 
of  Brother  Dosier.  Brother  Neese  also  says  "For  the  last  three  and 
a  half  years  I  have  been  closely  associated  with  Brother  Dosier  and 
his  life  has  enriched  mine.     He  loved  his  church  and  many  times  he 
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attended  the  services  of  the  Church  under  a  physical  handicap  that 
many  would  have  felt  fully  justified  his  absence." 

Twenty-two  ministers  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  attended 
the  funeral  of  Brother  Dosier  which  was  held  in  Mt.  Lebanon  Church 
in  the  town  of  Randleman. 

Brother  Dosier  entered  the  active  ministry  in  the  fall  of  1886. 
His  first  charge  was  Forsyth  Circuit.-  He  served  actively  for  28 
years.  His  last  charge  was  Rockingham  Circuit.  The  largest  salary 
he  ever  received  was  $327.00.  The  smallest  salary  received  was 
$167.00. 

Brother  Dosier  was  truly  an  educated  man.  He  never  attended 
college,  but  he  was  all  his  life  a  close  student.  He  read  widely  and 
deeply.  His  use  of  the  English  language  was  scrupulously  correct 
and  his  pronunciation  well  night  faultless.  He  was  one  of  our  best 
preachers  and  his  love  for  and  loyalty  to  his  Church  and  Conference 
was  truly  touching. 

For  some  twelve  years  or  more  he  held  a  superannuate  relation. 
During  these  years  he  believed  that  God  had  called  him  to  preach  and 
yet  in  some  way  the  door  had  been  closed.  This  enforced  inactivity 
constituted     the  greatest  tragedy  of  his  life. 

When  Brother  Dosier  came  into  the  Conference  42  years  ago 
our  Churches  were  nearly  all  rural  Churches.  Most  of  the  charges 
were  large.  The  Churches,  most  of  them,  were  small.  We  had  no 
good  roads  and  yet  Brother  Dosier,  as  did  others,  traveled  through 
deep  mud  for  long  distances  and  preached  in  cold  Churches  in  the 
winter  all  because  he  loved  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  and 
because  he  believed  that  God  had  called  him  to  preach  the  Gospel. 
During  the  long  years  of  his  inactivity  he  might  have  gone  to  some 
sister  denomination  in  order  to  find  work,  or  he  might  have  trans- 
ferred to  another  Conference  in  his  own  Church,  but  no,  to  him  it 
was  the  old  Methodist  Protestant  Church  and  the  old  North  Carolina 
conference  forever. 

Brother  Dosier  was  nearly  always  with  us  in  our  Annual  Con- 
ference Sessions.  He  observed  closely  the  work  of  the  Conference 
but  seldom  occupied  the  time  of  the  Conference  in  prolonged  dis- 
cussion. Brother  Dosier  was  truly  a  unique  character  and  it  has 
been  difficult  for  the  committee  to  put  on  record  a  satisfactory  esti- 
mate of  his  life  and  character.  Now  he  has  gone  from  us  and  we  be- 
lieve the  Chief  Shepherd  has  given  him  a  crown  of  life  which  fadeth 
not  away.

(Omitted  from  1928  Journal) 

Rev.  D.  A.  Braswell  was  born  October  6,  1853,  in  Anson  County, 
North  Carolina,  the  son  of  John  W.  and  Lucy  E.  Braswell. 

On  October  27,  1872,  he  was  married  to  Martha  Hane  Bryant. 
To  this  union  were  born  nine  children,  three  of  them  preceeded  him 
to  the  grave.  The  children  surviving  are  as  follows:  J.  T.  Bras- 
well, Hamlet,  N.  C;  Mrs.  S.  0.  Bundy,  Concord,  N.  C;  John  S.  Bras- 
well, Rockingham,  N.  C;  Mrs.  David  Eudy,  Hamlet,  N.  C,  and 
Mrs.  B.  F.  Waddell,  Concord,  N.  C. 

He  was  converted  early  in  life  and  joined  Hopewell  M.  E.  Church. 
He  was  granted  license  to  exhort  in  this  church.  Later  Friendship 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  was  organized  in  his  community  and  he 
moved  his  membership  there,  being  one  of  the  charter  members. 

He  joined  the  North  Carolina  Conference  at  LaGrange  in  1893 
and  was  ordained  at  Burlington  Conference  in  1896. 

He  served  the  following  charges:  Albemarle,  1896,  1897,  1898; 
Plymouth  and  Edenton,  1899,  1900;  Buncombe,  1901;  Ivey,  1902, 
1903;  Concord,  1904,  1905,  1906,  1907;  Fairview,  1908,  1909;  Denton, 
1910,  1911;  Conference  Evangelist,  1912;  Charlotte,  1913,  1914; 
Uwharrie,  1915;  Evangelistic  Work,  1916,  1917,  (Left  withotit  work 
at  his  own  request)  ;  Lexington  Mission,  1918,  1919,  1920,  1921. 

In  1922  he  was  left  without  work  at  his  own  request  to  again 
engage  in  Evangelistic  Work. 

In  1923  he  was  superannuated.  Although  a  superannuate  during 
the  years  1923,  1924,  1925  and  1926,  he  was  not  idle  but  continued 
to  do  all  he  could  to  assist  in  the  furtherance  of  the  Master's  King- 
dom. He  came  into  the  ministry  rather  late  in  life  and  without 
special  preparation  for  the  work,  but  through  his  consecration  to 
God,  his  devotion  to  the  people,  and  his  natural  ability,  he  was  re- 
markably successful  in  his  zealous  work  for  the  King. 

He  was  a  pioneer  worker  in  many  communities  for  the  Metho- 
dist Protestant  Church.  It  was  directly  through  his  personal  efforts 
that  churches  were  organized  in  Plymouth,  Edenton,  Mt.  Elmer,  Mt. 
Hermon  (Creswell  Circuit),  Concord,  Charlotte,  Roberta,  Rocking- 
ham and  Spencer.  He  had  also  worked  up  quite  an  interest  in  Lex- 
ington and  led  in  the  purchase  of  a  lot  where  our  State  Church  now 
stands. 

Brother  Braswell  had  a  passion  for  souls,  and  was  at  his  best 
and  also  the  happiest  when  striving  to  lead  some  soul  to  Jesus.  He 
was  a  sound,  safe  preacher,  a  real  pastor.  He  rarely  ever  made  a 
pastoral  call  without  reading  some  Scripture  lesson  and  offering 
prayer  and  often  had  conversions  in  the  home.  He  believed  the  Bible 
— every  word  of  it  was  precious  to  his  soul. 
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He  was  a  great  sufferer  for  the  last  four  or  five  years  of  his 
fife,  and  during  those  years  he  was  a  great  care  to  his  loved  ones, 
but  they  were  faithful  to  him  even  to  the  end  and  they  have  great 
reason  to  rejoice  in  his  triumphant  death. 

On  the  25th  of  December,  1927,  on  Christmas  Day,  he  was  re- 
leased from  his  suffering,  and  was  translated  to  that  home  above 
to  be  "ever  present  with  the  Lord"  and  to  meet  his  loved  ones  and 
so  many  of  his  brethren  of  the  ministry,  who  had  outstripped  him  in 
the  heavenly  race;  and  the  many  redeemed  souls  whom  he  had  led 
to  Jesus  during  his  long,  useful  ministry. 

His  funeral  was  held  in  the  Concord  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  conducted  by  Rev.  W.  F.  Ashburn,  assisted  by  Rev.  G.  H. 
Hendry,  Rev.  N.  G.  Bethea,  Dr.  A.  G.  Dixon  and  Rev.  S.  W.  Taylor, 
the  latter  offering  a  very  touching  prayer. 

The  remains  were  gently  laid  to  rest  in  the  Concord  Cemetery  to 
await  the  glorious  resurrection  of  the  saints.  Rev.  J.  H.  Moton 
pronounced  the  benediction. 

"Sleep  on  beloved  sleep,  and  take  thy  rest; 
Lay  down  thy  head  upon  thy  Saviour's  breast; 
We  love  thee  well,  but  Jesus  loves  thee  best. 

Good-night,  Good-night ! 
Calm  is  thy  slumber  as  an  infant's  sleep, 
But  thou  shalt  wake  no  more  to  toil  and  weep ; 
Thine  is  a  perfect  rest  secure  and  deep, — Good-night,  Good-night."
